Those in need of driver ’s license renewals asked to go online

The Nome Division of Motor 
Vehicle office closed indefinitely 
last Friday. The office’s only em- 
ployee handed in her resignation a 
month ago and a replacement has 
yet to be found. 

Nome area supervisor Debbie 
Smith told The Nome Nugget that the 
office is only temporarily closed. 
The closure comes as a surprise to 
Nomeites, as no public notice was 
given that the office would close ef- 
fective Jan. 7. Smith said she posted 


the closure on the DMV’s website. 

“Hopefully the closure won’t be 
long,” Smith said. Instead of making 
phone calls, she recommends to visit the 
DMV’s website, www.alaska.gov/dmv, 
to take care of things that relate to li- 
censes and renewals. 

“If road tests line up, then we will 
send somebody up to Nome for a 
week to take care of things there,” 
Smith said. 

“Hopefully we find a replacement 
soon and that the office closure 
won’t be for long,” added Smith. 


9th Circuit affirms 
Rock Creek permit

The United States Court of Ap- 
peals for the 9th Circuit released a 
ruling Jan. 3, finding that the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers was not ar- 
bitrary or capricious in issuing a 404 
permit that allows NovaGold/ Alaska 
Gold Company’s Rock Creek gold 
mine project to destroy more than 
340 acres of wetlands. 

The so-called section 404 Clean 
Water Act permit authorizes the 
Corps to issue permits for the dis- 
charge of dredged or fill material 
into the navigable waters of the 
United States, or in this case, into 
wetlands. 

The gold mine, located seven 
miles north of Nome, is currently 
under construction. 

The 29-page opinion paper writ- 
ten by circuit judge Ron Gould 
found that the Corps acted within 
the law on all issues brought forth by 
the plaintiffs, a Nome citizen group 


and two individuals , Sue Steinacher 
and Jana Varrati. 

The ruling comes after a year- 
and-a-half legal battle involving the 
Nome citizen group called Bering 
Strait Citizens for Responsible Re- 
source Development and Varrati and 
Steinacher, who contested the valid- 
ity of the permit issued by the Corps. 
The lawsuit was filed against the 
Corps initially, but Alaska Gold 
Company having a stake in the out- 
come, intervened and became co-de- 
fendant in the suit. 

The plaintiffs voiced disappoint- 
ment with the judge’s decision. The 
plaintiffs’ attorney, Vicki Clark with 
Trustees for Alaska, said, “The 
court’s ruling is very disappointing. 
The federal laws protecting the pub- 
lic’s right to a meaningful public 
process failed us in this case.” The 
lawsuit contested that the Corps did

Comment period extended for Dry Creek mining permit

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers offered 
a 15 -day extension to the Nome public to com- 
ment on Alaska Gold Company’s exploration 
and pilot program project at Dry Creek. 

Julie Woodke, a Corps hydrologist and 
regulatory specialist, e-mailed a notice stat- 
ing that the comment period will be open 
until Jan. 17. 

Alaska Gold proposes to drill up to 200 
holes in the lower part of Dry Creek between 


Icy View and the Nome Bypass Road. Ac- 
cording to the exploration documents, AGC 
plans to drill during next fall and winter. The 
AGC also plans to take bulk samples from 
15 test trenches. A pilot program would in- 
clude a temporary diversion of Dry Creek 
and a 200- to 250-foot wide by 250-foot 
long pilot pit. 

In May 2007, the Corps issued a so-called 
General Permit to AGC. The permit author- 
izes the company to place fill material into 


waters, including wetlands, for the purpose of 
placer mining within Alaska. Placer mining 
is defined as the removal of gold or other pre- 
cious metals from gravel. 

According the wording in the permit, the 
conditions of the general permit are intended 
to ensure that the impacts to the aquatic en- 
vironment are minimal. “The goal is to pro- 
mote re-establishment of normal aquatic 
ecosystem functions representative of the 
area in which the mining takes place,” the 


permit reads. Excessive erosion of soils into 
streams has been identified as one factor that 
makes it difficult to re-establish a productive 
aquatic ecosystem with a variety of plant 
and animal species. 

Having the permit does not give a miner the 
go-ahead from the Corps, Woodke explained. 
“We verify if projects that are permitted under 
the General Permit meet the terms and condi-

a sufficient job informing the public 
about all environmental ramifica- 
tions of the gold mine and its impact 
on the wetlands. 

Steinacher expressed her deep dis- 
appointment, saying, “I feel we 
didn’t lose on point of law, but on ac- 
count of misperceptions presented to 
and by the judges.” In particular, 
Steinacher felt that the Snake River 
Valley and the location surrounding 
the Rock Creek mine were not accu- 
rately described to two of the judges, 
who have never been to Nome. The 
third judge, Andrew Kleinfeld, had 
been to Nome and opined during a 
hearing in the matter that Nome and 
area is riddled with remnants of old 
equipment, tailings and other de- 
struction associated with gold mining 
in the “old days.” 

“That location was portrayed as a 
moonscape of old mine tailings and 
gravel, but I don’t feel this is accu- 
rate. To say that things will look bet- 
ter after mining than before has no 
bearing in reality,” Steinacher said. 

“I am surprised and saddened that 
the judges thought the Corps did it’s 
job,” Varrati said. 

Corps’ spokeswoman Pat 
Richardson commented,” We are 
very pleased with the decision. We 
had a defensible Permit Decision 
Document, and we’re happy that the 
court thought so too.” 

NovaGold’s president Rick van 
Nieuwenhuyse told The Nome 
Nugget in an interview, “We are very 
pleased that the court found in our 
favor. This was hands-down a 100 
percent win for NovaGold.” He 
added that he’d be looking forward 
to working with the citizen group in 
the future. “I encourage them to par- 
ticipate in a dialogue concerning our 
development of mines and continued 
clean-up operations in the Nome 
area,” he said. 

History 

A first lawsuit was filed in the fall 
of 2006 against the Corps. Based on 
the allegations, the Corps voluntarily 
withdrew the permit to begin a three- 
month internal review of the process 
that led to issuing the permit in late 
August 2006. The pending lawsuit 
became void since there was no per- 
mit to contest. 

In March 2007, the Corps rein- 
stated the 404 wetlands permit with 
a few modifications and the admis- 
sion of Col. Kevin Wilson that mis- 
takes had been made. Since the 
permit review was entirely internal 
and didn’t allow for a public process 
or comment period, the same plain- 
tiffs filed a second lawsuit in the 
U.S. District Court in Anchorage. 
The plaintiffs, through their legal 
counsel, Trustees for Alaska, asked 
for a stay to halt all construction at 
the mine until a decision had been 
made. District Court Judge Ralph 
Beistline did not grant the prelimi- 
nary injunction and dismissed the 
entire lawsuit. The plaintiffs then ap- 


pealed Beistline ’s decision and filed 
an appeal at the U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals for the 9th Circuit. 

Last week, the ruling was is- 
sued, and the opinion paper writ- 
ten by circuit Judge Ron Gould 
was made public. 

Judges’ findings 

The three-judge panel consist- 
ing of Betty Fletcher, Kleinfeld 
and Ronald Gould heard oral argu- 
ments in the case on Sept. 26, 
2006, in Seattle. 

The plaintiffs alleged that the 
Corps violated the Clean Water Act 
and the National Environmental Pol- 
icy Act when they granted the 404 
permit. “We conclude that the Corps 
complied with the requirements of 
the CWA and NEPA and affirm the 
judgement of the district court,” 
wrote Gould. 

The judges noted that AGC’s 
plans to restore Big Hurrah Creek 
to its natural path— after it had been 
diverted and littered with tailings in 
the Gold Rush period— and to in- 
fuse the Nome economy with re- 
newed mine development, weighed 
into their decision. 

“The Corps and AGC hope for an 
economic advantage and environ- 
mental improvement as a result,” 
wrote Gould. “AGC observes that 
Nome has unemployment rates over 
twice the state average and that the 
region currently offers limited oppor- 
tunities for economic development, 
and the Corps considered the re- 
gion’s economic conditions when as- 
sessing the permit.” 

A check with the Nome Job Cen- 
ter last Friday revealed that there are 
currently 102 jobs open in Nome. 
The unemployment rate for Novem- 
ber 2007 was 10.1 percent; statewide 
the number was at 6.2 percent. In 
2006, the unemployment numbers 
for November were comparable: in 
Nome 10 percent, statewide, 6.3 per- 
cent. Often argued that Nome is a 
mining town, new realities point to 
the fact that Nome’s biggest em- 
ployer in Nome is Norton Sound 
Health Corp., employing more than 
500 people regionwide. 

During the September hearing, the 
plaintiffs’ lawyers argued that the 
Corps has not chosen the least dam- 
aging alternative, did not engage in a 
meaningful discussion of alternatives 
and did not circulate a draft Environ- 
mental Assessment on which the 
public could comment. 

Judge Gould responded in the 
opinion paper that the Corps did con- 
sider 24 other alternatives, and that 
mitigation measures tacked onto the 
permit will result in the reclamation 
of 106 acres of previously disturbed 
wetlands in Big Hurrah and the cre- 
ation of 70 acres of new wetlands. 
Subtract that from the 346.5 acres 
destroyed at Rock Creek, the actual 
net loss would only be 170.5 acres. 

The judge remarked that the 
Corps did the right thing considering 
the promised economic benefit in the 
Permit Evaluation and Decision 


Document. “In addition to the signif- 
icant environmental considerations 
included in the PEDD, the Corps also 
properly considered the significant 
economic benefits that are expected 
to result from the project. Given the 
relatively poor condition of the local 
economy in relation to the state over- 
all, we agree that these benefits are 
weighty in this case,” Gould wrote. 

The judges also agreed with the 
Corps and AGC when they quoted 
the United States Fish and Wildlife 
Services’ evaluation that the wet- 
lands lost in the project are not rare, 
but rather the common habitat. “Ac- 
cordingly the Corps concluded that 
the project will likely have no impact 
on the greater ecosystem beyond the 
project site,” wrote Gould. 

One of the plaintiffs’ main objec- 
tions was that the Corps should have 
prepared an Environmental Impact 
Statement for the Rock Creek Mine 
project and that a draft form of the 
Environmental Assessment, which 
served as the basis for the Corps’ 
Finding of No Significant Impact, 
was never presented to the public. 
This point addressed requirements 
under NEPA. 

Gould wrote that the law currently 
does not make clear whether NEPA 
requires the circulation of a draft EA. 
“The regulations don’t answer the 
question,” Gould found. The law re- 
quires agencies to make diligent ef- 
forts to involve the public in 
preparing and implementing NEPA 
procedures, but does not require the 
circulation of draft EAs. Other 9th 
Circuit cases didn’t set a precedent 
and the 9th Circuit has “not estab- 
lished a minimum level of public 
comment and participation...,” said 
Gould, adding that this case would 
present an opportunity for the court 
to squarely address the issue. 

The judges adopted a rule from 
the district court examining the 
Sierra Nevada Forest Protection 
Campaign, saying, “An agency, 
when preparing an EA, must provide 
the public with sufficient environ- 
mental information, considered in 
the totality of circumstances, to per- 
mit members of the public to weigh 
in with their views and thus inform 
the agency decision-making 
process.” The judges felt that the 
Corps satisfied this rule. 

The judges measured this by the 
high number of favorable comments 
submitted by Nome businesses part- 
nering with AGC and other No- 
vaGold business partners. Gould 
wrote, “Information about the project 
was widely disseminated throughout 
the community and environmental 
information was reasonably and 
thoroughly tendered to the public. In- 
deed, in response, the Corps received 
a high level of public comment from 
the Nome community, most of it fa- 
voring the project.” 

The judges conclude that the qual- 
ity of the Corps’ dissemination of en- 
vironmental information to the 
public and its consideration of public 
comment, before issuing its EA, was 


reasonable and adequate. 

The EA was only available upon 
request by this reporter weeks after 
the Corps issued the FONSI in Au- 
gust 2006. The EA wasn’t posted on- 
line or mailed out to the community. 
Don Rice, the Corps’ project man- 
ager told The Nome Nugget in an in- 
terview in September 2006 that the 
FONSI decision was based on one 
public hearing held in June 2006 and 
that he felt that the majority present 
was lending support to the project. 

Despite 15 letters of concern, a 
citizen protest at the road dedica- 
tion ceremony with then-Gov. 
Frank Murkowski, a letter by the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
asking for an EIS, the Corps didn’t 
see any red flags and gave the 404 
permit a green light. 

The judges found that the Corps 
took the NEPA-required “hard 
look” at the project, that impacts to 
wildlife would be minimal, and 
that the project met air and water 
quality conditions, 

In closing, Gould wrote, “We 
cannot avoid perceiving that the 
project in its required mitigation 
favorably affects parts of the 
Nome area that suffered environ- 
mental damage from previously 
unconstrained resource develop- 
ment. On balance, we conclude 
that the Rock Creek Mine project 
has no significant detrimental ef- 
fect on the environment in and 
near Nome. Accordingly, the 
Corps was not required to prepare 
an EIS based on the issues raised 
by BSC or by the EPA.” 

What’s next? 

As of press time, the plaintiffs 
were evaluating the decision and any 
options to move forward, said 
Trustees for Alaska lawyer Clark. 
Steinacher said in an interview with 
The Nome Nugget that citizens need 
to take an active role in monitoring 
that promises are kept and permit 


stipulations are adhered to. “We as 
citizens must insist that the govern- 
ment monitors and provides over- 
sight to the permits they issued. The 
public should be mindful and watch- 
ful and willing to report potential vi- 
olations,” Steinacher said. She added 
that she had encountered increasing 
support for the lawsuit in the com- 
munity and said, “We have been sup- 
ported by members of the Native 
communities and even active placer 
miners have expressed their concerns 
and support of our suit.” According 
to Steinacher, all legal fees associ- 
ated with the lawsuit were raised lo- 
cally, within the Nome community. 

NovaGold president van 
Nieuwenhuyse said, “I hope that 
BSC would embrace dialogue in the 
future instead of bringing frivolous 
lawsuits. We always had good public 
relations, and I’m especially proud of 
our track record in communication.” 

Meanwhile, construction at the 
mine continues, but is winding 
down. A change in leadership also 
took place as general manager Doug 
Nicholson was moved to work at No- 
vaGold’s Donlin Creek project. Mine 
manager Warren Woods worked in 
the interim as both general manager 
and mine manager. Woods quit his 
job in the middle of December and 
left Nome Jan. 3 to take a job with a 
new company in northern Nevada, 
closer to his home and family. 

Jim Mallory, the new general 
manager and mine manager, came to 
town last week. Mallory used to 
work at NovaGold’s Galore Creek 
project, which was suspended as a 
re-evaluation of the project revealed 
that the costs would exceed $5 bil- 
lion to build the shared NovaGold 
and TeckCominco project. 

According to van Niewenhuyse, 
the handover from construction 
crews to operation crews is taking 
place at Rock Creek. “We should be 
up in full production by the second 
quarter of 2008,” he said.

Report faults 
management, 
training for 
deaths at mine

Almost six months after two con- 
struction workers crashed to their 
deaths on a JLG 120 HX aerial manlift 
at Alaska Gold Company’s Rock Creek 
mine, the federal Mine Safety and 
Health Administration has released the 
final investigation report to the public. 

The conclusion: “The accident oc- 
curred because management policies 
and procedures were inadequate,” 
reads the MSHA document. “The 
manlift was not positioned on solid, 
level ground and the center hydraulic 
lift cylinder was being utilized im- 
properly. Task training for persons 
operating the manlift was incomplete 


and did not address the load manage- 
ment system provided on the unit.” 

Tyler Kahle, 19, of Tomahawk, 
Wis . , and Craig Bagley, 28 , of Anchor- 
age crashed to their deaths while doing 
construction work at the mine on July 
19. They were employed by Alaska 
Mechanical Inc., the contractor build- 
ing the mill facilities at the Rock Creek 
mine for Alaska Gold Company/No- 
vaGold. According to their families, the 
men not only worked together at the 
mine, but also were fishing buddies. 

Just 40 minutes before the end of 
their shift July 19, a calm warm sum-

Help wanted: Alaska Gold 
looks to fill ranks at wine

With Alaska Gold Company/No- 
vaGold Resources’ Rock Creek gold 
mine transitioning from construction to 
commissioning, AGC managers now 
face a challenge in coming up with a 
crew to staff the gold mine operation. 

While bringing down the high un- 
employment rate of the region was 
one of the selling points to make the 
first open pit hard rock mine on the 
Seward Peninsula palatable to the 
Nome public, realities are that AGC 
needs more workers and the area’s 
employment rate is as high as ever. 

In arguments reiterated time and 
again from the beginning of public 


comments sought during the brief 
permitting process up until recent 
court documents upholding the chal- 
lenged wetlands permit, employment 
opportunities for Nomeites and re- 
gional residents was stressed as a 
positive factor to permit the mine. 

Now, a year and a half into the 
mine’s construction— six months be- 
hind schedule and with a $40 million 
cost overrun— coming up with the 
necessary crew to bring the mine on- 
line is a challenge, according to AGC 
General Manager Jim Mallory. 

Mallory, who had spent a good

Large chunk of NSEDC’s 2006 income deemed taxable 


Corporation may owe 
IRS millions on some of 
its income in earlier years

Norton Sound Economic Development 
Corp. reported $6.4 million in taxable “unre- 
lated business income” on its 2006 Form 
990, submitted to the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice Nov. 12, 2007. 

The taxable amount represents about 25 per- 
cent of the corporation’s gross income in 2006. 
NSEDC may be liable for millions of dollars in 
taxes, interest and penalties for earlier years 


when none of its revenues were reported as un- 
related business income on 990 returns. 

Like the other five Community Develop- 
ment Quota groups in western Alaska, 
NSEDC has nonprofit tax-exempt status as a 
social welfare organization under 501c4 of the 
Internal Revenue Code. However, gross in- 
come from a business that is not substantially 
related to the tax-exempt purpose of the or- 
ganization, other than the need for funds, is 
subject to unrelated business income taxes 
(UBIT). Several CDQ groups, including 
NSEDC, apparently became aware of poten- 
tial UBIT issues within the past year or so. 

Tax-exempt corporations that report unre- 
lated business income on Form 990 also file 


Form 990-T, which allows for certain deduc- 
tions. The tax rate schedule for corporations is 
34 percent on taxable income between 
$335,000 and $10 million. The IRS provided 
The Nome Nugget with a copy of NSEDC’s 
2006 Form 990 informational report, which is 
open to public inspection, but not the corpora- 
tion’s Form 990-T. 

NSEDC’s Form 990 for 2006 lists as unre- 
lated business income $5.7 million from invest- 
ments other than dividends and interest from 
securities, and $700,162 in harvesting revenues 
transferred to the corporation from its crab har- 
vesting partner, Norton Sound Ventures LLC. 
NSEDC’s original 50 percent investment in 
NSV increased to 59.5 percent in 2005. 


NSEDC has held a 50 percent interest in Gla- 
cier Fish Co. LLC, the corporation’s pollock 
and cod harvesting partner, since 1998. Both 
NSV and Glacier Fish Co. are listed under “tax- 
able subsidiaries and disregarded entitles” on 
NSEDC’s 990 returns for 2004, 2005 and 2006. 

In 2006 NSEDC reported $12.8 million in 
harvesting income related to the corporation’s 
exempt function. Royalties received by 
NSEDC and other Community Development 
Quota groups for their share of CDQ harvests 
in Bering Sea/ Aleutian Islands fisheries are 
statutorily exempt from taxes. The North Pa- 
cific Fisheries Management Council annually

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mer day, Bagley “positioned the man- 
lift basket at the upper portion of the 
roof of the mill building where Kahle 
entered the man basket with Bagley to 
be transported to the ground.” Kahle 
had been working on the roof of the 
mill building and just wanted a ride 
down to the ground. Bagley rotated 
the turntable of the manlift toward the 
southern end of the mill building until 
the boom and the man basket were 
clear of the mill roofline. As Bagley 
maneuvered the boom, the manlift 
began to topple. The basket hit the 
side of the mill building below the 
roofline. The boom struck the ground. 
“Both men were tied off to the basket. 
The cause of death was attributed to 
blunt force trauma,” reads the report. 

According to Nome ambulance 
volunteers, Kahle was unconscious 
and co-workers performed CPR on 
him. Bagley was still conscious and 
talking when the ambulance arrived. 
Bagley was taken to Nome first and 
died at the Norton Sound Health 
Corporation emergency room on 
7:49 p.m. A second ambulance trans- 
ported Kahle to the hospital and he 
was pronounced dead at 9:09 p.m. 

The MSHA report was released 
Jan. 16 to the general public and 
clearly spells out the reasons for the 
two iron worker’s deaths: manage- 
ment failed to see that the JLG manlift 
was improperly set up for three days 
before the crash occurred. Operators 
of the manlift were not trained beyond 
watching an introductory video called 
“The Sky is the Limit,” and operators 
were not made aware of the load man- 
agement system of the unit. 

The investigation 

MSHA sent two investigators to 
Nome the day after the accident. 
Their investigation revealed the se- 
quence of events before the crash and 
determined that the boom of the 
manlift was in a near vertical posi- 
tion when Bagley picked up Kahle 
from the roof of the mill building. 

While the boom was extended 93 
feet, the horizontal extension of the 
boom was approximately 40 to 48 
feet. The operator rotated the boom 
without retracting the length of the 
boom or lowering the boom until he 
was approximately positioned at a 
45-degree right angle from the mill 
building and the axles of the manlift. 


At this time he began to lower the 
boom. When the boom reached the 
60-foot radius limit the warning sys- 
tem (with which Bagley was not fa- 
miliar) activated— suddenly stopping 
the manlift, causing it to bounce. 

Investigators also noted that de- 
cals showed that the end of the man 
basket should never be extended 
more than 60 feet from the pivot 
point of the turntable of the JLG. The 
machine had a load management 
warning system designed to warn the 
operator visually and audibly when 
approaching the 60-feet limit. The 
warning system did not fail, but 
Bagley had not been trained to know 
about the load management system. 

Another factor that led to the ma- 
chine toppling was that it was not set 
up properly. “The surface area where 
the JLG was parked was not level 
and was made up of loose unconsol- 
idated gravel,” says the report. The 
manlift had been sitting on a 6 per- 
cent slope. “In an attempt to level the 
machine, two 3. 5 -inch by 3.5-inch 
wooden blocks approximately two 
feet long had been placed under the 
right rear tire prior to the accident. 
Both blocks were found broken after 
the manlift tipped over,” reads the 
MSHA document. 

The report identified a lack of 
training as the third component caus- 
ing the accident. “The task training 
for the persons assigned to operate 
the manlift did not identify the safe 
operating procedures and limitiations 
of the load management system that 
was critical to safely operate the 
manlift,” says the report. 

Just five days prior to the crash, 
MSHA inspectors had been to the 
Rock Creek mine, noting three vio- 
lations for AMI and one for AGC. 
Since the end of July until Dec. 21, 
AMI racked up 13 unassessed viola- 
tions and AGC had eight. 

Amy Louviere, MSHA spokes- 
woman said that AMI was issued ci- 
tations for violations. “They will be 
required to abate the violations and 
they will be assessed civil penalties 
for those violations,” Louviere said. 

Life after the crash 

Ever since July 19, 2007, the fami- 
lies of Kahle and Bagley have tried to 
wrap their minds around the devastat- 
ing loss of their loved ones. Michele 
Kahle, Tyler’s mother, said in an inter- 
view with The Nome Nugget last week 


that the time that had elapsed between 
the accident and MSHA’s report had 
been pure torture on her family. 

The Kahle family received the re- 
port hand-delivered by the MSHA 
investigator Stephen Cain on Dec. 
14, 2007. The Bagley family re- 
ceived the report on Dec. 18. 

Michele Bagley, Craig Bagley ’s 
wife, said that her first reaction after 
reading through the report was a sigh 
of relief that neither her husband nor 
Kahle were at fault in the crash. She re- 
membered getting a call by her hus- 
band’s supervisor saying that there was 
an accident and that emergency person- 
nel stabilized Bagley to get him medi- 
vaced out of Nome. “It just sounded 
like he had a few broken bones,” re- 
membered Michele Bagley. The next 
call came from another mineworker, 
who said that Bagley had died. 

“We were forced to wait an unrea- 
sonable amount of time for the report 
or before any information made 
available to us,” Kahle said. She 
summed up the contact with MSHA, 
saying, ’’Upon Tyler’s death, MSHA 
initiated contact with us twice. Once 
via phone and once via mail.” 

In an earlier e-mail exchange with 
The Nome Nugget , prior to the final 
report, Kahle said that her family, 
contrary to a MSHA spokesperson’s 
statement to the Nugget , was not 
constantly briefed on the status of the 
investigation. “This would imply that 
as the investigation proceeds through 
its various stages that we would be 
notified. That was not the case. All 
contact since the initial notification 
has been initiated for us or by us, and 
then they respond,” wrote Kahle. 

She added that the only details the 
family had been provided were in re- 
sponse to a Freedom of Information 
Act request to MSHA that was sent to 
obtain copies of the citations that were 
issued to AMI/ AGC (Nova Gold) in 
2007. “This was sent to MSHA after 
AMI/ AGC declined to respond to our 
requests for copies of the MSHA ci- 
tations that they were issued as a re- 
sult of the accident,” she wrote. 

Grappling with the reason for her 
only son’s death, Kahle said that regu- 
lations and laws are not set up to pro- 
tect victims, but the businesses. For 
example, she said that in this case, the 
lack of training and negligent manage- 
ment resulted in her son’s death, but 
the employer is protected by an Alaska 
statute that bars victims from suing a 
negligent employer. The Alaska 
Worker’s Compensation statute is con- 
sidered “exclusive remedy,” meaning 
that the employee gives up the right to 
file a lawsuit against the employer and 
in return an employee gets lost wages

part of his career at open pit mines in 
South America, recently transferred 
from Canada to fill the job as general 
manager after Warren Woods left 
NovaGold earlier this month and for- 
mer general manager Doug Nichol- 
son was transferred to NovaGold’s 
Donlin Creek project. 

Mallory now sorts through reali- 
ties and challenges to determine how 
more workers can be enticed to sign 
up for 12-hour days with a schedule 
of two weeks on, one week off. 

“It is difficult to attract people to 
Rock Creek,” said Mallory in an in- 
terview last week. He said that he’s 
been busy in his first weeks on the job 
analyzing what the hold-up is and 
meeting with the Job Center and com- 
munity movers and shakers to get a 
grip on the employment challenge. He 
added that while there are positions 
available for mill trainees, full-blown 
apprenticeship programs have not 
been developed to train people in cer- 
tain trades needed for the mine. 

As of Jan. 15, there are 99 em- 
ployees working at the Rock Creek 
mine. Mallory said that he was 
pleased to see that 60 of the employ- 
ees are Alaska Natives or American 
Indians, 30 are Bering Strait Native 
Corp. shareholders and eight are Sit- 
nasuak Native Corp. shareholders. 
About 72 are from the local area, 15 
from other parts of Alaska and 11 
from the Lower 48, with one, Mal- 
lory himself, hailing from Canada. 


and medical treatment without having 
to prove fault. 

Also, criminal charges cannot be 
pressed. According to the Alaska 
State Troopers, in order to criminally 
prosecute the employers, investiga- 
tors must prove that there was the in- 
tent to hurt or kill the two men. AST 
responded to the site after the acci- 
dent, but closed the file because there 
was no foul play suspected. 

Not satisfied with the answers they 
were or weren’t getting, the Kahles 
came to Nome in September and hired 
two experts to independently investi- 
gate the manlift and to gather more in- 
formation. However, the manlift had 
been moved off- site the day they ar- 
rived and was enroute to the Nome 
port as they were trying to locate it. 

More than 100 days into the griev- 
ing process, Kahle contacted Con- 
gressman Don Young’s office with 
the request for MSHA to deliver an 
official explanation of “why 105 
days post death, we have yet to re- 
ceive any information as to the cause 
of our son’s death except for what we 
have uncovered ourselves despite ef- 
forts to stop us,” Kahle wrote. 

The day the MSHA report was made 
public, Congressman Young held a six- 
minute speech at the House on why he 
does not support a miner’s safety bill. 
“This is just another nail in the coffin for 
Alaska’s economy and Alaska’s mines,” 
Young said. “As heart-wrenching as it 
is when we have a death in a mine, 
compared to other parts of the world, we 
have the safest mining industry in the 
world,” Young said. 

Michele Bagley was going through 
her own battle to cope with the loss of 
her husband. She said that she re- 
membered the last trip the whole fam- 
ily made together was on Memorial 
Day. “We all went fishing at the 
Homer Spit,” she said. Bagley left be- 
hind two children, 8 and 9 years old, 
from a previous relationship who 
were living with him and Michele and 
her three children, ages 15,14 and 12. 

The family had been tom apart as the 
younger children are no longer in her 
custody and now live with their mother. 

Currently, Michele Kahle said that 
she is still trying to get all of Tyler's 
belongings from AML “I contacted 
Kurt Imig, CFO today (last Thurs- 
day) and I am awaiting a response. 
That was my fourth correspondence 
with AMI Management concerning 
this,” Kahle wrote in an e-mail. 

She added that her son’s employer 
paid for the funeral costs, paid the 
extended family’s way to Wisconsin 
for the funeral and that Alaska Gold 
promised a $15,000 donation toward 
a baseball field renovation project in 


AGC is looking to fill about 150 
positions this year and is examining 
strategies to recruit and retain quali- 
fied workers. “We’re looking at in- 
centive programs, bonuses and 
rewards and recognition strategies to 
attract more workers,” said Mallory. 

Turnover at Rock Creek concerns 
Mallory. “The estimated turnover had 
been 29 to 30 percent. These numbers 
are concerning, and we’re only just 
beginning to analyze the reasons for 
these turnover rates,” he said. 

“A lot goes into our recruiting 
program to bring these employees to 
Nome Operations, and we’ll be look- 
ing into strategies to not only attract 
but retain our new-hire and longer- 
service employees,” Mallory said. 

While many employees can enter 
the work force at entry level without 
training or with minimal necessary 
training, some jobs at the mill or 
higher-level positions need to be 
filled with experts imported into 
Nome, Mallory said. 

He said that several of the open 
positions require some experience 
specific to mining. 

“We do have a number of entry- 
level positions where we’re willing to 
train, and we’ll be looking to the local 
talent for those positions. That doesn’t 
mean you’re guaranteed a job, but we 
will be working a little harder to recmit 
locally. In our recmiting process we’ll 
continue to screen our candidates, in- 
terviewing for ability, comprehension, 
accountability and enthusiasm.”

Michele Bagley said that she was 
promised a full reimbursement of her 
husband’s funeral, but NovaGold 
and AMI came $ 1 ,000 short to cover 
the $9,000 expense. Bagley said that 
NovaGold donated $15,000 to the 
church she and her husband attended. 
“Craig has died on his job and it 
makes me mad that these companies 
get away with it. Tyler and Craig 
should’ve never been in this basket,” 
Bagley said. Unlike the Kahle fam- 
ily, Michele Bagley did not embark 
on her own investigation and let her 
attorney handle things. What she re- 
solved to do, however, is to petition 
against every big mine going up in 
Alaska and to petition against the 
worker’s compensation law that pro- 
tects companies from civil lawsuits 
when a death or injury occurs. 

She said that in the last conversa- 
tions she had on the phone with her 
husband, he kept telling her what an 
unsafe workplace the mine construc- 
tion site was and that they had a lot 
of problems. “These companies need 
to know that they’re messing with 
people’s lives,” said Bagley. She 
added that her children still have a 
hard time believing that their stepfa- 
ther is dead. “Sometimes, we all feel 
that he’s still working away from 
home in Nome,” said Bagley. 

AMI’s headquarter office in An- 
chorage was contacted numerous times 
by The Nome Nugget , but as of press 
time, no phone calls were returned. 

“Mom, I’m going to Alaska,” re- 
membered Michele Kahle her son 
saying. “He loved it up there in 
Nome. He didn’t drink, he was a 
clean-cut kid from a small town, try- 
ing to make some money.” Tyler 
Kahle and his cousin Paul Nyberg of 
Healy worked together at Rock 
Creek. She said that the loss of her 
son devastated her family to the point 
where she and her husband Tom can 
hardly go about daily life and work. 
“We cannot sleep, we cannot nor- 
mally function, we are zombies,” de- 
scribed Michele Kahle. The lives of 
other family members were also af- 
fected to the point where a “normal” 
life seems impossible at the moment. 

She added that Nomeites re- 
sponded to her letter to the editor 
printed in The Nome Nugget last De- 
cember with calls and letters. “We 
appreciate it. It showed again that he 
was making us proud because people 
thought highly of him,” Kahle said. 

She added, sobbing, “I wish for 
the owners of these companies to 
come to our house and sit through a 
movie of Tyler’s life to see what they 
took from us.” 


ment and Training division works in 
partnership with AGC to bring in 
workers from area villages and help 
them to transition from their home 
community to Nome and a job at the 
mine. Lew Tobin heads those support- 
ive services and said that out of 17 vil- 
lagers, 15 were gainfully employed at 
the mine. Kawerak assists the people 
with transportation to and from a 
training or job site, tools and materials 
for a job, housing assistance for those 
attending training away from their 
permanent residence, work and safety 
essentials, initial union dues, work 
clothing, boots and glasses, and other 
necessary needs. Tobin added that the 
service also includes arranging for 
driver’s license training and tests. “It 
costs about $ 1 ,000 per person to bring 
them in to Nome and set up every- 
thing so they can take the driver’s li- 
cense test,” said Tobin. With the 
recent unannounced closure of the 
Nome office of the Division of Motor 
Vehicles, scheduling and organizing 
village travels for driver’s tests were 
even more challenging, said Tobin. 

At the peak of construction, the 
main contractor, Alaska Mechanical 
Inc., employed up to 200 employees, 
mostly from outside of Nome. Mal- 
lory told The Nome Nugget that AMI 
hired 51 persons locally, “however, 
some did not work more than a few 
days.” AMI contracted with local busi- 
nesses Fimon Trucking, Q Trucking, 
Alaska Cab Garage/Board of Trade, 
Steve’s Repair, Bering Straits Native 
Corp., Alaskimo and KL Trucking.

Blizzard, winds, cold 
temps pummel Nome

A reminder of nature’s power hum- 
bled area residents last week as a unique 
blizzard moved through the region, 
leaving the northern parts of Nome 
without power for hours as tempera- 
tures dropped sharply from 32 dgrees F 
to the single digits in a matter of hours. 

The combination of weather 
events sneaked up on the National 
Weather Service, which didn’t fore- 
cast the high-velocity winds— with 


gusts of 56 mph— following the ini- 
tial warm-temperature snow dump in 
the morning and then the sudden 
temperature drop around noon. 

A spec of blue sky could be seen in 
the short period of time when the low 
system passed and the Siberian Express 
came rolling in. A very slight southeast 
wind lazily kicked around some snow, 
but soon, racing clouds covered the sky,

Ice and winds wreak

Utility board members out in the 
Jan. 22 blizzard said strong winds 
twanged power lines in 10- to 15-foot 
arcs between power poles. The storm 
that came up without warning 
wreaked havoc with the utility sys- 
tem and put northern areas of the 
service grid— Icy View, the high 
school, Anvil Mountain Correctional 


Center, Lester Bench, Martinson ville, 
Tripple Creek, Nome River, Snake 
River and the Rock Creek Mine — 
into darkness, scrambling utility 
crews to restore power and heat.

Common Council: Grownups can travel helmet-free

The Nome Common Council passed a new 
ATV and snowmachine law affecting city 
streets Monday night. The new rules, however, 
lack some controversial elements. 

Chick Trainor told the Council Monday 
evening that the ordinance requiring adults to wear 
helmets when driving ATVs or snowmachines 
within the city limits “made him hit the roof.” 

“A helmet is a nuisance. There is no place to 


store it on the machine. It is a tempting object for 
thieves,” he said. He uses his ATV to drive to work. 

Kids should wear helmets because their par- 
ents tell them to wear them, not because of a 
law, he said. 

These parents, these kids nowadays, Trainor 
went on. “It is a parent’s responsibility and no 
one else’s.” It is not the village or even the po- 
lice department’s responsibility. A town com- 
mittee should be the deciders if it came down to 


a collective decision, Trainor said. 

Wearing a helmet to set an example for 
youngsters? No way, Trainor said. Instead, par- 
ents take charge, as in, “I don’t wear a helmet. 
You will wear a helmet because I am in charge 
of you until you are 18,” Trainor said, reading 
from his notes, lest he omit any outrage. 

“A $50 fine and impoundment is absurd,” 
he continued. 

Council Member Stan Andersen several 


times interrupted Trainor in his spiel, assuring 
him that the Council had amendments to satisfy 
most of Trainor ’s objections, as though they 
were a done deal. These amendments, however, 
had not been discussed in open meeting. 

Two controversial issues and some inconsis- 
tencies in wording were taken out: 

Helmets and protective eye-wear for adults —

Back then the Western District DOT 
headquarters was in Nome, but it has been gutted over the years and 
sent to Fairbanks. It seems we have more roads to maintain and fewer 
dollars to do it with. Why? 

We have more people living along a road system beyond the Nome 
City Limits. These folks work, shop and go to school in Nome. They 
need safe roads. They need well-maintained roads. They need snow 
removal. They need reflector markers along the roadsides. It’s not like 
back in the 70s when we just had to get to Beltz or to the Fort Davis 
Roadhouse.

as gusts began to swirl around the snow with force. 
In a matter of minutes, the wind direction changed 
counterclockwise to the west and the storm began 
to gain momentum. Temperatures measured at 10 
a.m. at 30 dropped to 14 at noon and continued to 
drop throughout the day and night. 

“This time we had post-frontal snowfall with 
dry snow and strong winds up to 56 mph from a 
westerly direction,” said NWS meteorologist 
Jerry Steiger. He said the unique thing about the 
storm was that there was snowfall after the actual 
weather front passed. “A lot of times the system 
goes over us and clears up. This time it did not 
only get cold but there were still clouds and snow 
falling and strong winds kicking up,” he said. 

“That storm kind of sneaked up on us and the 
magnitude wasn’t forecasted,” Steiger said. A 
low-pressure system went right on top of Norton 
Sound and brought in the snowfall. “And then the 
cold front followed also right over us, on the 
backside of it bringing with it westerly winds,” 
explained Steiger. Winds that were easterly on 
Tuesday morning, turned to a very light southerly 
wind and then switched to a strong west wind. By 
12:52 p.m., the maximum wind gust hit 56 mph. 

Power lines started to ice up and wildly slapped 
around in the wind as weather conditions deterio- 
rated rapidly to a full-blown dry-snow blizzard 
with zero visibility. Utility crews noticed failing 
braces on power poles , and power lines pulled lose 
from insulators. Electricity to Icy View, Willow 
Ridge a.k.a. Martinson’s subdivision, Anvil Moun- 
tain and Newton, the Nome-Beltz school and 
NACTEC complex, and Lester Bench went out. 
Homeowners came back from work not only to 
find frozen water and sewer pipes, but also snow- 
drifts in their living room from cracks in doors that 
allowed a constant stream of drifting snow. 

As the weather hit and the power went out, the 
Nome-Beltz school complex continued classes and 
opted to dismiss the students at the regular time. 
From noon on, the power started to become fickle 
and Superintendent Stan Lujan set up an incident 
command system. “For the safety of the students 
we decided to dismiss at the regular time so that 
parents will be home when the children return,” 
said Lujan. He added that typically elementary 
school students walk home and that a plan needs to 
be in place to contact parents to make sure that the 
walkers are accompanied on bad weather days. 

In the early afternoon, conditions had become 


so bad that it was hazardous to operate heavy 
equipment and both the city’s Public Works De- 
partment as well as the local Department of Trans- 
portation made the call to stop plowing the roads. 

Nome Elementary School students were picked 
up by school buses and taken to their home stops 
as Nome police officers scouted the bus routes to 
make sure that no downed power lines or other ob- 
stacles blocked the roads. Nome-Beltz students 
climbed into three school buses at the regular dis- 
missal time at 3: 15 p.m. But it was no ordinary trip 
as the bus convoy had a DOT grader escort, clear- 
ing the road of snow ahead of the buses. Each bus 
had a school employee equipped with emergency 
radio and cell phone on board. Lujan said that he 
kept all teachers, cooks and maintenance person- 
nel in place until word came back that all kids 
were safely delivered to their homes. 

Due to the power outage, the AC store 
closed at 1 p.m. and Hanson’s at 3 p.m. 

By the early afternoon, Nome Police Chief 
Paul Burke contacted the Alaska State Troopers 
and asked for assistance to patrol the roads. 
Trooper Sergeant Andrew Merrill patrolled 
within the city, and went out to Icy View and to 
Nome-Beltz. Although there were no cars that 
slid off the road, a host of cars got stuck in snow- 
drifts on Front Street past the Country Store. 
Troopers also received the call from Golovin to 


advise them that the Golovin City closed down 
due to the storm. A week after the storm, Nome 
Volunteer Ambulance Department Chief Charlie 
Lean told the emergency responders during a de- 
briefing that the roof of the new Golovin power 
plant had been blown off. “We were all real 
close to a regional emergency,” said Lean. 

Back in Nome, by 4:15 p.m., 13 homes in Icy 
View had frozen pipes. Battling iced up power 
lines slapping in violent winds, NJUS went into 
the emergency mode and had set up a mini-inci- 
dent command center, as Toby Schield called it. 

The combination of bad weather getting 
worse, the duration of the power failure and 
plummeting temperatures led Nome’s emer- 
gency responders, department heads and interim 
City Manager Don Moore to decide that a uni- 
fied approach is needed. Moore told The Nome 
Nugget that the day progressed from a weather 
emergency to a power emergency and that con- 
cern mounted because the duration of the power 
outage had not been determined. “Around 5 p.m. 
we activated the incident command system just 
to be on the safe side,” said Moore. “Just the fact 
that you’re thinking about setting up an IC is an 
indication that you probably should.” 

Moore appointed Jimmy West Jr. to the role of 
incident commander and the wheels went in mo- 
tion. By 5 p.m. a dispatch went out to all Nome 


Fire Department volunteers to report to the Fire 
Hall. By 5:05 p.m., the incident command post 
log shows that firefighters reported to Fire Hall, 
albeit a bit confused because they received the 
message that their help was needed to assist 
NJUS . While firemen were not asked to fix power 
lines, NJUS needed help to inform residents 
hooked up to the north power feeder that power 
would be on for two hours and then off from 7 
p.m. until the power lines were fixed. The mes- 
sage was: “Heat up your house while the power’s 
on, let the water mn at a quarter flow stream, and 
the Rec Center is open if you need shelter.” 

By 5:50 p.m. teams of two firefighters 
swarmed out to homes at Icy View, Willow 
Ridge, Anvil, Newton, Beltz, Lester Bench and 
Snake River to deliver the message door-to-door 
and to perform welfare checks. One person de- 
pendent on oxygen had only a short supply left 
and was transported to the Norton Sound hospital, 
according to incident commander Jim West Jr. 

Relieved that he could now concentrate on fix- 
ing power lines, Toby Schield walked into the in- 
cident command post at Fire Hall, looked at West 
and asked, “Are you in charge?” “I felt like the 
weight of the world was lifted from my shoulders 
and I could go and concentrate on fixing the lines

gone. Speed limit of 20 mph on city 
streets— gone. City sticker attached to 
machine for $25— gone. Drivers will 
be subject to existing speed laws inside 
the city. Requiring 20 mph would have 
required the posting of special street 
signs for ATVs and snowmachines, 
Councilmember Jon Larson noted. 

Riders and drivers under age 18 
must wear a helmet. Drivers on city 
streets still needed to be at least 16 
and hold an Alaska Class D driver’s 
license to operate a snowmachine or 
ATV, unless they were under 16 and 
under direct supervision of an adult. 
The Council took out “proof of state 
registration” when Larson pointed 
out that the state has no requirement 
for state registration. 

Councilmember Mary Knodel 
cast a lone “no” vote on removing 


the requirement for adults to wear 
protective head- and eye-gear. When 
the ordinance was introduced at the 
last Council meeting, Knodel said 
adults could wear helmets if only to 
set a good example. 

Larson said there was reason for 
relaxing the helmet requirement for 
adults. He said he wore a traditional 
parka with a hood and a skin hat, 
over which a helmet would not fit. 

Mike Quinn, who does a lot of 
trapping, hunting and fishing from 
snowmachines and ATVs, he said, 
also lodged his opposition to requiring 
adult drivers to wear helmets and 
even children under adult supervision. 

“I like to get out of town to do 
hunting and trapping and to ride to 
work without wearing a helmet,” 
Quinn said. “I like to have my child 
get out of town without a helmet and 
a driver’s license.” 


A kid riding by himself— that 
would be different, Quinn said. He 
should wear a helmet. 

Asked for his opinion, Nome Po- 
lice Chief Paul Burke said he favored 
helmets to prevent devastating head 
injuries in accidents, but that he 
would enforce the ordinance the 
Council handed him. When the throt- 
tle is on, a machine has two speeds, 
he said, “no and go.” Hitting some- 
thing under speed could cause seri- 
ous head injuries, a reason to enforce 
helmet laws for children, at least. 

As it passed Monday, ATV and 
snowmachine operators still need to 
have working operating lights, one 
on the front and back, and a brake 
light. The headlight and taillight 
must be on at all times the vehicle is 
under operation. They must stop 
when signaled by a police officer or 
deputy. A snowmachine or ATV op- 


erated in violation of the ordinance 
can be declared a public nuisance 
and impounded, included those oper- 
ated recklessly or by underage driv- 
ers without adult supervision. Burke 
has already made it clear that speed- 
ing and racing will not be tolerated. 

Fines to back up the ordinance sur- 
vived the cuts: $50 for a first offense, 
$75 for the second, and $150 there- 
after. All persons issued a citation 
must appear in person before a mag- 
istrate or other judicial court officer. 

Burke said fines set by the Coun- 
cil would be enforced. Additionally, 
he did not need an ordinance to im- 
pound ATVs or snowmachines as he 
already had that authority in ensuring 
public safety. 

The Council brought up the ordi- 
nance in response to greater numbers 
of off-road vehicles on Nome’s 
streets driven by consumers trying to 


cut down on high-priced gasoline. 

In other business, the Council: 

• Waived user fees for the Mini 
Convention Center and Nome Recre- 
ation Center for the following groups 
and causes: Tesoro Iron Dog, All 
Alaska Sweepstakes, Iditarod Race 
2008 , fundraiser for Vivienne Heers. 
Total fees waived, $8,270. 

• Agreed with City Manager Don 
Moore to hold replacing inadequate 
lighting in the Nome Rec Center 
gymnasium at the request of an ar- 
chitect who needs to have a study of 
gym roof repairs completed without 
any weight added to the roof. 

• Heard from Moore that the gear- 
box had gone out on the snow blower 
the day after the Jan. 22 blizzard, but 
that the part arrived in Nome Mon- 
day for repair. City crews have been 
spooning up record snowfall with a 
front-end loader and dump trucks.

instead of coordinating notifying peo- 
ple about what we’re trying to do,” said 
Schield during Monday’s debriefing. 

By 6:30 p.m. West and the section 
chiefs drew up a methodical list of ob- 
jectives: Notify all Icy View residents 
by 7:30 p.m. Establish shelter at Rec 
Center by 7 p.m. Establish repair no- 
tification on the hour with NJUS . The 
list went on to include even welfare 
checks of outlying residential areas 
such as Triple Creek and Dexter, but 
teams sent out had to turn around near 
the City’s landfill as a huge snowdrift 
blocked passage on the Beam Road. 

At the NACTEC facility, five dis- 
appointed students from Shishmaref, 
Stebbins and St. Michael were victims 
of the storm as they were weathered 
in and could not participate in the 
spelling bee competition in White 
Mountain. All local airlines, Bering 
Air, Frontier and Hageland had can- 
celed their flights. NACTEC director 
Jeff Selvey said that they devised plan 
B to stream video over the Internet so 
that at least the students could virtu- 
ally participate in the event. After it 
was all set up, the loss of power and 
Internet service sank that plan as well. 
“Well, that’s what NACTEC is all 
about: teaching the students to be 
flexible,” said Selvey. The kids ended 
up hunkering down and playing 
games in the dim emergency light. 

Back at the Fire Hall, information 
came in that notifications were com- 
plete; generators at the Icy View fire hall 
and the emergency generator at the Rec 
Center were gassed up and ready to go. 

During the course of the event, 
nobody showed up at the Rec Center 
and according to Rec Center director 
Chip Leeper, the facility closed 
down at 10 p.m. 

At 8:40 p.m. Rock Creek mine 
safety officer Rick Martin reported that 
22 employees were still at the mine site 
and that there was minimal wind dam- 


age. According to emergency personnel, 
nobody needed rescue from the mine 
site out at Snake River valley this time. 
Shortly after 9 p.m. Schield reported 
that the north feeder was working again 
and that residents would have power all 
night. Again, fire department volunteers 
were dispatched for a door-to-door mis- 
sion to inform all residents to turn off 
their water and turn on their circulating 
pumps. At 9:56 p.m. the Icy View fire 
hall was back on city power and shortly 
after 10 p.m. the last volunteer teams re- 
ported back to the incident command 
center. In a short weather update, the 
National Weather Service’s Steiger and 
fire department volunteers reported that 
the winds slowly decreased but that 
temperatures continued to drop. That 
night, the temperature dropped to -27°F. 

At 10:20 p.m., the incident com- 
mand stood down and the volunteers 
went home. 

Aftermath 

Icy Tuesday came at the heels of a 
storm that dumped 3 .8 inches of snow 
on the region on Monday, Jan. 21. 
Residents of the outlying areas barely 
navigated the roads outside of town on 
Monday night as near whiteout condi- 
tions started to descend on the region. 
DOT crews, who had Monday off for 
Martin Luther King Day, had to catch 
up in clearing a massive amount of 
snow on the roads the next day. While 
tackling mountains of snow on Bering 
Street, Seppala Drive and parts of the 
airport on Tuesday morning, Larry 
Smithhisler sent a snowblower and a 
grader out and they blazed a trail all 
the way to Banner Creek. 

By the time the whiteout blizzard 
hit, they slowly returned to town and 
were accounted for by 4 p.m. In the 
meantime, all other DOT snow re- 
moval activities were called off at noon, 
because it was too dangerous to operate 
the equipment in zero visibility. The 
DOT removes snow as far as the Snake 
River Bridge, but does not plow the 


new New Glacier Creek Road. It took 
the crews until Thursday to get caught 
up with snow removal at Bering Street 
and Seppala Drive, said Smithhisler. 

Stretching his resources in terms of 
people and equipment, he had to battle 
with crew calling in sick as well as 
equipment with mechanical trouble. 
Smithhisler said that he had a crew of 
seven on two graders, a loader-mounted 
snowblower and three dump tmcks. 
Smithhisler also assisted the school dis- 
trict and dispatched a grader to blaze the 
trail for the school bus convoy from 
Nome-Beltz to town. Smithhisler said 
that by Thursday, the major traffic lanes 
and sidewalks were open and cleared in 
Nome, and that by Wednesday, the road 
to Banner Creek, Dexter Bypass and to 
the Snake River Bridge was passable. 

Residents of the outlying areas ei- 
ther spent Icy Tuesday in Nome or 
hunkered down in their homes. Mar- 
guerite LaRiviere, a Snake River res- 
ident, said that she and her daughter 
spent the night at a friend’s house in 
Nome given that her husband was out 
of town. The storm afforded her the 
pleasure of a neighborly experience, 
as she had to get pulled out of a 
snowdrift by a passer-by, Jim Rowe. 

Banner Creek residents Anama 
Saito, with a brand-new baby, and Chris 
Shannon saw this storm as “just another 
day in the country.” Shannon had trav- 
eled by snowmachine to work that 
morning and decided that conditions 
weren’t safe enough for the 14-mile ride 
back to the small community of Banner 
Creek that is not connected to the phone 
grid. Saito and their 3-month-old baby, 
Kive, hunkered down, fed the wood- 
stove with pallet wood and driftwood 
that they had put away before winter ar- 
rived. “Out there we get a lot of storms, 
so it was just another day in the coun- 
try,” said Saito. “You just have to be pre- 
pared for anything. We keep everything 
pretty well stocked— food, water and 
wood. It’s really not too big of a deal 
when you’re prepared.” She said that 


some of their neighbors tried to get to 
town on Tuesday morning, but got stuck 
in the first snow drift. “Everybody then 
went to help dig out the stuck cars, then 
they turned off their engines and came 
back home. It was a nice day to be 
home, sit by the warm fire and let the 
storm do its thing outside,” said Saito. 

Not even a week later, another 
blizzard hit the region, even breaking 
a record for the day, as 8.6 inches of 
snow fell on Jan. 27. 

Lessons learned 
and blessings counted 

The storm was the topic of discus- 
sion at last Thursday’s monthly Local 
Emergency Planning Committee 
meeting as well as a debriefing that 
took place on Monday, Jan. 28. The 
consensus was that the event had 
been an excellent opportunity to find 
out what works and what doesn’t. 
“Communications is always the most 
crucial in events,” said Incident Com- 
mander Jim West Jr. With the repeater 
in Icy View not operating because of 
the power outage, the firefighters had 
no communications with the dis- 
patcher at the Nome Police Depart- 
ment. West said he had thought that 
the repeater had been moved to the 
top of the Rec Center but stood cor- 
rected that only the Ambulance and 
Fire Department radio repeater was 
moved, not the police’s repeater. 

Fire chief Matt Johnson shared his 
nightmarish thoughts he had during 
the event as he battled frozen pipes at 
his own house in Icy View. “You got 
zero visibility, cold air, power outage, 
people doing all kinds of crazy stuff 
to keep warm and maybe start cook- 
ing on propane or whatnot. And you 
got frozen water and sewer mains. 
My thought was, what are we gonna 
do if we have a major structure fire in 
a situation like this?” Johnson asked. 

Police Chief Burke and other play- 
ers agreed that everybody who is likely 
to play a role in the incident command 


stmcture needs to read up on how ICS 
are supposed to be set up and mn. But 
overall, the assessment was that things 
went well. No weather-related emer- 
gencies were reported. 

Kudos went out to the school district 
of how their incident command stmc- 
ture worked smoothly. “Kids were fed 
lunch, kept on their regular schedule 
and then safely delivered home, a bit 
late, but safe,” Lujan said, lauding his 
staff. He noticed that the school needs 
supplies such as bedding, blankets, 
flashlights or glowing sticks. “Food 
was not a problem, but we don’t have 
bedding in the event that we need to 
keep the kids in the school after hours,” 
said Lujan. He said he put that item on 
the budget request list for next year. 

Tom Vaden said he wished the 
hospital folks would be better trained 
in ICS. Burke pleaded for more 
structure in the organization of the 
ICS and said, “We need to separate 
the commanders out from the volun- 
teers. I mean, a couple hours into the 
event, people started eating on the 
maps that were spread out and I can’t 
have food on my maps, no way.” 

A point criticized was that volun- 
teers swarmed out before there was a 
unified message given that they were 
supposed to carry. As Fire Chief Matt 
Johnson and Police Chief Paul Burke 
hacked a short mission statement into 
the computer to be printed out, most of 
the volunteers had left and not know- 
ing what the exact message was they 
were supposed to deliver. Some volun- 
teers received the paper that spelled out 
the six points in the field. Burke sug- 
gested to have forms drawn up already 
for incidents that spell out what to do. 

On a positive note, Jim West Jr. 
expressed his gratitude for having a 
host of eager and talented volunteers 
with whom to work. “It’s just amaz- 
ing how everybody puts their differ- 
ences aside, comes together, gets the 
objective and goes out there and gets 
the job done,” West said.

State rep Richard Foster being 
treated for mild stroke, awaits 
kidney transplant

While undergoing dialysis treat- 
ment, State representative Richard 
Foster suffered a mild stroke on Fri- 
day, Jan. 18 in Juneau. 

Foster was immediately taken to 
Bartlett Hospital in the state capitol 
and then transferred to a hospital in 
Seattle. 

An aide said that only then MRI 
results showed that the 61 -year old 
Nomeite had suffered from a mild 
stroke. “However, it has not been de- 
termined where the blood clot came 
from,” said Larry Labolle, Foster’s 
spokesman. 

On Wednesday, Jan 23, he was ad- 
mitted to Evergreen Health Care in 
Kirkland, Washington for intensive 
physical therapy as the stroke had 
left him with some speech and mo- 
bility impediments. Labolle said that 
Foster has made constant improve- 
ments since his admission. “I speak 
to him on the phone and I can hear 
that his speech is not terribly im- 


paired,” said Labolle. He also said 
that Foster could stand up and hold 
his hands above his head, a sign of 
great improvements. 

Foster asked to be excused from 
the Legislature for two weeks. 

The Nome veteran lawmaker in 
the House since 1988 has a genetic 
kidney disease that was diagnosed 
two and a half years ago and he is 
undergoing dialysis three times a 
week. Colleagues at the state capitol 
wanted to help out and got tested for 
a possible kidney donation. Sue 
Stancliff, an aide to Fairbanks Rep. 
Mike Kelly, was found to be a possi- 
ble match. 

But recently passed state ethics 
laws may prevent her from donating 
one of her kidneys as lawmakers are 
not allowed to receive even ‘com- 
passionate’ gifts over $250. 

Labolle said that while a human 
organ by federal law has no price 
value attached, the law addresses the 
question of appearance. “We’re not 


setting a dollar value to the donation, 
it’s a compassionate gift, that’s what 
it is,” said Labolle. He added that the 
surgeon in charge of the transplant 
indicated that the ethics law would 
not prevent Foster from undergoing 
the operation, which is tentatively set 
for the end of April. 

By that time, the ethics law may 
be not an issue anymore since North 
Pole Rep. Coghill introduced House 
Bill 317 to do away with the dollar 
amount limit on “compassionate 
gifts” for lawmakers. The gifts 
would still have to be disclosed 
within 30 days. 

Labolle said that Foster’s chances 
of returning to Alaska in two weeks 
are good, but that a thorough evalu- 
ation will be done after the two-week 
therapy session. “His therapist was 
very impressed with his attitude and 
said that he is an excellent candidate 
to make good progress,” Labolle 
said. 


Summer harvest quota for Norton Sound red king crab 
may jump to 400,000 pounds 


Board of Fisheries to decide whether CDQ crabbers will lower pots first

Which of Norton Sound’s com- 
mercial king crab fisheries will get 
first crack at an estimated 400,000- 
pound Total Allowable Catch this 
summer? 

The Northern Norton Sound Advi- 
sory Council of the Alaska Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game favors a 
customary June 15 opening for the 
Community Development Quota 
fishery to harvest its 7.5 percent al- 
location of the TAC. Norton Sound 
Economic Development Corpora- 
tion, as one of six CDQ groups in 
western Alaska receives a percentage 
of catch quotas in various Norton 
Sound and Bering Sea fisheries on 
behalf of 15 member communities in 
the Bering Strait region. 

The open access commercial crab 
harvest usually begins July 1 in Nor- 
ton Sound, three days after closure of 
the CDQ crab fishery. However, this 
year the Southern Norton Sound Ad- 
visory Council has proposed a June 
15 start for the open access crab fish- 
ery. The State Board of Fisheries 
will decide the issue at its meeting in 
early March. 

A leading advocate for advancing 
the open access fishery from July 1 
to June 15 is Steve Ivanoff of Un- 
alakleet, a member of the Norton 
Sound Seafood Products working 
group established by directors of 
NSEDC. to give fishermen an infor- 
mal forum for input to the board. 
The working group met Jan. 22 in 
Anchorage in conjunction with a 
quarterly meeting of the NSEDC 
board. 

Ivanoff said an earlier start date 
for open access crabbers would free 
up NSEDC ’s Norton Bay tender for 
salmon fisheries. Dan Harrelson of 
White Mountain, NSEDC ’s board 


chair and president, asked Ivanoff 
whether there are drawbacks to an 
early open access fishery. He also 
wondered when the CDQ fishery, 
which usually opens June 15 in ad- 
vance of the open access fishery, 
would be conducted. 

Ivanoff suggested scheduling the 
CDQ fishery after crabbers had har- 
vested the open access fishery quota. 
By that time crab will have migrated 
to the west side of Norton Sound 
where local fishers could harvest the 
entire CDQ quota, and open access 
participants could begin to harvest 
halibut earlier than in past years, he 
said. Some crabbers who participate 
in the open access fishery do not en- 
gage in the CDQ crab harvest, so 
they could begin to harvest halibut as 
soon as the open access crab fishery 
closes, Ivanoff reasoned. 

Charlie Lean said ADF&G is on 
board for a June 15 opening for com- 
mercial red king crabbing in Norton 
Sound, but indicated the question of 
which fishery will start on June 15 — 
CDQ or open access— is open. Lean 
is the newly appointed director of 
Fisheries Research and Develop- 
ment, a former area manager for 
ADF&G in Nome, and a member of 
the Southern Norton Sound Regional 
Advisory Council. 

Speaking as a CDQ employee, 
Lean expressed concern for the Nor- 
ton Sound CDQ crab fishery, noting 
that its customary early start gives 
local fishers a leg up in prospecting 
Norton Sound crab stocks. He also 
pointed out that NSEDC shares crab 
catch quota with the Yukon Delta 
CDQ group. Lean suggested open- 
ing the CDQ fishery earlier than June 
15 as a possible compromise be- 
tween the diverse positions of the 
northern and southern advisory 


councils. A motion by Ivanoff sec- 
onded by Nome fisherman Frank 
McFarland to support moving the 
start date for the open access crab 
fishery from July 1 to June 15 drew 
an affirmative vote from working 
group members. 

Members of the group also voiced 
support for an earlier motion by 
Ivanoff to ask NSEDC staff to look 
into grant-matching funds for alter- 
native energy projects in the form of 
wind turbines. Energy alternatives to 
fuel were among options the group 
discussed for cutting production 
costs at fish processing plants oper- 
ated by NSEDC in Nome and Un- 
alakleet. The Nome plant has posted 
significant losses in recent years, and 
the Unalakleet plant barely broke 
even last year despite processing a 
huge silver salmon harvest. Harrel- 
son said the corporation needs to cut 
production costs and use marketing 
strategies to obtain higher prices for 
products to pay fishermen more for 
their catches and then eliminate 
bonus payments to fishermen. 

The NSSP working group recom- 
mended that the board’s finance 
committee adopt an option to lower 
the maximum percentages the corpo- 
ration deducts from harvest pay- 
ments to fishermen who are repaying 
loans from NSEDC. Members rec- 
ommended reducing the maximum 
deduction to 10 percent for revolving 
loans used for fishing nets, boat mo- 
tors and other gear, and to 15 percent 
for large vessel loans. The finance 
committee approved the recommen- 
dation, which was adopted Jan. 25 by 
the board of directors. 

ADF&G budget cuts impact 
area fisheries projects 

An unanticipated loss of $6.7 mil-

lion in federal grant funds for fish- 
eries projects in western Alaska 
means that ADF&G will not be able 
to provide matching funds to Kaw- 
erak, Inc. for operation of the fish 
counting tower on the Eldorado 
River or to the Unalakleet IRA for 
the North River counting tower in 
the 2008 season, Jim Menard told the 
NSEDC board. Menard is 
ADF&G’s area manager for Nome 
and Kotzebue. Lean indicated that 
NSEDC can provide matching funds 
for the Eldorado and North River 
projects, but he questioned whether 
other fish counting projects that op- 
erated at area rivers during the 2007 
fishing season will be funded in 
2008. 

Menard said he doesn’t yet know 
whether ADF&G will fully fund the 
Norton Sound red king crab survey 
scheduled this summer. Results of 


the survey conducted every three 
years provide a basis for establishing 
TAC quotas for commercial crab 
fisheries. The survey yields useful 
data about other fish species too. 

Between surveys ADF&G uses 
models developed by statisticians to 
determine a TAC for the annual com- 
mercial king crab harvest, which is 
expected to jump to 400,000 pounds 
this year compared to 329,000 
pounds in 2007, Menard explained. 
Lean said if ADF&G lacks sufficient 
funds for the survey, NSEDC could 
shift funds earmarked for summer re- 
search projects to the survey. In re- 
cent discussions with Menard and 
other ADF&G staff, Lean said they 
had looked at crab tagging studies to 
determine where crab go. The last 
extensive crab tagging study in east- 
ern Norton Sound took place in the

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NJUS: Light bills may be best guess

Some utility rate payers will likely 
receive a bill next week based on es- 
timated usage, not actual usage of 
power from Nome Joint Utility over 
the last billing period. The NJUS 
billing system will compute the 
charge based on the customer’s prior 
month’s and prior year’s use. 

Why not just use the automated 
meter readings as usual? They can’t. 
Dinking with program adjustments 
and new hardware to allow data to be 
collected when the new power plant 
was running resulted in switching 
over to the old equipment mid- Janu- 
ary to get automatic meter reading. 


However, the added load on the 
old system from the new power plant 
building, transformers and feeders 
caused a breaker to trip twice be- 
tween the old and new power plant 
and put out the lights, NJUS manager 
John K. Handeland told board mem- 
bers Jan. 24. 

“Not wanting to annoy the com- 
munity, we decided we would read 
manually this month,” Handeland 
said. However, because of heavy 
storm weather, the line crew had to 
abandon the manual read for the es- 
timated billing. 

Not to worry, Handeland said. 
“Nobody will be over or under 


billed. If they believe their bill is sig- 
nificantly skewed higher or lower, 
they should contact our customer 
service office. Physical or automated 
reads entered into the system in Feb- 
ruary will adjust the bills for the Jan- 
uary period for the actual use which 
may result in some adjustments.” 

In other business, Handeland told 
the board, in answer to a question 
from board member Berda Willson, 
that while staff and attorneys were 
working to bring Alaska Gold to the 
signing table on a contract for power 
usage at Rock Creek Mine, the utility 
was not looking for the earliest sig- 
nature possible. 


LEPC: Communication vital part 
of city’s emergency responses 

Group discusses response to last week's weather emergency

During the monthly meeting of the 
Local Emergency Planning Commis- 
sion last Thursday at Nome’s Fire 
Hall, the topic of discussion turned 
to Tuesday’s response to the weather 
and power-outage related emer- 
gency. 

LEPC chair Pat Hahn gave a brief 
run-down of Icy Tuesday (see related 
story in this issue) and noted that this 
brief incident gave a good opportu- 
nity to analyze the weak and strong 
points in Nome’s emergency re- 
sponse to situations like this. 

A snowstorm followed by a dra- 
matic drop in temperature, strong 
winds and continued snowfall caused 
powerlines to ice up, sag and ulti- 
mately fail. Nome Joint Utility’s 
north feeder serving Nome-Beltz, 
Anvil Mountain Correctional Center, 
Lester Bench, Icy View and Martin- 
sonville went down and left resi- 
dences north of AC in the dark and 
cold. Snake River, Nome River, Trip- 
pie Creek and Rock Creek Mine 
were also without power. 

According to Pat Hahn, 13 homes 
in the area had extensive damage due 
to frozen pipes. Nome Police Chief 
Paul Burke added that the combina- 
tion of weather, power outage and 
freezing homes amounted to an 
emergency that warranted the deci- 
sion to set up an incident command 
system. “It’s better being safe than 
sorry,” said Burke. By 5 p.m. the de- 
cision was made to call in the Nome 
Volunteer Fire Department and 
Nome Ambulance volunteers to the 
Fire Hall. Interim City Manager Don 
Moore and LEPC chair Pat Hahn de- 
cided to activate the incident com- 
mand system and Moore appointed 
Jim West Jr. as the incident com- 
mander. 

A great decision, said NJUS’ Toby 
Shield. “We had been in mini-ICS 
mode already, but it was great that 
we got help notifying everybody 
what’s going on,” said Shield. NVFD 
and NVAD volunteers took up that 


role and were dispatched to Icy View 
and Martinsonville to go door to 
door for welfare checks and to let 
people know that power would be 
turned off again at 7 p.m. so that 
NJUS could fix the power lines. The 
message: “Keep your water running, 
turn off the circulating pump and 
stay warm.” Just in case, the city had 
opened the Rec Center as an emer- 
gency shelter. 

The question arose how dramatic 
an incident has to be to go into ICS 
mode. “In this case it was real tough; 
who wants to make the commitment 
to go into ICS?” said Burke. “There 
was a slow ooze of information. But 
then you got roofing flying off build- 
ings, power going out, houses freez- 
ing up, then you got transportation 
issues with the snow and on top of 
that temperatures dropping within 
the hour. Now suddenly you got a 
multiplicity of issues and that com- 
bined to be a big issue. An incident 
commander should see that and com- 
mit to set up an ICS,” said Burke. 

Communications 

Again the question came up how 
to alert people and volunteers that 
they are needed. “I noticed that I 
don’t have a formal way to get in 
touch with this LEPC group here,” 
noted Hahn. 

Hahn also said that when the 
power failed, so did the repeater at 
the Icy View fire station and the vol- 
unteers lost communications with the 
dispatcher and the ICS . The repeater 
battery lasted for only one-and-a- 
half-hours, Hahn said. 

Hahn also said that he felt that 
broader incident command training 
was necessary. Tom Vaden echoed 
the sentiment, saying that he had a 
hard time communicating to the peo- 
ple at the hospital that the city set up 
the ICS. “I had to explain several 
times to people at the hospital that 
we are going into emergency mode,” 
said Vaden. “When I said that we 
spooled up the Incident Command 
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System, they had no idea what I was 
talking about.” 

Alaska State Trooper Sergeant An- 
drew Merrill also didn’t know what it 
meant when volunteers left a ribbon 
at his front door. “I knew that some- 
body was at our house to tell us 
something, but I just didn’t know 
what it meant,” said Merrill. He sug- 
gested having stickers printed out for 
emergency situations like this that 
spell out what the message to the 
public is. 

Public Health nurse Brenda Cum- 
mings asked if people with special 
needs were taken care of. Burke said 
that one person was picked up and 
taken to the hospital, as he was de- 
pendent on oxygen supply and only 
had two hours of oxygen left in his 
tank. 

It was also discussed how to let 
the public know what’s going on by 
utilizing a dedicated phone line or 
message system that people can call 
to be kept in the loop. 

In closing, Hahn said that public 
awareness needs to be ramped up to 
prepare people for power outages. A 
part of emergency kits should be a 
battery powered radio and an analog 
phone that plugs directly into a wall 
jack. 


Instead, NJUS wanted to wait 
long enough to make sure they knew 
how much power the mine would ul- 
timately draw, lest an early contract 
meant lost revenue. 

“If we lock in a rate now and it is 
demonstrated the ultimate use is not 
7.8 megawatts, but only five, if we 
set a rate and the meter is not spin- 
ning as much on our side, then we 
will have made a bad business deci- 
sion,” Handeland said. 

This delay was backed up by ad- 
vice from a rate consultant hired by 
the NJUS to look at current tariffs. 

The additional sales likely will 
benefit existing customers, but don’t 
expect lower utility bills. 

“It may not be in a rate reduction, 
but more than likely no rate in- 
creases, although there will be an in- 
crease in NJUS operating costs both 
fixed and variable,” Handeland said. 

Willson wanted Alaska Gold to 
pay their share entirely. 

“We want to make sure all the in- 
creased costs be absorbed in their 
rate, not in the community business 
and residential rate payers who are 
strapped now, Willson said. 


Currently, NJUS is looking at 
$200,000 in outstanding late pay- 
ments due, down from $300,000 at 
the first of the year. The monthly 
billing averages around $850,000, 
Handeland said Monday. 

Part of the draft on rate and tariff 
study looks at each user class and its 
costs, including mine costs. 

“They don’t expect a free ride and 
to be subsidized by the community. 
They are willing to pay their fair 
share, but they don’t want to be 
strapped by more than their fair 
share,” Handeland said. 

Any power sales agreement be- 
tween NJUS and Alaska Gold Co., 
owned by NovaGold Resources, will 
go before the NJUS board and then 
the Nome Common Council for a 
vote on a tariff adjustment. 

Jim West Jr., board chairman, 
asked about costs of extra employees 
to serve up power to Alaska Gold. 
These costs were documented 
clearly and added to the mine’s util- 
ity bill, Handeland said. 

Until a power sales agreement is 
set, Alaska Gold Co. is paying the 
existing commercial rate.

ern Norton Sound took place in the 

1980s, he noted. 

Menard told NSEDC board mem- 
bers that ADF&G plans to get out of 
sac roe herring fishery management 
after this year because there is no 
market for the product. He assured 
NSEDC directors that ADF&G will 
open a bait herring fishery at their re- 
quest, noting the quota is 700,000 
tons and estimating that NSEDC 
won’t take more than 100,000 tons. 
Wilber Katchatag of Stebbins asked 
Lean to prepare a report on the sac 
roe herring fishery that includes rea- 
sons for its decline so herring permit 
holders will understand why the fish- 
ery collapsed. 

Lean said a Teller fisherman is in- 
terested in continuing the Port 
Clarence commercial red salmon 
fishery that began last year. 

Brevig Mission residents want a 
boat for an education program to 
teach commercial fishing to young 
people, he added. Brevig Mission 
board member Reggie Barr sug- 
gested that NSEDC and ADF&G 
look into potential fisheries other 
than salmon in his area, such as 
shellfish and crab, because Brevig 
Mission people value salmon for 
subsistence. He said NSEDC and 
ADF&G should hold more meetings 
with Brevig Mission residents. 


Harrelson supports fully funding 
MAP position 

Responding to NSEDC ’s sugges- 
tion to reduce funding for the Nome- 
based Marine Advisory Program 
position from $114,000 in 2007 to 
$50,000 this year, MAP Director 
Paula Cullenberg reminded board 
members she had received a verbal 
commitment that NSEDC would 
fund the position for three years, and 
she asked them to honor the com- 
mitment. She described resources 
available to Norton Sound through 
the statewide University of Alaska 
School of Fisheries and Ocean Sci- 
ences MAP program and praised 
Heidi Herter for accomplishments in 
her first year as a MAP agent in 
Nome. 

Cullenberg said it takes at least 
three years for a MAP agent to build 
projects and develop an educational 
program. The university lacks funds 
to make up for a potential cut in 
NSEDC’s funding for the position, 
Cullenberg noted, but she promised 
to begin to seek support within the 
university to assume funding for the 
position if NSEDC funds it for a total 
of three years. 

Harrelson explained that NSEDC 
is restricted to granting funds one 
year at a time, but he voiced support 
for Cullenberg ’s request. He agreed 
that Herter had accomplished a lot in 
less than a year and said her position 
is needed and NSEDC does not want 
to lose her.

NOTICE OF PROPOSED CHANGES IN THE 
REGULATIONS OF THE 
ALASKA DEPARTMENT OF 
NATURAL RESOURCES 

The Alaska Department of Natural Resources 
(ADNR) proposes to adopt regulation changes 
in Title 11 of the Alaska Administrative Code, 
dealing with waters important for the spawn- 
ing, rearing, or migration of anadromous fish, 
including the following: 

1 1 AAC 1 95.01 0 is proposed to be changed as 
follows: 

The Atlas to the Catalog of Waters Important 
for the Spawning, Rearing, or Migration of 
Anadromous Fishes and Catalog of Waters Im- 
portant for the Spawning, Rearing, or Migration 
of Anadromous Fishes (Atlas and Catalog), 
which are adopted by reference in 11 AAC 
195.010, will be revised and updated. 

Alaska Statute 41.14.870 requires, among 
other actions, that the Deputy Commissioner 
of the ADNR “specify” the rivers, lakes and 
streams or portions of them that are important 
for the spawning, rearing or migration of 
anadromous fish. The Deputy Commissioner 
must review plans and specifications of any 
proposed work or use occurring within a spec- 
ified anadromous river, lake, or stream. If the 
Deputy Commissioner determines that the 
plans and specifications provide for the proper 
protection of fish and game the project will be 
approved and a Fish Habitat Permit will be is- 
sued by the Office of Habitat Management and 
Permitting (OHMP). The Catalog and Atlas 
identify and list these anadromous waters and 
are used by the Deputy Commissioner to de- 
termine whether such a permit is required for 
any particular project. 


The proposed action includes amendments to 
the rivers, lakes, and streams contained in the 
Atlas and Catalog, including additions, dele- 
tions and changes to the legal descriptions of 
many of these waters. The proposed action 
also includes minor revisions to the introduc- 
tion of the Catalog and Atlas, including up- 
dated Americans with Disabilities Act contact 
information, updated OHMP regional contact 
information, and the provision of species-spe- 
cific information where undifferentiated species 
information was previously used. 

You may comment on the proposed regulation 
changes, including the potential costs to private 
persons of complying with the proposed changes, 
by submitting written comments to Michael 
Daigneault, Alaska Department of Natural Re- 
sources, 550 West 7 th Avenue, Suite 1420, An- 
chorage, Alaska 99501-3566 or by e-mail to 
michael.daigneault@alaska.gov. The comments 
must be received no later than March 7, 2008. 

The proposed changes for all six regions of Alaska 
(southeast, southcentral, southwest, western, arc- 
tic, and interior) are available for inspection and 
copying at the ADNR OHMP offices in Juneau, An- 
chorage and Fairbanks; the ADF&G office in An- 
chorage; the Alaska Resources Library in 
Anchorage; and the State Library in Juneau. In- 
dividual regional atlases are available for the re- 
gion of the state in which they are located at the 
ADNR OHMP offices in Palmer, Petersburg, and 
Soldotna; and the ADF&G offices in Bethel, Cor- 
dova, Craig, Delta Junction, Douglas, Dillingham, 
Dutch Harbor, Glennallen, Haines, Homer, 
Ketchikan, King Salmon, Kodiak, Palmer, Peters- 
burg, Nome, Sitka, Soldotna, Tok, Wrangell and

Troopers arrest burglar, still 
looking for accomplices

Alaska State Troopers solved a 
break-in case in which the state’s law 
enforcers were both the victims and 
investigators. 

On the night before Christmas 
Eve, burglars broke into the AST’s 
office kitchen that also serves as a 
temporary evidence storage room. 
The troopers’ office is located on the 
second floor of the Sitnasuak build- 
ing on Front Street. 

On January 19, Troopers arrested 
Kenneth D. Smith, 20, in Nome for 
his involvement in the break-in as in- 
vestigators found stolen items from 
the burglary at his residence. 

Smith was in possession of a 9 
mm Ruger pistol that was stolen out 
of the Troopers’ temporary evidence 
locker. The thieves also stole $1 ,000 
in cash. Smith admitted to his in- 
volvement in the burglary, but didn’t 
identify his accomplices. Trooper 
Sergeant Andrew Merrill told The 
Nome Nugget that the evidence gath- 
ered at the crime scene suggested 
that more than one person was in- 
volved. “We are awaiting the results 
from the state’s crime lab to deter- 
mine the identity of the people in- 
volved,” said Merrill. “We’re going 
to catch them. It’s not a matter of ‘if’ 
but of ‘when’.” 


Merrill added, “It’s better to come 
forward now and tell us their side of 
the story. I don’t want to make any 
promises, but we would take into ac- 
count if they come forward and show 
us at least that they’re willing to take 
responsibility. It’s a pretty serious 
thing to break into the State 
Trooper’s office.” 

Troopers didn’t know about the 
full extent of the burglary until two 
weeks after the incident, when offi- 
cers who had stored the Ruger and 
the cash in the evidence locker re- 
turned from Christmas vacation. The 
pistol and the money were from two 
unrelated investigations. 

Trooper investigator James Sears 
then tracked down Smith’s involve- 
ment and arrested the 20-year old 
Nome man for probation violation. 

Smith was charged with burglary 
in the first degree, burglary in the 
second degree, two counts of theft in 
the second degree, misconduct in- 
volving a controlled substance and 
12 counts of criminal mischief in the 
fifth degree, as well as three other 
charges.

years as Nome’s city engineer be- 
fore assuming the city manager 
position seven years ago. 

Noting that the City of Nome 
had partnered with NSEDC on nu- 
merous occasions, Romenesko 
said he had watched the corpora- 
tion grow in the past 15 years to 
become a great value to the region. 
Harrelson said Nome has been 
successful in moving projects for- 
ward. Romenesko credited com- 
munity support, Mayor Denise 
Michels and Common Council 
members, a professional staff and 
lobbying work in addition to his 
efforts for capturing the attention 
of government agencies. Noting 
that he had sent his resume to 
NSEDC, he said, “I was shocked 
and flattered to get an invitation to 
submit an application.” 

The next day Walsh told 
NSEDC directors that he had been 
born in Fairbanks, raised in Nome, 
had worked for the Department of 
Community and Regional Affairs 
for a number of years and cur- 
rently resides in Anchorage. Walsh 
said he had fished in the Bristol 
Bay area in the early 1970s, had 
mined and gone broke and then 
had gone to work. He said his 
work had taken him to most 
Bering Strait communities in the 
Bering Strait region and that he 
feels he knows the area. 

Currently he is dealing with is- 
sues in Norton Sound and across 
the state, he said, and believes the 
biggest issue is energy. He said 
NSEDC has a role to play as a 
partner in solving energy issues. 
Walsh noted that his involvement 
in NSEDC goes back to 1992 and 
said he helped obtain planning 
grant funds to get a Community 
Development Quota group going. 
NSEDC is one of six CDQ groups 
established in 1992 that receive 
CDQ quotas in the pollock harvest 
and other Bering Sea fisheries to 
promote economic development in 
their member communities. Walsh 
reportedly works for Sen. Lisa 
Murkowski. He did not indicate 
whether he had submitted an ap- 
plication for the CEO position. 

Storms hinder 
board meeting agenda 

In the first three days of the 
board’s five-day meeting last week 
in Anchorage, storms delayed de- 
parture of several NSEDC direc- 
tors from villages, and a couple of 
others were pinned down in Nome 
for a day or so. Most of the storm- 
bound directors were able to attend 
committee meetings by teleconfer- 
ence, but at times equipment fail- 
ure or other communication 
problems occurred. The Fisheries 
Development committee meeting 
was postponed twice before a quo- 
rum was achieved. 

Meetings of the Executive 
Committee and the Finance Com- 
mittee included lengthy executive 
sessions closed to the public. The 
full board met for a total of about 
eight hours, of which approxi- 
mately three hours were devoted 
to executive sessions.

Nome weighs in 
on Super Tuesday

Nome Democrats and Republicans 
had the chance to take a stance and let 
their preferences be known as to who 
shall be their respective party’s candi- 
date to run for president of the United 
States in the 2008 presidential election. 

After running two counts, Sen. 
Barack Obama was the top choice for 
Bering Strait Democrats, bringing 31 
supporters— including voters partici- 
pating by telephone from outlying vil- 
lages— into his comer of the room at 
the maxed-out Polar Cafe. Sen. Hillary 
Clinton had 20 supporters in her comer. 

Altogether, 37 people showed up at 
the Polar Cafe. According to Bering 
Strait District chairman Louis Green, 
five Democrats showed up too late to 
vote in the caucus. In addition to the 3 1 


people from Nome’s two precincts, vot- 
ers from precincts in Unalakleet and 
Koyuk participated via teleconference 
to cast their votes. Green was pleased 
with the turnout. “We had a better per- 
centage in Nome than in the bigger 
cities,” Green said. “We had 51 people 
participate from a population with less 
than 5,000, and Anchorage had 5,000 
people voting, but their population is 
80,000. That makes our turnout, per- 
centage-wise, a good result.” 

Green was also pleased with the 
number of new members registering 
at the front door. “We had 14 new 
members sign up. And those were 
not young voters who just became el- 
igible to vote. They were older folks

Elim residents wary 
of uranium prospects

Elim residents filled the basement 
meeting room of the city building 
Feb. 6 to confer with two environ- 
mental advocates, an attorney and a 
researcher, from the uranium-rich 
states of Utah and New Mexico. 

The Elim community is con- 
cerned about a proposed mining per- 
mit application from Triex 
Exploration and Full Metal compa- 
nies, and uranium exploration from 
2006 staged in the area of Boulder 
and Carbon creeks. These areas lie 
29 miles north of their coastal village 
and about 100 miles east of Nome. 

Triex Minerals Corp. has been active 


in the area over the last several years, 
drilling holes and taking samples. Triex, 
a junior exploration company in Canada 
with an interest in uranium opportuni- 
ties in North America, has set its explo- 
ration budget for $6.4 million in 2008 
with $1 .2 million going into Alaska. A 
release from Triex said the company 
plans to concentrate on drilling this sea- 
son in Alaska and Saskatchewan north- 
ern Canada. Triex did not immediately 
return calls Monday. 

Elim is a village of about 315 res- 
idents on the shore of Norton Sound 
that depends on hunting and food

Coming soon: New tourism 
DVD, Nome historian Cole

Mitch Erickson of the Nome Chamber of Com- 
merce and Carol Gales from the University of 
Alaska Fairbanks Northwest Campus sparked in- 
terest in upcoming events in Nome during a regular 
meeting of the Nome Common Council Monday 
evening. The council breezed through a routine 
agenda in just 20 minutes. 

Erickson said he hopes to premiere an 18- 
minute DVD about Nome and its road system, 
White Mountain, the Bering Sea, Gambell and 
Diomede at the Gold Rush Cinema next month. 
Initially scheduled for completion Feb. 15, produc- 
tion of the film has been delayed by a series of mis- 
fortunes, but Erickson said he expects the finished 
product no later than March 7. 

Originally intended for use in attracting cruise 


ships to Nome, Erickson said the DVD will be 
available for sale and for downloading from the 
Nome Chamber of Commerce website, which will 
include links to local businesses. Primary funding 
for the $95,000 project was provided by Norton 
Sound Economic Development Corp. with assis- 
tance from the City of Nome, Nome Visitors Asso- 
ciation, Kawerak Inc. and the Nome Chamber of 
Commerce, Erickson added. 

Gales encouraged council members to take in 
a one-credit class on Nome history Feb. 27-March 
2 at the Northwest Campus taught by University 
of Fairbanks professor Terrence Cole, author of 
“Nome, City of Golden Beaches.” Cole’s class of- 
fers instruction in ways to explore and research

Dear Editor, 

In the United States injuries are 
the leading cause of death among 
persons less than 35 years of age and 
the fourth leading cause of death 
among persons of all ages. Accord- 
ing to a recent study by the Center 
for Disease Control, males of all age 
groups have more injuries than fe- 
males. With the 10 to 19-year-old 
males having just over 20 percent of 
injuries, and ‘adult’ males aged from 
20-44 had 38 percent of injuries. 

The injury relative to helmet use 
with off-road vehicles is traumatic 
brain injury, which includes injury 
when the head is hit, strikes a sta- 
tionary object, or is violently shaken. 
Each year one half million people re- 


quire hospitalization for traumatic 
brain injury, and about 100,000 will 
die. Among those who survive, 

90.000 will live the remainder of 
their lives with a severe disability, 

2.000 in a long-term coma. 

A study completed in Alaska, 
which involved direct observations 
of off-road vehicles completed in the 
year 2000, found that of 1 ,276 riders 
observed, only 13 percent wore hel- 
mets. In one three-year period in 
Alaska, there were 173 traumatic 
brain injuries resulting from ATV 
and snowmachine crashes. Sixty 
nine percent were not wearing a hel- 
met at the time of the crash. The 
statewide rate of traumatic brain in- 
juries in Alaska is 105 per 100,000

The Barn Door is Shut 

It’s like shutting the barn door after the horses have escaped, but 
the Habitat Division is now back where it belongs, in the Department 
of Fish & Game. The mandate for ADF&G is to look after the interests 
of our animal resources. How can we be stewards over our animal re- 
sources without being able to protect where they live and what they 
eat? When former Governor Frank Murkowski took the Habitat Divi- 
sion away from ADF&G and put it into the hands of the mining pro- 
moters in the Department of Natural Resources, he did the mine 
developers a big favor. The fox was in charge of the henhouse and the 
horses where running loose. 

The decision by Governor Sarah Palin to return the Habitat Division 
to its rightful place in the Department of Fish and Game is a sound 
decision and is to be applauded, but it is a bit too late to protect the 
habitat of the Snake River Valley, Glacier Creek, Rock Creek the Big 
Hurrah and their environs. We have to live with the dangers of a 
Murkowski mistake. Citizens must be constantly vigilant and informed 
to protect themselves from the chicanery of self-interest groups and 
their influence on government. It is good to see that the citizens of 
Elim are keeping on top of things with the possibility of a uranium mine 
in their backyard. Will they glow or just say no? They are to be ap- 
plauded for having the foresight to study the pros and cons of uranium 
mining prior to its start. 

In past experience and in general, the permitting, licensing and reg- 
ulatory authorities in both the federal and state governments go blind, 
deaf and dumb where western Alaska is concerned. We might as well 
be on the dark side of the moon. We are far away from the hub in An- 
chorage or Seattle and the airfare is too pricey, so we get away with 
all kinds of violations. We need to be vigilant nags and ankle biters. 
Our abundant unspoiled natural beauty is worthy of protection and we 
are the only ones to see to it that it gets protection.

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— 16 percent higher than other states. 

The breakdown of injuries by age 
found that adult males aged from 25- 
54 had 1.6 times more traumatic 
brain injury than youths aged 15-24. 
Adults had no greater percentage in 
helmet compliance than the younger 
males. Granted the ‘adult’ group is 
doubled in total span of years and 
persons, so one would expect a total 
number of injuries to be greater. 
What is not considered is that youths 
ride more total hours than adults do. 
The obvious conclusion is that all 
age groups are poorly compliant in 


helmet usage and all age groups suf- 
fer from high numbers of devastating 
injury. 

The financial impact of traumatic 
brain injury exacts a heavy toll. In 
the U.S. the direct and indirect costs 
are over $10 billion, and the average 
severe brain injury costs up to 
$500,000 in immediate medical ex- 
penses. 

I submit that in rural Alaska, 
adults and youths have similar num- 
ber of traumatic brain injuries, and in 
helmet non-compliance. Further- 
more, the direct financial costs and 


losses to society are nearly equal as 
well. 

In conclusion, all age groups 
should wear helmets. An adult male 
in a coma or dead is just as dead as a 
youth. Children learn by seeing a re- 
sponsible adult’s actions, not by their 
mandates. To demand to do as I say, 
not as I do, is transparent hypocrisy. 
Wear a helmet when riding your 
ATV or snowmachine because it is 
the right thing to do, not because of 
what the city council requires.

Advocates Meet with Elim 
Village About Mining

On February 6, 2007, the Native 
Village of Elim Council sponsored a 
presentation on environmental, so- 
cial and cultural impacts of uranium 
mining by two speakers from the 
uranium and energy rich states of 
New Mexico and Utah. The presen- 
tation was intended to inform Elim 
and surrounding villages about the 
impacts of a proposed placer mining 
permit for uranium exploration to 
the Triex and Full Metal Companies 
for the Boulder Creek Uranium 
Mine and related sites. The 6,240 
acre Boulder Creek Property, a sand- 
stone type ‘roll-front’ deposit, hosts 
Alaska’s largest uranium deposit dis- 
covered to-date and is located on the 
Seward Peninsula in northwestern 
Alaska. It is approximately 50 km 
(3 1 miles) from the coastal village of 
Elim, and 170 km (106 miles) from 
Nome. 

Two speakers at the meeting 
maintain that toxic materials coming 
off of the mine could directly impact 
fishery and wildlife habitat in and 
along the Tubutulik River upon 
which the Native Village of Elim 
(Village) is dependent for a major 
portion of its subsistence fishing and 
hunting. Also presented was infor- 
mation about the Dry Canyon Creek 
(Fish River Flats) area and the Fire- 
weed Occurrence north of Death 
Valley and future exploration activi- 
ties. 

Paul Robinson with the Southwest 
Research and Information Center in 
Albuquerque, New Mexico told the 
group that the social and environ- 
mental impacts from uranium min- 
ing are rarely worth its benefits. 
Robinson said, “history will show 
that the cultural and environmental 
costs of uranium mining in Native 
communities has always been high. 
When you have such a pristine wa- 
tershed such as the Tubutulik, it is 
hard to imagine that any level of 
mining, including exploration, is not 
going to have an impact.” 


Harold Shepherd with the Center 
for Water Advocacy in Moab, Utah 
spoke to the group about the Elim 
Former Reserve lands and some of 
the federal and state laws that apply 
to mining activity. Shepherd said 
“This community is very concerned 
about the impact of mine on subsis- 
tence fishing. It is more important to 
them than any economic benefits that 
mining, may or may not, bring to this 
area. I don’t know how many people 
have told me that they are afraid that 
the fish and wildlife won’t be here 
when their children group up.” 

Some of the concerns the commu- 
nity of Elim raised during the meet- 
ing were in regards to past 
exploration activities of Triex in 
Boulder Creek. 1) Storing a large 
number of samples (Burlap bags full 
rock samples) in the City basement. 
2) Shipping these same bags through 
the local Post Office. 3) Drilling into 
artesian wells and effluent flowing 
out into the environment. 4) Com- 
ments from Triex staff that Alaska is 
a dumping ground for the Federal 
government. There were a large 
number of questions, concerns and 
opposition to any further exploration 


by the community of Elim and par- 
ticipants from Koyuk. The City 
basement is the main gathering place 
for community meetings and 
potlucks. Was there exposure of ra- 
dioactive samples to the people of 
Elim either at the City building or the 
Post Office? What was discharged 
into the environment from the 
drilling activity of Triex? Tubutulik 
is a remote, beautiful area rich in fish 
and game, unspoiled by any irre- 
sponsible development. The com- 
ment of Alaska being a dumping 
ground reflects an irresponsible atti- 
tude and does not bode well for re- 
sponsible exploration, let alone the 
development of a uranium mine. 

Robert Keith, president of the 
Elim IRA Council says, “This com- 
munity is heavily dependent on sub- 
sistence fishing and hunting. It 
would be a major change to us if we 
not longer had these resources to rely 
upon. We need the Department of 
Natural Resources for the State of 
Alaska and the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement to hold hearings on the pro- 
posed exploration for 2008.”

House unanimous in kidney support 

Bill will allow Nome Rep. Richard Foster to receive kidney from staffer

This winter certainly showed the re- 
gion’s residents who’s boss with a mix 
of colder- than-normal temperatures, 
heavy snowfall and strong winds 
adding bite to life in the sub- Arctic. 

While the National Weather Service 
registered no precipitation for more 
than a week now, snow left by a Jan. 
22 blizzard was violently blown 
around by strong winds over the week- 
end. Backcountry trails are virtually 
non-existent as snowdrifts and sastmgi 
cover entire sections of what once was 
a well-groomed trail around Gold Hill. 
On Saturday, Feb. 9, peak gusts of 41 
mph hammered Nome, and while tem- 
peratures had warmed up to 12 degrees 
F, the wind chill factor made it feel like 
-25. Sustained winds out of the north- 
east registered at 33 mph on Saturday. 
The following day, winds let up a bit, 
still howling at 31 mph, and the occa- 
sional 36 mph gust. 

National Weather Service meteor- 
ologist Jerry Steiger said Nome saw 
below-normal temperatures for early 
February. “Temperatures dipped 
down to -30 on February 1 . We pretty 
much were below normal tempera- 
tures until last weekend,” said Steiger. 

Early February normally sees 
maximum temperatures of 13 and 
minimum temperatures of 2 below. 
The departure from normal temper- 
atures since Feb. 1 has ranged from 
12 to 32 degrees below normal. 

The City of Nome’s Public Works 
and the local Department of Trans- 
portation crews are still busy clearing 
the roads from heaps of snow. Right 
after the Jan. 22 storm, the right angle 
gear box on the city’s snow blower 
broke down, so the city crew had to 
remove heaps of snow in a different 
way. “We pushed the snow up in piles 


and loaded it with a loader onto dump 
trucks,” said Greg Kruschek with the 
City’s Public Works Department. 

From Jan. 23 through Feb. 7, the 
City crew hauled 3,154 loads of snow 
to the snow dump located on the north- 
ern side of the Nome Bypass Road. 
Kruschek said that the City started 
hauling snow on Dec. 6 and, to date, 
5,089 loads, with 15 cubic yards per 
load, had been hauled to the dump. The 
crew of three full-time employees is 
augmented by five temporary hires 
who operate the four rented dump 
tmcks and the dozer at the snow dump. 

The City crew are Greg Kr- 
uschek, Shane Smithhisler and 
Nathan “Red” Barron. 

At the Department of Transportation, 
last week’s cold temperatures forced the 
crew and equipment to stay in the warm 
shop. “We at the State DOT have a pol- 
icy to not mn the equipment when it’s - 
20,” explained Highway Foreman and 
acting DOT Western District superin- 
tendent Larry Smithhisler. 

Smithhisler is substituting for Patrick 
Kelliher, who is on leave until March. 

The DOT crew used the cold spell to 
repair the two snow blowers that were 
out of commission since the last big 
storm. “All of our blowers are back up,” 
Smithhisler said. The DOT swarmed 
out on Monday with a grader and a 
snowblower on the road system to plow 
the Beam Road up to the Dexter Bypass 
Road and Dexter, and to continue on to- 
ward Banner Creek. Smithhisler re- 
ported that the Teller Highway up to the 
Snake River Bridge was in good shape 
with only a few minor snowdrifts. 

On Wednesday, the DOT was 
scheduled for a three-day snow re- 
moval mission at the airport to clean 
the instrument landing system, as the 
approach lights are called.

JUNEAU— Members of the Alaska 
House unanimously signed on as 
sponsors last week and then ap- 
proved a bill that would help one of 
their own receive a kidney from a 
legislative staffer.

Though it does not apply to the 
kidney, which has no monetary value 


under federal law, the provision does 
apply to such expenses as travel and 
medical costs. 

House Bill 317 would still require 
lawmakers to report and request ap- 
proval for compassionate gifts. It 
passed 35-0 Feb. 7 and moved on to 
the Senate.

gathering for subsistence. 

Elim is concerned about being informed and 
controlling the impacts of exploration that might 
lead to serious impacts on health and the traditional 
subsistence lifestyle for food gathering and hunting 
in the future. As in past community meetings, res- 
idents wondered if there were exposure of radioac- 
tive samples to the people of Elim either at the city 
building or the post office. What was discharged 
into the environment from the drilling activity of 
Triex? The Tubutulik River watershed, nearby, is 
remote, beautiful, and rich in fish and game, un- 
spoiled by any irresponsible development. 

“This community is heavily dependent on 
subsistence fishing and hunting. It would be a 
major change to us if we no longer had these 
resources to rely upon,” said Robert Keith, 


head of Elim IRA. “We need the Department 
of Natural Resources for the State of Alaska 
and the Bureau of Land Management to hold 
hearings on the proposed exploration for 2008 
so that the people can be informed about some- 
thing that could affect them so dramatically.” 

Paul Robinson is lead researcher for South- 
west Research and Information Center based in 
Albuquerque, N.M. Harold Shepherd is an at- 
torney and executive director for the Center for 
Water Advocacy in Moab, Utah. 

Robinson and Shepherd maintain that toxic 
materials coming off of the mine could directly 
impact fishery and wildlife habitat in and along 
the Tubutulik River, upon which the Elim Vil- 
lage is dependent for a major portion of its sub- 
sistence fishing and hunting. 

These concerns fit into the mission state- 
ment of Southwest Research and Information 


Center, which is to give people tools to protect 
the health of people and communities, protect 
natural resources, to ensure citizen participa- 
tion in a secure environment and social justice 
now and for future generations. 

“The [uranium exploration] activities are not 
familiar to people. What is familiar is that wa- 
tershed that is the heart of their subsistence ac- 
tivities,” Robinson said. 

Robinson and Shepherd left a comment 
form in Elim for people to use to find out how 
many fishing activities, how often, how many 
fish, how many mammals, how many berries 
come out of the watershed. 

“There is so much subsistence activity in 
that watershed, but very little documentation 
we can find,” Robinson said. 

Elim is banking on having stronger control 
over development, as they own the land and re- 


sources needed by mining companies. When 
the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act 
passed in 1971, Elim did not participate, but 
asked for ownership of about 300,000 acres 
formerly in the historical Elim Reserve. Elim 
does not belong to a regional corporation like 
Bering Strait Native Corp., which has a finan- 
cial interest in mining around Nome, including 
the Rock Creek Mine. Elim owns the airport at 
Moses Point, giving them control of access and 
could deny housing and storage to mining com- 
panies, several villagers noted. The exploration 
area lies outside but near the reserve. 

“The Elim Native Preserve is downstream 
from the uranium exploration, so that would be 
affected by any waterborne pollutants,” Robin- 
son said. “Those areas, as subsistence areas, are 
areas that may be protected because of their 
subsistence values.”

who just never voted and now de- 
cided to vote,” Green said. 

Nome Democratic delegates will go 
to the Democratic state convention in 
Palmer in May, where they register the 


Bering Strait District votes and partici- 
pate in further fan-outs. Last Tuesday’s 
event was a preferential vote which reg- 
isters with the Alaska Democratic Party. 

Meanwhile, in the Kegoayah Kozga 
Library, Republican Party members 
voted, casting six votes for Ron Paul, 


six votes for Mitt Romney, three votes 
for Mike Huckabee and two votes for 
Sen. John McCain. The Republicans 
had a statewide ballot count of 12,204, 
with Romney emerging victorious 
with 5,378 votes, followed by Huck- 
abee, Paul and McCain. 


Nome Republicans scrambled for 
volunteers to make the presidential cau- 
cus happen, as temporary party chair 
Mike Anderson, temporary secretary 
John Hager and Susan Doherty manned 
the caucus booth at the library from 
4:30 p.m. until 8 p.m. Hager reported 


that 17 Republicans showed up to vote. 

The Republicans cast their votes 
in ballot-form. The Democrats con- 
ducted the vote by conducting a head 
count of people in Obama- and Clin- 
ton-designated areas .

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NSEDC paid dearly for terminating contract with 
investment manager 

Steve Rieger and Co. collected $1.05 million from corporation in 2006

On July 28, 2006, the board of di- 
rectors of Norton Sound Economic 
Development Corp. decided to dis- 
solve the company’s investment 
management subsidiary, Norton 
Sound Investment Corp., and to ter- 
minate the management agreement 
with NSIC’s manager, Steve Rieger 
and Co., LLC. NSEDC’s Form 990 
informational report to the Internal 
Revenue Service, which is open to 
public inspection, shows that Steve 
Rieger and Co. received $1.05 mil- 
lion in compensation in 2006. 

Asked to explain the high com- 
pensation figure for Rieger, Dan Har- 
relson, NSEDC board chairman and 
president, said the amount “includes 
a monthly management fee paid pur- 
suant to contract, plus a one-time 
severance payment required to be 
paid upon termination of the con- 
tract.” Harrelson did not respond to 
requests to differentiate between the 
amount Rieger received in monthly 
management fees under his contract 
through July of 2006 and the amount 
of the severance payment. Rieger 
also declined to provide that infor- 
mation. “As a contractor, I always 
want the client to be a spokesman,” 
he explained. 

Board members may not have an- 
ticipated paying Rieger a severance 
fee for terminating his contract. The 
Nome Nugget in its August 3 , 2006 
edition reported decisions announced 
by the board that included cuts at 
NSEDC’s seafood processing plant 
in addition to dissolving NSIC and 
terminating Rieger’s contract. “The 
cuts, including Steve Rieger’s six- 
figure salary, mean an unconfirmed 
savings of $550,000,” the report 
stated (pp. 1 , 20). Cuts at the Nome 
processing plant totaled $92,807, ac- 
cording to minutes of the July 28, 


2006 board meeting, so terminating 
Rieger’s contract apparently was pre- 
sumed to save $457,193. Instead, the 
company apparently paid Rieger sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars for ter- 
minating his contract. NSEDC’s 
Form 990 for 2005 shows Reiger re- 
ceived compensation of $521,727 in 
2005, less than half the $1 .05 million 
paid to him in 2006 when he worked 
about seven months for NSEDC. 

Compensation paid to Rieger and 
Co. reportedly was related to the 
value of assets held by NSIC, which 
was established in 2002 as a wholly 
owned subsidiary of NSEDC. Previ- 
ously Rieger had served as financial 
advisor to NSEDC. Assets held by 
NSIC initially included the corpora- 
tion’s 50 percent interest in Glacier 
Fish Co. LLC, 50 percent interest in 
Norton Sound Ventures LLC, Indi- 
vidual Fishing Quotas in various 
fisheries and investments in mar- 
ketable securities. 

Income from investments annually 
contributes millions of dollars to 
NSEDC’s revenue stream. The com- 
pany refers to income from invest- 
ments as second generation earnings 
to distinguish them from royalties re- 
ceived from Community Develop- 
ment Quota harvests in various 
Bering Sea/Aleutian Islands fish- 
eries. NSEDC is one of six CDQ 
groups with a total of 65 member 
communities in western Alaska. To 
promote sustained economic devel- 
opment in the region, the North Pa- 
cific Fishery Management Council 
annually allocates percentages of the 
total allowable catch in various 
BS/AI fisheries to the CDQ program. 

The NSEDC board allocates 50 
percent of CDQ royalties to invest- 
ments. Initially the board reinvested 
75 percent of the company’s second- 
generation earnings from invest- 


ments and used the remaining 25 
percent to fund projects within the 
region such as the Community Ben- 
efit Share program through which 
the company annually distributes 
funds to its 15 member communities. 

The board changed its investment 
policy for second generation funds in 
2005. 

Board reverses investment policy 

According to minutes of a quar- 
terly board meeting on April 21, 
2005, Rieger reported NSIC’s own- 
ership of Norton Sound Ventures had 
increased from 50 percent to 59.5 
percent. Following the equity re- 
structure, he added, NSV had made 
a distribution of $1.2 million, of 
which NSIC received $714,000. 
Reiger explained that if the sum were 
treated as a profit distribution, 25 
percent of it would go toward the 
Community Benefit Share and 75 
percent would go back to NSIC for 
reinvestment, but if it were viewed as 
a return of capital, all of the 
$714,000 would go to NSIC. 
William “Middy” Johnson, who at 
that time was Unalakleet’s board 
member, made a motion seconded by 
Frank Oxereok of Wales to view the 
income as a profit distribution. The 
motion passed unanimously. 

On the following day the board 
heard a report from the funding allo- 
cation committee chaired by Dan 
Harrelson of White Mountain. Har- 
relson said the committee wanted to 
inform the board of options and had 
not decided how to allocate funds. 
William Johnson moved, seconded 
by Don Stiles of Nome to approve 
the funding allocation committee’s 
report and to implement changes in 
current funding allocations as fol- 
lows: “Leave the 50/50 split of the 
CDQ royalty income alone, and 


change the second generation in- 
come around so that NSEDC re- 
ceives 75 percent for our programs 
and projects and 25 percent is rein- 
vested with NSIC” (minutes of the 
board meeting April 21-22, 2005, p. 
6). Discussion of the motion is sum- 
marized on page 6 of the minutes as 
follows: 

“The board discussed what the 
change means in actual money. They 
looked at last year as an example. 
William believes we are investing 
over aggressively. He thinks we 
should invest more in the region. 
Chairman Harrelson said that by fol- 
lowing our investment policies we 
have been able to put more in the re- 
gion. The CBS has grown by 
$40,000. We are putting more 
money into projects. He worries 
about depending mainly on the CDQ 
royalties. Don Stiles spoke very 
strongly about the benefits that could 
be provided to the communities with 
this change. Frank Oxereok agrees. 
William said if we need to change 
the split again, we can. He thinks the 
state would like to see more money 
in the region. Dean Peterson 
[Golovin] would like to see a draft 
comparison report if we do change 
the split. William said this is not a 
quick fix, he realizes this isn’t going 
to happen immediately. Eugene [As- 
ciksik] said this motion will trigger 
some changes in our investment 
strategy, our Community Develop- 
ment Plan and maybe NSIC.” 
(Asicksik was NSEDC’s president 
and chief executive officer at the 
time of the meeting.) The board ap- 
proved the motion to reverse 
NSEDC’s policy for allocation of 
second-generation investment funds 
by a vote of 1 1 to 3 with one member 
excused. 


Investments fueled surge in 
NSEDC’s net worth 

NSEDC’s IRS reports for 2004 
through 2006 show the corporation 
experienced remarkable financial 
growth during NSIC’s existence. 
The value of NSEDC’s marketable 
securities grew from $17.2 million in 
2003 to $31.1 million in 2004 to 
$44.2 million in 2005 and totaled 
$55.2 million by the end of 2006. 
Dividends and interest from securi- 
ties generated income of $836,335 in 
2004, $1.3 million in 2005 and $2.2 
million in 2006. In a four-year pe- 
riod between 2002 and the end of 
2006, NSEDC’s net assets more than 
doubled, increasing from $50.3 mil- 
lion to $107.9 million. 

The value of the company’s in- 
vestment in Glacier Fish Co. grew 
from $14.9 million in 2003 to $15.8 
million in 2004 to$19.8 million in 
2005 and then dropped to $18.2 mil- 
lion by the end of 2006. NSEDC’s 
investment in NSV grew from $4.2 
million in 2003 to $7 million in 
2004, dropping to $6.7 million in 
2005 and to $6.2 million at the end 
of 2006. (In 2007 NSEDC dissolved 
its partnership in NSV with the aid of 
Rieger, who was hired to represent 
NSEDC in negotiations with its NSV 
partners.) 

Following the board’s decision to 
dissolve NSIC, the corporation’s 
marketable securities remained in- 
vested but were not actively man- 
aged for more than six months. In 
late January 2007 the board decided 
to divide management of the com- 
pany’s investment portfolio between 
Charles Schwab Co. and UBS Fi- 
nancial Services by initially transfer- 
ring securities worth roughly $28 
million to each firm. 


Missing person Gilbert Ungott removed from NSEDC board 


City of Gambell requests appointment of Ramona Tungiyan as replacement

The board of directors of 
Norton Sound Economic 
Development Corp. recently 
removed missing person 
Gilbert Ungott from his 
board seat as member repre- 
sentative for Gambell. Un- 
gott disappeared Sept. 7, 
2007 from Gambell, a vil- 
lage with 700 residents on 
St. Lawrence Island. 
Searches conducted by vil- 
lagers and Alaska State 
Troopers have yielded no 
trace of him. 

Ungott’s board seat will 
be up for election in October 
2008. In the meantime, 
NSEDC has received a letter 


from the City of Gambell in- 
dicating that the Gambell 
Common Council wants Ra- 
mona Tungiyan to serve as 
board member for the re- 
mainder of Ungott’s term, at- 
torney Andy Leman told 
NSEDC’s bylaws committee 
members at a recent meeting 
in Anchorage. Janis Ivanoff, 
acting chief executive officer 
for NSEDC, told committee 
members she had talked with 
Gambell officials, Leman 
and attorney Margaret Rus- 
sell about complying with 
the City of Gambell ’s re- 
quest with respect for the 
feelings of Ungott’s family. 

Leman guided bylaws 


committee members through 
recommendations for re- 
moving and replacing Un- 
gott in keeping with 
NCEDC’s bylaws, noting 
that Ivanoff had previously 
sent the recommendations to 
committee members. He 
cited article 5, section 6 of 
the bylaws, which allows the 
board of directors to remove 
any director whenever it is in 
the best interest of the cor- 
poration and includes a pro- 
vision for removing any 
director with three unex- 
cused absences from meet- 
ings of the board or its 
committees. Subsequent to 
Ungott’s disappearance, 


NSEDC conducted board 
meetings in October and De- 
cember 2007 and in January 
2008. 

Leman also recommended 
that the committee follow 
provisions of article 5, sec- 
tion 8 of NSEDC’s bylaws to 
replace Ungott on the board. 

When the board removes 
a director, article 5(8) stipu- 
lates that the member com- 
munity which elected the 
director shall elect another 
member representative 
within 60 days of the date of 
the vacancy. If the member 
community does not do so, 
the vacancy may be filled by 
an affirmative vote of a ma- 


jority of the remaining direc- 
tors, article 5(8) states. 

The bylaws committee 
adopted Leman’s recom- 
mendations Jan. 23 and 
passed them on to the full 
board, which approved them 
Jan. 25. 

Tungiyan began to attend 
NSEDC board meetings in 
October 2007 as a non- vot- 
ing representative for Gam- 
bell.

Susan Butcher Day approved

In April of 2007, Nome Biathlon 
team member Emerson Conger (now 
a freshman at Nome-Beltz High 
School) was riding high after win- 
ning the Western Interior Ski and 
Biathlon Championships. By placing 
first in his age group in both the ski 
and biathlon races, he thought he had 
earned the spot on the Arctic Winter 
Games Biathlon Team traditionally 
reserved for the top rural male skier. 
Conger began looking forward to 
competing in Yellowknife, North- 
west Territories, Canada the follow- 
ing spring. 

That, however, was until big city 
politics kicked in. There were those 
in Anchorage and Fairbanks that 
thought kids from the bush were not 
up to their standards of competition. 
Throughout the summer, as Conger 
crossed his fingers and continued to 
train, a huge statewide debate rum- 
bled on as to whether Team Alaska 
would honor the WISA qualifiers 
with spots on the Arctic Winter 
Games squad. 

Fortunately for Conger, at the end 
of the summer it was decided that the 
top rural skiers would keep their 
spots. But, it was clear that WISA 
was on trial. 

On Sunday, March 10, at Kincaid 
Park’s brand new, world-class 
biathlon venue in Anchorage, Con- 
ger officially put that debate to rest. 
In sub zero temperatures more re- 
sembling those found in Nome, Con- 
ger took first place in the senior boys 
division of the 6-kilometer biathlon 
race. 

The race at Kincaid represented the 
first time the Nome biathlete carried 
his rifle during competition. The 6K 
is classified as a Sprint Race, where 
participants started by skiing a 1 .2- 
mile loop back to the rifle range. 
When skiers entered the range they 
picked up, and placed, their fancy, 
specifically weighted firearms on 
their backs using the attached har- 
ness. 

The biathletes then skied to a shoot- 
ing lane where they took five shots 
in the prone (lying down) position, 
aiming at a 1 .5-inch targets 50 me- 
ters away. Conger hit 3 of 5, and 
thus had to take two short, but time 
consuming, penalty laps. The shoot- 
ers then placed their rifles in the rack 
as they exited the range. 

After a second lap, skiers repeated 
the sequence, but this time shots 
were fired in the much more difficult 
standing position at targets 4.5- 
inches in diameter. It was here that 
the effects of Nome’s shooting range 
closing were really felt by the young 
skier, as Conger ended up having to 
do five penalty laps. His fast skiing 
on the course, however, proved more 
than enough for the missed shots. 

“It is a real shame that the Nome 
Biathlon Team no longer has a place 
to practice their shooting, “ said 
Nome biathlon coach Keith Conger. 
“There is a whole generation of 
young people in Nome, some biath- 
letes, and many hunters, that suffer 
from having no place to learn to 


shoot safely.” 

“The Nome Biathlon Team, how- 
ever, does what it can to prepare,” 
added Conger. “Through the amaz- 
ing support and generosity of Bruce 
Klein and the Nome Community 
Center, we were able to get four laser 
biathlon rifles that we use indoors. 
Emerson also practices dry firing his 
rifle in the living room, but nothing 
really can replace real shooting.” 

WISA was also well represented in 
the Senior Girls division by sopho- 
more Nikki Fennimore. Three-time 
Olympic skier Todd Boonstra, who 
is this year’s Arctic Winter Games 
Ski Biathlon coach, is also Fenni- 
more’s coach in Galena. Fennimore 
finished second to Anchorage’s top 
female high school biathlete, Jas- 
mine Neeno. 

Snowshoe Biathlon racers, who use 
traditional mukluks, along with 
snowshoes that must be tied to the 
boot, and that have no metal parts, 
took part Sunday as well. Arctic 
Winter Games Team Alaska has 
eight snowshoe biathletes, who fol- 
low the same ski/shoot routine as the 
skiers, but on a shorter course. This 
year’s WISA representatives will be 
Savoonga freshman Jesse Reynolds, 
and Tanana senior Ruby Campbell. 

Conger and the Nome Biathlon 
Team will next be in action in two 
weeks in Nome. The “Gold Cup 
Pursuits” will be the first event in 
five years in which regional skiers 
outside Nome will compete. The 
Nome Biathlon Team is hoping to 
have athletes from Unalakleet, White 
Mountain, and Savoonga. 

The three-part event will begin on 
Friday, February 22 at 5:30 with a 
short ski race. The racecourse is ad- 
jacent to the Nome Bypass Road di- 
rectly behind the elementary school. 
Later that evening, skiers will move 
indoors for a laser biathlon time trial, 
where, instead of penalty loops, 10 
seconds will be added for each 
missed shot. The stands will be 
pulled out for spectators, and indi- 
vidual awards will be given for each 
of the first two events. 

On the morning of February 23 , the 
weekend’s penultimate event will 
take place with a pursuit -style race. 
In this event the traditional “mass 
(all-at-once) start” is traded for com- 
petitors leaving one at a time. Skier 
order is determined by combining 
the times of the sprint and laser 
biathlon time trials from the first day. 

The clock will start as the skier with 
the overall fastest time takes off. 
Each subsequent skier departs ac- 
cording to how far behind they are 
from the leader. The Nome Biathlon 
Team is hoping for a large spectator 
turnout. 

The Nome Biathlon Team will 
travel to three big events this winter, 
with the first being the Koyuk Invi- 
tational on February 29 and March 1 . 

The season will conclude on back- 
to-back weekends at the end of 
March, with the BSSD Champi- 
onships and then WISA Champi- 
onships. 


JUNEAU, AP- The first day of 
the Iditarod Trail Sled Dog Race 
would honor a four-time race cham- 
pion under a bill approved by the 
Alaska Legislature. 

House Bill 37 would establish the 
first Saturday of every March as 
Susan Butcher Day. 

Butcher, the second woman to win 


the Iditarod, died in August 2006 of 
leukemia. 

The Senate on Monday approved 
the measure on a 14-2 vote. The 
Alaska House approved the measure 
unanimously in 2007 , the first of the 
two-year session, but the bill lan- 
guished in a Senate committee until 
recently. 


Gov. Sarah Palin says she will 
sign the bill. 

The last time an Alaskan has been 
accorded such an honor was in 1988 
with the establishment of Elizabeth 
Peratrovich Day to honor the civil 
rights leader.

Trooper Beat 

On June 1, 2007 an investigation revealed 
Calvin Paniptchuk, 30, of Shaktoolik, passed four 
(4) counterfeit travelers checks, $500 each: one 
to a business in Unalakleet, two to a business in 
Shaktoolik, and one to a business in Nome. Pa- 
niptchuk was charged with four counts of Forgery 
1 st Degree and four counts of Theft 2 nd Degree. 

On September 13, 2007 a resident of Nome 
reported that Jason Tendler, 28, of Teller, passed 
him a counterfeit check. Investigation revealed 
Tendler received a $3,000 counterfeit check via 
the mail and passed the counterfeit check in 
Nome.

Mine dewatering wastewater (wastewater) is de- 
rived from Rock Creek Mine operations, storm 
water collected from mine dewatering, and a one 
time disposal of treated wastewater contained in 
AGC’s tailings storage facility associated with clo- 
sure of the Rock Creek Mine project. The permit- 
ted Injection Well System will be comprised of at 
most 15 UIC disposal wells that will inject waste- 
water into the upper portion of a shallow bedrock 
aquifer (less than 400 feet in depth below ground 
surface). Treated wastewater will be injected into 
the bedrock aquifer at low pressures (not to ex- 
ceed 50 pounds per square inch). Prior to dis- 
posal into the Injection Well System, wastewater 
will undergo treatment to ensure that the concen-

EPA has made no final decision on the request to 
modify permit No. AK-5X27-001 -A issued to AGC.

Harold Llewelyn 
Lucas 

Harold Llewelyn Lucas was bom 
August 6, 1922 in Fargo, North 
Dakota to Reta E. (Lang) and Vernon 
Lucas. He died January 1, 2008 in 
North Bend, Oregon. Harold was 
the eldest of four children.

He enjoyed life in 
Moses Point, playing the drums, fly- 
ing, carpentry and encouraging his 
family to excel in life. 


He suffered numerous strokes in 
1990 and needed professional med- 
ical attention. 

Maggie Olson of Golovin gave 
him his Eskimo name “Macaqtuq” 
meaning “sunshine” because he was 
always happy. 

He is survived by his daughter 
Connie Lucas of North Bend, who 
was by his side; sons Kent Lucas and 
wife Debi of North Bend, Oregon, 
and Greg Lucas and wife Kathy of 
Newark, California; grandsons 
Reno Lucas of Myrtle Creek and 
Brian Lucas of Nowark, California;

Rock Creek opponents 
vie for new day in court

A group fighting a permit given 
to Alaska Gold Company’s Rock 
Creek mine has again taken the 
issue to court. 

Trustees for Alaska filed a re- 
quest for a rehearing Feb. 19 with 
the federal 9th Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals regarding its ruling to uphold 
the Army Corps of Engineer’s wet- 
lands permit issued for the Rock 
Creek mine near Nome. 

The Trustees are a law firm rep- 
resenting Nome residents Jana Var- 
rati and Sue Steinacher, as well as 
a citizen group called The Bering 
Strait Citizens for Responsible Re- 
source Development. 

The plaintiffs had challenged the 
federal Army Corps of Engineers’ 
decision to issue a Clean Water Act 
Section 404 permit that allowed the 
gold company to destroy 346.5 acres 
of wetlands in the Snake River val- 


ley, seven miles north of Nome. 

The lawsuit, first filed in No- 
vember 2006, resulted in a volun- 
tary withdrawal of the permit by 
the Corps. The permit was re-is- 
sued in March without any public 
involvement, and the plaintiffs 
filed a second lawsuit to again 
challenge the permit. 

A district court judge dismissed 
the lawsuit entirely last summer, and 
the plaintiffs filed an appeal with the 
9th Circuit Court. 

In September, a three-judge panel 
heard oral arguments and issued a 
ruling in January that upheld the 
Corps’ permit 

Last week the Trustees filed a re- 
quest for a rehearing. Trustees attor- 
ney Vicki Clark told The Nome 
Nugget , “We feel that the court ap- 
plied a narrower rule than exists

Fairbanks diocese 
files for bankruptcy

Last week, the Catholic Bishop of 
Northern Alaska announced his in- 
tent to file for reorganization under 
Chapter 1 1 of the federal bankruptcy 
code in the next five weeks. 

The filing for Chapter 1 1 comes 
amidst a slew of legal claims against 
Catholic priests, staff and volunteers, 
who allegedly committed more than 
150 counts of sexual abuse against 
boys and girls. 

Co-defendants are the Catholic 
Bishop of Northern Alaska and the 
Jesuit Order of Alaska and Oregon. 

The cases stemmed mostly from 
abuse allegations against priests 
stationed in rural areas of Alaska 
and span a time period from the 
1950s through the 1980s. Nome 
Catholic priest and KNOM radio 
founder Jim Poole is accused of 
multiple counts of child sex abuse, 


molestation and rape. 

While the Jesuits reached a $50 
million settlement with the plaintiffs, 
settlement talks with the diocese did 
not prove as fruitful. 

Bishop Donald Kettler said in a 
statement that settlement efforts have 
been hampered by “the reluctance of 
a key insurance carrier to participate 
meaningfully in the process.” That 
carrier has been named as CNA, a 
Chicago-based company. 

Chapter 1 1 , under the U.S . bank- 
ruptcy code, permits reorganization 
of any business with unsecured 
debts of at least $336,000 or se- 
cured debts of at least $1 million. 
When a business is unable to pay 
debt or its creditors and files for 
Chapter 1 1 , it is usually an attempt 
to stay in business while a bank-

Change allows election of any NSEDC board member as paid president 

Action ends board chairman and president Dan Harrelson’s 15-month long conflict of interest

Norton Sound Economic Development Cor- 
poration’s board of directors has amended the 
company’s conflict of interest policy, which is in- 
tended to prevent board members from working 
for the company as paid employees, to allow any 
director to serve in a paid position as president. 

The action, taken at a quarterly board meet- 
ing last month in Anchorage, ended a 15- 


month-old conflict of interest for Board Chair- 
man and President Dan Harrelson of White 
Mountain. In October 2006 the NSEDC board 
elected Harrelson as corporate president and 
agreed to pay him an annual salary of more than 
$80,000 in the position. The board re-elected 
Harrelson as board chair and president at the an- 
nual directors’ meeting Nov. 2, 2007 in Nome. 

At its annual meeting each director is asked 


to read, sign and adhere to NSEDC ’s “Conflict 
of Interest Statement of Policy,” which lists 
among areas of greatest concern, “Sitting as a 
director while employed by or providing serv- 
ices under an exclusive contract to NSEDC or 
any NSEDC subsidiary.” The signed state- 
ments are made available to NSEDC ’s auditors, 
according to the company’s “Board of Direc- 
tors/Officers Rules, Regulations and Polices 


Manual.” 

During the directors’ annual review of the 
“Conflict of Interest Statement of Policy” last 
November, Harrelson stated that he is under 
contract with NSEDC as president. Subse- 
quently The Nome Nugget asked Harrelson, 
“Does that policy apply to your dual role as

Subject: Caribou 

The past couple of years have 
been very challenging for the hunters 
of the southern Seward Peninsula, 
particularly for the western side of it. 

There are some factors such as 
weather conditions, lack of snow and 
ice and the lack of animals that have 
returned to the area in prior years. 
Those of us who havelived here all 
our lives and the elders we learned 
from have witnessed the return of 
caribou after many years of decline. 
Before their return I had the privilege 
and honor to go out with my peers 
and elders many miles beyond a day 
trip to hunt the caribou. What I no- 
ticed then is that the tundra was 
much more barren than the tundra in 
this area. I noticed a lot of caribou 
droppings, but there didn’t seem to 
be much feed such as lichen on the 
tundra. Perhaps after many years of 


absence the caribou have returned to 
this area to find their feed replen- 
ished. 

Area hunters noticed the slow re- 
turn of the caribou to the region, and 
eventually they returned in big num- 
bers. When they did we took as 
many as we could and in a short time 
we were able to fill our freezers with 
the much-needed meat supply for the 
whole year. They returned year after 
year, and we were witnesses to the 
caribou even taking up airport space 
in several of the villages during the 
busiest time of day. On some occa- 
sions, people had to run the caribou 
off the runway so the planes could 
land. After a few years the caribou 
were staying longer; in spring when 
their antlers were starting to grow 
again they were still here, and in the 
fall we were able to hunt them. It 
seemed that they were going to be 
here to stay, that is until we noticed

Consistency 

Last week a fellow seeking signatures for a voter initiative to be 
placed on the statewide ballot was booted out of the vestibule of the 
Federal Building (a.k.a. Post Office) in Nome. A citizen complained 
and the building maintenance folks called the General Services Ad- 
ministration in Anchorage. The GSA directed that the petitioner be told 
to collect signatures elsewhere. The fellow moved to the sidewalk in 
front of the Post Office where it was a balmy -15°F. Many Nomeites 
who signed the petition asked why he wasn’t inside where it was 
warmer. Some folks were so concerned that they called the Nugget to 
complain that constitutional rights were being violated. Twice the 
Nugget left messages with the GSA’s Mr. Albrecht’s voice mail. It re- 
mains unanswered. 

It would seem that collecting signatures in not a violation of the law. 
Sure it was in the Post Office lobby, but the building in not owned by 
the federal government, they just lease it. Inside the building are of- 
fices of private business, state and federal agencies. In addition to the 
Ten Most Wanted bulletin board, the walls of the lobby are frequently 
festooned with posters, and Leo Rasmussen’s personal photos are 
taped on the walls outside his office. Not that these would be consid- 
ered a fire hazard or anything like that. Currently there is a desk inside 
the lobby that contains a box of questionnaires for a Nome Public 
Schools survey. 

We should not be selective about the allowed action in the Post Of- 
fice vestibule or lobby. If we allow any, we should allow all. What was 
the petition about? It was a petition to put an ethics in state govern- 
ment issue on the ballot. Go figure. — N.L.M.— 
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the recent activity-taking place by 
the Reindeer Herders Association. 

Now we are faced with a dilemma 
possibly brought on in part by the 
Reindeer Herders Association. With 
the capability of tracking the caribou 
movements with radio and satellite 
collars, the reindeer herders can pre- 
vent caribou from approaching their 
reindeer grazing ranges. How is this 
done? Primarily by means of aircraft 
rather than traditional ways. Anyone 
that has been around caribou knows 
how easily spooked they become 
when we get within hearing range of 
them. They immediately take off 
running up the hills where grazing is 
less likely to occur where it is rocky. 

As businessmen the reindeer 
herders are given protection by our 
federal government against bank- 
ruptcy in terms of loss of stock and 
loss of high dollar amounts. There- 
fore, each reindeer herder needs only 
to hold Kawerak or BIA accountable 
for financing the charters necessary 
for allowing the herders to “check” 
on the caribou. This leaves the re- 
mainder of the villagers to tend to

their own welfare. (I stand to be cor- 
rected if this is entirely untrue). 

We are at such a great disadvan- 
tage with the price of gas, oil and 
parts for our snowmachines needed 
for transport. Coupled with the 
longer distances and harsh condi- 
tions required to travel now, we are 
put at greater risk of returning home 
safely with the much needed meat 
supply for the year. Furthermore, 
with the high rate of unemployment 
in the villages we are not able to af- 
ford the high price of reindeer meat 
and for that matter the meat prices at 
the store. In comparison, we can 
yield more meat per pound in terms 
of dollars with caribou than with any 
other meat source that is bought. 

Are the activities of the reindeer 
herders a precursor to what is to be- 
come our future? Are we supposed 
to sit back and allow this to happen? 
This would be only be advantageous 
to the reindeer herder because then 
those that are unable go the long dis- 
tances would be forced to buy rein- 
deer. Our freezers will continue to 
stay empty and we will still go hun- 


gry. We are not the only ones that 
face hunger. When the caribou are 
herded off to the hills they have to 
run away from their grazing. 

I do not hold it against the reindeer 
herders for protecting their liveli- 
hood, but they are doing it in a fash- 
ion that is forcing the majority of the 
village population to rely on welfare. 
This is our livelihood as well; we are 
dependent on the caribou for sus- 
taining our subsistence way of life. 
And they are well respected in our 
communities . 

Ironically the Reindeer Herders 
Association was initially incorpo- 
rated so that they could provide 
much needed affordable meat for the 
famished people of our region. But 
at the high rates we pay for the rein- 
deer and the amount of meat they can 
now provide for the growing popula- 
tions, there is not enough to go 
around.

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Black Hawk called out for two 
search and rescue missions 


The National Guard, The State 
Troopers and the Nome Volunteer 
Fire Department Search and Rescue 
crews were busy on Monday. 

The Alaska Army National Guard 
were called out to help with two 
search and rescue efforts near Nome 
Monday morning by Alaska State 
Troopers. 

An Army Guard Black Hawk took 
off from Nome at 11:30 a.m. to assist 
in search and rescue efforts near the 
village of White Mountain, where a 
Nome man was reported missing 
while on a snow machine trip. 

After 30 minutes of flying, a 
ground team spotted the missing per- 
son and took that person into their 
care. Immediately following this dis- 
covery, the Alaska State Troopers 
asked the Army Guard Black Hawk 
to assist in another mission, where 
four people on snow machines were 
reported missing. 

The Black Hawk crew flew to the 
Pilgrim Springs area about 50 miles 
north of Nome where they located 
the missing people. The helicopter 
landed near the stranded people and 
determined two of the snowmachines 
were broken down and two people 
were hypothermic. 

The Black Hawk crew loaded the 
two hypothermic people aboard the 
helicopter and took them to Nome 
for treatment. They were delivered to 
the Alaska State Troopers in Nome at 


12:30 p.m. Monday. 

At approximately 11:30 Sunday 
night, the Alaska State Troopers re- 
ceived a report that David Evans, 30, 
of Nome, was several hours overdue 
on a snowmachine trip from White 
Mountain. Evans did not have any 
extra survival gear and the weather 
had deteriorated since he departed 
White Mountain. Evans was last 
seen attempting to follow another 
traveler back to Nome from Topkok, 
in inclement weather. 

At approximately 1:30 a.m. Mon- 
day morning, the Nome Volunteer 
Fire Department sent a three member 
hasty team down the coast. However, 
they were forced to take shelter in a 
cabin at Safety due to bad weather 
and dangerous conditions. 

At 9 a.m. Monday, additional 
searchers from the Nome Volunteer 
Fire Department went down the 
coast to continue the search. The 
Army National Guard launched the 
Black Hawk helicopter to conduct an 
aerial search of the area. 

At approximately 11:40 a.m. 
ground searchers from the Nome 
Volunteer Fire Department located 
Evans, who was mildly hypothermic, 
at the Topkok shelter cabin. Evans 
was brought back to Nome and did 
not require medical treatment. 

Shortly after midnight Monday 
morning, the Alaska State Troopers 
received a report that Charles Leeper, 


34, Obie Simonis, 36, Kevin 
Zweifel, 38, and Scott Zweifel, 34, 
all of Nome, were overdue from a 
snowmachine trip to Pilgrim Hot 
Springs. The group was reported to 
have experience in the area and had 
appropriate gear for the current 
weather conditions. 

At approximately 11 a.m. Mon- 
day, it was determined that the trav- 
elers had not returned to Nome. The 
National Guard Black Hawk, which 
had completed providing assistance 
to Nome Volunteer Fire Department 
searchers in locating David Evans 
was diverted to the area of Pilgrim 
Hot Springs. Charles “Chip” Leeper, 
Obie Simonis, Kevin Zweifel, and 
Scott Zweifel were located by the 
Black Hawk. Leeper, and Kevin 
Zweifel, who were mildly hypother- 
mic, were transported to Nome by 
the National Guard Black Hawk 
crew. Leeper and Zweifel had expe- 
rienced mechanical problems and 
were forced to abandon their snow- 
machines. Simonis and Scott 
Zweifel were escorted to Nome by 
Nome Volunteer Fire Department 
personnel. No injuries were reported. 

The Alaska State Troopers thank 
the Nome National Guard Black 
Hawk crew for their cooperation and 
assistance in locating David Evans 
and assisting Charles Leeper, Obie 
Simonis, Kevin Zweifel and Scott 
Zweifel. 


Lawson gets 99 years for killing Correira

A judge sentenced a man to 99 
years in prison for murdering 
Bethany Correira, a young woman 
who was missing for a year before 
her body was found in a gravel pit. 

In handing down the sentence, Su- 
perior Court Judge John Suddock de- 
scribed Michael Lawson as a 
“walking time bomb” with a “patho- 
logical sexual problem,” a hatred of 
women and a drug problem, the An- 
chorage Daily News reported Friday. 

Lawson was convicted of second- 
degree murder and tampering with 
evidence in the May 3, 2003, death 
of Correira, a 21 -year-old college 
student who moved to Anchorage 
from Nome, where she had spent a 
year after leaving her home in Tal- 
keetna. 


Correira moved into an apartment 
complex where Lawson worked as a 
manager. She disappeared about a 
week later. 

A massive search ensued, with 
Anchorage police along with friends 
and family posting fliers and scour- 
ing a 70-mile area, stretching from 
Palmer to Anchorage to Girdwood. 
A $40,000 reward was offered, but 
after about a month, the intensive 
search abated. 

Her body was found near Tal- 
keetna after Lawson’s brother, 
Robert, led authorities to it. 

The state maintains that Michael 
Lawson deliberately killed Correira 
after she walked in while he was cut- 
ting up cocaine at the apartment 
complex, where he was the manager, 
then called his brother to help ditch 


the body and burn the apartment to 
destroy the evidence. 

Robert Lawson committed suicide 
in March 2006, after he agreed to 
help investigators by recording con- 
versations with his brother. The 
agreement came after he was ar- 
rested on fraud charges. 

Robert Lawson apologized pub- 
licly to Correira’s family for his role. 
Michael Lawson’s lawyer at the time 
dismissed Robert Lawson’s story as 
lies told to distract from his own 
guilt. Throughout the trial, Michael 
Lawson never denied killing Cor- 
reira, though defense attorney Mike 
Moberly maintained it was an acci- 
dent. Lawson never testified, and the 
defense never offered a clear picture 
of what it says transpired that night.

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Jewelers pledge not to buy gold from potential Pebble mine

Two days before Valentine’s Day, 
retail jewelers announced their sup- 
port for a coalition of Alaskans who 
aim to protect salmon, clean water 
and the subsistence way of life from 
a proposed Anglo/Northern Dynasty 
Pebble mine project. 

Five of the biggest jewelry chains 
in the nation, Tiffany & Co., Ben 
Bridge Jewelers, Helzberg Dia- 
monds, Fortunoff and Leber Jewelers 
pledged to permanently protect the 
Bristol Bay watershed from large- 
scale metal mining by not buying 
any gold from the mine. 

According to Terry Hoefferle, exec- 
utive director for Numanta Aulukstai 
(Yupik for “Caretakers of the Land), 
this marks the first time that nation- 


wide jewelry businesses have pledged 
to boycott gold from a particular mine. 

Numanta Aulukstai is a coalition 
of eight village corporations along 
the Nushugak River that banded to- 
gether to fight for clean water in 
the world’s largest salmon spawn- 
ing area to ensure their subsistence 
way of life. 

Hoefferle said that an ad cam- 
paign of Numanta Aulukstai in the 
National Jewelers trade magazine 
paid off in terms that it raised the 
awareness with jewelers about 
what’s at stake in the area of the mas- 
sive planned Pebble mine. “We took 
a full-page ad out, told the jewelers 
about the mine and asked them to 
help us,” said Hoefferle. 

“We now graciously accept their 


help,” he said. 

Numanta Aulukstai had a power- 
ful ally with Earthworks, a national 
conservation organization, who in 
conjunction with Oxfam spearheads 
the No Dirty Gold campaign. So far, 
28 national jewelry chains have 
signed on. 

Bonnie Gestring, Earthworks’ 
spokesperson for the No Dirty Gold 
campaign, told The Nome Nugget , 
“The No Dirty Gold campaign is to 
educate consumers, retailers and the 
public about the impacts of gold 
mining, and to pressure mining 
companies to adhere to better min- 
ing practices including worker 
safety, clean water and environmen- 
tal responsibility.” 

The concept is that consumer dol- 


lars and concerns are powerful. The 
recognition that consumers, through 
their dollar power, have the ability to 
change the mining industry had al- 
ready worked with the campaign 
against so-called conflict or blood di- 
amonds, especially out of Africa. 
“Mining, especially in those coun- 
tries, has huge impacts to communi- 
ties,” said Andrews. “The idea with 
the No Dirty Gold campaign is to ed- 
ucate consumers to ask retailers 
where the gold came from and 
whether it meets the standards in 
terms of protecting workers, the en- 
vironment and the surrounding com- 
munities,” added Andrews. 

Currently Earthworks, mining 
companies and jewelers are working 
on a process to certify responsibly 


mined gold. “This would enable the 
retailer to identify the gold source and 
so consumers can evaluate where the 
gold comes from,” said Gestring. The 
initiative uses guidelines called 
Golden Rules, outlining responsible 
mining principles and are based on 
international human rights laws. The 
rules are posted on the campaign’s 
website at www.nodirtygold.org. 

“I am pleased to stand with others 
in the jewelry industry today in an- 
nouncing our support for protecting 
Alaska’s Bristol Bay watershed from 
large-scale mining,” said Jon Bridge, 
CEO and general counsel of Seattle- 
based Ben Bridge Jewelers. “As retail 
jewelers, we want to be able to tell 
our customers that the precious met- 
als we use are mined responsibly.”

under 9th Circuit case law regarding cumula- 
tive impacts, and that the court overlooked key 
facts regarding the alternatives analysis under 
the Clean Water Act and whether a draft envi- 
ronmental assessment should have been circu- 
lated for public comment.” 

The National Environmental Protection 
Act requires a cumulative impacts analysis, 


which is an analysis of other past, present 
and reasonably foreseeable projects that may 
have incremental environmental impacts 
when considered with the impacts of the 
Rock Creek project. The Corps stated that 
there were 50 placer mining projects impact- 
ing 500 acres without analyzing each proj- 
ect. The court said that the Corps only had 
to evaluate impacts of projects of similar 
magnitude, which is not the test under 9th 


Circuit precedent. 

Another point of contention is that a draft 
Environmental Assessment, which was based 
on the gold company’s Environmental Impact 
Document, was not circulated among the pub- 
lic for comment. 

The plaintiffs also allege facts were mixed 
up in the alternative analysis. “We contended 
that the company could move the north rock 
dump out of the wetlands. The Corps said that 


wasn’t an alternative they considered, and yet 
they have to chose the least damaging practi- 
cable alternative,” said Clark. In the Environ- 
mental Impact Document, only three 
alternatives for the project were discussed, ex- 
cluding the alternative that would move the 
north dump out of the wetlands area. 

The filing will now go before the judges. If 
granted, and a rehearing takes place, the result 
could be a new decision. 


Governor moves Habitat Division back to Fish & Game

Exactly five years after former 
Gov. Frank Murkowski signed Exec- 
utive Order 107, transferring the 
Habitat Division from Alaska De- 
partment of Fish and Game to the 
Department of Natural Resources, 
Gov. Sarah Palin ordered to undo the 
move and bring back Habitat to its 
home in ADF&G. 

Palin made the announcement on 
Feb. 5, saying that the decision ac- 
knowledges that the responsibilities 
of the Habitat Division are better 
aligned with the overall mission and 
structure of ADF&G. 

“We are absolutely committed to 
the protection of wildlife habitat,” said 
Palin. “But we are just as committed to 
responsible development of our other 
resource industries such as oil and gas, 
mining and timber, and we’re going to 
make sure that development occurs 
through strong oversight and coopera- 
tion between the departments.” 

Murkowski removed the division 
of habitat, named it Office of Habi- 
tat Management and Permitting, 
and put it under the jurisdiction of 
the Department of Natural Re- 
sources, whose mission statement is 
to “develop, conserve and enhance 
natural resources for present and fu- 
ture Alaskans.” 

The move was widely criticized 
by fishermen, the Board of Fisheries 
and conservation groups in Alaska. 
Critics argued that the transfer pro- 


vided for unbalanced permitting pro- 
cedures, favoring speedy resource 
development permitting procedures 
over habitat conservation. 

The mandate of the Habitat Divi- 
sion is to “protect Alaska’s valuable 
fish and wildlife resources and their 
habitats as Alaska’s population and 
economy continue to expand.” 

Palin spokeswoman Sharon 
Leighow told The Nome Nugget , 
“The DNR commissioner and the 
ADF&G commissioner worked 
closely together on the review, and 
they — along with the governor— 
agreed that the division could func- 
tion well in either location.” 

The commissioners and Palin de- 
cided that the mission and function 
of the Habitat Division were better 
aligned with the overall mission and 
structure of ADF&G. “Locating 
habitat within ADF&G improves 
communications and avoids duplica- 
tion of efforts and confusion about 
responsibilities,” Leighow said. 

Ken Taylor, deputy commissioner 
with ADF&G, told The Nome 
Nugget that the governor’s decision 
came after a long review of the ad- 
vantages for both scenarios— leaving 
Habitat at DNR or moving it back to 
ADF&G. 

“There was a strong public per- 
ception that fish and wildlife re- 
sources are more appropriately 
protected by ADF&G than by DNR,” 
said Taylor. “The move was in re- 


sponse to these concerns.” 

Last year, the Board of Fisheries 
expressed concern in a letter to the 
governor, requesting that Palin re- 
scind Executive Order 107 and to re- 
turn the Habitat Division to ADF&G. 
The request came after a board meet- 
ing in Dillingham, which heard tes- 
timony of concern over the proposed 
gold and copper Pebble Mine and its 
possible impact on world-class 
salmon spawning water systems. 

Taylor said that the Pebble Mine 
developers Anglo and Northern Dy- 
nasty wrote a letter to the commis- 
sioner saying that they feel that fish 
habitat stipulations of their permits 
would not be impacted by the move. 

Taylor and DNR deputy commis- 
sioner Dick Lefebvre were tasked to 
find out what worked and what 
didn’t while Habitat was under DNR. 
Taylor said they began working from 
late September through November 
on the task, and interviewed all of the 
Habitat staff, many ADF&G staff 
and conservation groups. “We then 
put together recommendations for 
the governor under both scenarios, to 
move or not to move the habitat divi- 
sion from DNR,” said Taylor. 

With the decision made in favor 
of the move back to ADF&G, 38 po- 
sitions are now going back to 
ADF&G, out of which 17 staff are to 
physically move out of a DNR 
building and back into an ADF&G 
office. “It is just easier if Habitat 


folks can just walk down the hall to 
fish and wildlife experts to discuss 
projects,” said Taylor. Taylor and 
Lefebvre also recommended that the 
Habitat staff, who had developed 
close working relationships with the 
DNR divisions of Oil and Gas and 
Mining, Land and Water actively 
maintain these relationships. 

“I think DNR did a very good job 
in their permitting process,” said 
Taylor. “But now the public feels the 
balance is restored.” 

Most of the statutory responsibil- 
ity of the Habitat Division involves 
salmon streams, maintaining fish 
passage and the health of anadro- 
mous streams. The Habitat Division 
reviews any project that may impact 
fish and wildlife, coordinates the re- 
view with different divisions in 
ADF&G, and provides those com- 
ments to the permitting agency. 

The move is slated to be complete 
by July 1 . 

Coastal Management 
Program gets another look 

Another change done in 2003 is 
also receiving a review. At that time, 
the Legislature passed sweeping re- 
forms to the Alaska Coastal Manage- 
ment Program. The law removed air 
and water quality issues from the co- 
ordinated review of projects for con- 
sistency with ACMP standards. 
Between February 2004 and June 
2005 , DNR amended the ACMP reg- 


ulations five times, one of the most 
important changes being that coastal 
districts need to designate specific 
areas for subsistence. Also, the 
rewrite of ACMP statutes has dimin- 
ished the ability of coastal districts to 
write local enforceable policies. 

The Nome district has completed 
its ACMP rewrite, but to date, the 
Bering Strait and the Arctic Slope 
districts have not finished the im- 
mense task. 

State Sen. Donny Olson, D- 
Golovin, introduced Senate Bill 161 
with the intent to clarify the criteria 
for Alaska coastal districts to estab- 
lish meaningful enforceable policies. 
Olson said that DNR commissioner 
Tom Irwin has acknowledged that 
the changes to the ACMP regulations 
made by the Murkowski administra- 
tion contradict both the intent of the 
legislation and the testimony by the 
administration in the Legislature. 
Murkowski overhauled the program, 
saying it was a burden on developers. 

Olson said that his constituents 
feel they have no say in large-scale 
projects like oil development in the 
Chukchi Sea. The topic is hot as both 
lawmakers and Gov. Palin last week 
applauded a record lease sale in the 
Chukchi Sea. The Federal Minerals 
Management Service announced the 
huge lease sale in the Chukchi Sea on 
Feb. 6. Oil and gas companies bid a

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Court directs father of starved baby to prison, no new trial

A jury convicted Frank R. Johnson of 
manslaughter in 2005 for failing to take action 
to protect his infant daughter from the life- 
threatening abuse from her mother, Heather 
Takak. The panel said Johnson was aware that 
the mother was subjecting the infant to pro- 
longed starvation. However, the jury found 
that the infant ultimately died, not from star- 
vation, but rather because the mother inten- 
tionally dropped the infant on her head a few 
days before her death, inflicting fatal skull and 
brain injuries. 

Thus Johnson entered a motion for acquittal 
saying he could not have foreseen that Takak 
would, in his absence, drop the baby. Nome 
Superior Court Judge Ben J. Esch agreed there 
was insufficient evidence to support the con- 
clusion that Johnson was aware of the risk 
Takak would assault the child, but denied 
Johnson an acquittal. Esch ruled Johnson 
could have a new trial because two different 
parts of the verdict seemed contrary to each 
other. The state court of appeals on Feb. 1 re- 
versed Esch, ruling out a new trial for Johnson 
and directing Esch to sentence him on 
manslaughter. 

Christina Nicole Johnson, a New Year’s 
baby born Jan. 1 , 2003, died in a village clinic 
in Unalakleet in November that year. During 
Johnson’s 2005 trial, state medical examiner 
Franc Fallico testified that the infant died from 
prolonged starvation that left her body with no 
fat in it and her muscles atrophied. 

Mother serving time 

Christina’s mother, Heather Takak, then 24, 
began serving a 20-year sentence for 
manslaughter in August 2006 after a plea deal 


reducing the charge from first-degree murder. 
Takak had been slated for a separate trial. 

In a statement to an investigating Alaska 
State Trooper, Takak said she had not fed 
Christina and had dropped her in the bed- 
room of the couple's Unalakleet home. “I 
dropped her on purpose. I was in the bed- 
room. I dropped her twice.” Takak said. 

“These were the most disturbing photos I 
have experienced, to see that tiny, emaciated 
little girl. It was truly shocking,” Esch said, 
“She had been subjected to abuse for a long pe- 
riod of time being starved to death.” 

In July 2005 at the father’s trial, village 
health aides testified that in the clinic that 
morning, Christina, who was almost 1 1 months 
old and weighed less than 8 pounds, looked 
like a 3-month-old child. Ella Agibnik, com- 
munity health aide, told the court when Dr. Sai 
Ling Liu introduced a light into a tube in the 
baby’s trachea, Agibnik could see the light 
through the infant’s chest. 

In Johnson’s case, the appellate court had 
to decide whether the father could validly 
be convicted of criminal homicide when the 
life-threatening conduct that ultimately 
caused the infant's death (dropping her) was 
not the same type of life-threatening con- 
duct of which the father was aware (the pro- 
longed starvation). 

Based on the Alaska Supreme Court’s analy- 
sis of another case, the appellate court con- 
cluded that the jury could reasonably decide 
that, in light of the baby’s mother’s prolonged 
starvation of her infant child, it was reasonably 
foreseeable that the mother might also resort to 
physical attacks on the infant. 

Therefore, the jury could reasonably con- 
clude that the father was reckless concerning 


this possibility, and that dropping Christina was 
not a cause of death that would absolve John- 
son of criminal responsibility. 

Following Christina’s death, the state pros- 
ecuted Johnson for second-degree murder, 
based on a parent’s duty to protect a child from 
physical harm. Prosecutor Rick Svobodny al- 
leged that Johnson had violated his duty to pro- 
tect his daughter by failing to take action even 
though he knew Takak was withholding food. 

He didn’t know 

In his trial, held in Unalakleet, Johnson con- 
tended that he hadn’t been around the baby 
enough to know she was being starved and pro- 
duced witnesses that said he had been away for 
long periods. Additionally, he provided a med- 
ical expert who said that the head injury was 
the sole cause of death, and that even if she had 
not been starving, the injury alone would have 
killed her. 

Johnson’s attorney, Kirsten Bey, argued that 
even if he had known the baby was being 
starved, he could not know that the mother 
would otherwise physically assault her. 

Following Christina’s death, the state pros- 
ecuted Johnson for second-degree murder. 
The state based prosecution on a parent’s duty 
to protect their child from physical harm. The 
state alleged that Johnson had violated his 
duty to protect Christina by failing to take ac- 
tion even though he knew that Takak was sub- 
jecting Christina to life-threatening starvation. 

The state acknowledged that Christina had 
suffered head trauma when Takak dropped her 
on the floor, but the state’s medical witness tes- 
tified that Christina’s death was the joint result 
of the head trauma and the prolonged starvation. 

In setting the jury instructions, the parties 


agreed that if the jury found Johnson guilty 
of homicide, the jury would fill out a special 
form specifying the cause of death. The jury 
acquitted Johnson of second-degree murder, 
but found him guilty of the lesser charge of 
manslaughter. The special verdict form asked 
the jurors to say whether the death had re- 
sulted from (1) starvation; (2) head trauma; 
(3) a combination of the two. The jury found 
unanimously that Christina’s death came 
from head trauma. 

Not enough evidence 

Then Johnson asked the Superior Court 
to grant him a judgment of acquittal, saying 
although the state may have proved he reck- 
lessly ignored the risk that Takak may have 
starved the baby until she died, the special 
verdict said that her death had resulted from 
the head injury. The state had not presented 
sufficient evidence that Johnson knew of 
the risk that Takak would physically assault 
the infant. 

The Appellate Court found that in face of 
the day-by-day starvation, a reasonable per- 
son could conclude that Takak might resort to 
other abuse. 

Christina was a premature baby, described 
by a pediatrician witness as “high mainte- 
nance.” Unalakleet witnesses testified they had 
seen Takak infrequently, and she had the baby 
covered, saying it was asleep. 

Another child in the home, a 5-year-old son, 
received nutrition and care. 

Johnson may come before the Nome court 
within a month for sentencing, or he may de- 
cide to take his case before the state Supreme 
Court for a review, a process that could take 
a year or more, according to court staff. 


Governor signs bill clearing way for Foster to receive kidney 


Gov. Sarah Palin signed House 
Bill 317 Feb 13 in Juneau, giving the 
green light for Nome Rep. Richard 
Foster to receive a kidney from a leg- 


islative staffer. 

The bill, sponsored by Rep. John 
Coghill and co-sponsored by 56 
other members of the Alaska State 


Legislature, eliminates the limit on 
compassionate gifts that a legisla- 
tor or legislative employee may so- 
licit, accept or receive under the 


Legislative Ethics Act. 

The bill was drafted in an effort 
to assist Rep. Foster, to whom leg- 
islative aide Sue Stancliff has of- 


fered to donate one of her kidneys. 

The operation is tentatively sched- 
uled to happen in late April.

ruptcy court supervises the reorganization of 
the company’s debt obligations. If the busi- 
ness’ debts are greater than its assets, the 
creditors end up with the ownership of the 
newly organized business. 

Kettler had floated the idea of filing for 
Chapter 11 last summer. “It now seems the 
fairest and most pastoral resolution to seek a 
consensual plan for reorganization,” he said. 
“While filing for reorganization is not my first 
choice, I believe that at this time this is the best 
way to bring all parties together and to provide 
for fair and equitable treatment of all who have 
been harmed.” 

In addition to the failed settlement talks, 
Kettler quoted the high legal costs for his deci- 
sion to file. 

The Fairbanks Diocese is the nation’s 
largest in geographical terms, extending to 
more than 400,000 square miles with 46 
parishes. It is the only Diocese in the nation 
to fall under the Catholic Church’s mission- 
ary wing. As part of the missionary task, 
Poole started the radio station KNOM in 1971 
in Nome. The Bishop owns the license to 
broadcast, but KNOM operates financially in- 
dependent from the diocese. Station Manager 


Ric Schmidt said, “We plan on operating as 
usual.” Schmidt told The Nome Nugget that 
KNOM raises its own funds, but the Bishop 
owns everything and oversees the operation 
of KNOM. 

“The radio station was founded specifically 
for missionary purposes,” said Schmidt. “Now 
it’s also a community station. If something 
happens, you’ll hear it on KNOM. If the 
power goes out in town, we are still up and 
operating with our emergency generator to 


keep folks informed.” 

Schmidt said that the bishop has asked the 
station to count their assets. Now it’s up to 
the judge and the court to determine how the 
reorganization of the Diocese will look, 
Schmidt said. He added that there are no 
plans to lay off staff. 

The Diocese of Fairbanks issued a statement 
to their parishes, saying, “It is our position that 
the parish property is not part of the Diocese 
and not part of the Chapter 11 filing.” 


The victims may dispute this position, as 
it would not include assets from the parishes 
in the overall tally. The church doesn’t plan 
on closing any parishes or the Catholic 
Schools of Fairbanks. 

In a statement to fellow Catholics, Bishop 
Kettler wrote, “I continue to express my deep 
sorrow and regret to anyone harmed by Church 
workers. Indeed, in our own individual ways, 
we have all been wounded by past misconduct 
of clergy, staff and volunteers. 

“I firmly believe that Chapter 1 1 is the best 
way for the Diocese to work constructively 
with those who have been harmed— those who 
have pursued compensation and those who 
have not; those who are currently known and 
those who have not yet made the decision to 
come forward,” wrote Kettler. 

Kettler ends his open letter to parishes ask- 
ing for prayers. “Please pray for me, for one an- 
other, and for all those among us who are 
hurting,” he wrote. 

The next step entails that the Diocese work 
with the committee of creditors to come up 
with a re-organization plan to settle the 
claims. The law gives the Diocese the right to 
come up with a plan within 120 days of the 
filing. Kettler expects the filing to take place 
within five weeks.

record $2.66 billion for leases cover- 
ing 2.8 million acres in the Chukchi 
Sea on Alaska’s outer continental 
shelf. That shattered the old lease 
sale record of $2 billion. “I especially 
applaud Shell for its continued com- 
mitment to responsible resource de- 
velopment in Alaska,” Palin said. 
“Shell continues to play a major part 
in meeting the world’s growing en- 
ergy needs, and we are pleased this 
company continues to include Alaska 
in its plans.” 

Shell, ConocoPhillips, Norwegian 
oil giant Statoil Hydro, Iona Energy, 
Repsol E&P USA and Northern 
America Civil Recovery Arbitrage 
Corp. all bid on the leases. 

The sale also attracted Italian oil 
company Eni, which recently an- 
nounced it would invest $1 .45 billion 
developing the Nikaitchuq oil field. 


Eni expects to drill 70 wells to re- 
cover 180 million barrels of oil. 

According to MMS estimates, the 
Chukchi holds 15 billion barrels of 
conventionally recoverable oil and 
77 trillion cubic feet of natural gas. 
Those numbers are roughly compa- 
rable to the North Slope oil fields in 
the Prudhoe Bay area. 

Although the State of Alaska does 
not profit tax- wise from the sale, 
lawmakers hailed the sale. “This is 
excellent news for Alaska’s oil 
patch,” said Rep. John Harris, R- 
Valdez. “While any oil produced 
would be outside the Petroleum 
Profit state tax structure, we do share 
in federal revenues and any develop- 
ment and production will put 
Alaskans to work. We should all be 
optimistic that this promising oil 
prospect will contribute to the 
longevity of our production and 
transportation facilities. The record 


amount of the bids would indicate 
that the oil companies sure think so.” 

A coalition of Alaska Natives and 
conservation groups filed a lawsuit in 
federal court on Feb. 1, challenging 
oil drilling in the Chukchi Sea, say- 
ing that 30 million acres of polar 
bear, walrus and whale habitat are 
now opened to oil and gas develop- 
ment. The lawsuit alleges that the 
federal Minerals Management Serv- 
ice did not adequately weigh the im- 
pacts that oil and gas activities would 
have on wildlife like polar bears or 
on Native villages along Alaska's 
North Slope. 

A coalition made up of the Native 
Village of Point Hope, the City of 
Point Hope, the Inupiat Community 
of the Arctic Slope, and REDOIL 
(Resisting Environmental Destruc- 
tion on Indigenous Lands) represent 
the Alaska Native plaintiffs in the 
case. The plaintiff conservation 


groups include the Alaska Wilder- 
ness League, Center for Biological 
Diversity, National Audubon Society, 
Natural Resources Defense Council, 


Northern Alaska Environmental 
Center, Oceana, Pacific Environ- 
ment, Sierra Club and The Wilder- 
ness Society.

And the Army goes rolling 
along. Count out the cadence loud 
and strong.” The sound of marching 
feet and a hup, two, three Feb. 13 
signaled a battalion Change of Com- 
mand ceremony at the National 
Guard Armory in Nome. 

The 1 -297th Infantry Battalion is 
now under the command of Lt. Col. 
John F. Woyte. 

Brigadier Gen. Randy Banez, 
207th Group Commander, offici- 
ated at the Change of Command 
from outgoing Commander Lt. Col. 
Chip E. Andrews to incoming com- 
mander Woyte. 

Lt. Col. Andrews has been in 
command of the 297th since April 
2004 and deployed with them to 
Camp Bucca, Iraq, in September 
2005 . This was the first time since 
World War II that a battalion of the 
Alaska Army National Guard de- 
ployed into a combat zone. An- 
drews is retiring from the Guard 
and hopes to visit the Nome area in 
the future to enjoy fishing on the 
Pilgrim River and basking in Ser- 
pentine Hot Springs. 

The l-297th’s new commander, 
Lt. Col. Woyte, and his family 
have been in Nome since June 
2005. He and his wife, Robyn, 
have three children, Stephen, 7, 
Grace, 4, and Sophia, 1. He said 
the Fourth of July Front Street 
games made Nome feel like a spe- 
cial place for him. 

Lt. Col. Woyte originally en- 
listed in the U.S. Coast Guard Re- 
serves in 1983 and later received 
an Army ROTC scholarship and 
attended the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Milwaukee. In 1986 he gradu- 
ated as a Distinguished Military 
Graduate and was commissioned 
as a Second Lieutenant in the 
Army Signal Corps. He served in 
Operation Desert Shield/Desert 


Storm in Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 
with the First “Tiger” Brigade of 
the Second Armored Division. 
Upon completion of the Signal Of- 
ficers Advance Course and Ranger 
school in 1992 he was assigned to 
Ft. Wainwright. 

In 1996 he ended his Regular 
Army career and joined the Alaska 
Air National Guard at Elmendorf. 
He then transferred to the Alaska 
Army National Guard at Camp Car- 
roll and was assigned as the Re- 
cruiting Operations Officer and 
Executive Officer for the University 
of Alaska Fairbanks ROTC pro- 
gram. He deployed with the Nome 
1 -207th to Camp Bucca, Iraq, in 
September 2005 . 

Lt. Col. Woyte is a graduate of the 
University of Wisconsin-Milwaukee 
with a bachelor’s degree in geogra- 
phy. He is a graduate of the Signal 
Officers Basic Course, the Signal 
and Infantry Officers Advanced 
Courses, the Combined Army Serv- 
ices Staff School and Command and 
General Staff College. His awards 
and decorations include the Bronze 
Star, the Meritorious Service Medal 
(with Oak Leaf Cluster), the Army 
Commendations Medal (with V), the 
Iraq Campaign Medal, Southwest 
Asia Service Medal, Defense of 
Saudi Arabia Medal, Kuwait Libera- 
tion Medal, National Defense Serv- 
ice Medal, Ranger Tab, parachutist 
Badge and Air Assault Badge.

president (employee of NSEDC) and 
board member and if not, why not?” 
Harrelson replied, in part, “After 
consulting with legal counsel, the 
board determined that the company’s 
conflict of interest policies, which 
would preclude most employees 
from serving on the board, would not 
prevent the chairman of the board 
from also serving as the company 
president” (Nov. 22, 2007 ed., p. 6). 

Presidency called 
part-time job 

In the same edition of The Nugget , 
Harrelson said he is compensated on 
a part-time basis for his work as pres- 
ident. However, NSEDC ’s 2006 
Form 990 return to the Internal Rev- 
enue Service estimated that Harrel- 
son as board chairman and president 
worked 45 hours per week. The 2006 
Form 990 listed all other directors as 
working five hours per week. Asked 
to explain the discrepancy between 
his statement that he is compensated 
part-time as president and the 45- 
hour week estimated on NSEDC ’s 
2006 IRS return, Harrelson replied: 

“In response to the inquiry regard- 
ing my time, I was elected president 
in October 2006 and, as is the case 
with any new position, it required a 
significant time commitment up- 
front. The 45 hours listed on the 
2006 tax return includes time spent 
traveling to and from Anchorage and 
Seattle, reading material, taking 
phone calls, participating in telecon- 
ferences, etc. In addition, as Presi- 
dent, I attended both the board and 
staff trainings and participate [d] in 
the budget preparation process, all of 
which occurred in that time period. 
Although the 45 hours is just 
NSEDC ’s estimate of my time for 
those two months in 2006, it is sup- 
ported by the number of meetings I 
attended and trips taken as reflected 
in my travel records and NSEDC ’s 
calendar. I believe my 2007 hours 


overall were closer to a part-time 
basis as anticipated.” 

Harrelson has retained his posi- 
tion as Village Public Safety Officer 
in White Mountain while serving as 
president of NSEDC. NSEDC’s poli- 
cies manual lists 17 duties of the 
president (who also is chief execu- 
tive officer) that encompass supervi- 
sion and control of all the business 
and affairs of the corporation. After 
the board elected Harrelson presi- 
dent, bylaws were changed with as- 
sistance from attorney Margaret 
Russell to allow Harrelson to dele- 
gate day-to-day management duties 
to a chief executive officer. (NSEDC 
paid legal fees of $230,216 in 2006, 
$209,896 of that amount for manage- 
ment and general, which includes the 
board, and $20,320 for program 
services, according to the corpora- 
tion’s 2006 Form 990 report to the 
Internal Revenue Service.) 

Harrelson subsequently delegated 
day-to-day management duties to 
CEO Eugene Asicksik at NSEDC’s 
headquarters office in Anchorage. 
Until October 2006 Asicksik had 
served for 1 1 years as both president 
and CEO, for which he was paid 
$165,000 in 2006. He resigned as 
CEO Dec. 3 1 , 2007. The board is re- 
cruiting for his replacement while 
Janis Ivanoff, NSEDC’s vice presi- 
dent, serves as interim CEO. 

Board adopts attorney’s 
recommendations 

Guided by recommendations from 
attorney Andrew Leman, on Jan. 25 
the NSEDC board approved amend- 
ments to bylaws and rules to allow 
any of its members to serve in a paid 
position as president of the corpora- 
tion. Section VII of the policies man- 
ual, “Conflicts of Interest,” 
admonishes directors to avoid ques- 
tionable practices or practices that 
present the appearance of a conflict. 
Situations the manual says may lead 
to a conflict of interest and thus 
should be avoided include item j, 


which originally read: “Being em- 
ployed by or providing services 
under an exclusive contract to 
NSEDC or any NSEDC subsidiary.” 

A copy of the amended item j ap- 
proved by the NSEDC board last 
month and provided to The Nome 
Nugget last week by Harrelson reads: 
“Being employed by or providing 
services under an exclusive contract 
to NSEDC or any NSEDC subsidiary 
in any position other than as president 
of NSEDC.” The board also approved 
related changes to a bylaw and a rule 
to clear the way for any board mem- 
ber to serve in a paid position as pres- 
ident, but due to an apparent clerical 
error, the exact wording of the amend- 
ments was not available in time to in- 
clude in this report. Harrelson and 
Dean Peterson of Golovin, vice chair- 
man of the board, abstained from the 
roll call vote on a motion to approve 
amendments as recommended by 
Leman to allow a board member to 
take a paid position as president. 

Peterson’s conflict 
of interest noted 

Peterson is known to have 
worked on a short-term contract for 
an NSEDC subsidiary, Norton 
Sound Seafood Products, while sit- 
ting as a board member. At the an- 
nual directors’ meeting Nov. 2, 
2007, Don Stiles of Nome cited Pe- 
terson’s contract with NSSP as a 
conflict of interest in relation to Pe- 
terson’s membership on the board’s 
Fisheries Development Committee. 
Stiles pointed out the committee 
makes many decisions related to 
fisheries, and said Peterson’s con- 
flict of interest would always be 
there. Peterson indicated that he 
had declared his conflict of interest, 
but added that since he works for a 
month for NSSP he would ask to be 
removed from the Fisheries Devel- 
opment Committee. Stiles com- 
mented, “In light of all the 
corruption trials, it’s best if we 
don’t go there.”

JROTC goes on Mars mission

An elite group of Nome-Beltz 
JROTC cadets broke new ground for 
their school by staging the live first 
online simulation using a group of 12 
participants. The Nome-Beltz Young 
Engineers of Alaska, under the com- 
mand of Mission Manager Cadet 
Lieutenant Colonel Josh Head, 
logged in with their mission con- 
troller at NASA’s Space Explorers 
school support unit in Indiana last 
month. 

Their mission was to successfully 
launch a Delta 1 rocket bearing sci- 
entific instruments bound for the 
planet Mars. Joining Cadet LTC 
Head in the high school computer lab 
were Public Affairs Officer Kyle 
Griemsmann, Propulsion System En- 
gineer Landis Bjorgen, Thermals 
Systems Engineer Jessica Sacla- 
mana, Electrical Systems Engineer 
Frank Krier, Science Payload Engi- 
neer Bamaby Longley, Software En- 
gineer Ricky Wideman, Attitude 
Control Engineer Victoria Richards, 
Trajectory Design Engineer Roxane 
Ozenna, Mission Operations Officer 
Gregory Saclamana, Communica- 
tions Officer Tara Richards, Deep 
Space Network Specialist Donna 


Strickland and Deep Space Engineer 
Jared Trigg. 

“We wanted to take this group into 
a whole new type of leadership edu- 
cation training environment, ” Beltz 
SAI Major Grennon said. 

“When we got our grant from 
NASA last fall the Mars Mission 
simulation presented the perfect op- 
portunity to put 12 students into a 
safe situation that would challenge 
their team skills and ability to make 
decisive choices.” 

Mrs. Marten’s classroom, which 
houses 25 computers, was converted 
in a mission control room just like 
NASA has in Houston at the Johnson 
Space Center. At exactly 4:30 p.m. 
Josh Head and Gregory Saclamana 
logged their team into the care of a 
live controller in the Lower 48 who 
was standing by for the Nome mis- 
sion pre-launch countdown. Each 
Young Engineer was seated at their 
own station, and under the supervi- 
sion of the Mission Manager, made 
calculations and data entries that re- 
sulted in a successful rocket launch 
they could see on their screens. As 
the simulation progressed, the team 
members could chat online with 
Space Explorers to solve problems or 


just to say “hi.” Nome’s Mission 
controller in Indiana worked with the 
team to solve problems as the flight 
team encountered them. 

One hour and 10 minutes or 155 
simulated days into the mission the 
Nome students had met every chal- 
lenge and inserted the spacecraft into 
orbit over Mars. The situation inten- 
sified at that moment when problems 
with spacecraft braking process sur- 
faced, indicating the entry speed for 
achieving low Mars orbit was too 
fast. 

Despite a flurry of commands and 
inputs from the various flight team 
members in Nome, the Delta 1 
rocket vehicle was lost in high orbit, 
breaking up into a fireball 38 miles 
above the planet surface. 

The Lower 48 controller thanked 
Nome and wished them well on fu- 
ture missions. Needless to say, this 
group is planning their second mis- 
sion with the can-do optimism Nome 
has come to expect from JROTC 
cadets of the Nanook Battalion. The 
group expressed their appreciation to 
Major Grennon, Mr. Wehde, Mrs.

McKenna and Quam win 25th Iron Dog

Arctic Cat team Marc McKenna 
of Anchorage and Eric Quam of 
Eagle River took the win of the 25th 
Tesoro Iron Dog snowmachine race 
from Big Lake to Nome to Fair- 
banks. Team 14 pulled into Fair- 
banks on Saturday at 12:41 p.m. The 
race champions crossed the finish 
line after 42 hours, 33 minutes and 
40 seconds on the trail. Runners-up 
are team 18, Fairbanksian Dwayne 
Drake and Andy George of Wasilla, 
who finished after 43 hours, 55 min- 
utes and 17 seconds on the trail. 

The top Nome finishers were team 
11 driving Ski Doo Rev XP ma- 
chines, John Bahnke III with his 
partner Brad Reich of Kiana. They 


pulled into Fairbanks after 47 hours, 
three minutes and 40 seconds riding 
time. 

Team West, father Jim Jr. and son 
Tre, riding Arctic Cats arrived in 
Fairbanks at 5:30 p.m. on Saturday, 
finishing in 14th place with a trail 
time of 62 hours, 53 minutes and 1 
second. They were followed by fel- 
low Nomeites Harvey and Chugie 
Farley, who finished their rookie Iron 
Dog race on their Ski Doos in 70 
hours, 38 minutes and 57 seconds, 
bringing them to 15th place. 

Leaving the halfway point of the 
world’s longest 2,000-mile snowma- 
chine race, all eyes were on team 16, 
Nick Olstad and Todd Minnick. The 
Wasilla team had led the Tesoro Iron 


Dog race into Nome on Tuesday, 
Feb. 12, after what they called a 
nearly flawless run from Big Lake. 
However, mechanical problems 
arose for 25-year-old Olstad and 28- 
year-old Minnick, and the team that 
raked in the halfway awards at 
Wednesday’s Halfway Banquet at 
the Mini Convention Center was 
forced to scratch in Galena with a 
blown engine. 

Runner-up into Nome, team 8, 
Tyler Aklestad and Tyson Johnson, 
also ended up scratching in Tanana 
due to severe snowmachine damage. 
To round out the top scratches, 
Nomeite Evan Booth and his partner 
Shane Barber scratched 36 hours, 44 
minutes and 35 seconds into the race 
in Ruby, citing mechanical problems. 

Nomeite Lahka Peacock and his 
partner Dan Paajanen ended up 
scratching in Unalakleet on their way 
to Fairbanks. Calvin Gooden of 
Nome made it to the halfway point, 
but scratched in Nome. Fred Otten of 
Nome scratched 14 hours into the 
race at McGrath. Nomeite Jade 
Greene, with partner Unch Schuerch 
also scratched in McGrath. 

A team running consistently with 
the top five teams in this 25th Iron 
Dog race was last year’s champions 
Scott Davis of Soldotna and Todd 
Palin, Governor Sarah Palin’s hus- 
band. Despite dramatic crashes and a 
broken arm, the team finished in 
fourth place. Palin had hit a barrel 
hidden under fresh snow. The crash 
sent the First Dude flying through 
the air for 70 feet. After getting 
checked out and repairing Palin’s 
machine, the team resumed the race. 

He continued on to Fairbanks for 
the remaining 400 miles to find out 
there that his arm was broken. 

Of 42 teams that left the start line 
in Big Lake on Feb. 10, only 16 
teams finished the race.

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Sweepstakes queen contest still open

As dog handlers and mushers re- 
strain eager dog teams wanting to 
take off on the All Alaska Sweep- 
stakes, one important individual will 
perform the last act before the dogs 
go down the starting chute. She will 
be the winner of a race now in 
progress. 

This race is generating fundraisers 


all over town: spaghetti feeds, hair 
care deals, and other means to get $5 
votes— the once-in-25 -years- All 
Alaska Sweepstakes Queen Contest. 

The Nome Kennel Club sponsored 
the All Alaska Sweepstakes runs 
from 1908 through 1917 until the be- 
ginning of World War I. They put on 
another run in 1983, won by Rick 
Swenson. Now, it is only a short time 


before the centennial running of the 
Sweeps begin on March 26, with its 
$100,000 first prize. Money raised in 
the queen contest goes to some of the 
next finishers of the 408-mile race. 

The women nominated so far— 
mostly locals— are asking friends, 
history buffs and sled dog race fans 
to dig deep into their pockets to sup- 
port them and the race: Meredith Ah- 


masuk, Janice Doherty, Tammy 
Gologergen, Kristina Rasmussen- 
Hoffert, Katie Schobert, Dana Sher- 
man. Kirsten Timbers is coordinator 
for the contest. 

One of them will take the same 
honored place as Caroline Reader, 
queen of the 7 5 -year commemoration 
of the A AS in 1983, and Constance 
Seppala, AAS queen in 1915, to drop 
the starting flag March 26 on the cen- 
tennial running of the AAS sled dog 
race from Nome to Candle and re- 
turn. 

The queen will, by the rules, stay 
in Nome for the duration of the race 
and greet the finishing mushing 
teams in her crown and cape. 

Some of the candidates have roots 
in Candle, the old-time village that is 
the destination of the race. 

Janice Doherty’s great-grandfa- 
ther, Robert Snyder, raised his family 
in Candle, and moved to Nome by 
dog team in 1924, where Doherty and 
her family currently reside. Her 
grandmother, Ella Tanner, was born 
in Candle. According to Doherty, 
Snyder raced famed musher Leonard 
Seppala in a contest to Safety Road- 
house and back, and won. 

“I want to help the mushers get 
some prize money. I know how much 
work and expense goes into mushing. 
I have helped my daughter 
Chrystiene run the Jr. Iditarod. I want 
to raise awareness of the race and 
how it is such a part of our history,” 
Doherty said.

“My parents had also housed 
mushers [in Unalakleet] throughout 
the years during the Iditarod, which 
was always such a big deal for me 
collecting little dog booties wherever 
I could!” Sherman said. “There is so 
much that goes into racing— the trail, 
the competition, the weather and of 
course the team: a hard working 
musher and the dogs. 

“Now that the centennial celebra- 
tion of the race draws near, I’m 
thrilled to be able to share the same 
experience with my son, Andy. I 
want this to be a part of his childhood 
as it was mine,” she said.

“When my father ran the race, I 
was inspired by him when I was 
seven years old, to be a part of it 
some day, ” Ahmasuk said. “I would 
love to support the mushers at the 
start line when they take off down the 
trail from Nome to Candle and back 
on the Worlds Oldest Long Distance 
Race.” 

Tammy Gologergen said she also 
finds it exciting to be in the centen- 
nial running of the All Alaska Sweep- 
stakes. “It is a historic race and I want 
to be a part of it.” 

The effort will not only raise 
money for the finishers, but also con- 
tribute to the merry melee of the his- 
toric sled dog race. 

Esther Birdsall Darling, who 
fielded a team in the All Alaska 
Sweepstakes of old, described the 
pageantry of the queen’s arrival on 
race day. 

“Presently the merry jingle of 
bells, and loud shouts, announced the 
approach of the Royal Sled. Covered 
with magnificent wolf robes... the 
Queen of the North dashed up to the 
Royal Box. . .in one hand she carried 
a quaintly carved scepter of ivory, 
made from a huge walrus tusk, and in 
the other the American Flag at whose 
dip would begin once more the strug- 
gle for supremacy of the trail. A Su- 
premacy which is not merely the 
winning of the purses and cup, but is 
the conquering of the obstacles and 
terrors that beset the trackless wastes 
—a defiance of the elements, a tri- 
umph of human nature over nature ” 

A queen nominee must be a 
woman who submits a nomination 
form to Kirsten Timbers by March 1 .

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Nome School Board reverses previous actions

Action Items at the Board meeting 
Tuesday evening, Feb. 12, included 
reversing the actions at the previous 
board meeting in January. They re- 
vised the authority to offer contracts 
for the 2008-09 school year. They 
approved teacher contracts for next 
year and they approved the adminis- 
trative contract for high school prin- 
cipal Janeen Sullivan. Also approved 
was the proposed three-year calendar 
for Nome Public Schools. 

All board members were present 
at the meeting except for Albert Mc- 
Comas who was available telephon- 
ically. Student representative Banner 
Romenesko was not present. 

The meeting had generated a lot of 
interest due to the negative board ac- 
tion at the January meeting involving 
teacher and principal contracts and 
hiring/approving of teacher contracts 
solely by board members. More than 
20 people spoke out in support of 
Principal Sullivan. They also ad- 
dressed the issue of taking the hiring 
process away from the current su- 
perintendent. 

Nome citizens speaking up in sup- 
port of Janeen Sullivan included the 
Nome police chief, a medical staff 
member at the local hospital, a for- 
mer NPS board member, concerned 
parents, two NPS students, teachers, 
Nome elementary and high school 
principals, a high school counselor 
(Janeen ’s husband), and a letter read 
by current board member Betsy 
Brennan from concerned citizens 
about the board action. Board mem- 
ber Tom Brannan said he had strong 
opinions about letting the principal 
and superintendent do the jobs they 
were hired to do and board members 
not micromanaging the NPS admin- 
istration. Janeen Sullivan gave a run- 
down of her own qualifications - 
Type B Certificate, etc. Copies of her 
official records were included in the 
board packet. 

Public comments ranged from 
anger to an emotional suggestion by 
Dr. David Head to slide the current 
search for a superintendent off the 
table and replace the position with 
board members since they seemed to 
want to do his job anyway. Other 
comments expressed concern about 
the board’s ability to make sound de- 
cisions in light of what happened at 
the last meeting. Student Tara 


Schmidt, along with her own per- 
sonal words of support for the prin- 
cipal, had a petition with her in 
support of Sullivan signed by Nome- 
Beltz students. Some folks said they 
were left scratching their heads try- 
ing to figure out what the heck the 
board is doing. Others mentioned the 
school board should operate without 
undue influence or, as some would 
say, personal agendas. 

High School Assistant Principal 
Lowell Garrett’s report included the 
announcement of the Students of the 
Month for January: Ahbree Verdin 
for the High School and Courtney 
Cosca for the Junior High Student of 
the Month. Both received awards 
and a $50 Savings Bond from the 
local chapter of the PTSA. 

MAP Testing (Measures of Aca- 
demic Progress) is currently being 
conducted for all junior and senior 
high school students. 

The Norton Sound Shoot Out was 
held January 25-26 along with par- 
ticipation from many of the local vil- 
lages. 

February 5 there was ASVAB 
(Armed Vocational Aptitude) testing 
for some high school students and 
Terra Nova testing for all seventh 
graders. 

Selected items from the Anvil City 
Science Academy Director Todd 
Hindman’s report were: Student of 
the Month Junyor Erikson. There are 
44 students currently enrolled with 
one student on the waiting list. Two 
new members were welcomed to the 
ACS A Academic Policy Committee: 
Elizabeth Coler and Sylvia Matson. 
Last week the ACSA quarterly 
Honor Roll Luncheon was held. 
Congratulations to the “A” Honor 
Roll student Erica Wieler and “B” 
Honor Roll students Daniel Ander- 
son, Junyor Erikson, Diana Hande- 
land, Daniel Head, Dylan Johnson, 
Nick Morgan, and Zach Sullivan. 
The next potluck dinner is Thursday, 
Feb. 28 at 6:30 p.m. 

Elementary school reports: Over 
100 student participated in the Battle 
of the Books activities this year. This 
is a team effort between students, 
parents, teachers and the library staff. 
Thanks to Librarian Joy Hewitt for 
all her hard work. 

Over 61 students were recognized 
during the High Table activities dur- 
ing January. 


High School Principal Janeen Sul- 
livan reported there are currently 292 
Nanooks at NBHS. 

During vision screening last 
month, 34 percent of the junior high 
students were referred for further as- 
sessment, and 25 percent of the high 
school students were referred for fur- 
ther testing. 

Bruce Klein awarded 32 Beltz stu- 
dents movie passes for perfect atten- 
dance (no absences/no tardies) for 
the month of January. This is 1 1 per- 
cent of the NPS student population. 
Seniors had 18 percent and freshmen 
had 17 percent perfect attendance. 

Basketball season is in full swing. 
Currently NPS varsity girls are 10 
and 4 and the boys are 12 and 2. 

Practice for the Native Youth 
Olympics is also underway. Hank 
Irelan is coaching. 

JROTC was scheduled to march in 
the Presidents Day Parade Feb. 19. 

LieuDell Goldsberry is working 
with the junior high wrestlers again 
this year and they are now preparing 
to travel to Fairbanks to participate 
in a statewide junior high wrestling 
tournament. 

The junior high held its Battle of 
the Books competition. Monica Hin- 
der’s team of Cecelia Wehde, Jacob 
Morton and Brendan Wehde won the 
junior high event this year. 

The Nanook Pride Log, a staff 
recognition program, has been 
launched. It is a blue notebook that 
travels with a stuffed polar bear. Staff 
members record in the notebook 
what they are recognizing a fellow 
staff member for and pass on the 
notebook and the stuffed polar bear 
to that person. This is a peer to peer 
recognition program. At the end of 
the month Principal Sullivan calls for 
the notebook and will give each per- 
son listed in the log a little polar bear 
that says “Nanook Pride” on its back 
This will give the staff member rec- 
ognized a tangible reminder of 
recognition. The logbook will circu- 
late among the staff for the remain- 
der of the year. 

Director Jon Wehde ’s Report con- 
tained the following information:

(Education and Early Development) 
initiative. The state legislature has 
passed new regulations that will re- 
quire mandatory testing in FY 10 for 
select grade levels to assess career 
readiness skills. 

Federal Programs new changes in 
Migrant Education funds under Title 


I-C have been established that will 
require those funds be applied to the 
academic needs of all NPS migrant 
students in a manner that does not 
supplant other programs. Indian edu- 
cation and Johnson-0 ’Malley fund- 
ing levels for FY09 will remain 
unchanged from FY08. 

Northwestern Alaska Career and 
Technical Center - Program sum- 
mary: Session #9 started Monday, 
Feb. 4 and ends on Thursday, Feb.

Emmonak rallies against 
violence in school

On Wednesday, February 13, at approximately 1:00 p.m., a ninth 
grade student chased, threatened and attempted an attack on another 
student. School principal Bill Schildbach intervened and was physically 
assaulted by the student. The school was in lockdown for the after- 
noon, as advised by John Lamont, Lower Yukon School District Su- 
perintendent, so children could be picked up at the school and escorted 
home safely by parents and adults. 

Approximately 150 of the 250 students in the school stayed home on 
Thursday, Valentine’s Day, February 14, in an act of support for the staff 
and principal in stopping isolated incidences of violence against staff 
members and students. 

Parents rallied around staff members and the principal by coming up 
to the school and monitoring the hallways and doors. Elders were on- 
site to speak with children who had questions and were concerned about 
the attack on their principal. State troopers were at the school to take in- 
cident and witness reports. Associated School Board members were as- 
sisting in classrooms, attending parent/community meetings, fielding 
media requests and answering the phones as parents called in to check 
on their children. 

Parents of Emmonak School are asking the Lower Yukon School Dis- 
trict to suspend the student for the rest of the school year and assist the 
student in seeking help before they allow their children to return to the 
school for the safety of our students, staff and community.

It’s important to offer 
contracts at job fairs

It is becoming increasingly difficult for Alaska districts, especially rural school 
districts, to recruit teachers to Alaska. Lagging salaries, the cost of living and de- 
clining pools of applicants who are attracted to other industries as well as other 
factors have impacted the teacher shortages in Alaska. 

It is important for school districts who attend the job fair with a hiring team to 
be prepared to offer contracts to teachers and administrators on the spot for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

(1) Teachers travel to the Alaska Job Fair from around Alaska as well as from 
the lower 48. These candidates spend a great deal of money and expect to inter- 
view, research their options, and sign contracts at the job fair. Many pay their travel 
expenses out of pocket and expect to find jobs and will take jobs when and if of- 
fered the right contract at the job fair. 

(2) In many cases the most qualified candidates receive a number of offers, it 
is not unusual for teachers and administrators to have as many as four or five con- 
tacts being offered at the same time, allowing them to pick and choose the district 
of their choice. 

Those districts that are not prepared to offer contracts have a significant dis- 
advantage because the often lose candidates they interviewed with face to face that 
they otherwise would have hired. This leaves them with a limited pool and with in- 
terviewing candidates over the phone, not an ideal situation in May or June when 
the quality and quantity of the pool is shrinking. 

(3) In today’s competitive market many school districts start the school year 
with multiple vacancies in high need areas or with teachers who are not full certi- 
fied in their content areas. This creates more challenges for staff who often have to 
work through teacher certification issues and compliance, and it is unfortunate for 
the students and parents who expect and deserve great teachers. 

Those districts that plan an effective hiring strategy can expect to fill all, or 
most of their vacancies with highly qualified applicants before May 1 . All of the 
districts that attend the job fair are prepared to offer contracts for their vacant po- 
sitions. 

(4) The Alaska Teacher Placement Supply and Demand Report suggests Alaska 
has about 1 ,100 vacancies annually. This does not include migration of teachers, but 
rather these are actual vacancies created by turnover. At the same time our univer- 
sity system is generating only about 25% of the supply needed. Alaska must rely 
on teachers from the Lower 48 , and as the declining numbers indicates fewer and 
fewer teachers are attending job fairs. Less than 300 applicants on average travel 
to Alaska for this event. Thus, when our Alaskan districts travel and invest in re- 
cruiting teachers needed to fill those vacancies, it is even more critical for them to 
secure hires. 

(5) It is easier if a district can fill their jobs at the Alaska Job Fair. The longer 
a district goes into the hiring season, the more difficult it is to find qualified appli- 
cants. It also seems like it is more expensive to recruit later in the season because 
hiring teams must now travel to other job fairs in the lower 48 during peak season. 

(6) Highly qualified criteria have become increasingly complicated. The state 
and federal government requirements for teachers to become certified are in- 
creasingly restrictive and should be a factor in any hiring strategy. It is important 
for school district staff to have the knowledge to screen applicants to ensure com- 
pliance with federal and state policies and regulations around highly qualified and 
teacher certification before a hiring decision is made. Applicants with HQ certifi- 
cation status are more likely be offered contracts at the job fair. 

(7.) If I am to understand the issue before the Nome School District regarding 
offering contracts at the Anchorage Job Fair, and if (which it appears to be doing) 
this action would force potential teachers and administrators to wait until they have 
been approved at a board meeting for hire, I can with confidence say this would sig- 
nificantly hinder the School District’s recruitment efforts. I do not expect teachers 
will wait; in addition, the board may approve teachers only to find out they opted 
to sign a contract with another district, leaving second and third choice candidates 
for hire. 

In summary, my recommendation to ANY school district attending the job fair 
is to be prepared to offer contracts on- sight after an interview and reference checks 
have been conducted. With today’s competitive market both within and outside of 
Alaska, I feel we as a state need to do all we can to attract and retain the best teach- 
ers for Alaska. 

The ATP Finding and Keeping Teachers for Alaska sheet has statistics show- 
ing how the hiring pool has greatly diminished over the years. You can also review 
the ATP website for information about the supply and demand of teachers at 
http://alaskateacher.org/doku.php?id=supplv and demand . 

I welcome a dialogue with members of your community, applaud your efforts 
to support Future Teachers of Alaska, and encourage you to carefully look at the im- 
pact a decision such as this would have on your ability to stay competitive in re- 
cruiting teachers for Alaska.

No late-night 
liquor sales 
during Iditarod

The Nome Common Council 
turned down— in a vote of 3 to 2 — a 
request from package store owners to 
approve extending the hours for 
liquor sales during the height of Idi- 
tarod activities. 

The owners sought two more 
hours, moving closing time to mid- 
night compared to the usual 10 p.m., 
from March 11-15. 

Council members Jon Larson and 
Jerald Brown cast the pair of “no” 
votes, with a “yes” coming from 
Mary Knodel, Mary David and 
Randy Pomeranz. Councilman Stan 
Andersen was absent, and Larson at- 
tended by telephone. Four affirma- 
tive votes are needed to approve 
resolutions and ordinances. 

Nome Grocery and Liquor 
Store manager Joan Fink said pa- 
trons during Iditarod do not pres- 
ent a problem, and “we do know 
how to say no.” She said visiting 
Iditarod fans out in the street often 


want to get a bottle of wine to take 
back to the hotel. 

Bar hours will be extended to 5 
a.m. for some nights during the sled 
dog race finishes. 

The vote on package store hours 
came after perhaps a hard act to fol- 
low— Berda Willson’s announce- 
ment that the Regional Wellness 
Forum would have volunteers on 
the streets during evening hours to 
safeguard overindulgent and over- 
served drinkers from tragedy during 
the Iditarod festivities. The volun- 
teers will patrol from March 7 
through March 16 from 11:45 p.m. 
until 5:30 a.m. 

“The volunteers are the eyes and 
the ears of the community to make 
sure residents and visitors are safe. 
The extended bar hours do not help 
our patrol... making it hard to find 
enough people to cover,” Willson 
said. “The volunteers are real heroes.

Frustrated over the blink and flicker? Blame it on governor

Federal and state inspectors put the City’s new 
generators to the test Feb. 22 to find out if their 
stack output met specifications for clean air laws. 

Manufacturing representatives from Wart- 
sila in Finland and utility staff increased the 
generation load to the max for the test, even 


calling on Alaska Gold to increase its draw to 
get the dials to test range— 5,100 kilowatts. 

The tests put the two 5.2-megawatt genera- 
tors through the paces for three or four one- 
hour runs over a six- or seven-hour period. 

The formal report has yet to be received, but 
it appears the giant engines stayed below max- 


imum allowable pounds per hour of nitrous 
oxide, carbon monoxide and particulates. 

The test was important, aside from obvious 
health standards, to document a high output for 
the permitted level of operation for the gener- 
ators, said utility manager John K. Handeland.

Just after three teams from 
Nome successfully finished the 
Tesoro Irondog snowmachine race, 
now it’s the self- or dog-propelled 
sports that gain center stage in the 
sports arena. 

Jr. Iditarod 

Last weekend, Michael Owens, 15, 
finished his second Jr. Iditarod sled 
dog race from Willow 60 miles to 
Yentna Station and back. Owens fin- 


ished in sixth place, behind Ava Lind- 
ner, Wade Marrs, Quinn Iten, Cain 
Carter and winner Jessica Klejka. 

Carter is Lance Mackey’s stepson 
and put on quite a chase all the way 
to the finish line, but 17-year-old 
Klejka of Bethel snatched the victory 
by a mere two seconds. 

Still sounding a bit tired after the 
run at press time on Monday, Owens 
told The Nome Nugget that he had a 
good, clean run with an elapsed trail 
time of 13 hours. “It was a really hard 
and fast trail, so I kept the dogs going 
at a slower pace to avoid injuries,” 
Owens said. Still, he had to drop two 
of the 10 dogs with which he started 
due to sore wrists. Owens ran the two 


60-mile runs without stopping and 
said he was happy that his dogs looked 
good after crossing the finish line. 

Daytime temperatures above freez- 
ing had forced race organizers to 
move the start from Knik Lake to Wil- 
low, shortening the race by 10 miles.

As Owens raced with 21 junior 
mushers in the kid’s race, a different,

Ulu News

The legislature has been busy working on the state’s operating budget this 
last week. The House is scheduled to finish finance committee work on the 
budget by the end of this month and send it over to the senate by March 4. 
Meanwhile, senate finance subcommittees are well into their review of 
agency budgets so that the senate version of the operating budget can be com- 
pleted shortly thereafter. 

Three spending items that are usually a part of the operating budget are 
being handled separately. They are funds for operating the public schools, for 
municipal revenue sharing, and for contributions to the public employee re- 
tirement systems. The effort to get an early agreement and passage on these 
items that are so important to many of you is still on track. 

There is discussion about adding some of last year’s vetoed capital proj- 
ects onto the Governor’s supplemental budget request, HB 343 or SB 256. 
This is a spending bill that is for agency funding shortfalls and emergency 
items that have to be taken care of early. Thus, it offers an opportunity for 
legislators to also send capital projects to the Governor early and consider 
over-riding any subsequent vetoes. The Governor has only 15 days to re- 
spond to an appropriation bill like this when it is passed early. Last year, she 
vetoed $231 million from the capital budget, $5.5 million from our district. 
The difficulty for the legislature is going to be picking and choosing among 
the vetoed projects, because we are not going to send the whole list up. 

The Governor’s gasline team is in the district this week presenting and 
seeking public comment on the TransCanada proposal for taking North Slope 
gas to market. The hearings are in Nome, Kotzebue, and Barrow. The pur- 
pose of these meetings, required by the Alaska Gasline Inducement Act 
(AGIA), is for the public to understand and critique the proposal. Supposedly, 
if there was an outcry on some particular aspect, the governor could then 
renegotiate a resolution with TransCanada. 

After the 60 days of public hearings, the legislature has 60 days to approve 
or reject the proposal. This is why it is a foregone conclusion that it cannot 
happen during our 90-day regular session, and that it will require a special 
session. There are some who feel that the legislature itself can impose addi- 
tional conditions and requirements on TransCanada and the AGIA process. 
And that is why there have been numerous legislative hearings on other gas 
line construction proposals.

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Missing Brevig Mission man found safe and sound at dinner table 


A Brevig Mission man, who was 
presumed missing, was found enjoy- 
ing a meal only 18 miles from the 
community after a search effort that 
encompassed multiple days. 

Archie Adams, 31, of Brevig 
Mission told folks he was going for 
a ride Tuesday, Feb. 19. When he 
didn’t return home by 8:30 Tuesday 
evening, the Alaska State Troopers 
were notified. There was an un- 


founded report that he had been 
seen in Nome. 

Searchers from Brevig Mission 
started to look for him Tuesday 
night. There was some thought that 
he might have gone wolf hunting. 

On Wednesday searchers from 
Brevig continued their efforts and 
did not request additional assistance 
from the Troopers. 

On Thursday attempts to con- 


duct an aerial searches were de- 
layed due to poor weather and high 
winds in the area. Ground 
searchers from Shishmaref, Teller 
and Nome were activated and were 
able to search nearby trails and 
cabins in spite of the poor weather 
conditions. They were still unable 
to locate Adams. 

Nome Search and Rescue Coordi- 
nator Jimmy West Jr. said that Nome 


put together a hasty crew who set out 
along the coast on the way to Wool- 
ley Lagoon and to mile 46 to the 
shelter cabin on the Teller Road. The 
crew, however, had to come back to 
Nome due to 30-40 mph winds. 

On Friday a National Guard Black 
Hawk helicopter and Civil Air Patrol 
aircraft joined the search. Three 
search and rescue teams from Wales, 
two from Shishmaref and one from 


Brevig Mission, as well as the Alaska 
State Troopers and Nome Search and 
Rescue were also involved. 

Adams was found by his father 
Friday afternoon. He was in good 
condition and having a meal at a 
cabin at Kenny Hughes’ mining 
camp, 18 miles from Brevig Mission.

I can’t say enough about them going out on 
foot and in vehicles to help.” 

The panel did approve a fee waiver for Re- 
gional Wellness Forum in alliance with Norton 
Sound Health Corp. for Old St. Joe’s to hold a 
town hall meeting April 2 on ideas to reduce 
and prevent underage drinking. 

The council also affirmed the fee waiver at 
the Nome Recreation Center for the Lonnie 
O’Connor Iditarod Basketball Classic. This 
waiver is already on the books until notice, dis- 
missing the need for an annual application. 

The Nome Common Council unanimously 
approved five mid-year updated budgets for 
2008 with a final package total of roughly 
$25.5 million: 


• General Fund Budget— $10.26 million, an 
increase of half a million for public works due 
in part to added staff, snow removal and over- 
time costs, and a drop of about $140,000 from 
the police department and recreation center 
spending, reflecting fewer employees. 

• Capital Projects Budget— $9.97 million, 
showing an increase of $3.48 million over the 
preliminary budget adopted in June, much 
coming from loans and grant money for proj- 
ects and repairs concerning the sports complex, 
the Nome Rec Center, new public safety build- 
ing and NACTEC. 

• Special Revenue Fund— $821,000 show- 
ing a drop of about $22,000 

• Port of Nome Fund Budget, $3.6 million, 
an increase of about $200,000. 

• Construction Capital Projects — $1.98 mil- 


lion for upgrades at the school gymnasium, 
high school cafeteria remodel and elementary 
school improvements. 

Help wanted 

In other business, City Manager Don Moore 
told the Council that the City continues to re- 
cruit for a city manager, an emergency services 
administrator, two police officers and a harbor- 
master. The Council had recently explored 
combining the harbormaster’s seasonal posi- 
tion with another to employ a person all year, 
but Moore said Monday that hiring needs to get 
underway regardless of reorganization as 
spring’s longer days lead to open water and 
commerce at the Port of Nome. 

“It is a pretty important position we have been 
trying to cover with consultants and City employ- 


ees,” Moore said, adding that security, spill-re- 
sponse requirements and U.S. Coast Guard needs 
call for an employee assigned to the position. 

The City has received three fresh applications 
for the city manager position, according to 
Moore. Recruitment will continue at milieus like 
the Alaska Society of Engineers meeting and the 
annual engineers week banquet in Fairbanks. 

The Council was to meet at noon on Thurs- 
day, Feb. 28 for an executive session on staff 
and recruitment. 

Finally, the Council approved the hire of 
Chris Knodel as a laborer in the building in- 
spection department. Per city statutes, the 
Council must approve hiring relatives of 
Council members. Knodel’s mother, Mary 
Knodel, abstained from the vote, which was 
otherwise unanimous.

been online, some people may have 
been getting to work earlier, benefit- 
ing from slower clocks. Engineers 
have been looking at the electronic 
controls on the generators to speed up 
the cycles from 59.9 per minute to 60 
per minute, because 59.9 cycles could 
result in electric clocks losing up to 34 
seconds a day. This 10th of a cycle 
didn’t have an effect on TVs and com- 
puters, but during repair, the power 
went up and down about 30 times, 
Handeland said, while utility employ- 
ees were tinkering with the governor 
to get it to time the cycles exactly at 
60 cycles per minute. 

Dollars and cents 

In major dollar deliberations, the 
board on Feb. 21 approved handing up 
to Nome Common Council an operat- 
ing and maintenance budget for spend- 
ing year 2008 based on estimated 
revenues of $11.1 million and ex- 
penses of nearly $9.9 million, includ- 
ing depreciation, leaving a cash margin 
of $1.2 million. The cash margin will 
fund the 2008 capital improvements 
budget, annual bond and debt- service 
principle payments, fuel inventory and 
grant program local matches. 

Utility staff is working on the con- 
tract for fuel delivery in mid- sum- 
mer. Next year, the City’s supply will 
cost a few pennies more. According 
to Handeland, the fuel purchase con- 
sortium of nonprofits to which NJUS 
belongs, the Western Alaska Fuel 
Group, has already received bids for 
the new diesel oil. 


“It looks like Delta Western will 
be the successful supplier, with a bid 
lower than Crowley,” Handeland told 
the board of directors last week. 

The base cost of the diesel oil will 
depend on the fuel industry’s fluctu- 
ating price standard, the OPIS, on the 
day the oil is loaded on barges, but the 
“adder” or price for profit to the ven- 
dor, delivery and peripheral costs will 
be 3 cents over last year’s cost of 23 
cents. The adder is a fixed cost added 
to the OPIS price of the oil that can 
vary depending on the day of loading. 

The approximately 500 estimated 
meter readings last month will result 
in a negligible adjustment to those 
electric charges on this month’s bills. 
NJUS staff was reading meters man- 
ually last month during software ad- 
justments, but damage repair from 
the January storm interfered, leading 
to estimated readings based on past 
usage for some households. The data 
was available in the old plant and 
feeders, but could not be collected 
when the old site was not energized 
during switchover activities to the 
new power plant. When the old plant 
was energized and the readings be- 
came available, they matched favor- 
ably with the manual readings . 

“We found the automatic reading 
within 1 or 2 kilowatts of the physical 
reading,” Handeland reported. “We 
feel the (automated) data is correct.” 

NJUS crews have completed the 
transmission line to carry power from 
the Snake River generation plant to 
Alaska Gold’s Rock Creek Mine at a 
cost of $3 million. Alaska Gold has 
reimbursed the utility 100 percent, 


plus another $150,000 as a final bill. 

Handeland reported that he and 
Nome mayor Denise Michels had just 
returned from a meeting in Washing- 
ton, D.C., with U.S. Sen. Ted Stevens 
and U.S. Rep. Don Young where they 
underlined the importance of the 
City’s federal and state funding list: 
public safety building, $3.7 million; 
money for the Corps of Engineers to 
study an extension of the port cause- 
way into deeper water, $3million; and 
$13 million toward wind turbines for 
power generation. 

“These are big dollars for big 
wishes,” Handeland conceded, “but 
nonetheless, they are big important 
projects for the community.” 

Board members allowed that 
Stevens probably would not be able to 
get $13 million “in one pop,” but that 
a few million would be good for a 
start toward alternative and ultimately 
cheaper energy, that the “feds are pro- 
posing Band- aids, particularly in mral 
areas where consumers are dependent 
solely on oil for heat and power.” 

“We are pricing ourselves right out 
of living here,” said board member 
Berda Willson, commenting on the 
costs to produce power. “I don’t know 
how some people are even making it.” 

Fred Moody held out hope that a 
design by Conoco-Phillips to have a 
gas pipeline end in Valdez would re- 
sult in a liquid natural gas plant to 
ease the fuel cost crunch. 

“We could get liquid natural gas like 
everyone else, which would cut costs 
significantly,” he observed. “Some of 
the gas needs to head this way and to 
Kotzebue, Dillingham and Bethel.” 


The utility’s new generation 
equipment, with modifications, will 
accept natural gas and permit inte- 
gration of wind generation resources. 

What some northern constituents 
may consider another Band-aid is an 
energy bill introduced in the state 
Senate to send $750 to utility compa- 
nies for each household. The bill, if 
passed, would become effective with 


the new spending year beginning July 
1 . However, funds for the $750 in as- 
sistance would not become available 
for about a year. And then, the money 
would be parsed out in 12 monthly 
dollops of $62.50. The assistance 
would sunset in a couple of years. 

Board members observed that 
bill’s sponsors wanted to appear to be 
doing something to help.

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NSEDC chips in $100,000 to help NSHC buy CAT scanner 

Pending: $550,218 Denali Commission grant to renovate space for scanner

Hopes for a brand-new, first ever 
CAT scanner for Norton Sound 
Health Corp. shifted to high gear 
with news that Norton Sound Eco- 
nomic Development Corp. has 
chipped in $100,000 toward pur- 
chase of the equipment. More good 
news: A grant from the Denali Com- 
mission to complete renovation of 
existing space at NSHC for the scan- 
ner is nearing final approval. 

“Our Denali Commission request 
for $550,218 was ranked number 
five of 15 projects submitted by sur- 
rounding area hospital administrators 
involved with the Alaska Small Hos- 
pital & Nursing Home Association,” 
reports Angie Gom, NSHC vice 
president for hospital services. “The 
entire request made the final cut and 
will be recommended to the Denali 
Commission this week under their 
FY2008 work plan. The Denali 


Commission has proposed an alloca- 
tion of $4 million dollars to support 
the Primary Care in Hospitals Health 
Program. 

“Denali Commission funding for 
our request hinges on a match of 
$380,000 that is being sought from 
the Murdock Foundation,” Gorn 
continued. “Funds requested from 
the Murdock Foundation would sup- 
port the balance of the CAT scan ma- 
chine purchase and 50 percent of 
year one operating costs.” 

Plans to purchase and house a 
CAT scanner began nearly two years 
ago when the NSHC board of direc- 
tors accepted a $200,000 donation 
earmarked for CAT scan technology 
from Mary Frances Haynes of 
Miami, Florida. Mrs. Haynes do- 
nated the funds in memory of her 
son, Robert A. Haynes, who had 
worked as a public health nurse for 
NSHC prior to his death in 1984, and 


NSEDC funds 16 grant 
proposals totaling $827,066

For the second year in a row the 
Norton Sound Economic Develop- 
ment Corp. board has funded a Uni- 
versity of Alaska Sea Grant Marine 
Advisory Program agent in Norton 
Sound, allocating $114,223 for the 
position. Office space and related 
support are provided for MAP agent 
Heidi Herter at the UAF Northwest 
Campus in Nome. 

Salmon enumeration projects that 
NSEDC continued to fund this year 
are operated by Kawarak Inc. 
($91,176), the Native Village of Un- 
alakleet (Camp JB, $72,351); and the 
Alaska Department of Fish and 
Game intern program ($74,156). 
The Norton Sound Marine Har- 
vesters’ Association received 
$76,073 for a large vessel trailer, and 
$41,500 was awarded to Nome Fish- 
ermen’s Association for the Hobson 
Creek incubation facility. 

Topping a list of 10 non-fisheries 
projects selected for funding is a 
grant of $100,000 to Norton Sound 
Health Corp. toward purchase of a 
CAT scanner. (See story above.) 


NSHC also received $37,429 for an 
oral health prevention program. The 
City of Teller received $57,220 to 
buy a new sanitation truck. 

The remainder of grants awarded 
in NSEDC ’s 2008 Outside Entity 
Funding Cycle are bulk fuel tank 
disposal, City of Brevig Mission, 
$68,900; Elders’ meals and activities 
program, Native Village of Koyuk, 
$29,402; search and rescue equip- 
ment for the City of Savoonga, 
$26,876; Bering Straits School Dis- 
trict state championship broadcast- 
ing, $14,200; White Mountain 
School ski shed, $ 1 1 ,35 1 ; a wellness 
through music program, City of 
Gambell, $7,579; and a sprinkler 
system upgrade, City of Wales, 
$4,630. 

Funds allocated to the 16 projects 
total $827,066. The NSEDC board 
was unable to fund a majority of the 
record number of grant proposals re- 
ceived this year. In 2006 the corpo- 
ration funded 30 outside entity 
projects for a total of $1.46 million. 


Dog bites NPD officer 

Shortly after noon Saturday, Feb. 23, Nome Police responded to an 
anonymous call to check on the welfare of children who lived at a resi- 
dence at 102 E 4 th Avenue. Officer Mark Koenig stepped out of his police 
vehicle and while walking to the front door he was attacked by a canine that 
was let out of the residence. The dog attacked Koenig and was pushed 
away. The dog jumped back and attacked Koenig again, biting him in the 
left knee. The dog let go and attempted a third charge at the officer. Koenig 
then shot the dog twice, killing it. 

Officer Koenig made contact with and arrested Denise Oliver, 34, who 
appeared to be highly intoxicated and was caring for four children under the 
age of 12. Oliver was arrested for probation violation and assault in the 
third degree. At the time of her arrest Oliver had a breath alcohol content 
of .296. She was remanded to Anvil Mountain Correctional Center. Offi- 
cer Koenig was treated and released from Norton Sound Regional Hospi- 
tal. 

Nome City records show the dog had no license and vaccination record 
in existence. The dog’s body will be processed to determine its health. 


her parents, Duncan L. and Frances 
Bishop Macdonald, who met and 
married in Nome in 1920. 

Earlier Mrs. Haynes had contacted 
Nancy McGuire, editor and pub- 
lisher of The Nome Nugget , to dis- 
cuss ideas for uses of her proposed 
donation. McGuire, who is a breast 
cancer survivor and a charter mem- 
ber of Arctic leans (“I can survive 
cancer”), mentioned the need for a 
CAT scanner in Nome. 

As planning for the equipment 
evolved, NSHC officials set their 
sights on a brand new, 16-slice 
Siemens CT Scan Machine. The 
same model was installed in a hospi- 
tal in Bethel last year. (The terms CT 
and CAT are used interchangeably. 
CAT stands for “computed axial to- 
mography,” a process in which com- 
puters are used to create a 
three-dimensional image from flat 
X-ray pictures one slice at a time.) 

NSHC expects the new CAT scan- 
ner to enhance quality of care in 
three ways. NSHC will be better 
equipped (1) to detect and diagnose 
certain diseases and conditions and 
improve prognosis for some of them; 


(2) to improve continuity of patient 
care, and (3) to reduce physical and 
emotional stress for patients who 
currently must travel to Anchorage 
for CAT scans. 

Need for CAT scanner explained 

In its funding request to the Denali 
Commission, NSHC explained in de- 
tail the need for a CAT scan machine 
in Nome. Reasons cited included 
high rates of cancer and uninten- 
tional injuries, along with increasing 
rates of heart disease and cardiovas- 
cular disease and significant in- 
creases in lung cancer among Inupiat 
and Yupik Eskimos in the Bering 
Strait region. “The smoking rate for 
the region is 60 percent, which is the 
highest reported rate for any U.S. 
population,” the proposal adds. Not- 
ing that the region has the highest 
rate of tuberculosis in the nation 
(198/100,000, compared to the US 
rate of 3/100,000), the proposal as- 
serts that a CAT scan machine at 
NSHCwould facilitate more prompt 
diagnosis and treatment of the dis- 
ease. 

NSHC will require a total of 


$1,392,060 to purchase the new 16- 
slice CAT scanner, renovate an exist- 
ing 800-square foot Medical Records 
space and fund the first year of oper- 
ating expenses for the machine, 
which has high-energy needs. De- 
sign for the area to house the CAT 
scanner is nearing completion, and 
pending receipt of grant funding, 
renovation is scheduled for comple- 
tion in October 2008, Gom said. 

“The NSHC board of directors 
and staff would like to express their 
sincere gratitude to the Arctic leans 
for their persistent advocacy, which 
planted the seed for this project,” she 
added. “Listening to our patients is 
important to us. We would like to ac- 
knowledge Mary Frances Haynes for 
her generous private donation, which 
became the driving force to move 
this project forward. We wish to ex- 
press our sincere gratitude to 
NSEDC for their recent contribution 
to the project. The notice of this 
grant award is very significant and 
has made the concept of offering CT 
scans a reality. We are hopeful the 
other funding sources will transpire.”

ferocious race took to the streets of 
Anchorage, where mushing dynas- 
ties battled it out for the 2008 Fur 
Rendezvous Open World Champi- 
onship sled dog race. 

Over three days, starting on Feb. 
22, 19 speed mushers lined up their 
high-caliber dog teams on Anchor- 
age’s Fourth Avenue to race 26 miles 
each day. The event saw all the 
drama a race could wish for; includ- 
ing neck-to-neck finishes as a crowd 
of thousands lined the avenue to 
cheer the hard-racing teams. 

Eventually, Canadian Blayne 
“Buddy” Streeper won the event 
again, eclipsing Willow mushers Egil 
Ellis and Bill Kornmuller. Nome 
musher Nils Hahn took 15th, saying 
that he was happy with his second 
bid of running with the world’s best 
and fastest. Arriving at the finish line 
three days in a row with a smile, after 
clean runs and no dog in the bag, 
made the 2008 Rondy a successful 
race for the Nomeite. “In Anchorage, 
you not only have to deal with the 
world’s fastest dog teams, but also 


with culverts, bridges, loose dogs 
and cats, and thousands of people 
and whatever else a big city can 
throw at you,” said Hahn after the 
race. “Being a team from Nome, 
we’re used to muskox, reindeer and 
the occasional skier as spectators.” 

Hahn said it has been a real chal- 
lenge training dogs this year due to 
back-to-back blizzards and slow and 
tough trails, getting them ready for 
the fast and perfectly groomed trails 
Anchorage has to offer. 

The Fur Rondy trail winds from 
Fourth Avenue down the infamous 
Cordova Hill, and then follows the 
urban bike trails for seven miles, 12 
miles through the Far North Bicen- 
tennial Park and then back to town, 
up the steep Cordova Hill. There, 
dog teams were in for a grueling up- 
hill battle in soft snow to get on the 
final stretch on Fourth Avenue 
where droves of people lined the 
road, yelling and screaming at the 
top of their lungs.

Alaska Ultrasport 

A different race started on Sun- 
day, Feb. 24 at Knik Lake that will 
take one Nomeite by bike over the 
1 ,000-plus mile Iditarod trail. Nome 
adventurer Phil Hofstetter is partici- 
pating in the Iditarod Trail Invita- 
tional, the world’s longest human 
powered winter race from Knik 
Lake to McGrath (350 miles) or on 
to Nome (1,000 miles). 

Hofstetter, young dad to a month- 
old daughter, has an extra incentive 
to peddle home fast. He told The 
Nome Nugget that he expects to fin- 
ish the race, which will take him 
from Knik over the Alaska Range, 
down to the Kuskokwim, and even- 
tually the Yukon River, to the windy 
coast of Norton Sound and on to 
Nome, in about 20 days. 

“I read about the race in the news- 
paper and it sounded interesting,” 


Hofstetter said. After having rowed 
for 60 days in a tiny kayak from 
Nome to Barrow in the last two sum- 
mers, Hofstetter added that he wanted 
to enter a somewhat more regulated 
and organized race with checkpoints. 
“Having a family now sure makes me 
want to minimize the dangers of my 
outdoor pursuits,” Hofstetter said. 

His rowing endeavor, nicknamed 
“Rowing for RoRo,” was dedicated 
to Nora Nagaruk, who at the time 
went through chemotherapy treat- 
ment for leukemia. Hofstetter with 
his rowing trip raised money and 
awareness for the National Leukemia 
and Lymphoma Society. “Now Nora 
is 100 percent cancer-free, and I still 
would like to raise awareness for the 
leukemia society,” said Hofstetter. 
He added that he plans to bike the 
last miles into Nome with Nora Na- 
garuk to celebrate. 

Hofstetter had trained since May 
2007 for the race, biking in the sum- 
mer on the beach and once snow cov- 
ered the ground, taking a mountain 


bike off-road and on the snow trails 
around town— adding up to 3,000 
miles, Hofstetter reckons. But then 
came winter and it wasn’t so much 
about miles ridden, than about hours 
spent in the great outdoors. “With the 
blizzards, snowy and windy weather 
and all, I put in mostly hours, not 
miles,” he said, laughing about the 
abysmal training conditions in Nome 
this winter. He said his training bike 
is falling apart, with pedals and the 
chain frequently falling off. 

In Anchorage, he was greeted by a 
brand-new, fat-tire light-weight bike 
that will take him back to Nome. 
Having learned from his rowing ad- 
venture, Hofstetter said that nutrition- 
wise, he would stay away from sugar, 
pack a lot of high-tech powerbars and 
make sure he empties out his 10-liter 
water camelpak every day to stay hy- 
drated. His secret weapon? “Seal oil,” 
Hofstetter laughed.

Nome’s Melissa Owens embarks on rookie Iditarod run

Feb. 18 was the most antici- 
pated date in Melissa Owens’ life 
as she finally turned 18. Being 18 
means a lot for other kids, but for 


the young homeschooled Nomeite 
this means that she could compete 
in her first Iditarod sled dog race 
after having dreamed of running it 
for all her young life. 


Melissa is the daughter of Mike 
and Pat Owens, an established mush- 
ing family in Nome. Mike Owens ran 
the Iditarod once and, as a director of 
the race, is heavily involved in all

Joe Garnie ready to notch 1 7th run

Just because Joe Garnie of Teller 
hasn’t run an Iditarod race since 
2004 doesn’t mean he has hung up 
the harnesses and given up mushing. 

Au contraire. 

Garnie is set and ready to go on 
his 17th run of the Iditarod sled dog 
race from Anchorage to Nome, with 
his pack of tall and wolf-like dogs 
that are all descendants of an old 
Teller bloodline. 

Garnie himself seems to be part of 
a vanishing breed of men that still con- 
nect with dogs and keep a team, not 
only for racing, but for hauling fire- 
wood and traveling. Garnie now is the 
only musher in Teller with an active 
kennel and also one of the very few 
mushers from rural Alaska participat- 
ing in the 2008 Iditarod. After Mike 
Williams of Akiak withdrew from this 
year’s race, Nome’s Melissa Owens 
and a strong Kotzebue contingent are 
left to represent rural Alaska with John 
Baker, Louis Nelson Sr., Darin Nel- 
son, Robert Nelson and Ed Iten. 

Garnie has an impressive history 
with the race, but said it’s getting 
harder and harder each time to get 
into the race. “It sounds like a fine 
idea in summertime, but as soon as 
you put the harnesses on the dogs in 
fall, it’s an all-consuming endeavor. 
It’s taxing me and my family a lot,” 
said Garnie. 


Living off the road system dou- 
bles the price on almost everything 
needed to feed and care for the dogs. 
Economics automatically reduce the

size of a dog kennel in rural Alaska. 
“I’ve lived on the road system, and 
I’ve visited every competitive dog 
kennel down there,” said Garnie. 
“The size of some of the operations 
with 100-plus dogs don’t attract me 
one bit.” Bigger kennels usually also 
occupy handlers to help train, feed 
and care for the dogs as well as put- 
ting in time on the snowmachine to 
groom trails to train on. 


Gamie’s Kuzitrin Kennels consists 
of 29 dogs— including retirees, young 
dogs and racing adults. ’’Caring for 
those animals is a full day’s work,” 
said Garnie. He said that his day begins 
way before 8 a.m. with feeding the 
dogs a soup and then it’s time for long, 
long training mns , cooking food for the 
dogs, feeding them and then finally 
tucking them away in the cozy bam for 
a good night’s sleep. “And the day ain’t 
over until after 10 p.m.,” he said. Being 
the only musher in Teller also means 
that there are no fellow mushers with 
whom to travel or put in trails. “Trails? 
What trails?” laughs Garnie. 

“Some villages don’t even have a 
single dog team anymore,” said Gar- 
nie. “So it’s no wonder that it’s rare 
to see anybody from rural Alaska 
participate in the Iditarod.” 

Garnie ran his dogs from Teller to 
Nome on Feb. 23 and then put them 
on a plane to Anchorage. Three dogs 
have raced in the Iditarod before, but 
the rest of the team was in for a new 
experience. “In Teller we don’t see 
much traffic out there, let alone an- 
other dog team. So when we’re down 
in Anchorage and they will see 102 
other teams, I guess, they’ll be in for 
a bit of a shock,” he said. 

Garnie said he hopes for a good, 
clean run and to arrive in Nome with 
a healthy dog team. “After all, up 
here, dog team is still king,” he said. 


things Iditarod. No wonder that his 
young daughter caught the dog-bug 
and, with the support of her family, 
participated in numerous Jr. Iditarod 
races, of which she won the 2006 
championship title. 

Now with the qualifiers under her 
belt, Owens is set and ready to go 
out of the starting chute on Sunday 
at Willow to commence her first 
1,000-mile Iditarod journey to 
Nome. “I’m so excited about it,” 
said Melissa in an interview with 
The Nome Nugget. She started train- 
ing 44 dogs in September. Of these, 
32 got to travel south to Willow with 
the entire family a month ago. 
Melissa said that she feels confident 
and prepared, having put a lot of 60- 
to 80-mile runs on her dogs. 

Melissa said she always wanted to 
run dogs and that she knows what 
she’s getting into, having been around 
many Iditarod mushers, hearing the 


talk, helping with the logistical night- 
mare of food drops and being out 
there on the trail for hours on end. 

“Still, how prepared can a rookie 
feel?” she asked. 

She said that she is looking for- 
ward to all the challenging parts of 
the trail. Having finished this year’s 
Kuskokwim 300 race was one big ac- 
complishment in itself, as even race 
champion Mitch Seavey had called it 
one of the most grueling races in the 
Kusko history. Warm temperatures 
and severe overflow caused mushers 
and dogs to almost swim back to the 
finish line, as trail markers floated by 
and nobody knew if they were on the 
right trail. “Sure, it was a big chal- 
lenge,” said Owens. “From Aniak 
out, it was wet the whole time. But I 
said, let’s get it done.” 

The 18-year-old rookie’s goal is to 
arrive in Nome sometime on Thurs- 
day, March 14.

Regional ski titans clash in Nome

When skiing pundits look at re- 
gional Nordic results the past five 
years, they see that teams from 
White Mountain, Savoonga, Nome 
and Unalakleet dominate the indi- 
vidual and team trophy landscapes. 

So it seemed fitting that those four 
teams got together this weekend to 
kick off the 2008 skiing and biathlon 
season by taking part in the Gold 
Cup, Nome’s first home ski meet 
since 2003 . The meet featured a sprint 
race, and an indoor laser biathlon, 
with skiers having the lowest com- 
bined times winning “the Gold Cup.” 

The most competitive races were 
found in the junior divisions, which 
consisted of skiers in fifth through 
eighth grades. By far the most domi- 
nant junior skier was Shyler Johnson 
of Unalakleet who captured the Gold 
Cup by winning both races. In sub- 
zero temps, he negotiated the 1 .1 mile 
course in a blazing 6:15, an amazing 
49 seconds ahead of second-place fin- 
isher Asa Bergamaschi of White 
Mountain. The third-place skier, 
Nome’s Brendan Wehde, nearly 
caught Bergamaschi, finishing just 
three seconds out of second place. 

The Gold Cup in the junior girls 
division went to Precious Lincoln of 
White Mountain, who won the 
sprint race in a time of 8:55. She 
was not only 25 seconds ahead of 
her nearest competitor, but her time 
would have been good enough for 
fourth place in the boys division. 
Second and third place in the sprint 
race went to teammates Katie 
Daniels and Season Haugan of Un- 
alakleet. Nome’s top competitor was 
sixth-place finisher Noelle Bell. 

All the traveling skiers competed 
in the junior division, leaving Nome’s 
high school skiers competing against 
themselves in the open division. 
Emerson Conger finished the 2.2-mile 
course in 13:15, with Sam Schmidt 
and Zachary Bell taking second and 
third, respectively. Tara Schmidt won 
the girl’s open division with a time of 
16:42. Anna Hahn took second. 

The most unique event of the 
weekend was the indoor laser 
biathlon, where participants raced 
down the hallway and then shot with 
a laser rifle. All skiers, both junior 
high and high school, used the same 
course, and the fastest overall time 
went to Rayna Buck-Nassuk of White 
Mountain. Lincoln, Jonisha Wilson of 
Unalakleet, and Hougan took second, 
third, and fourth, respectively. 

Even though the Nome girls did not 
crack the top four in the event, they 
dominated from that point on with Ce- 
celia Wehde, Miranda Murphy, Ariana 
Homer, Isabeau Rickett, Adrienne 
Samuals, Noelle Bell and Rosa 
Schmidt taking fifth through 11th place. 

In the open division Zachary Bell 
edged out Conger, and Hahn beat 
Schmidt. The Unalakleet boys domi- 
nated the junior division with John- 
son, Ben Currier and Chris Lockwood 
taking first through third place.

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Council gets a peek at 
new cop shop digs

An architect unveiled draft plans 
for Nome’s new public safety build- 
ing before a Nome Common Council 
work session Feb. 19, showing a 
building designed to fit in with tun- 
dra and dredges north of town. 

Evelyn Rousso put up pictures of 
the schematic design by Bettisworth 
and Northwind of Fairbanks and 
Juneau for the facility that measured 
about 63x155 feet with a room on 
top to house mechanical operations. 

“Basically it is a box with a pop- 
up, about as simple as it can get,” 
Rousso observed. 

The building is tilted to make the 
roof higher at one end to accommo- 
date ambulances. 

The plans came together after 
meetings with the Nome Volunteer 
Ambulance Department and 
Nome’s police chief, Paul Burke, 
Rousso said. 

Estimated cost for the facility 
slated for the west end of Nome By- 
pass Road is $5.8 million, using a 
local force account and an additional 
$2 million if the job goes to compet- 
itive bid and requires federal Davis- 
Bacon wages. Costs came in higher 
than she was hoping, Rousso said, 
partly because of foundation work 
and the new site needs utilities set 
up. A geo-technical expert made bor- 


ings all over the site last fall, Rousso 
said, and found bedrock from 25 to 
45 feet down and lots of muck, caus- 
ing him to recommend costly pilings 
for the project. 

“Pilings skew the cost of this 
building,” Rousso told the Council. 

The floor plan shows mostly pro- 
fessional office space for the police 
department with training rooms and 
public reception space with a recep- 
tionist. The reception area came in 
response to a concern of Burke’s on 
what sort of quality experience a 
“person who walks into the station 
would have,” about which Burke 
was adamant, according to Rousso. 
This person at the counter window 
would decide whom the client 
needed to see and direct traffic. 
Dispatch would perform this serv- 
ice on the night shift. 

A corridor with offices on both 
sides leads to interview rooms, 
places to write reports, an investiga- 
tors’ office, dispatch, radio room, in- 
take processing, evidence storage, 
locker rooms, police and ambulance 
chiefs’ offices, a kitchen and copiers. 

A drive-through bay as designed 
would hold two ambulances plus 
medical supply storage, as well as 
decontamination and supply trailers. 
There would also be inside parking 
for two police cars.

The design considers energy 
costs, capturing as much sun as pos- 
sible to lower electric costs and ori- 
ents the building to prevailing winter 
northeast winds to scour way the 
snow as much as possible. A small 
number of people can work on night 
shift without the whole building 
being lighted. 

The steel-framed facility, as cur- 
rently designed, has metal siding 
with blue, yellow and red accent col- 
ors. The roof is close to flat aside 
from the “pop-up.” The roof cover- 
ing would be a PVC membrane. 

Not good, Nome’s building in- 
spector, Pat Hahn, said. He noted that 
snow accumulation on the roof and 
against the pop-up could be quite a 
problem— “not just the weight, snow 
melt and ice dams.” 

Rousso responded that adding to 
the perimeter to accommodate the 
mechanical works would add to the 
cost. After some conversation about 
the roof, Hahn insisted on a pitched 
roof. “I know your architect thing is 
important to you,” he said. “To us it 
is not important. You are causing us 
trouble down the road.” 

Rousso responded that a metal 
pitched roof would add another half 
million dollars to the cost, but after 
the Council finished tweaking and 
hashing over the presentation, 
Rousso said she would look at this 
issue and ways to reduce costs of the 
building overall and get back. 

The City has grants and plans to 
cover $4.2 million in costs, but will 
have to fish for an additional $3.5 
million or so based on putting the 
building out to competitive bid. The 
construction portion is estimated at 
$5.8 million exclusive of estimates 
on equipment, technology, adminis- 
trative costs and permits. 

The public safety building is at the 
top of the city’s legislative priority lists.

McGrath 

Our village is busy right now because we are a 
major Iditarod checkpoint and drop bag distribution 
stage area. Northern Air Cargo brings all the mush- 
ers’ drop bags, which are sent to a staging area here 
so that the Iditarod Air Force planes in McGrath can 
load them for flights further into the Alaska 
bush/wilderness villages with smaller airports on 
the Iditarod Trail, such as Rohn and along the 
Yukon. 

Weather bringing the seasonal clouds and snow 
storms has interfered at times with flying the drop 
bags out to the villages. We are getting it all done 
on a case by case basis when the schedule doesn’t 
work due to the weather. NAC and the Iditarod Air 
force also fly in the straw bales as well as the bags. 
The Iditarod Cafe downtown is the headquarters for 
the Iditarod Air Force. 

The Cap ’n Snow named after old riverboat Cap- 
tain Pete Snow is the checkpoint. Ramps — both 
incoming and outgoing are at the checkpoint. There 
is also a huge garage area where the Iditarod mush- 
ers can bunk with set up cots if they wish. It is 


available to all mushers and is near their teams, 
which is a race rule - they must sleep near their 
teams. The cooks arrive before the first mushers 
and the news people hang out at the checkpoint 
also. It is absolute chaos for a time and we all love 
it. The hotels are full as well as the B & Bs, and 
floor space is taken for the duration. 

In the past, six McGrath Iditarod mushers have 
run the race. This has generated a lot of interest in 
the Iditarod Race for years. The locals have noticed 
that since so many people are in town that it is an 
ideal time to hold major fundraisers, the organiza- 
tion of which is going on right now. 

The Iditarod Trail Invitational Race, which used to 
be known as Iditasport, began February 24 from 
Knik Lake and finishes in either McGrath or Nome, 
depending on which finish spot the athlete has cho- 
sen. The sport here is walking, skiing, snow shoe- 
ing, etc. from Knik to Nome or McGrath over an 
arduous winter path or trail - either the 350-mile to 
McGrath or the 1 ,100 version to Nome. Thirty have 
signed up so far and about half are from foreign 
countries.

Iditarod 2008 comes to a close with fanfare

The story of this year’s Iditarod race is hard 
to believe. For the second time in a row Lance 
Mackey did what was deemed impossible to 
do just once. Mackey won both the Yukon 
Quest and the Iditarod Trail Sled Dog Race 
two years in a row. 

But unlike last year, this time around it was 
not a magic carpet ride, assured Mackey. 
“Everything that could go wrong went wrong,” 
he told the crowd at the finish line March 12 


shortly before 3 a.m. 

Being used to a tough team and not much 
babying, Mackey said this year he had to play 
nurse, physical therapist and mom and dad at the 
same time to his team. “This was not a smooth 
run. At one time I even thought about going 
home,” he said. He added that the health and the 
future of his dogs are what directed his decisions. 

He apologized to those running the check- 
points. “It was embarrassing, the way we left 
from some checkpoints,” Mackey said. But 


things panned out in the long run for the cham- 
pion, who said that the most rewarding portion 
of the trail was between Koyuk and Nome. “In 
Nome, I had 11 dogs with wagging tails, all 
strung out under the finish line,” Mackey said. 

Obviously glad that he didn’t scratch, on 
Sunday, Mackey could be the jubilant musher 
to step up on stage and take the honors for 
being the only person on this planet having 
won the premier long-distance races in the 
world, back-to-back and then once again. 


Jeff King, runner-up, had been on Mackey’s 
tail for the better part of the race from Ruby on. 
While Mackey looked frazzled in Koyuk, King 
exerted an air of confidence, looking as if he 
would just wait for the right moment to strike 
and pass Mackey. 

With a full team of 16 dogs in Koyuk, King 
seemed confident that it was just a matter of 
time. But then, Mackey busted his famous move

the cause. Hit by a bug going around 
town, some personnel had to be 
called out of sickbeds to respond. 
The trip coil cut off the power and 
had to be replaced before the breaker 
would permit the power flow. NJUS 
already had a replacement part on 
hand, Handeland said. 

Power was interrupted at noon 
Thursday a week ago when a com- 
puter glitch occurred. 

The breaker under repair Mon- 


day is one in a whole room of 
breakers controlling power distri- 
bution to separate areas of Nome, 
including NovaGold’s Rock Creek 
Mine. Neatly labeled with power 
destinations — City 1, City 2, FAA, 
for example — the breakers in the 
two rows are so massive that NJUS 
has a specialized dolly to pull them 
from their closets if necessary. Sev- 
eral of the breaker closets at the 
end of one row are empty, available 
for additional breakers when the 
system expands. 


“That one might say, ‘new hospi- 
tal’ some day,” Handeland said. 

The new power generation sys- 
tem centers on two massive 5.2- 
megawatt Wartsila generators 
brought from Finland. The genera- 
tors have passed state and federal 
emissions tests, but Nome com- 
muters noticed ugly smoke coming 
out of the stacks after the power 
failure last Thursday. NJUS staff 
said the smoke occurred at start up 
before a power load was coming 
off the system.

Michael Lake is new CEO and 
president of NSHC

As of March 1 , the Norton Sound 
Health Corporation has a new CEO 
and president occupying the corner 
office of the region’s health corpora- 
tion. 

Michael Lake, 61 , came out of re- 
tirement to take the position as CEO 
and president. Lake had lived in At- 
lanta, Georgia and St. George Island, 
Florida prior to moving to Nome. In 
an interview with The Nome Nugget 
last week, Lake said that he had 
started a hospital company in 2000 
and operated five rural hospitals in 
Florida and Mississippi. Lake said he 
sold the hospital company in 2005, 
with the idea to retire. “I’m a huge 
fisherman,” he said, “but after six 
months, fishing got old and I came 
out of retirement,” Lake said. 

He then took an interim CEO po- 
sition at a hospital in Idaho. When he 
came back to Atlanta from that posi- 
tion, friends told him about the open 
CEO/president job in Nome and he 
applied. After a phone interview with 
the board, he came to Nome in Janu- 
ary for a face to face interview. “It 
was something like 80°F in Florida 
when I left and coming to Nome, it 
was -28 °F here,” he remembered. 
The board then offered him a con- 
tract, and after Lake talked with his 
wife about the change, he said, “I 
wasn’t sure if it was a job or a call- 
ing.” 

His prior experience with Alaska 
is as a visitor on cruise ships. “We 
fell in love with Alaska then,” said 
Lake. 

Coming to Nome now as a CEO 
of a rural health care provider is as 
different as it gets to being a cruise 
ship tourist to Alaska. 

Lake classified NSHC as some- 
thing other than rural. “This is not a 
rural hospital; this is a frontier hos- 
pital,” he said. Taking the distance, 
logistics and weather into consider- 
ation, this is different than anything a 
“rural” hospital in the lower 48 has 
to deal with. “Rural there means, 
you’re in a 50-mile radius of a big- 


ger hospital or health care provider,” 
said Lake. 

Not here. Lake identified preven- 
tative and diagnostic medicine as 
areas to work on. “We’re not going 
to do open heart or brain surgery 
here, but we try to get better at pre- 
vention and diagnostics,” Lake said. 

In the hopper is a CAT scan that 
needs a special room set up, which is 
being worked on. Lake said he hopes 
to have the CAT scan situated and 
ready to function by the end of the 
year. NSHC just sent 10 percent of 
the money to the manufacturer to 
hold the equipment. “The room is in 
the design phase, and we have some 
issues dealing with the increase of 
our power source for the equip- 
ment,” Lake said. 

As for surgeons, Lake said that 
while currently there are no capabil- 
ities to perform surgery in Nome, the 
new hospital would be set up for day 
surgery. 

Another big project to tackle is the 
construction of the new hospital. Test 
pilings are in the process of being 
driven into the ground, and Q Truck- 
ing/Charlie Reader was awarded a 
$1.1 million contract to prepare the 
foundation for the new hospital at the 
Nome Bypass Road. 

Part of Lake’s top five on his to- 
do list is “to maximize our ability to 
provide quality health care in the 15 
outlying villages and to take better 
advantage of the clinics and the re- 
gional Unalakleet clinic,” Lake said. 

He also said that he would prefer 
to recruit and retain personnel rather 
than utilize transient workers. The 
corporation has a payroll of $80 mil- 
lion. In recruiting, the struggle is to 
find appropriate housing in Nome. 
He assessed the financial picture of 
NSHC as strong and said that human 
resources are a challenge. “We need 
to try to get more of our own people 
to work at the corporation,” Lake 
said. 

In terms of his first impression of 
the Norton Sound Regional Hospi- 
tal, he said he was blown away by 


the high technology NSHC has and 
he mentioned the telemedicine pro- 
gram, tele-radiology and the internal 
technology including the oxygen 
machine. “Also, the staff that I met 
so far seem to be extremely qualified 
and dedicated,” Lake said. 

The first week on the job, Lake 
traveled to Washington, D.C. to meet 
with Indian Health Service and 
Alaska Senators regarding funding 
for the new hospital. Although the 
design schematics have been ap- 
proved by IHS , the money is not al- 
located yet. So far, the Denali 
Commission had given $15 million 
to fund the design phase, to pay for 
the pad and to purchase the pilings. 

In order to get a bit familiar with 
Nome, Lake participated in the 
nightly Wellness Safety patrol dur- 
ing Iditarod week. He said that once 
the new hospital is built, the old fa- 
cility might be used as an alcohol 
and substance abuse treatment cen- 
ter.

16 mushers have signed to vie for the 
$100,000 in the winner-take-all, 408- 
mile sled dog race from Nome to 
Candle and back. 

All the mushers who signed up, 
plunking down an ounce of gold plus 
cash, live in Alaska. They are Jeff 
King, Denali Park; Mike Santos, 
Cantwell; Aaron Burmeister, Nenana; 
Jim Lanier, Chugiak; Ed Iten, Kotze- 
bue; Hugh Neff, Skagway; Mariah 
Thomas- Wolf , Tuluksak; Sonny Lind- 
ner, Two Rivers; Kirsten Bey, Jeff 
Darling, Connor Thomas and Cari 
Miller, Nome; Ramy Brooks, Healy; 
Lance Mackey, Fox; Mitch Seavey, 
Seward; Cim Smyth, Big Lake. 

All are veteran mushers. Mackey 
won both the Yukon Quest and the Id- 
itarod Trail Sled Dog Race last year 
and this year. Fans are keenly inter- 
ested in whether three races will be the 
charm for Mackey with a win in the 
Sweepstakes. King, also running the 
Sweepstakes, followed Mackey into 
the Iditarod finish a close second. Jim 
Lanier finished the 75-year mnning of 
the Sweepstakes in 1983 and has first- 
hand experience on the trail. Rick 
Swenson won that race with a team 
drawn from his and Sonny Lindner’s 
dog lots. Twenty-five years later, it is 
Lindner’s turn to run a combo-team. 

The original All Alaska Sweepstakes 
started in 1908 and ran until 1917 and 
the beginning of World War I. The race 


that celebrated gold, guts and, for a great 
part, gambling on the finishes centered 
at the Board of Trade Saloon, also 
brought Siberian Huskies across the 
Bering Strait from Anadyr to take Iron 
Man Johnson to the Sweepstakes finish 
line. His still- standing record time was 
74 hours, 14 minutes and 37 seconds in 
his 1910 race. Leonard Seppala, a mul- 
tiple Sweepstakes winner, ran Siberians 
and bred them in his kennels in Nome 
and later in Poland Springs, N.Y. 

The race was the first long-distance 
run and gave birth to the Nome Ken- 
nel Club which formed to stage it. The 
centennial run of the March 26 race is 
also the centennial celebration of 
NKC. The race will mn with the old- 
time rules with few exceptions, in- 
cluding a requirement to return with 
the same dogs a musher took out of the 
starting chute, pulling the sled or rid- 
ing in the basket— no dropped dogs. 

A cinch, Lance Mackey said. 
“There is no rule saying how many 
or how few dogs you use, so a person 
could start with 16 and come back 
with eight in the sled,” he laughed.

The FIT Pacific Glacier , which 
sustained monetary damages in ex- 
cess of $1 .5 million in a fire Feb. 26 
in the Bering Sea, left Dutch Harbor 
March 12 under tow to Seattle by the 
Ocean Mariner , reports US Coast 
Guard spokesperson Sara Francis. 
She said the journey will take 1 1 to 
14 days depending on the weather. 

Firefighters fought for about 12 
hours to bring the blaze under con- 
trol and worked several hours more 
to extinguish it. Crew members 
trained to fight fires at sea from sev- 
eral vessels in addition to the Pacific 
Glacier participated in the success- 
ful effort. The fire started in the 
laundry room of the ship 126 miles 
northeast of Dutch Harbor in the 
Bering Sea, as crew members were 
beginning to process the initial pol- 
lack catch of the fourth and final trip 
in the first of two pollack fishing 
seasons scheduled this year. 

“The fire was difficult to fight be- 
cause it stayed in the overhead [area] 
and walls, so there is a fair amount 
of interior damage to be stripped 
away,” Francis said. “Damage was 
mostly due to heat and smoke. A 
majority of electronics on the bridge 
were damaged and need to be re- 
placed.” Repairs to almost three full 
decks will be required, she noted, 
with interior refurbishing needed in 
areas such as staterooms, galley, 
laundry room and passageways. 
Coast Guard staff in Seattle will su- 
pervise repairs and conduct an on- 
board inspection before the ship is 
certified to get under way again to 
fish, she added. Francis said the fac- 
tory belowdecks was not damaged. 

The 276-foot Pacific Glacier , 
largest of four fishing vessels owned 
by Glacier Fish Co. of Seattle, has a 
daily production capacity of up to 
110 metric tons of finished pollack 
product. It is equipped with state-of- 
the-art fillet machinery, surimi 
equipment and refrigeration. Norton 
Sound Economic Development 
Corp. owns 50 percent of Glacier 
Fish Co. 

Francis said the Coast Guard in- 
vestigation to determine the exact 
cause of the fire includes drug and 
alcohol testing of all crew members 
aboard the Pacific Glacier at the 
time of the fire, and taking state- 
ments from all crew members and 
other witnesses such as firefighters 
from other vessels who helped to put 
out the fire. The Coast Guard re- 
gards results of drug and alcohol 
tests as personal matters and will not 


include them in a report of the in- 
vestigation unless results are perti- 
nent to the cause of the fire, she 
added. A summary report of the in- 
vestigation will become a public 
record after it is approved at the 
highest Coast Guard level in Wash- 
ington, D.C., and published, a 
process that Francis estimates may 
take up to six months.

and sneaked out in Elim as King had 
settled in for a short nap. King said 
that he had a hard time laughing when 
somebody at his book signing appear- 
ance at the Arctic Trading Post on Fri- 
day made him write into his book, 
“You snooze, you lose.” 

In a phone conversation with his 
wife from Unalakleet, King remem- 
bered talking about how great his 
team looked. Somehow Mackey’s 
name came up, and he blurted out, “I 
wish he’d just go away.” 

“Eventually he did, but not the 
way I envisioned it,” King later said. 

King evaluated his 2008 race, say- 
ing that he had a perfect race except 
for that 30-minute catnap in Elim, and 
that he was very happy with his dog 


team. King brought 14 dogs to the fin- 
ish line in Nome, which got him the 
distinctive honor of being the recipi- 
ent of the Alaska Airlines Leonard 
Seppala Humanitarian Award. 

Ramey Smyth of Big Lake quietly 
posted his career-best finish and came 
in third with eight dogs. Smyth arrived 
in Nome at 9:52 a.m. on March 12, 
with his 11 -year-old lead dog, Babe, 
posting her ninth Iditarod finish. This 
kind of longevity in a canine race par- 
ticipant was positively noted as Babe 
received the Lolly Medley Golden Har- 
ness award. Making this even more 
special, Medley, one of the first women 
to finish the Iditarod, is Smyth’s 
mother. Smyth was moved to tears at 
the awards banquet at the Nome Recre- 
ation Center, saying, “This means more 
to me than winning this race.” 


Smyth won a paycheck of 
$61 ,400 for third place. 

Also Martin Buser, who had been in 
good spirits in Shaktoolik and flashing 
smiles, reported a great race. “This was 
the best Iditarod I ever had,” he said. 
“On my 25th anniversary of running 
this race, I got to go on the trail with 
my son, Rohn. That was a great part of 
my joy to have my son out there.” 
Buser said that Rohn just got word that 
he was accepted at RPI college, his 
first choice. He joked that now that 
he’s got college bills to pay, he would 
have to do well in future Iditarod races 
and would be far off from retiring. 

A surprise to himself was Sebastian 
Schnuelle, Canadian Yukon Quest and 
Iditarod veteran, as he cracked the top 
10, finishing in 10th position with 14 
dogs. Schnuelle and Zack Steer raced 


neck-and-neck from White Mountain 
on, and decided to give Nomeites a bit 
of a spectacle. Schnuelle waited for 
Steer at the ramp leading up to Front 
Street and both mushers then raced 
each other to the burled arch. Schnuelle 
won the race for 10th and brought 
home a paycheck of $39,200, while 
Steer finished 1 1th with $36,600. 

Local and Northwestern Alaska 
mushers arriving under the burled arch 
were Ed Iten, arriving with 1 1 dogs in 
Nome in 17th place; Aaron Burmeister 
with nine dogs, arriving in 19th place; 
John Baker coming in with 10 dogs in 
23rd position. Nomeite Melissa 
Owens led her six dogs, one in basket, 
to the finish line on Thursday, March 
13 , finishing in 30th place. Kotzebue’s 
Louis Nelson Sr. finished in 38th 
place, and his son, Robert Nelson, fin- 


ished in 42nd place. 

Canadian William Kleedehn re- 
ceived the Rookie of the Year award 
for being the first Iditarod rookie to 
cross the finish line. Kleedehn came in 
27th position. Kleedehn also won the 
Herbie Nayokpuk Spirit award. Most 
inspirational musher award went to 
Jennifer Frekking, for continuing on 
her journey after one of her team dogs 
was hit and killed by a snowmachine 
between Galena and Nulato. 

The last musher to arrive in Nome 
was Deborah Bicknell, who offi- 
cially not only finished her race, but 
also wrapped up the entire 2008 Idi- 
tarod. The Red Lantern musher came 
in Monday at 8:36 p.m. with eight 
dogs. She finished in 78th position 
with a total trail time of 15 days, 5 
hours, 36 minutes and 12 seconds.

• Pen Air Spirit of Alaska Award— This 
year’s recipient was Lance Mackey from 
Fairbanks. Mackey also received $500 
credit for travel or freight. 

• GCI Dorothy G. Page Halfway 
Award— Presented by Gary Samuelson 
to DeeDee Jonrowe from Willow, who 
was the first musher to arrive in Cripple. 
Jonrowe received $2,500 in gold nuggets 
and a beautiful trophy. 

• Millennium Hotel Anchorage Alaskan 
First To the Yukon Award— Presented to 
Lance Mackey, who was the first Musher 
to arrive in Ruby. While in Ruby, Mackey 
received a seven-course meal. Mackey re- 
ceived an additional $5,000 in $1 bills as 
the “after-dinner mint” for his efforts.

Award— Presented to Jeff King from De- 
nali. King was the first musher to arrive in 
the Gold Coast community of Unalakleet.

• Nome Kennel Club Fastest Time from 
Safety to Nome Award— Cim Smyth 
from Big Lake was able to complete the 
22-mile run from Safety to Nome in 2 
hours and 11 minutes. He received $500 
for his efforts.

Musher Award— Was awarded to War- 
ren Palfrey, from Yellow Knife, Canada. 
Palfrey completed his first Iditarod in 
2006, finishing in 60th position. He fin- 
ished the 2008 Iditarod in 26th position. 

• Rookie of the Year— The Rookie of the 
Year Award has been sponsored by Jerry 
and Clara Austin of St. Michael since 1980. 
The 2008 Rookie of the Year was William 
Kleedehn from Carcross, Canada.

Brother Philip Drouin 

Alfred- Brother Philip Drouin 
died at the age of 87 at Goodall Hos- 
pital in Sanford on February 26 after 
a long illness.

when not supervising children’s in- 
door games in the parish hall. 

In 1988 he went to Nome, Alaska 
to serve as pastoral assistant in St. 
Joseph’s parish. In the words of the 
Nome District Court Magistrate writ- 
ing to the Bishop of Fairbanks, 
Brother Philip became “a comfort to 
bereaved families and an unequalled 
counselor to children, youth and oth- 
ers, without regard to background or 
denomination. He is accessible to all 
that desire help or a caring ear. He 
is always there when needed, which 
is often.” In short, Bother Philip was 
loved, admired and respected by all 
who knew him. In a special citation, 


the Seventeenth Alaska Legislature 
honored him for having helped the 
homeless as a “street minister.” 
After walking the streets of Nome, 
helping the needy, befriending the 
friendless and lending a caring ear 
for ten years to anyone who needed 
it, Brother Philip returned home to 
Alfred in 1998 to rest in the midst of 
his brothers. Needless to say that the 
words of scripture apply to him: 
“Whatsoever you do to the least of 
my brethren that you do unto me.” 

Brother Philip is survived by four 
sisters: Rita Drouin and Jeannette 
Drouin, both of Waterville, ME, Sis- 
ter Constance Drouin of Newport, 
VT, and Sister Martin Drouin of 
Denham, MA.

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Nome Board of Education hires new NPS business manager

The Nome Board of Education ap- 
proved hiring Jenny Martens as busi- 
ness manager for Nome Public 
Schools for FY 2009 at a meeting 
March 1 1 . Martens , who has worked 
for the past 10 years as business 
manager for the Petersburg City 
School District, will receive a salary 
of $78,000 under a 12-month con- 
tract beginning July 16. 

NPS superintendent Stan Lujan 
assured the Board that Martens will 
have transition planning time with 
outgoing NPS business manager 
Amy Lujan, and that he will work on 
transition plans with incoming NPS 
Superintendent Rick Luthi. The Lu- 
jans plan to semi-retire and move to 
Juneau, as noted in the superinten- 
dent’s report. 

The board also approved a con- 
tract for tenured teacher Burdette 
Maffit for the 2008-2009 school 
year. Stan Lujan said Maffit has 30 
days beginning March 17 to decide 
whether to sign the contract. He said 
he will know by March 17 which 
teachers who received contracts ap- 
proved by the Board in February 
have signed their contracts and 
which of them do not intend to return 
to NPS. 

A proposed FY 2008 general fund 
budget revision for a revenue reduc- 
tion of $145,788 received Board ap- 
proval. The revision reconciled 
revenue to the final student count for 
the current school year, which was 
lower than expected, explained Amy 
Lujan. The reconciliation was ac- 
complished primarily by moving 
$97,238 of a proposed $125,675 for 
installing Direct Digital Temperature 


Controls at Nome Elementary 
School to the FY 2009 budget. The 
proposed contractor, James Morgan 
of SystemsHOUSE Inc. had said his 
firm could not complete the project 
until this summer, which extended 
the work over two fiscal years. 

Additional savings were generated 
by finalizing grants and shifting 
wages to grants where possible and 
by making numerous changes in 
other areas, Amy Lujan reported. 
“These budget revisions can be ex- 
tremely painful,” she noted, “and I 
am grateful for the attitude of the en- 
tire administrative team in helping us 
make ends meet, while minimizing 
the impact on students and staff.” 

The Board approved a contract 
with SystemHOUSE Inc. for Phase 
II of the DDC system for NPS — 
complete modernization of the pneu- 
matic controls currently operating 
the secondary heating and ventilation 
equipment at NES— with $28,437 al- 
located for the work in FY 2008 and 
$97,238 in FY 2009. Board member 
Albert McComas questioned a state- 
ment in the contract that upgrading 
two fan pressure controls to variable 
frequency drive had not been ap- 
proved. Stan Lujan said he will ob- 
tain information about the issue for 
the Board, and he assured McComas 
the contract can be amended if nec- 
essary. 

Phase II of the radon mitigation 
plan has been competed, the superin- 
tendent reported, and all areas com- 
pleted in phases I and II have a 
reading below the 3 .9 pico unit max- 
imum determined by the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. NPS will 
continue to monitor mitigated areas 


in the next three years to ensure pico 
readings remain at 3.9 or lower, as 
guaranteed under the phase II con- 
tract, he added. 

The Board adopted a resolution in 
support of a proposed trip to Costa 
Rica for Nome-Beltz High School 
Spanish class students and a resolu- 
tion recommending that Anvil City 
Science Academy submit an applica- 
tion for renewal as a Charter School 
to the Alaska Department of Educa- 
tion and Early Development. Board 
member Betsy Brennan said the ap- 
plication was well done and she had 
learned a lot from reading it. 

In June of 2009 the NPS Spanish 
Club plans to take 10 to 15 Spanish 
class students to Costa Rica under 
the supervision of Spanish teacher 
Erika Eaton with other adult chaper- 
ones as necessary. Eaton’s proposal 
stipulates that students who have 
successfully completed Spanish II 
will receive preference as partici- 
pants. The 10-day trip will include 
language classes at Intercultura Lan- 
guage School in Heredia, located 
about 20 minutes from San Jose, 
Costa Rica’s capitol. Each student 
who participates will provide fund- 
ing for his or her trip, supplemented 
with collective fundraising by the 
NPS Spanish Club. 

Board members approved a math 
core curriculum for 7th through 12th 
grade students with resources and 
support materials as recommended 
by a committee of teachers and ad- 
ministrators. They also approved the 
first reading of a revision of the NPS 
bid process to increase the amount of 
purchases that require informal writ- 
ten quotes from between $2,000 and

Eighth grader Gabriel Cabrera took 
first place at a recent statewide junior 
high school wrestling tournament in Fair- 
banks, posting a perfect 25-0 score for the 
season, reports Janeen Sullivan, principal 
of Nome-Beltz Junior/Senior High 
School. Cabrera’s coach is LieuDell 
Goldsberry. 

Sullivan said Nome-Beltz has received 
$5 ,000 to host a junior high school bas- 
ketball tournament from Norton Sound 
Economic Development Corp., through 
the work of NSEDC board member Don 
Stiles of Nome. “The funds will be used 
to help other teams with the expense of 
flying to Nome as well as to pay refer- 
ees,” Sullivan said. “The gate receipts 
and concessions funds will be put back 
into this fund to perpetuate it to make this 
tournament an annual event.” 

McComas takes issue with 
press 

Referring to a recent editorial and 
an article in The Nome Nugget , Mc- 
Comas said they had created mis- 
conceptions that hiring authority is 
solely the superintendent’s, and the 


board had tried to take it away from 
him. He noted a high turnover rate at 
NPS, including five junior/senior 
high school principals in last seven 
years and three elementary principals 
in last seven years, adding that some- 
thing seems to be wrong with reten- 
tion and there may be something the 
Board can do about it. 

In regard to the Board’s recent 
delay in approving a contract for Ja- 
neen Sullivan as junior/senior high 
school principal for the 2008-2009 
school year, McComas said the 
Board had asked Stan Lujan three 
separate times for information he had 
in his possession and that if Lujan 
had given it to the board, there would 
have been no delay. McComas said 
the perception that some board mem- 
bers have a personal agenda is inac- 
curate, and they want to do what is 
in the long-term best interest of chil- 
dren of this district. 

Interviewed by phone following 
the meeting, McComas said last year 
at two regular meetings and a work 
session the Board had asked Stan 
Lujan to provide information that 
Sullivan had met qualifications for 
the junior/senior high school princi- 
pal position by the beginning of the 
current school year, as stipulated in 
the job description for the position. 
McComas said because the board 
had not received the requested infor- 
mation in January, “I made the mo- 
tion to pull [Sullivan’s contract 
renewal] for further consideration, 
and I made the motion to accept it 
when [the requested information] 
was provided.” 

Asked to explain what he meant 
by the perception of a personal 
agenda among board members, Mc- 
Comas said, “I took that as meaning 
I had something personal against Ja- 
neen, and I don’t. We do what we 
think is best for kids. We may not al- 
ways agree, but that is what most of 
us are trying to do.” 

McComas stated the NPS superin- 
tendent does not have final authority 
to hire NPS personnel by law or by 
policy and that ultimate hiring au- 
thority rests with the Board.

he could hitch up his team. 

Mackey said most teams blast right through 
Elim and make a run straight to White Moun- 
tain. Mackey figured to do something different. 
He thought that King would do whatever 
Mackey did, so Mackey baited him into Elim. 

“I put out some straw, bedded down my 
dogs, but I packed my stuff so it would be 
ready to go,” he said. 

“I drank three big cups of coffee, and I told 
the checker to wake me in an hour, and I layed 
down to sleep. King heard my instructions so 
he layed down too, but when I heard him snor- 
ing, I quietly got up and tried to sneak out. 
Jasper, the checker there, almost blew it for me 
when he said, ‘It hasn’t been an hour, yet.’ 


“I slowly worked my way to the door and 
said ‘I gotta take a leak!’ and then Jasper said, 
‘We have a bathroom in here.’ 

“I told him I just had to go check on my 
dogs.” The camera crew saw me going, and 
they started lighting up their lights and asked 
me if I was going somewhere. I said, ‘I am if 
you’ll let me.’” 

Once on the trail, Mackey kept looking be- 
hind him, but 15 minutes after he left the 
checkpoint he still didn’t see a light. “I kept 
looking down the trail and thought I was hallu- 
cinating when I saw the icebergs move, but no 
headlamp. I thought maybe he was running 
without a headlamp.” 

Mackey said he was about 10 miles out of 
Elim when a snowmachiner caught up with him 
and told him that King had left Elim about five 


minutes ago and was “pissed.” Mackey proba- 
bly had about 20 minutes on King at that time. 

Mackey said his team really took off when 
they saw the lights of Golovin. “We just rolled 
through Golovin and gained about 40 minutes 
by the time we got to White Mountain,” he 
said. At the mandatory rest stop in White 
Mountain, Mackey noticed King was walking 
when he came around the point and into the vil- 
lage. At White Mountain Mackey had 12 dogs 
compared to King’s 16. 

Mackey was about one hour into his run 
from White Mountain when his feet started to 
hurt him. He is a throat cancer survivor and has 
some nerve damage. He just kept pumping 
along and could see the glow in the sky from 
the lights of Nome when he was approaching 
Safety. He ran into some ice fog, but at the top 


of Cape Nome he could see the city lights. 

He said, “I almost got hit by snowmachiners 
a couple times.” 

Mackey suggested that it would be a wise 
safety move if there were a snowmachine es- 
cort along the trail into Nome. The snowma- 
chiners can’t see the mushers until they are 
right on top of them. 

Looking back on the race, Mackey had some 
suggestions about the criteria for the Humani- 
tarian Award. He said the scoring should be 
changed so that smaller teams could win the 
award. He said currently it goes to the team that 
is best known to the veterinarians. 

Still looking forward, Mackey is charged. 
He is ready to run the All Alaska Sweepstakes 
race nest week from Nome to Candle and re- 
turn. “This keeps me fired up!” he said.

Team effort needed to 
tackle homelessness, 
alcoholism in Nome

The recent death of Marjorie Nor- 
ton, a 42-year-old woman from 
Noatak, gave rise to an overdue de- 
bate regarding the compounded 
problem of alcohol excesses and 
homelessness in Nome. 

Norton was found at a residence 
known to be home to transient 
partiers seeking a place to sleep off 
the effects of a night of drinking in 
Nome. She was found dead by 
friends who also frequent the place 
at 610 West Fourth Avenue. 

Nome Police Chief Paul Burke said 
that no foul play seemed to have con- 
tributed to her death and refuted ru- 
mors that Norton was beaten, raped or 
murdered. Norton’s body was sent to 
the state medical examiner for an au- 
topsy. According to Burke, the medical 
examiner didn’t find any signs of out- 
ward violence as a cause of her death. 
“It’s a toxicological death— either dmg 
or alcohol related,” said Burke. 

The toxicological report will be 
released in four weeks. 

Norton’s death marks the third 
death this winter of visitors who did- 
n’t have adequate housing in Nome. 
On Dec. 4, William Lincoln, 77, of 
White Mountain died in a camper 
shell camp on West Beach while he 
was in Nome visiting his daughter, 
who lived with her boyfriend in the 
makeshift camp. There was no alco- 
hol involved, but the elderly man had 
complained about the bitter cold the 
night of his death. 

On Dec. 15, Merritt Segock, 44, 
of Elim died of exposure on the sea 
ice in front of Nome. Segock was 
found highly intoxicated and had ei- 
ther passed out on the ice or fell 
asleep there. Without adequate 
clothing or protection, Segock suc- 
cumbed to a combination of alcohol 
intoxication and hypothermia. He 
died on the sea ice. 

These are the extreme cases of a 
problem that put Nome on the na- 
tional radar as an alcoholic sin city 
after a syndicated news article inves- 


tigated binge drinking in so-called 
Alaska bush communities. 

“Alcohol abuse 
begets homelessness” 

This assessment by Police Chief 
Burke is a conclusion of what he and 
his officers see every day. Some- 
times, people as far as Texas can see 
it, too. “We had a lady from Texas 
call our dispatcher, saying there was 
a person lying on Front Street who 
needed assistance,” said Burke. 

The Texan had logged on to the 
city’s webcam and saw a drunk man 
passed out on the sidewalk. ’’Now, 
that’s not right,” said Burke. “Is that 
what we want people on the Internet 
to see of Nome? Is that what we want 
to see?” Burke said that while the 
fact should not be hidden, the roots 
of the problem need to be addressed, 
and the whole community needs to 
be part of the solution. 

Burke rattled down statistics in 
his office at the cop shop on Bering 
Street and quickly pointed to the in- 
tention to not get down on the so- 
called “inebriates” or “regulars,” but 
to offer help to make Nome a better 
place to live— for all. 

“We had 877 cases of Title 47s last 
year,” said Burke. Title 47 is the police 
code for people who are too drunk to 
take care of themselves. Last year saw 
a daily average of 2.4 people who fell 
under that code and were transported 
by the police to the Anvil City Correc- 
tional Center or to the hospital to sober 
up. Burke puts the number of chronic 
alcoholics wandering the streets of 
Nome to 14 individuals. 

In addition to the Nome “regulars” 
who get picked up, go to the jail or the 
hospital to sober up and start the game 
all over again once they’re out, Burke 
pointed to the high number of visitors 
who come to Nome and end up sad 
statistics as Title 47s. “There are peo- 
ple here for the price of a plane ticket, 
no contacts, no family, and these peo-

Return of the Sweepstakes revives the ‘Dog Days of Nome’ 


Editor’s note: The following is a historic ac- 
count of the first years of the All Alaska Sweep- 
stakes, provided to The Nome Nugget by the 
Carrie M. McLain Memorial Museum. 

By Esther Birdsall Darling, President of 
the Nome Kennel Club in 1916 

Since out of the far north have always come 
tales of adventure and achievement, hardship and 
heroism, it is not strange that out of the far north 
have come also the records of a sport unequalled 


in history for excitement, speed and endurance— 
the records of the famous dog races of Nome. 

The winter season here extends from the de- 
parture of the last boat of the open season late in 
October, to the arrival of the first boat early in 
June, and during this time the people of north- 
western Alaska are cut off from the rest of the 
world by a barrier of over a thousand miles of ice 
and snow; the only direct communication with the 
“Outside” being by the weekly government dog 
team mails and the wireless telegraph system. 


The men and women of this shut-in commu- 
nity, unusually active mentally and physically 
as is always the case in any frontier civilization, 
need an outlet for their superabundant energy 
in some diversion that is characteristic of their 
surroundings— for many pleasures are geo- 
graphically impossible. This diversion they 
have found in these thrilling contests over the 
snow- swept wastes of Seward Peninsula. 

In this country where dogs have always been 
an indispensable factor in the work of discovery 


and settlement, it is hardly surprising that they 
should be as well an indispensable factor in the 
most popular and representative sport; and it 
was because of a desire to make this sport a rec- 
ognized part of the life of the community that 
the Nome Kennel Club was organized in 1908 
with Albert Fink as its first president. 

From the very beginning there was much en- 
thusiasm and generous purses have been of-

Shouldn’t Happen 

Last week a woman was found dead in a house that had no heat, 
no electricity, and no running water. The building was used as a flop- 
house where people who needed shelter would go to get out of the 
wind and snow. The location had a history of numerous calls for po- 
lice assistance due to alcohol related problems. There are other sim- 
ilar structures in Nome. Earlier this winter there was a fire at an 
abandoned house. The squatter had lighted a candle to keep himself 
warm and was lucky to escape with just singed hair. The building was 
destroyed. 

We have a problem that needs a solution. This problem has many 
parts. The chronic alcohol abuse can’t be overlooked. Treatment cen- 
ters are needed. Asleep-off center in needed. A soup kitchen would be 
of use. We should not incur the expense of housing a drunk at the 
state jail or hospitalizing them. The jail and the hospital are not drunk 
tanks. Medical staff should not be expected to deal with combative 
drunks. We also have to realize that not every homeless person is a 
drunk. They may need an economic boost and an affordable home. 
We should also have some community compassion to realize that any 
one of us under unforeseen circumstances could end up in a similar 
predicament. 

Perhaps we need to reset out priorities and allocate funds for an 
emergency shelter; and be sure that a treatment center and low-in- 
come housing are available. We need to use our intelligence to find a 
way to be sure such tragedy does not happen again in our town.

A More Perfect Norton Sound

Last week Barack Obama gave his speech on race in America and he 
touched on a lot of issues about segregation in America.

What 
would the Mayor of Anchorage Mark Begich say if several hundred of his res- 
idents had no water and sewer even just for a few days. I’m sure he would 
call it a city crisis, a disaster. I know the Mayor would make every effort to 
hook those residents back up to water and sewer as soon as possible. An An- 
chorage resident without water and sewer is completely unacceptable and 
unimaginable. 

I ask myself then, why are we left out? Why are we treated so different? 
Does race play a role? Why don’t we call out for a crisis to fix our prob- 
lems? 

I know these are complex issues that can’t be resolved over night. I want 
our people to rise up and demand more. Only when we demand equality will 
we start to receive what we deserve, rather than what someone else gives us.

NSEDC board interviews three CEO 
candidates

Directors of Norton Sound Eco- 
nomic Development Corp. gathered 
in Nome March 17 to interview three 
candidates for chief executive officer 
of the company— Jason Evans, 
Randy Romenesko and Bob Walsh— 
reports Dan Harrelson, NSEDC 
board chairman and president. 
Evans, formerly of Nome, is presi- 
dent of an Anchorage firm, Financial 
Alaska. Romenesko resigned as 
Nome’s city manager last December 
after seven years in the position. 
Walsh, a former Nome resident who 
lives in Anchorage, reportedly works 
for US Sen. Lisa Murkowski. 

Earlier the NSEDC board had in- 
terviewed two other applicants for 
the CEO position, Sam Towerak of 
Unalakleet and Bob Miller of An- 
chorage, Harrelson said. He de- 
clined to predict when the board will 
select a CEO to replace Eugene 
Asicksik, who resigned from the po- 
sition Dec. 31, but noted that the 
board plans to conduct further dis- 
cussions with two candidates, per- 
haps as soon as this week. 

Harrelson said the board also held 
a special meeting March 17 in Nome

pie have no place to stay here,” said 
Burke. “They end up sleeping in 
doorways, or shacks or even aban- 
doned cars, if they’re not continu- 
ously wandering the streets of Nome 

The police chief could think on the 
spot of four dwellings in Nome that 
give shelter to homeless people or 
visitors with no Nome address. He 
said the houses are a public safety 
hazard as they don’t have working 
plumbing and human waste is every- 
where, inside and outside the build- 
ings. “These homes are either on the 
abatement list or in the abatement 
process, but they’re still there causing 
chronic problems,” said Burke. “We 
know where these places are, they’re 
unsafe, there’s no power; these places 
are cold, dangerous and filthy.” 

Nowhere to go 

Nome— unlike Bethel, Kotzebue, 
Fairbanks and Anchorage— does not 
have an alcohol treatment center fa- 
cility to address the problem over the 
long term. Norton Sound Health 
Corp. submitted a request for funding 
for an alcohol and substance abuse 
treatment center to the Alaska Legis- 
lature. Not until the Legislature fin- 
ishes its 90-day session will NSHC 
find out where that request stands. 

Nome also lacks a homeless shel- 
ter. Since the Polaris Hotel was exclu- 
sively rented out to AMI, the 
contractor building the Rock Creek 
gold mine for NovaGold, inexpensive 
hotel rooms became non-existent in 
Nome and put even more villagers in 
the situation of having nowhere to go. 

As a last resort, some desperate 
families ended up banging on the door 
of the Bering Sea Women’s Group, but 
were turned away because, by man- 
date, BSWG is only allowed to offer 
shelter to battered and abused women. 
Samaria Ross, executive director of 
BSWG, said that this winter marked a 
disturbing trend as they had to turn 
away whole families who were seek- 
ing temporary shelter from the cold. 

The housing market in Nome is 
such that even people with a well- 
paid, steady job have a hard time 
finding homes to buy or to rent. 
Nome Sweet Homes Realtor Melissa 
Ford said that unlike the situation in 
the Lower 48, the Nome housing 
market is characterized by many 
buyers and very few homes or prop- 
erties for sale. “There aren’t many 
houses for sale,” said Ford. “And 
most homes are over $200,000.” 

That’s a pie in the sky for most fam- 
ilies who are hit by the threat of evic- 
tion for whatever reason. Ford said 
there are definitely not enough apart- 
ments or houses available to meet the 
demand in Nome. The high demand 
for housing or rent has sent costs up, so 
that people have to cough up $2.10 per 
square foot for a new apartment or 
home. “I have seen families getting 
evicted, looking for housing and even- 
tually they had to leave Nome. They 
just couldn’t make it,” said Ford. 

Ford said there is long-term help out 
there in the form of affordable housing 
programs for low-income residents of- 
fered through the USD A and Nome 


Eskimo Community. Families on the 
lower-end of the pay scale who get dis- 
placed with nowhere to go, however, 
sometimes don’t have the luxury of 
time to apply for loans or cannot afford 
to be on a year-long waiting list. 

Nome Community Center execu- 
tive director Lance Johnson knows an 
example of a family, who was evicted 
from their home and who— without 
his intervention— would have expe- 
rienced the nightmare to not only lose 
their home, but also have their chil- 
dren taken away by Office of Chil- 
dren Services for not having a home. 

Janet Ahmasuk, Rural Victim Serv- 
ice Coordinator with BSWG, gave a 
few more examples of tragedies that 
hit some people this winter. Not al- 
ways does the tragedy end in a death, 
but in hopelessness. For example, 
women seeking shelter at BSWG 
eventually transition out, and as they 
seek a new life away from abuse, ob- 
stacles seem insurmountable. 

In Nome, housing for women with 
more than three children is impossi- 
ble to find, said Ahmasuk. “They then 
go back to their abuser, the abuse 
starts again, gets worse and the 
women bounce back to the women’s 
shelter, where again, they find no 
home, no job and they end up going 
back to their abuser in the village and 
the cycle starts all over again,” Ah- 
masuk said. The Bering Strait Hous- 
ing Authority, the federal low-income 
housing authority in the region, has a 
bedroom stipulation stating that 
moms with more than two children 
have to be housed in a sufficiently big 
enough house, of which there are not 
enough available in Nome. Hence, 
the choice is either to go back home 
to the village and abuser or become 
homeless with children in Nome. 

Ahmasuk also said that another 
overlooked problem is elder abuse 
and the heartbreak that follows when 
elders have to leave their village for 
their own safety, but have no re- 
sources or ability to fend for them- 
selves in a new strange town. 

In December BSWG had to turn 
away 14 people, partly because they 
were families including males— no 
men allowed at BSWG— or because 
the women seeking shelter were re- 
leased from jail at 2 a.m., seeking a 
warm place, but BSWG is not allowed 
to take in perpetrators. “Most of these 
gals just want to get their feet warm,” 
said Ahmasuk. “In the homeless world, 
the men get the better spots, they get 
the warmer spots and they kick out the 
ladies, who then come to us. 

“Homelessness is a very complex 
problem here in town,” said Ahma- 
suk. “People are homeless for many 
different reasons.” 

Whose responsibility? 

A group that emerged out of the 
Community Safety Group— the 
safety group looks into the issue of 
missing persons and unsolved 
deaths— has begun to tackle the issue 
of public intoxication and its effects 
on the community. 

All agree that this problem is be- 
yond the scope of one entity or 
agency to fix. Police Chief Burke 
said that in February a Community 


Safety Team formed and received 
training to formulate a community 
plan to attack the issue. 

“Consider the team as a strike 
team, a small group of people who 
do a precision strike on a particular 
issue,” described Burke. “Our issue 
is drinking and intoxicated people. 
It’s a broad problem, which requires 
a number of strategies to work on, 
but once we deal with that issue and 
solve it, we go on to the next and that 
will be the use of alcohol and sub- 
stance abuse by teens.” 

City council member Jerald 
Brown is also a member of the Com- 
munity Safety Team and added, “I’ve 
known quite a few individuals who 
didn’t seem to have a place to live. 
Some ended up dying of exposure. 
The fact that there is no safe place for 
them to go, concerns me.” Brown 
said that he’d like to see an alcohol 
rehabilitation center in town. “Nome 
is a very alcoholic town and it seems 
to me that we should do something 
to help some of the citizens who 
can’t help themselves,” Brown said. 

Brown suggested a combination 
of efforts. “Kawerak has funding 
sources, the hospital should play a 
role, as well as the faith-based com- 


munity and the City should partici- 
pate at some level,” said Brown. 
“It’s bigger than any one can solve 
on their own.” 

NCC director Johnson said his 
concern is for families who get 
kicked out of their homes for what- 
ever reason and need places to stay 
as a family, that they not be tom apart 
by child protection laws or agencies. 
“We need temporary housing facili- 
ties with dedicated staff, planning 
and commitment to help these folks 
that are for varying reasons dis- 
placed,” Johnson said. “We need a 
committed building here to provide 
services to the homeless, or the tem- 
porarily homeless.” 

Ahmasuk added that to alleviate 
some of the immediate needs, the 
city should make a public building 
available and open it to homeless — 
at least to get them out of the cold. 
She also said the issue needs to be 
addressed at the state level and at the 
Alaska Federation of Natives confer- 
ence. “It seems to me that there 
should be something like alcohol and 
substance abuse as well as elder 
abuse on the agenda— at least at the 
Youth and Elders Conference,” Ah- 
masuk said.

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In the Sweepstakes, dropped dogs can be worth $100,000

Mushers in the All Alaska Sweep- 
stakes will drop dogs if an official 
race veterinarian decides the dog’s 
injury or health is life-threatening. If 
this happens , the musher may finish 
the race, but not in first place for the 
grand payday of $100,000. 

A lead judge, Dr. Denny Albert, 
upon recommendation of the lead vet- 
erinarian, may in the interest of dog 
care and humane treatment require a 
dog dropped to save its life, according 
to current rules. Besides being dis- 
qualified from winning first place, a 
team that has to drop a dog will suffer 
a 10-hour penalty. Injured dogs must 
be carried to the nearest checkpoint 
for treatment and evaluation by a vet. 

Should a dog die, the musher must 
notify officials as soon as possible. 
The same penalties apply: no first- 
place finish and a 10-hour penalty. 

Instead, the musher and team may 
still vie for one of the money finishes, 
second through ninth places. The of- 
ficial veterinarian’s word is law on 
whether a dog needs to be dropped. 

Old race rules said that the mush- 
ers had to return with all and the 
same dogs with which he started the 
race, with tired, sick or injured dogs 
riding home in the sled basket. How- 
ever, this is 2008 and rules had to be 
updated, lead judge A1 Crane told 
checkpoint personnel Friday. 

“We have 20 original rules and 20 
interpretations. It is in the interpreta- 
tions that we plugged modern think- 
ing into the rules,” Crane said. 

Dogs can ride in the basket this 
year if their condition is not life- 
threatening, leaving the musher still 
eligible for winner-takes-all 
$100,000 first place. 

“An orthopedic injury will not be 
considered life-threatening,” Phil 
Schobert, executive race director, said 
Monday. A dog cannot run tied behind 
or running loose in front of the team. 

Crane instructed checkpoint offi- 
cials to observe the condition of dogs

fered that have ranged from ten to 
three thousand dollars, according to 
the financial conditions prevailing, 
not only in Alaska, but generally — 
for many contributions come from 
liberal friends “Outside.” 

It was early seen that not only 
would the races furnish much of the 
winter entertainment, but there would 
be a consistent effort on the part of the 
dog owners and dog drivers to im- 
prove the breed of sled dogs, which 
up to this time had been but little con- 
sidered; an effort to instill into all dog 
users an intelligent understanding of 
the accepted fact that care and kind- 


passing through and report any ques- 
tionable dog conditions to race offi- 
cials for referral to race veterinarians. 

Race rules strictly forbid mistreat- 
ment of dogs and specifically the use 
of whips. 

“No whips, no crap. That doesn’t 
work anymore,” Crane declared, and 
added that he had been responsible 
for tightening up rules on other races 
he had led. 

Crane said the race veterinarians 
had been chosen from vets experi- 
enced in other major races, including 
the Iditarod and Yukon Quest. Offi- 
cials will be doing random dog 
checks on dog welfare. 

Any musher thinking that another 
musher is not following the rules may 
file a protest anywhere along the trail. 
However, once three teams have 
crossed the finish in Nome, checkers 
at checkpoints must require all mush- 
ers left on the trail to sign a waiver 
that they will not file any further 
protests. The first team across the line 
in Nome might not be the winner. Be- 
cause the teams left the start in two- 
minute intervals, judges were to 
adjust the elapsed times by 32 min- 
utes (16 teams multiplied by two min- 
utes) at a place known only to them. 
Official times and order of finish— ac- 
cording to elapsed time would be 
inked within 24 hours, Crane said. 

About 50 race volunteers— check- 
point officials, ham radio operators 
and first aid crews — attended the 
briefing by Crane, first responder cap- 
tain Tom Vaden and Colby Carter, 
head of local ham radio group 
SPARC. Checkpoints— once gold 
mining settlements and now deserted 
decrepit camps for the most part— are 
Fort Davis, Hastings, Cape Nome, 
Safety, Solomon, Topkok, Timber, 
Council, Boston, Telephone, Haven, 
First Chance, Gold Run and Candle. 
The return is by the same route with a 
musher required to sign in both ways. 

Communications for the race are 
traveling by satellite phone and ham 


ness to their dogs bring the quickest 
and surest returns from all stand- 
points. This has resulted in the devel- 
opment of such a high standard for 
dogs that not alone is acknowledged 
throughout Alaska, but their su- 
premacy is conceded the world over. 

When Amundsen contemplated 
making a dash to the North Pole, it was 
to Nome that he wrote for dogs; and 
while he subsequently gave up the voy- 
age, the dogs selected for him were af- 
terwards used by Leonhard Seppala in 
a team which twice won the All Alaska 
Sweepstakes and the Ruby Derby. 

Vilhjalmur Stefansson, too, turned 
to Nome for dogs when he went at 
the head of a Canadian Expedition to

Nome’s Janice Doherty dropped 
the Nome Kennel Club flag Wednes- 
day as All Alaska Sweepstakes queen 
to send off the $100,00 winner-takes- 
all All Alaska Sweepstakes sled dog 
teams on a 408 -mile round-trip race 
to and from Candle— a place where 
her family has roots. 

The race is running the route that 
Doherty’s grandmother and family 
followed in moving from Candle, a 
hub of mining activity, to Nome by 
dog sled in 1924. 

Doherty donned her regal robes 
Tuesday after she raised the most 
money of the All Alaska Sweep- 
stakes queen nominees — $11,244. 
The queen’s contest traditionally has 
raised purses for finishers after first 
place— the amount and the number 
of places depending on queen contest 
involvement. This time the queen 
and her court raised more than 
$40,000 for nine race finishers. 

Doherty was thrilled to have a part 
in the centennial celebration of the 
Sweepstakes, she said. 

“To be a part of this event is ab- 
solutely touching to me; the people 
who have supported me in this race 
and the community involvement and 
the togetherness that this has brought 
forth has really shown what a com- 
munity can do when they come to- 
gether to support something that they 
believe in, that is so important as a 
part of their roots,” Doherty said. 

But more personally, it was an 
honor also to commemorate Do- 
herty’s family history. “For my 
grandmother to be here to witness 
this so many years later, to be able 
to be here to relive this event and 
to know that’s where our history 
came from, because my great 
grandfather, Robert Snyder, named 
Candle after the candle brush that 
grows there. It is a complete honor 
to represent our past and our pres- 
ent,” Doherty said. 

Eight other contestants will round 
out the queen’s court and make it 
possible for more mushers to finish 
in the money, down to 10th place. 

As in the original Sweepstakes 
first run in 1908, Doherty’s contribu- 
tion along with money raised by 
other contestants — $40,387 at $5 a 
vote— will go into the runners-up 
purse to pay for one finisher for each 
queen candidate. 

According to traditional rules, 
distribution of the queen contest 
money means that after the first- 
place team collects the $100,000 
race purse, Doherty’s contest 
money awaits second official fin- 
isher, second-place queen contest- 
ant Kristina Rasmussen-Hoffert’s 
money — $9,892 — will go to the 
third finisher and so on. Additional 
members of the queen’s court and 
their purse contributions at $5 a 
vote are: Dana Sherman, $6,441; 
Tammy Gologergen, $5,607; Peggy 
Darling, $5,437; Meredith Ahma- 
suk, $2,091; Katie Schobert, $140; 
and Myrna Outwater, $100. 

Kirsten Timbers, head of the 
queen contest, said the candidates 
collected money in checks, cash 
and gold. The gold counted at the 
going price the day the candidate 
received it. Each of the nine finish- 
ers after the grand winner will re- 
ceive a metallic gold purse at the 
finish line containing any gold col- 
lected by the corresponding queen 
place winner plus a certificate for 
the cash and checks to be redeemed 
at Wells Fargo Bank. 

“I read the book [Esther Birdsall 
Darling’s Baldy, an account of the 
All Alaska Sweepstakes of old] and 
added my own little twists, to make it 
symbolic,” Timbers said. 

The queen candidates sold Valen- 
tine baskets, exchanged donated hair- 
dos for votes, put on shows and 
auctions and cranked out chili con 
carne as fundraisers. 

It was great to work with women 
who had so much passion for the 
project, Timbers said. 

“They threw bake sales to steak 
feeds. The contestants had some fan- 
tastic fundraisers. One raised money 
by taking people out of town to Far- 
ley’s Camp to watch Iditarod mush- 
ers come in,” she said. (Doherty even 
auctioned a river rock for $55.) 


The community gave enthusiastic 
support, Doherty said. 

“We not only fed a community 
that not only donated their time 
and money to come in and have 
food, but also bid on different 
items — gold nuggets, fur hats, 
beautiful complete parka sets for 
children, flight- seeing trips, dog 
mushing rides and beautiful 
beaded jewelry,” Doherty said. “I 
wanted to do this to ensure a 
musher wouldn’t leave Nome’s 
trail empty-handed; to leave with 
an empty poke would not be satis- 
factory in my book. I wanted them 
to know that their efforts did not 
go unnoticed, to actually come to 
this historical event and walk away 
with something,” she added. 

Timbers had a memento for 
each of the queen’s court. She took 
$50 from each woman’s nomina- 
tion fee of $100 and bought com- 
memorative ivory jewelry. The 
queen has a bracelet with different 
husky dogs scrimshawed on each 
piece. Second- and third-place can- 
didates have sled dog earrings. 
Queen candidates fourth through 
ninth have earrings with huskies 
scrimshawed on them. 

More money was on the way for 
mushers with queen nominees run- 
ning an auction Friday, March 28 to 
further beef up the mushers’ prizes.

Nome boys cap season 
as third best in state 


The Nome Boys basketball team 
placed third in the class 3 A basket- 
ball tournament. 

The Nome boys advanced to the 
state semi-finals by defeating 
Hutchison High School in the open- 
ing round. Nome then lost to Her- 
itage Christian School of Anchorage 
in the second round. The Nome boys 
came back and defeated the Eielson 
Ravens on the final day of the tour- 
nament to place third. 

The Nome Boys end the season 
with 24 victories as well as being the 
Western Conference champions. The 
Nome boys’ third-place finish at state 
was Nome’s highest finish at the 
class 3A state tournament since plac- 
ing third in the 2000-2001 season. 

Senior starters Josh Head and Jor- 
dan Miller ended their Nanook play- 
ing careers with an impressive 46-9 
record over the last two seasons. The 
46 victories are the most wins in any 
two-year stretch for the Nome boys 
basketball team, according to avail- 
able results. Nome junior Jesse 
Blandford and sophomore Jeremy 
Head were each named to the All- 
Tournament Team. Cheerleader Thre- 
cia Mocan was named to the 
Cheerleading All-Tournament team. 
Jeremy Head and Banner Romenesko 
were named to the Good Sport Team. 

Nome Boys 59 - Hutchison 51 

The Nome boys defeated the 
Hutchison Hawks in their opening 
round game at the state tournament. 
Hutchison, the second-place team 
from the Aurora Conference, brought 
a 19-7 record into the game. 

Nome jumped out the an early 21- 
9 lead before being outscored by 12 
in the second quarter as the Hawks 
forged a 29-29 tie at the half-time. 

The Nanooks came back and re- 
gained the lead by outscoring the 
Hawks by 15 in the third quarter. 
Jesse Blandford led the way with 19 
points, including four three-point 
field goals. Jordan Miller added 15. 
Josh and Jeremy Head combined to 
grab 18 of the Nanooks’ 32 rebounds 
in the game. 

Heritage Christian 61 - Nome Boys 49 

The Nome Boys played Heritage 
Christian in the state semi-finals on 


Friday night. The other semi-final 
featured the Haines Glacier Bears 
versus the Eielson Ravens. 

The Nanooks committed nine first- 
half turnovers and fell behind 27-21 
at the half. Heritage Christian, well 
known for stalling when ahead, began 
making use of the tactic early in the 
third quarter. Nome pressed and 
played aggressive man-to-man de- 
fense for the remainder of the game 
but was never able to close the gap. 

Nome was led by Jeremy Head’s 
13 points. Blandford scored 10 
points and grabbed a game-high 
eight rebounds. Junior Samuels pro- 
vided tremendous energy off the 
bench while scoring 10 points and 
grabbing five rebounds. 

Nome Boys 60 - Eielson 56 

The Nome boys defeated Eielson 
in the third-place game at the state 
tournament. Eielson ’s record going 
into the game was 24-3 . 

The Nome victory allowed the 
Nanooks to match the Ravens for the 
most wins (24) of any 3A school in 
Alaska this season. 

Nome jumped out to a quick 21-9 
lead at the end of the first quarter. 
Eielson outscored Nome 31-23 over 
the next two quarters to make a very 
close game of it. Nome held on for a 
four-point win behind the clutch 
fourth-quarter free-throw shooting of 
Samuels, Jeremy Head and Bland- 
ford. Nome was led by Blandford ’s 
21, Jeremy Head’s 18 and Josh 
Head’s 10 points and 12 rebounds. 

Nome attempted 29 free-throws in 
the game compared to just eight at- 
tempts by the Ravens. 

Nome’s final record for the 2007-08 
season ended at 24 wins and four losses.

skied and out shot their rival in what 
turned to be a runaway upset, with 
over a six-minute margin of victory. 

Representing Western Alaska was 
the crew’s youngest member, 15 -year- 
old freshman Emerson Conger of 
Nome. After skiing the first 2k loop, 
Conger was able to settle his heart 
rate down enough to hit a 1 .5 inch tar- 
get (from over a half football field 
away) 3 of 5 times in the prone (lying 
down) position. After the second lap 
he matched a personal best by hitting 
a 4.5 inch target 3 of 5 times in the 
tougher offhand (standing) position. 

Conger had earned his first medal, 
an individual bronze in the 7.5k Mass 
Start Race, the preceding day. He was 
able to move up in the standings in 
each of his individual races, going 
from sixth, to fourth, to third. Con- 
ger’s split in the relay proved to be the 
third fastest for boys. 

Representing girls from the West- 
ern Interior was Nikki Fennimore, a 
sophomore from Galena. The team’s 
third skier bounced back from leaving 
three targets standing in the prone po- 
sition to hitting them all offhand. 
Fennimore too, was adding a gold to a 
previously earned bronze metal, hav- 
ing finished third two days earlier in 
the 6k Sprint. 

The team’s edge over Yukon in 
missed shots (9 to 16) was guaranteed 
by the foursome’s best shooter, 
Kelsey Boyer. The Fairbanks junior 
was the only competitor to shoot 
clean, thus forcing the Yukon unit to 
take seven more trips around the 
short, but time-consuming, penalty 
loop. 

Boyer’s sharp shooting allowed 
him the fastest split among boys, and 
enabled him to complete his metallic 
color set. He would add his gold ulu 
to a previously won silver ulu in the 
7.5k Mid-distance Race, and bronze 
ulu in the 6.0k Sprint Race. 

The Western Interior was also rep- 
resented by two competitors in the 
snowshoe biathlon competition. 
Ruby Campbell, a junior from 
Tanana, won two golds and a silver in 
the senior snowshoe biathlon divi- 
sion. Jesse Reynolds, a freshman 
from Savoonga, took one bronze ulu 
in the junior snowshoe division. 

Two other athletes with ties to the 
region also competed. Sierra Corsetti, 
of Unalakleet, was the lone Western 
Interior representative in the classic 
and skate skiing competition. For- 
mer Nomeite Jeff Buie, now living in 
Fairbanks, won gold in the Snowshoe 
Biathlon. 


The Arctic Winter Games has been 
held every two years, starting in 1970. 
It began with several hundred com- 
petitors from three locations; Alaska, 
Yukon, and the Northwest Territories, 
but has grown to become an event 
with over 2,000 participants from 
nine locations. These include the 
original three, plus Nunavut (what 
used to be eastern Northwest Territo- 
ries), Northern Alberta, Nunavik 
(Arctic Quebec), Greenland, Yamal (a 
region in Russia), and the Sami (the 
people of northern Scandinavia). 


The games have the look and feel 
of the Olympics, with elaborate open- 
ing and closing ceremonies, and a 
large torch burning throughout. Each 
night ulus are awarded and national 
anthems played for each of the com- 
petitors earning gold. There are 18 
sports ranging from traditional native 
games to table tennis. There are lots 
of opportunities for young rural 
Alaskans to participate in the 2010 
games, which will be held in northern 
Alberta.

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Johnson makes it five straight 
with wins at BSSD Ski and 
Biathlon Championships

Imagine a NASCAR racer having 
a wheel fall off and not stopping in 
the pit to replace it, or a marathon 
runner losing a shoe, and trying to 
get to the finish line with one bare 
foot instead of stopping to put it back 
on. 

Such was the strategy that regional 
junior high skiing phenom Shyler 
Johnson of Unalakleet employed 
during the first lap of the biathlon 
race at the 30th annual Bering Strait 
School District’s Ski and Biathlon 
Championships in White Mountain 
this past weekend. 

After losing his pole in deep snow 
on a short, steep section at the begin- 
ning of the race, Johnson decided to 
chase his competitors rather than 
climb back up to retrieve the piece of 
equipment. The choice nearly 
proved too costly, but by grabbing 
his pole on the final lap, Johnson was 
able to use his superior ski skills to 
fight his way back for an astonishing 
come-from-behind, seven- second 
victory. 

The win extended Johnson’s 
amazing gold medal streak on the 
year in junior high boy’s ski or 
biathlon races to five. It also allowed 
him to stake claim to his first Ski 
Meister Trophy, the award for the top 
skier in each age category. 

Asa Bergamaschi of White Moun- 
tain took second place in biathlon. 
Nome’s Brendan Wehde balanced a 
bad fall with flawless shooting (he 
was the only boy, junior high or high 
school, to make all ten shots), to take 
the bronze medal. 

The threesome of outstanding boy 
skiers beat out 26 other competitors 
to finish in the same order as they did 
in the 3K Sprint Race the day before. 
Understandably, the team awards 
also matched the top three finishing 
order. 

Hometown speedster Precious 
Lincoln won both of the junior high 


girl’s races on familiar ski trails in 
the meet’s largest category (34 
skiers). Her victories did not come 
without challenge, though, as the dy- 
namic duo from Unalakleet, Season 
Haugan (silver and bronze), Jonisha 
Wilson (bronze and silver), pushed 
Lincoln hard. The three medal win- 
ners posted such fast times in the ski 
race that if they had been racing 
against the boys they would have 
taken fourth, fifth, and sixth place. 

While not being able to secure in- 
dividual gold, the efforts of the Un- 
alakleet girls were enough to 
narrowly claim the first place team 
trophy over Lincoln’s White Moun- 
tain squad. Rosa Schmidt, Miranda 
Murphy and Arianna Horner, a trio 
of first year racers from Nome, 
banded together to outpace the seven 
remaining teams and capture the 
third place team trophy. 

Tara Schmidt, who captured her 
second straight High School Girl’s 
Ski Meister Trophy, dominated both 
of her races with 30 minute and 24 
minute margins of victory over Jo- 
lene Okleasik of Teller. The tune-up 
should prove valuable, as the Nome 
senior will face tough competition 
from Galena’s Nikki Fennimore, Un- 
alakleet’s Sierra Corsetti, and 
Tanana’s Ruby Campbell at this 
coming weekend’s rural state meet. 

After capturing the junior high Ski 
Meister Trophy last year, Emerson 
Conger of Nome added his first 
BSSD Championships high school 
Ski Meister Trophy. He was able to 
outdistance Paul Tomalonis of White 
Mountain and Alex Otten of Saint 
Michaels, who took silver and 
bronze each day. 

The Most Improved Skier Awards 
went to Brendan Wehde and Gam- 
bell’s Michelle Slwooko. While 
Wehde was able to shave 4:49 off his 
ski time from last year, Slwooko did 
the unimaginable by nearly cutting 
her time in half, going from 54 min-

assistance in his great achievements. 

Perhaps the most signal tribute of 
all to the remarkable reputation of the 
Nome Dogs was the fact that in 1915 
the French Government sent Lieu- 
tenant Rene Haas nearly 10,000 miles 
to secure Nome dogs for service in the 
Vosges Mountains; and these “little 
auxiliaries of a great war” as they were 
called by the celebrated by French 
writer, Leon de Tinseau, were so care- 
fully and wisely chosen by “Scotty” 
Allan for Lieutenant Haas that they are 
now recognized as an indispensable 
addition to the Alpine Corps in the 
matter of transportation where the use 
of horses and mules is impossible. 

The first great race took place 
with all the pomp and ceremony that 
marks the carnival time in sunnier 
lands. There was a holiday spirit in 
the very air; schools and the courts 
adjourned, and business houses were 
practically closed for there was no 
demand for anything but “inside in- 
formation” or “straight tips” during 
these famous Dog Days of Nome. 

The surging crowds that pushed their 
way through the narrow streets, laugh- 
ing and care-free, proudly wore the col- 
ors of their favorite teams. Pennants and 
streamers of the Kennel Club, gold and 
green, fluttered everywhere in the keen, 
crisp air. Heralds with their silver toned 
bugles announced the coming of a cho- 
sen Queen and her many Maids of 
Honor, fur-clad from head to foot, and 
brought in state to the decorated stands 
of the Kennel Club officials in sleds 
drawn by powerful huskies. 

Then followed the excitement of 
the starts when the teams, mad with 
the desire to be gone, plunged and 
barked and howled, straining at the 
harness and held only by the greatest 
difficulty by men who strove in vain 
to clam their impatience. 

The drivers, motionless, yet alert and 
watchful, waited the final signal through 
the tense moments of silence before the 
flag in the hands of the Queen should 
drop, and the dogs, released, should 
dash forward in their head-long flight — 
spurred on by wild and echoing cheers. 
Cheers that died away only as each team 
disappeared down the white trail that 
leads from Nome on Bering Sea, to 
Candle on the Arctic Ocean, a course of 
408 miles over one of the bleakest and 
most desolate regions of the North. 

These celebrations have now be- 
come a tradition in Nome, and the in- 
terest has grown as the capabilities of 
the dogs have developed, and the skill 
of the drivers increased, till the races 
are the greatest events of the year to 
the sport-loving enthusiasts whose 
support makes them possible. Not 
alone that, but they are now consid- 
ered of national and international im- 
portance— the progress and results of 
the various events being telegraphed 
in detail, and published in all of the 
great newspapers of the world. 

The course lies along a telephone 
line so that the messages from road- 
houses, camps, and villages are constant 
and bulletins telling of the condition of 
the men and dogs are posted up in pub- 
lic places, clubs and the theaters; and 
when the thrill of the start is over, and 
the wild excitement has simmered 
down to a keen attention, the town waits 
day and night for reports on the where- 
abouts and welfare of the racers. 

As early as November the prospec- 
tive entries, men and dogs, begin to 
train for the event which takes place al- 
ways in April, the exact date being de- 
termined by the climatic conditions of 
the season. As a matter of fact, the men 
who go into it are usually those who are 
never quite out of training; men whose 
days are often spent in work that hard- 
ens the muscles, followed by evenings 
devoted to indoor baseball, or other 
forms of exercise that will give then 
strength and suppleness. Smoking and 
drinking have no place in their routine, 
and frequently a rigid diet is observed. 

The dogs which have been care- 
fully selected for strength and fleet- 
ness, are driven daily increasing 
distances until a little spin of a hundred 
miles or more at a time is a mere trifle. 

The number of dogs driven in a team 
is entirely optional with the driver, and 
varies according to his personal idea of 
how many can be used to advantage— 
it being desirable to select enough to 
keep up to the required standard in all 
things, yet not too many for efficient 


teamwork. Of late years the teams have 
averaged from 10 to 20 dogs each. 

That there shall be no cruelty to 
dogs that might, by chance become 
lame or exhausted or in any way a drag 
upon the others, an invariable rule of 
the Kennel Club makes it obligatory to 
return with every dog, alive or dead, 
with which the team started. In this 
way it is to every driver’s obvious ad- 
vantage to so treat his dogs that he may 
not be forced to carry on his sled the 
extra weight of a dead or disabled dog. 

The drivers can also use their own 
discretion about the number and 
length of the stops to be made— only 
one being stipulated at Candle, 204 
miles from Nome, and the end of the 
first half of the race. Here the teams 
are examined and checked up by the 
judges appointed by the Club. 

Not the least scientific feature of 
the race is the ability to realize how 
much rest a driver can afford to take 
himself and give his dogs, without 
the loss of a single valuable moment. 

These stops are made at relay sta- 
tions, and here all of the food for all 
of the contestants is distributed by 
commissary teams controlled by the 
Kennel Club; and is so divided into 
separate allowances that no time is 
lost in preparing and allotting it. 

Throughout the year the dogs are 
fed on a general diet in which rolled 
oats, dried salmon, household scraps, 
and the flesh of the white whale make 
up the list. The latter is oily and full of 
nutriment, and is fast becoming one of 
the most popular of dog foods. But 
during the race they are fed the most 
nourishing and sustaining combina- 
tions such as chopped mutton and 
beef, mixed with eggs. This, having 
been carefully prepared, is then frozen 
to be kept as long as may be necessary. 

The only equipment carried on the 
light racing sleds, which are made of 
hickory and lashed with reindeer 
sinew or walrus hide, is an assort- 
ment of furs and water boots for the 
men, and certain necessities for the 
dogs in the way of canton flannel 
moccasins for their feet should they 
encounter icy trails; dark veils for 
their eyes if the sun is too strong, and 
blankets in case of a cutting wind. 

In every resting place the dogs are 
considered first, and no man thinks of 
himself till his dogs are rubbed with 
alcohol, fed and bedded. In case of any 
stiffness, liniments are applied and a 
thorough massage given. Many of the 
drivers sleep on the floor of the road- 
house with their dogs to better note 
their condition, while others share 
their bunks with the leader of the team. 

It should be thoroughly understood 
that as dogs are not driven with reins, 
but by spoken orders, the leader of a 
team must understand all that is said 
to him and guide the others accord- 
ingly. An intelligent leader is, there- 
fore, an absolute necessity and in most 
teams there will be found several dogs 
capable of filling the important post. 

A driver rarely sits in his sled for 
any great length of time during the 
race, but runs behind pushing as hard 
as possible, jumping on and off the 
runners at the rear— generally riding 
down, and shoving up, the grades. 

The best of feeling exists between 
the drivers in the contest, and they are 
invariably willing to help one another, 
if necessary, in any way possible. 

In the second Sweepstakes, that of 
1909, a team of Siberian dogs, 
owned by Goosak, and driven by 
Thrustrup, attracted much attention 
for various unusual attributes. 

Fox-Maule Ramsay, a young 
Scotsman, interested in mining in 
Nome, and a keen sportsman, saw 
their possibilities, and during the fol- 
lowing summer went over to the coast 
of Siberia, a distance of less than 150 
miles; and going some way up the 
Kolima River procured a large number 
of the best type of these Siberian dogs, 
bringing with them to Nome, two men 
who understood them thoroughly. 

In the race of 19 10, in which Ramsay 
entered one team in the name of Colonel 
Charles Ramsay of London, one in the 
name of Stuart Weatherly, also of Lon- 
don, and driving a third himself, they 
showed their capabilities beyond the 
most sanguine anticipation of their 
backers, and attained an enormous pop- 
ularity which has never waned. 

These Siberian dogs, generally 
and erroneously called “Siberian wolf 
hounds,” in the “Outside” papers, are 


suggestive neither of hounds nor 
wolves. On the contrary they have 
much more the appearance of the fox, 
with pointed noses, prick ears, and 
bushy tails curled up over their backs. 
They are wonderfully even and 
steady in the their work, gentle and 
tireless, requiring comparatively little 
food, and but little time in which to 
digest it. Any number of them can be 
turned loose together in a corral or 
stable, with hardly any fear of their 
fighting. Their allegiance is given to 
the one who feeds them. 

The Alaskans, a comprehensive 
name used for convenience, to distin- 
guish them from the distinct type of 
Siberians, may be malamutes or 
huskies (native Alaskan dogs) or they 
may be setters, pointers, collies, 
hounds, airedales, or what-not, with or 
without a strain of the malamute or 
huskie. These dogs are far more indi- 
vidual, less like machines, in their 
characteristics, than are their rivals the 
Siberians; less easy to manage too, but 


exceedingly intelligent and responsive, 
showing much pride in their work, and 
a deep and abiding affection for their 
masters, as well as great fleetness. 

Each type has distinct and obvious 
advantages, and each, as may be 
readily understood, has its enthusias- 
tic supporters and staunch admir- 
ers— and for good cause. 

Sometimes, however, despite the 
known skill of a driver and the ac- 
knowledged merit of his team, despite 
months of training and years of expe- 
rience, luck may be against a man; 
and a slight accident to his sled, or to 
a dog, a sudden blizzard which strikes 
him alone because of his position on 
the trail, or some other untoward in- 
cident, quite out of any human reck- 
oning, may turn an anticipated victory 
into an overwhelming defeat. 

The time of any particular race de- 
pends not so much upon the speed of 
the dogs as upon the weather and trail 
conditions that prevail for their run. 

The route varies constantly— from 


hour to hour— from a narrow passage 
between the towering ice hummocks of 
the Bering Sea, to wide plains of unbro- 
ken snow; from the steep slopes of Top- 
kok Hill, to the desolate, storm- swept 
wastes of Death Valley; from the pleas- 
ant winding road through the wooded 
Council district, to the trackless and 
treacherous ice on rivers and lakes. 

With so much hinging on climatic 
changes and the temporary state of the 
trail, it may be conceded that the win- 
ning of this great race lies one-third in 
the driver, one-third in the dogs, and 
one-third in chance. It is the uncer- 
tainty of the result, the possibility of 
unexpected developments, that keep 
up the interest in the race; and arouse 
an enthusiasm that prompts the entire 
town, no matter what the hour of night 
or day, to be ready to greet the return- 
ing victor, and his faithful dogs, with 
the cordial welcome that this is al- 
ways freely given to those who have 
triumphed in the greatest sporting 
event the world has ever known. 
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We are now Frontier Alaska.

NJUS board to 
state: Help! Help!

Nome’s utility board is asking the 
governor and Legislature to do 
something specific about energy 
costs — and to please do it now be- 
fore the bush and other areas of the 
state suffer dire consequences of un- 
affordable energy leading to health 
and economic loss. 

A measure put on the table by 
Nome Joint Utility System board 
member Carl Emmons notes that oil 
prices have put Alaska rural commu- 
nities at risk with no alternatives to 
diesel fuel for heating, subsistence 
and power generation available. The 
panel unanimously urged lawmakers 
to put a bonanza of oil tax revenue to 
work to ease the burden of oil costs to 


businesses and households, and to 
pass other energy program legislation. 

Dire consequences to Nome and 
surrounding villages, as well as the 
state, can be headed off with a five- 
part plan of action, the board said. 

Provide assistance with power 
generation costs. 

The OPIS index that indicates the 
cost of fuel for NJUS generators is 
$1.78 higher than a year ago, now 
$3.90 per gallon, NJUS Manager 
John Handeland said in backup to the 
resolution passed July 1 1 . This means 
a potential increase to customers of 
16 cents per kWh. State subsidy

Middle Beach clean, 
ready for picnickers

“The Middle Beach is totally 
cleaned up,” Derrick Leedy reported 
to Nome Common Council members 
at their meeting on Monday. 

Two weeks earlier Leedy had told 
the Council about campers setting up 
temporary dwellings and depositing 
trash and human waste at the site, 
which is behind his home. Noting 
that Nome’s comprehensive plan had 
set aside the area for recreation for 
everyone in Nome, he asked Council 
members to evict the transients and 
designate the area for day use only. 
The Council began to develop an or- 
dinance for that purpose, meanwhile 
directing City officials to serve tres- 
pass notices on the campers. 


In response to a question from Coun- 
cilwoman Mary Knodel, Police Chief 
Paul Burke said police had posted tres- 
pass notices on Middle Beach structures 
and had given them to campers who 
were present. He reported that Middle 
Beach transients had moved to the East 
Beach, and that he had posted trespass 
notices on some temporary East Beach 
dwellings he knew were not inhabited 
by beach miners. 

Leedy said Pat Hahn and other 
City employees had provided a 
dump truck for a thorough clean-up 
of the Middle Beach and old jetty 
area. He thanked Council members 
for their action. “That was going to

Weather, violations hamper Rock Creek production startup

In a public meeting— and in the coinciding 
quarterly report released by NovaGold Re- 
sources Inc.— bad news seeped through presen- 
tations that aimed to sound upbeat and optimistic 
about the start-up of the newly constructed Rock 
Creek mine, seven miles north of Nome. 

On Friday, NovaGold issued a second quar- 
ter report and said that the cost of completing 
construction at its Rock Creek mine will be 
nearly 60 percent higher than budgeted— bring- 
ing the 2008 total to $67 million. 

NovaGold said it would spend an additional 
$25 million at Rock Creek because of weather 
damage to a water recycling pond and extra 
work on pollution prevention requirements, 


which have extended delays to the start-up. 

In addition to a notice of violation in regard to 
water quality violations last September and two 
prior non-compliance letters, NovaGold received a 
further notice of violation from the Alaska Depart- 
ment of Environmental Conservation June 9. “The 
department acknowledges that AGC has made a 
substantial effort to improve storm water manage- 
ment by designing and partially implementing ad- 
ditional control features since the February 19 
notice of violation was issued,” reads the DEC’S 
letter. “The department, however, finds that the 
poor performance of these additional measures in 
effectively treating storm water prior to discharge 
to waters of the U.S . and State of Alaska continues 
to lead to water quality violations for turbidity.” 


On July 7, the DEC sent a draft Compliance 
Order by Consent to the gold company. Typi- 
cally, these documents spell out a timetable and 
specific actions to remedy the problems. If this 
agreement by the parties is not adhered to by 
the timetable set, DEC can levy stiff penalties 
on the company. In its quarterly report, No- 
vaGold said, “Failure to adequately respond to 
the [notice of violation] and [compliance order 
by consent] could result in substantial fines, in- 
junctive relief or other enforcement measures 
which may have a material impact on the Com- 
pany’s ability to operate the Rock Creek mine.” 

The status 

In a public meeting last Thursday evening, 


Alaska Gold Company managers updated the 
Nome public on the company’s annual activi- 
ties to build and bring online its first mine. 

What Nomeites knew as simply The Gold 
Company, or Alaska Gold Company, now goes by 
the name NovaGold Resources Inc. Nome Oper- 
ations, said general manager Jim Mallory at the 
annual activities meeting held at Old St. Joe’s Hall. 

The meeting attracted only a small crowd 
consisting of state and federal regulators, No- 
vaGold employees and a dozen community 
members. NovaGold geologist John Odden and 
environmental supervisor Larry Pederson also 
spoke at the presentation, and Mallory intro-

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duced newly hired Mitch Henning as 
the company’s sustainability director. 

Jack DiMarchi, large mine coordi- 
nator with the Department of Natural 
Resources, said in his introduction that 
an annual meeting was mandated by 
state permits with the intent to update 
the community on the Rock Creek gold 
mine. In addition to DiMarchi, Jack 
Kerin with DNR’s Division of Mining 
Land and Water; Dave Johnson, Gor- 
don McIntosh and Rick Fredericksen 
with the Department of Environmental 
Conservation; and the Environmental 
Protection Administration mining co- 
ordinator Patty McGrath were present. 

Mallory introduced himself, saying 
that he joined the Rock Creek team in 
January and has seen a few weather 
records broken since then. “It was a 
heck of an introduction to Nome,” Mal- 
lory told the audience. Mallory outlined 
what most people knew: NovaGold ac- 
quired Alaska Gold Company in 1999, 
including its 16,000 acres in and around 
Nome. The Rock Creek gold mine is on 
private land owned partially by No- 
vaGold, Bering Straits Native Corp. 
and Sitnasuak Native Corp. It is slated 
to mine 7,000 tons of ore a day, 24 
hours per day, 365 days per year. Mal- 
lory said that it takes 21 tons of ore to 
produce one ounce of gold. 

To date, the single ball mill is built 
and ready to go, said Mallory. He then 
showed slides of the tailings storage 
facility and its dam, designed to hold 
back millions of tons of waste tailings. 
“We built the tailings storage facility 
with a lot of local support,” he said, 
citing all the local trucking and heavy 
equipment companies that contracted 
with NovaGold to get the mine, tail- 
ings storage facility and dam built. 


Mallory then said that the mine 
currently employs 130 people, noting 
that 62 percent are from Nome or 
surrounding villages, 22 percent 
from other parts of Alaska, 16 per- 
cent from outside of Alaska and one 
person from Canada, himself. 

He added that 43 positions are yet 
to be filled, ranging from work at the 
mill and the mine pit to an environ- 
mental director position. 

Showing slides of snowed-in roads 
and white-out conditions, Mallory cited 
adverse weather as one of the reasons 
for the delayed beginning of production 
at the mine. In addition, without di- 
rectly using the word violation of per- 
mits, the one-and-a-half hour long 
presentation by Mallory, Odden and 
Pederson was peppered with technical 
details of planned improvements at the 
mine site to get a handle on stormwater 
runoff . Mallory admitted that the im- 
plementation of the mine’s storm water 
mnoff prevention plan didn’t quite 
work so well and said that the company 
is working on identifying areas of con- 
cern. “This year’s spring came quickly 
and a lot of solution passed into the wa- 
terways,” said Mallory. 

NovaGold geologist Odden said 
that 1 .9 million tons of ore will be 
mined and stockpiled, that no under- 
water injection of waste water took 
place yet and said that the tailings 
storage facility was built in the winter 
time by removing tundra, top soil and 
permafrost until they hit bedrock. 

NovaGold environmental supervisor 
Pederson said that since he took the po- 
sition in May 2007, his main work is to 
continue a water sampling program to 
monitor water quality, since 241 acres 
of wetland and 139 acres of uplands 
were destroyed by the end of 2007. 

To handle muddy run-off, the com- 


pany replaced willows along Glacier 
Creek, which was partially used as a 
gravel borrow pit, but only half of the 
willows survived. Pederson said that 
they placed 3.5 miles of silt fence 
throughout the site and tried to control 
sediment runoff by digging settling 
ponds. He added that NovaGold addi- 
tionally hired a third-party consulting 
firm to audit surface and groundwater 
samples. Pederson said that he and his 
crew daily collect water samples and 
ship them to a lab in Anchorage for 
analysis. “It takes up to two weeks be- 
fore we see any data coming back,” he 
said of the turn-around time. 

The results are then sent to DEC 
and DNR on a quarterly basis. While 
the reports from NovaGold are not 
public, the reports once in the state’s 
hands are considered public documents 
and open to review, said DiMarchi. 

Speaking of water, Dr. Derrick 
Leedy asked how many days the com- 
pany was out of compliance for tur- 
bidity levels in Lindblom Creek. The 
managers at hand could not answer. 

Pederson also said that there were 
19 reportable spills of petroleumn 
products, ranging from half a gallon 
to 50 gallons, and that they were all 
reported and mitigated. 

Odden expanded on the storm water 
mitigation plan and said that while am- 
bitious, the company is trying to have 
the plan implemented by August to be 
ready in anticipation of fall rains. He 
added that the tailings storage facility is 
slated for commissioning this year. The 
water treatment plant, necessary to 
treat the pitwater, which will be in- 
jected into the ground by a system of 
15 underground injection wells, is 
slated for a mid- August completion. 
Odden said the plant will treat up to 
700 gallons of water per minute. 


Malloiy finished, saying that he sees 
great support from the local business 
community, from chartering aircraft to 
equipment rentals, taxi services, car 
rentals, hotels and trucking, benefiting 
the Native shareholders and other Nome 
businesses. “I really feel the support 
from the local business community,” 
said Mallory. He said he observed to his 
pleasant surprise that new employees 
with NovaGold come to Nome, acquire 
homes and become part of this commu- 
nity. A slide showed NovaGold’s core 
values, reiterated by Mallory: Re- 
spect— for work/life/balance. 

In contrast to the proclamation to 
respect and to hold its contractors to 
the highest standards, the 2007 report 
did not include the deaths of Craig 
Bagley and Tyler Kahle, two AMI 
construction workers, who crashed to 
their deaths on July 19, 2007 while 
on a manlift doing steelwork on the 
roof of the mill building. 

The Mine Safety and Health Admin- 
istration’s final report, released on Jan. 
16 of this year, cited negligence and in- 
sufficient supervision. “The accident 
occurred because management policies 
and procedures were inadequate,” said 
the MSHA document. The report said 
that AMI management failed to see that 
the JLG manlift was improperly set up 
for three days before the crash oc- 
curred. Operators of the manlift were 
not trained beyond watching an intro- 
ductory video called “The Sky is the 
Limit,” and operators were not made 
aware of the load management system 
of the unit. As of press time, MSHA has 
so far not levied a fine to neither AMI 
nor NovaGold. “No fines have been as- 
sessed to date,” said MSHA spokes- 
woman Amy Louviere. 

AMI was the constmction contractor 
hired to build the mine mill complex. 


During a 15-minute question and 
answer period, Nome resident Sue 
Steinacher asked whether the com- 
pany figured in the effects of a warm- 
ing arctic in the weather events that 
potentially affect the mine. Odden an- 
swered that with storm water mitiga- 
tion plan implementations as planned, 
“next year during spring break-up, 
we’ll be in much better shape.” 

Bringing up the topic of dust, Leedy 
asked whether or not the bag houses 
have been inspected by the DEC, 
which they weren’t and no inspection 
is necessary, said DEC representatives. 

Leedy also raised the road dust issue, 
which does not fall under any mine per- 
mitting agency because the tmcks haul- 
ing gravel and ore to the mine are using 
public roads, which are maintained by 
the local Department of Transportation. 
Although trucking of ore from the Big 
Hurrah mine has not begun, heavy tmck 
traffic along the Nome-Teller Highway 
has heavily impacted the quality of the 
road, said Steinacher. 

Mallory maintained that through 
local and Native business involve- 
ments, the area already starts to see an 
economic boon, but Steinacher dis- 
agreed. “Not all see the economic ben- 
efits that a few businesses in Nome are 
enjoying,” she said. “The dust, the 
roads, the water concerns, the housing 
issue in Nome— there are some detri- 
mental effects to the mine. You need 
to keep the community involved and 
included to make sure that you are 
going to build that showcase mine that 
was promised to Nome all along.” 

Mallory anticipates that the mine will 
be ready to go into full production soon. 

“There are challenges, and we want 
to engage the public in building that 
showcase mine,” he said. “It’s a learn- 
ing process, and we came a long way.”

Stalled by weather and red tape, Englishmen complete half of Bering Strait crossing in modified car

The Bering Strait sees its share of adventurers 
attempting to cross the 43-mile stretch separat- 
ing Russia from Alaska by several means — 
swimming, dogsledding, walking or skiing. 

But a crossing by car is a new one. 

British traveler Steve Burgess, 53, and 
travel companion Dan Evans managed to 
make it at least halfway across, from Uelen, 
Russia, to the U.S. island of Little Diomede, 


leaping from the future back into the past as 
they crossed the international dateline between 
Big and Little Diomede. 

“We left Uelen in the evening of July 7 and 
arrived nine and a half hours later in the morn- 
ing of the same day on Diomede,” said Burgess 
in an interview with The Nome Nugget. 

The crossing is only a tiny part of a much 
larger journey for Burgess. Ten years ago, he 
said, he got a severe case of wanderlust. The 


cattle farmer from Yorkshire, England, 
planned a Cape-to-Cape journey from Cape 
Town in South Africa to Cape Horn in South 
America. The plan was to drive up Africa, 
through Europe, across Russia, over the Bering 
Strait to Alaska and down to South America. 
“It sounded like a good idea at the time,” 
Burgess grinned. 

But as he planned to get all the paper work in 
order, Russian red tape put a crimp in the ambi- 


tious travel plans. “Russia just became such a 
huge issue to get all the documentation needed 
that we cut out the Africa part,” said Burgess. 

The updated travel itinerary: England, Hol- 
land, Germany, Poland and then the vast ex- 
panse of Russia until he and his travel partner, 
Simon Dedman, reached the end of the “road” 
at the edge of the frozen Chukchi Sea.

Rock Creek readies 
for production

Two years after state and federal 
agencies permitted NovaGold Re- 
sources Inc.’s Rock Creek gold mine, 
construction of the Seward Penin- 
sula’s first hard-rock, open-pit mine 
is nearly completed. 

In a recent public meeting, mine of- 
ficials described the rocky road to the 
delayed start-up of the mine located 
on the slopes of Mount Brynteson as 
challenging. Technical problems with 
storm water runoff, construction cost 
increases and a tight labor market to 
fill all positions for the mine spoiled 
ambitious plans to produce the first

gold by the end of 2007. 

Last week, The Nome Nugget had 
the chance for the first time to visit the 
Rock Creek gold mine and mill com- 
plex, seven miles outside of town. Re- 
peated requests by The Nome Nugget 
to the previous management for a mine 
tour didn’t result in a close-up view of 
the mine, but on July 17, new general 
manager Jim Mallory guided this re- 
porter through the mine’s facilities. 

Getting there 

The road leading up to the mine, 
the newly built Glacier Creek Road 
under former Gov. Frank 
Murkowski’s Roads to Resources pro- 
gram, had been battered by relentless 
rain and the continuous assault of 
heavy tmck traffic. It showed potholes 
that vehicles have to carefully navi-

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gate in order to prevent whiplash. The $8 million 
road was meant to provide a safer access to the 
mine site than the old Glacier Creek Road, but 
the former governor did not increase the local 
Department of Transportation’s budget to main- 
tain the road. 

According to NovaGold Nome Operations 
general manager Mallory, the mining company 
has a Memorandum of Agreement with the DOT 
where they may be required to support ongoing 
road maintenance when the state is unable to. No- 


vaGold’s Nome Operations completed some grad- 
ing and improvement late last week. However, the 
company still requests that DOT and Public Fa- 
cilities assist with occasional maintenance. 

By the way, why the name “Nome Opera- 
tions?” Mallory explained that Alaska Gold Co., 
a NovaGold subsidiary, is still the legal entity 
that owns and operates Rock Creek and the 
Nome gravel and land sales. So, technically, it’s 
still what Nomeites know as the Gold Company. 

Mallory, however, said, “I would really like to 
position NovaGold Nome Operations as the ‘New 
Gold Company.’ I’m still learning about the histoiy 


that is the Alaska Gold Company and respect what 
has been a part of Nome for a long time; but today, 
I think it’s a new gold company with ambitious 
projects and the new name reflects that.” Indeed, it 
is a far cry from the three-person gold company to 
which Nomeites are accustomed; a company that 
sold gravel and a few land parcels not so long ago. 

Water, water everywhere 

Approaching the mine, the road was improved 
and graded, and the first signs of the implemen- 
tation of a two-tiered storm water runoff preven- 
tion plan showed. Spring’s sight of muddy water 


running off site is gone, but weeks of rain turned 
every inch of disturbed earth into a quagmire. 
Mallory points to the side of the Glacier Creek 
Road near the mine entrance, saying that the 
company channeled the runoff into settling ponds 
and dug deeper, more defined trenches parallel 
to the road. The firm also raised the road, fixing 
it up and installing new culverts. 

The two settling ponds sit in the curve at the 
turnoff from the public road to the mine. Every- 
where in sight, the wet summer has left its marks.

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The mine’s causeway— the main road 
between the mill complex, the mine and 
the tailing storage facility (TSF)— 
threatens to swallow good-sized trucks 
in mud holes. Water seems to be run- 
ning everywhere, through storm water 
collection channels, sediment control 
ponds and water diversion ditches. To 
date, the National Weather Service re- 
ports 2.74 inches of precipitation for this 
July. The normal rainfall is 1 .23 inches 
for the month. And the rainy season 
hasn’t even officially begun, as Au- 
gust’s norm is 3.23 inches of rain and 
September’s norm lies at 2.5 1 inches. 

State and federal regulators have 
identified the storm water runoff as a 
problem with the mine and issued 
several notices of violations since 
construction began in late August 
2006. Recurring muddy water run- 
ning off the massive construction site 
above the Snake River put the mine 
on the radar screen of state regulators. 

According to Jack DiMarchi, large 
mine coordinator with the Department 
of Natural Resources, DNR holds 
weekly conference calls with the gold 
company to see how the implementa- 
tion of the mine’s storm water preven- 
tion plans is coming along. 

Another concern by regulators is 
a tear in the plastic liner of the recy- 
cling pond directly downhill of the 
mill. Water from the dewatered tail- 
ings is taken there to be reused in the 
mill. According to DiMarchi, a snow 
cornice fell approximately 25 feet 
onto the liner and left a gash. The 
gold company has been working to 
complete the repairs and has been in- 
stalling a new primary liner. 

At the mine’s open pit, Mallory 
pointed into the fog at Mt. Brynteson, 
where the company continues con- 
struction of the upper diversion ditch, 
which redirects Rock Creek water and 
diverts it around the mine and mill to 
Lindblom Creek. A second diversion 
ditch is planned to transport water 
runoff around the TSF. In addition, set- 
tling ponds are installed in what used 
to be the natural flow of Rock Creek to 


control this year’s spring melt. 

The process 

The entire process of getting the gold 
out of the rock begins at the mine pit. 
To date, there are five double benches 
already carved into the pit. Malloiy ex- 
plained that the steps started at an eleva- 
tion of 460 feet above sea level. 

Currently, the pit is at an elevation 
of 290 feet. During the mine tour, two 
100-ton trucks, monsters of steel, stood 
idle. Everybody was working on the 
upper diversion ditch or the TSF, Mal- 
lory said. The mine owns five of these 
100-ton trucks, and two more are 
going to be purchased in the near fu- 
ture to handle the amounts of material 
that need to be transported from the pit 
to the mill or to waste rock storage. 

Mallory said that it takes an average 
of 2.6 parts of waste to produce one 
part of ore. At a milling rate of 7,000 
tons per day, the miners will have to dig 
up 19,000 tons each day to reach their 
daily quotas. In other words, to get to 

7.000 tons of rock containing gold, they 
have to also mine and remove 12,000 
tons of development waste rock. 

The waste rock is taken to a sepa- 
rate facility or used in the construc- 
tion of the TSF. The ore is taken to 
the mill and goes through three dif- 
ferent crushers to bring it to a small 
enough size. So far, approximately 

360.000 tons of ore have been mined 
and stockpiled already. 

The crushed ore will be trans- 
ported on a conveyor belt into the 
ball mill building. Inside the mill 
complex, a cylindrical device called 
the ball mill is used to grind the ore 
in fine powder that is then trans- 
ported through gravity separators 
and a floatation cell. 

The ball mill, bought used from a 
mine in the Philippines together with 
equipment and buildings from the Illi- 
nois Creek mine have been installed as 
the processing plant. New Falcon grav- 
ity separators applying centrifugal-force 
separate some of the gold, sending it di- 
rectly to the adjacent gold room. The

rest of the slurry will be transported 
through a flotation cell where concen- 
trated material is sent to the so-called 
carbon-in-leach process. A walkway 
connects the ball mill building with the 
leach tanks. An enclosed platform sits 
on top of the six tanks and offers a look 
into the slurry filled tanks. Here, the 
slurry will be mixed with carbon, ad- 
justed with lime and cyanide to draw 
the gold from the ore. 

“It takes about 24 hours to finish the 
carbon-in-leach circuit,” said Mallory. 
The gold attaches to the carbon, the 
slurry is mn through a screen, the car- 
bon stays on the screen and is taken 
into the gold room. There, the gold will 
be stripped off the carbon, then it goes 
through an enclosed tub for electro win- 
ning. The concentrate produced will be 
dried and finally heated and poured into 
gold bars. Mallory estimates that only 
two to three people will be working the 
highly secured gold room. A new assay 
lab, located next to the mill building, 
simulates a portion of the gravity circuit 
on miniature scale to constantly assess 
the mine samples, gold content and the 
quality of gold. 

What about the waste? 

The solution leaving the tanks will 
undergo a cyanide complexing 
process, combined with the flotation 
cell tailings and will be pumped 
through 10-inch diameter insulated 
pipes to the thickener tower, a struc- 
ture above the TSF. There, the slurry 


will be thickened to a paste that will 
be pumped through pipes and 
dumped through discharge towers at 
the TSF. Any water accumulating at 
the TSF or decanted from the thick- 
ener is recirculated to the recycling 
water pond and back through the mill. 

The water treatment plant is still 
under construction and is designed to 
process water from the open pit dewa- 
tering wells before the water is rein- 
jected into the ground through 
injection wells. Mallory estimated the 
plant to be finished in mid- August and 
said the mine is only weeks from being 
brought online for full production.

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Norton Sound Health breaks ground for new facility

Chilly wind and gray skies didn’t 
keep the Norton Sound Health Cor- 
poration board of directors and other 
federal, state and Denali Commis- 
sion dignitaries from smiling during 
last Wednesday’s groundbreaking 
ceremony at the new hospital site on 
the Nome Bypass Road. 

“This is a glorious moment for 
Nome and the region,” said NSHC 
president and chief executive officer 
Michael Lake in his welcome 
speech. “This hospital, as the largest 
building in Nome, will be a land- 
mark for a long time to come.” 

The entire board— comprised of 
24 directors, past chairmen, hospital 
personnel and IHS officials Chris 
Mandregan, Admiral Gary Hartz, 
Ken Harper and Dr. Ken Gliford— 
congregated on the 420-foot x 240- 
foot gravel pad, gathering around a 
heap of loose gravel garnered with 
24 golden-colored shovels for the of- 
ficial groundbreaking. After the 
board members dug in and ceremoni- 
ally scattered some of the material on 
the pad, NSHC chairwoman Emily 
Hughes urged the dignitaries to join 
her on top of the gravel heap for a 


photo opportunity. After all came 
down and cleaned the loose gravel 
from their shoes, Lake, aided by his 
predecessor, Trevor Colby, gifted the 
dignitaries with framed pictures of a 
hospital sketch. 

Before all scattered, former 
chairman Caleb Dotomain blessed 
the ground, saying, “I declare this a 
healing ground. May healing flow 
from here throughout the region, 
and I pray for healing and prosperity 
for this and following generations to 
come.” 

Mandregan, deputy director with 
IHS in Washington, D.C., compli- 
mented the NSHC board, staff and 
contractors for their service to the re- 
gion, and thanked the board for 
handing over the project construction 
to IHS. “Thank you for the confi- 
dence the board put in us. We strive 
to deliver a product that we can all 
be proud of,” he said. 

A day earlier, the board of direc- 
tors has passed a resolution which 
put IHS in charge of constructing the 
hospital, reserving the right of 
NSHC to play a “vital and active role

Council OKs rewarding 
alternative energy users

Nome Common Council has 
shown preliminary approval of a 
move by the City’s utility system to 
change its operating rules to reward 
customers’ renewable and fossil fuel 
based generation. 

This is a means by which cus- 
tomers can buy power from Nome 
Joint Utility System when they need 
more than they generate and can sell 
any surplus generation back to 
NJUS. This arrangement, called “net 
metering,” avoids transferring fixed 
costs to the consumer. Electricity re- 
turned by the consumer reduces me- 
tered electricity delivered by NJUS. 
Under the plan, NJUS would not re- 
cover its true fixed costs. 

Council members unanimously 
voted the ordinance into second 
reading at its special meeting at noon 
July 21. The measure, if adopted, 


would apply only to equipment lim- 
ited to 100 kW capacity, leaving out 
a much larger wind generation proj- 
ect in progress under the leadership 
of Bering Strait Development Corp. 

The NJUS board approved and 
handed up the net metering plan to 
the Council, acknowledging cus- 
tomers who are individually work- 
ing to save energy costs in the face 
of rocketing oil prices. These folks 
have recently taken steps on their 
own initiative to install alternate and 
renewable technology. Consumer 
generation must satisfy certain 
safety standards before operators 
can participate in the program. 

The issue will come before the 
Council again at its regular meeting 
Aug. 11.

Glacier Fish Co. targets crew employment, vessel upgrades

Glacier Fish Company’s goal is for all crew 
members from its three factory trawlers to partici- 
pate in the current Bering Sea pollock harvest, even 
though one of the vessels— the 276-foot Pacific 
Glacier— is under repair at Todd Shipyards in Seat- 
tle, GFC’s Operations Manager Mike Breivik told 
Norton Sound Economic Development Corp. board 


members at their meeting last week in Nome. 

It helps that GFC added the 376-foot Alaska 
Ocean to its pollock fleet in late May through 
acquisition of Alaska Ocean Seafood. 

The acquisition increased GFC’s share of 
the annual total allowable catch (TAC) of pol- 
lock to 6.22 percent. All companies in the 
catcher-processor sector of the Bering Sea pol- 


lock fishery are members of the Pollock Con- 
servation Cooperative. The sector’s percent 
share of the pollock total allowable catch is al- 
located among the members. In addition, GFC 
harvests NSEDC’s share (22,000 metric tons 
this year) of pollock allocated to the Western 
Alaska Community Development Program. 

Now halfway through the B (summer) pol- 


lock season with 29 employee trips completed, 
Breivik thinks the company will hit its employ- 
ment targets. He said GFC’s vessels made 84 
employee trips in the pollock A season during 
the first half of this year. There have been fewer 
trips this year than in 2007 due to a 28 percent

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bad news. At those moments my 
legs would feel too weak to get up. 
But when I look back at those times, 
the Lord Jesus held me, and kept me 
courageous. And I didn’t know. 

I was having a hard time in the sit- 
uation of displacement with my kids, 
so we went to Nome to rent a place. 
But before that my son and his girl- 
friend, well, we were all a happy 
family renting a private home in 
Gambell. Our house was burned 
back in 2001 and we were denied 
rennovation from the Tribal Village 
of Gambell. Instead they wrote me 
a letter (which I still have) telling me 
to apply to AHFC to renovate our 
house. 

They too denied me, telling me 
that the Tribal Village (IRA) was 
supposed to renovate it. But they 
said they already bought us a house. 
When they bought us the house, at 
the time my kids’ dad was working 
at the Armory. So they told us to 
build it ourselves. Yes, me and my 
kids’ dad built it ourselves, and nu- 
merous family members, friends 
helped out. Right now my boys and 
my grandchildren live in a house par- 


tially fixed with plywood in the two 
bedrooms. And the rest is charred 
and blocked, and it is very unhealthy. 

Oops, I went far. Back to my son. 
Anyway, my son called me that he 
was coming to Nome to meet his 
girlfriend who was seven months 
pregnant at that time, and she was 
coming in from St. Michael. 

To make things short, he had only 
$60 so I bought him a room at Po- 
laris Hotel. But when I checked him 
in, those guys I’m not gonna say (but 
I know who they are, and you know 
who you are) they were drunk and 
bully in the hallway. I said to my son 
in my language, “Hurry up let’s go 
in.” But one tall guy came to my 
son, punched him on his left arm de- 
manding a cigarette, and the rest, 
three of them came. They were bul- 
lies. I saw one hefty guy making a 
fist while communicating through 
his eyes to the smaller person who 
was wearing a black bandana. Oh, 
before my son had a big smile, ask- 
ing what their names were. So I fi- 
nally told them I’m gonna call the 
cops if they don’t stop it. I really 
needed to use the bathroom, so I 


went, but when I came out they were 
all going out the north exit door with 
my son, so I thought they apologized 
and went to go smoke or something. 
But I was tense and worried, so in 
less than couple minutes I went to 
the door they went out. 

Oh my God! My son was on the 
ground curled up and all four of them 
were kicking and punching him. So 
I held the door open and I hollered 
“Help! My son is being beaten up.” 
My son’s (I never mentioned this be- 
fore) girlfriend’s brother peeked at 
me, but didn’t come to help. So I ran 
down the steps, but it was a distance 
yet to reach them. Not even halfway 
my son got up and started to run be- 
tween houses and two of them (I 
know who they are) ran after him.

Common Sense and PCBs Don’t Mix

Well, sure, I’d heard of PCBs before. I knew they were 
supposed to be bad for you, but since I live way up here 
in the sub-arctic, where no industrialization or factories 
produced nasty black smoke from tall chimneys, I fig- 
ured PCBs were for other people to worry about. Be- 
yond that, my concept of PCBs was so vague that I had 
no idea what they would actually do besides probably 
cause cancer. Surely I would recognize a PCB problem if 
I saw one; I trusted my common sense and went about 
my daily life, as all good Nomeites do. 

With the increase of gold mining in our area and the 
subsequent importation of toxic chemicals, such as 
sodium cyanide, (used to separate ore from dirt) my con- 
cerns about our community’s clean drinking water 
piqued. I thought a class on Environmental Research 
would be just the thing to help me sort through the con- 
flicting information one hears in a mining town. As a re- 
cent participant of Alaska Community Action on Toxins 
(AC AT) Community Based Environmental Research: A 
field Sampling Institute, I have newly minted knowledge 
concerning chemicals that have found their way into our 
land, how to test for them, and what potential problems 


they can cause. Scientific fact is, indeed, a wonderful and 
empowering thing. 

As it turns out, I should never have expected in my 
wildest dreams, to use common sense to protect myself 
and my family from toxic chemicals such as PCBs. Poly- 
chlorinated biphenyls, commonly known as PCBs, are 
now banned, thankfully, in the United States and some 
other countries, although, unfortunately not in Russia or 
China. The problem is that the group of PCBs that have 
already been unleashed in our environment is considered 
“persistent,” meaning they do not easily break down. The 
toxic molecules wander with ease and seeming grace, 
through the air, land, water and bodies of animals for 
many years, perhaps even centuries. Air and water cur- 
rents, working in syncopation through the Thermohaline 
cycle, deliver poisonous chemicals all over the world. No 
one is free of them, but the arctic gets an unfair share of 
toxins residing in the fat of fish, seals and bears. When 
we eat those critters, we ingest their toxins and then we 
become the new PCB molecule host. As these toxins 
build up in a mammal’s body, they not only can cause 
cancer, but even more disturbingly, they can alter the hor- 
mones of their offspring, causing reproductive and geni-

tal disorders. This process is known as endocrine dis- 
ruption, and it’s very freaky, not to mention ultimately 
fatal to any species, including humans. 

The PCB problem doesn’t merely exist in the foods we 
eat. It can be in the ground where we walk. Perhaps it’s 
under the site where we choose to build our homes, or 
even at the place we go to pick our berries. 

There are Formerly Used Defense Sites (FUDS) all 
across Alaska, and in the Norton Sound region we have 
about two dozen— one locally popular site is Nome’s 
White Alice - that still hold the legacy of hundreds of 
gallons of spilled chemicals allowing toxic molecules to 
leach into the surrounding environment, where they like 
to attach themselves to organic matter. PCBs readily 
travel around on the soles of our shoes. They flow into the 
streams and the groundwater and the seemingly crystal 
clear pools of surface water that appear on the tundra. 

When the military vacated Anvil Mountain it left be- 
hind more than the Stonehenge-like towers. According to 
the 2006 ACAT report on FUDS in Norton Sound, the 
Air Force found, “500 gallons PCBs, 12 contaminated 
transformers, sulfuric acid drums, battery acid, spray 
paint cans, radioactive tubes, klystron tubes, (with beryl- 


lium dust,)” during a 1981 preliminary assessment. 

After 10 years of remedial cleanup and soil testing ef- 
forts, it was determined that “PCBs have been dispersed 
through traffic and site grading,” according to the ACAT 
2006 report. This means that every time you or I take a 
visitor up Anvil Mountain to see the great view of Nome 
and the Bering Sea, we spread the PCBs with our car 
tires, track it home on our shoes and perhaps even ingest 
some if we snack on berries, or sniff a flower.” 

No sign or fence warns the public of the existing haz- 
ard despite documented identification of the excessive 
PCB levels that, unbelievably, remain after years of at- 
tempted clean-up efforts. 

So, should I have depended upon common sense to 
save me from PCBs all these years? I’ve eaten the berries 
on Anvil Mountain, I’ve drunk surface water from its tun- 
dra pools, I’ve taken many guests to enjoy the view, and 
even climbed upon the towers. 

PCBs used to be for someone else to worry about. But 
now I know PCBs are hiding in plain sight in some of my 
favorite places, perhaps causing not only cancer but po- 
tentially altering the reproductive organs of many species, 
including humans. Common sense tells me someone 
isn’t worried enough.

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State energy rebate: Is $500 better than nothing?

Whew boy! Nome residents would get 83 
gallons of heating oil against a long dark win- 
ter’s cold if the state Senate has its way. 

The body passed an energy bill Monday that 
includes a $500 “energy rebate” for recipients 
of the Permanent Fund Dividend. Where heat- 
ing oil costs $6 a gallon, that won’t go far. 


It wouldn’t go far even if folks squandered it on 
some legislators’ worst fear: buying a new TV set. 
The Senate plan is to wrap the rebate in this year’s 
PFD check. Due in October, the PFD amount itself 
is expected to exceed $2,000 this year. 

Bill 4002 passed the Senate 14-3 . The measure 
goes next to the house where legislators would 
not mind bumping up the rebate closer to $ 1 ,000, 


based on bills and plans already in the hopper. Ex- 
pressed in price per gallon, that $ 1 ,000 would put 
about 167 gallons in the tank on the sides of the 
houses in Nome and villages where oil costs at 
least 41 percent more than in Anchorage. 

Gov. Sarah Palin has been pushing some 
measure to take money from the state’s billions 
in revenue from oil taxes and royalties to ease 


the agony of high energy costs. 

What really comes out of the special session 
in Juneau— whether token or meaningful in 
terms of relieving energy costs in the Bush— will 
come to light Thursday when the session ends. 

The legislation lawmakers are considering 
this week does include further subsidies for 
heating oil and electricity. Stay tuned.

reduction in the total allowable pol- 
lock catch, he added. 

Board members asked whether 
workers from the Bering Strait re- 
gion are among the crews. 

“On trip two we started to rotate 
some Glacier Fish people,” Breivik 
replied. “Thirteen NSEDC workers are 
on standby, and we are striving to get 
as many of them as possible on the next 
trip. The Northern Glacier will do eight 
trips in the B season. The vessel was 
scheduled for only five trips, so I told 
the crew to keep the original five, and 
the rest would be for the Pacific Gla- 
cier crew.” Breivik said the Northern 
Glacier is on its fourth trip and has har- 
vested all of its community develop- 
ment quota (CDQ) pollock. The vessel 
is 201 feet long and carries 64 crew 
members. The Pacific Glacier , with a 
106-member crew capacity, was dam- 
aged extensively in a fire that began 
Feb. 26 in the laundry room while the 
vessel was harvesting pollock. 

Breivik said the Alaska Ocean , with 
a crew of 122, is on the second of four 
trips scheduled this season and has har- 
vested half of its CDQ pollock. He and 
other GFC personnel accompanied the 
Alaska Ocean crew on the vessel’s first 
trip this season. “The transition went 
well,” he reported. “The crew morale 
was good. We exceeded the expected 
speed in reaching target. The crew had 
been paid a daily wage by Alaska 
Ocean. Now they are paid on a share 
basis. That has improved morale, so 
they want to increase production.” 

When the Alaska Ocean has fin- 
ished harvesting pollock it will target 
15,000 tons of whiting in two full 
trips, so it is expected to fish well 
into November unless there is a by- 
catch problem, Breivik said. 

Avoiding bycatch 

“Is the Alaska Ocean fishing up to 
Glacier Fish Company’s standards?” 
asked Board Chairman Dan Harrel- 
son of White Mountain. 

“We’ve been fishing far north- 
west— 58 north, 172 west. That’s far 
north for this time of year, but it tends 
to be clean up there. We’ve harvested 
a good portion of the CDQ quota al- 
ready. Factory managers and quality 
control crew from the Pacific Glacier 
went out with the Alaska Ocean , so 
from day one there were Glacier Fish 
standards.” He said the Northern 
Glacier has completed its CDQ har- 
vest because most tows were declared 
CDQ catches, and they were clean. 

Harrelson noted concern locally 
and statewide about the bycatch issue 
in the pollock fishery. 


“PCC is finding resources to re- 
duce bycatch, especially salmon,” 
Breivik said. “We’re looking at ex- 
cluder devices.” He said several ves- 
sels have participated in tests in the 
past couple of years, but the devices 
are not yet perfected. 

Upgrading vessels 

Repairs for the Pacific Glacier are 
expected to cost more than $10 mil- 
lion, according to press reports. Todd 
Shipyards reportedly removed all 
fire-damaged material and debris, 
and repaired structural steel damage 
caused by the fire under separate con- 
tracts awarded earlier. Breivik said all 
repair costs are covered by insurance 
except for a $100,000 deductible. 

In addition to repairs, Breivik said 
the vessel will receive stability and 
loadline work, and eight staterooms 
and 16 bunks will be added by raising 
the wheelhouse. Three plate freezers 
will be added to increase refrigeration 
systems so the vessel can process and 
freeze more product, which should 
reduce operating time, he added. 

Upgrades planned for the Alaska 
Ocean include replacing four single- 
plate freezers with four double plates, 
he said. Dedicated surimi lines will be 
tom out and replaced with equipment 
providing the option to process fillets 
or surimi. “That will give us flexibility 
to chase markets, so we should see im- 
proved financial results,” Breivik said. 

Harrelson noted that spending $15 
million for vessel upgrades would 
soon pay dividends with shorter trips. 

Breivik agreed. Based on the cur- 
rent pollock TAC, he said the upgrades 
could reduce fishing time by 35 days. 
Operating costs mn $100,000 per day, 
so $3.5 million could be saved. 

Banks eager to make loans 

Glacier Fish Company is on such 
solid financial ground that no collat- 
eral was required for the leveraged 
acquisition of Alaska Ocean Seafood, 
Dick Tremaine noted in his report to 
the board following Breivik’s presen- 
tation. Tremaine manages NSEDC ’s 
Norton Sound Investment Co. He 
said bankers are confident loans will 
be reimbursed with revenues gener- 
ated by the expanded company, 
which includes a new partner, Nissui 
USA. Nissui is a subsidiary of Nip- 
pon Suisan Kaisha, Ltd. of Tokyo, the 
second largest marine products firm 
in Japan, which formerly owned 25 
percent of Alaska Ocean Seafood. 
The parent company exchanged its 
shares in AOS for shares in GFC and 
invested an additional $26.3 million 
to gain 25 percent ownership of GFC. 

“The Alaska Ocean was underuti- 


lized and it is the biggest boat in the 
United States,” Tremaine said. With 
the vessel upgrades Breivik de- 
scribed, Tremaine said the Pacific 
Glacier in another year will produce 
as much as the Alaska Ocean now 
produces, and the Alaska Ocean also 
will increase its production. 

“Banks are pleading to loan us 
money,” Tremaine said of a meeting 
with several bankers during which 
one of them asked the company to 
accept more than a $10 million loan. 

The Nome Nugget requested addi- 
tional details about financing of the 
Alaska Ocean Seafood purchase and 
$15 million for vessel upgrades from 
Bob Walsh, NSEDC ’s chief executive 
officer. He replied by email, “As part 


of the financing of the Alaska Ocean 
purchase, the loan package included 
loan capacity or working line of credit 
beyond the purchase price. This ex- 
cess will be utilized along with some 
current cash flow to finance improve- 
ments and major maintenance to the 
vessels. The bankers were eager to fi- 
nance the entire loan package includ- 
ing the future line of credit.” 

Tremaine said Erik Breivik, who 
is GFC’s chief executive officer and 
Mike Breivik’s father, remembers 
when lenders were much less accom- 
modating. “Erik says banks wanted 
his house and dog house collateral- 
ized in the past.” 

Seattle bankers turned a deaf ear 
to Erik Brevik’s initial proposal for a 


pollock fishing venture, according to 
an article in The Puget Sound Busi- 
ness Journal , June 14, 2002. The ar- 
ticle begins: 

“When Glacier Fish Co. LLC 
founder Erik Breivik and a group of 
investors back in 1982 needed $5 mil- 
lion to build the region's first factory 
trawler, they couldn't even get an ap- 
pointment at the former Seafirst Bank. 

“Bank officials, and others in the 
local fishing industry, thought the 
idea of investing money in white fish 
was preposterous, when there were 
more valuable species like crab and 
salmon to be caught. . . .” 

The article says Breivik turned to 
a small Norwegian bank for funds to 
build the Northern Glacier.

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Historic documentary to 
focus on 1925 Serum Run

A New York film production com- 
pany recently came to Nome to begin 
a two-year process to film a documen- 
tary focusing on the 1925 diphtheria 
semm mn from Nenana to Nome. 

Film director Daniel Anker and his 
researcher Julie Stein, along with a 
husband-and-wife film team, visited 
Nome to speak with Elders remem- 
bering the dramatic time when a diph- 
theria outbreak befell ice-locked 
Nome. Insufficient amounts of diph- 
theria antidote aggravated the situa- 
tion, and a dramatic rescue mission via 
dog team relay was started to transport 
the much-needed serum from the rail- 
road station in Nenana to Nome. 

Anker, who has centered his past 
documentaries on interviews with 
eyewitnesses, historians and other 
experts, said that a grant from the 
National Endowment for the Hu- 
manities will fund the documentary 
on the Serum Run. Only four film- 
makers receive grants to produce 
films that are of national importance 
to the history of the United States. 

The story of the serum run was 
considered on of them. 

“The film needs to tell the story in 
a thoroughly researched way with his- 
torical accuracy, and it is to be the film 
document of the times,” said Anker. 

Anker added that the story is 
deemed of value not only because of 
the drama-laden race against time 
and the elements, but also, “it’s an 
American story and it says something 
about America at the time.” The 1925 
Nome diphtheria run made headlines

voted to put a school bond for 
$644,195 before the voters at the 
Oct. 7 regular city election. The 
money, if voters approve sale of the 
bond, would go for repairs to the 
roof and renovation of buildings at 
the Nome-Beltz High School com- 
plex. These buildings currently 
house the district office and offices 
for the state Department of Trans- 
portation and Public Facilities . 

The bond proposition must be 
approved by a majority of voters to 
pass. Wording allows the City to 
use property taxes for debt service 
on the loan. 

In other business, the Council 
switched a community benefit share 
of $100,000 from the local Norton 
Sound Economic Development 
Corp. from one use to another. 

Last fall the Council, following a 


in the entire nation, and presented a 
depressed nation with a story to cheer 
about when in the end the serum was 
successfully delivered.

The re- 
cent visit to Nome last week was 
the official start of the realization 
of the project. 

“I value time when I make film; 
my films take years to make,” Anker 
told The Nome Nugget. “Rather than 
just taking just what’s in the books, 
we allow for a lot of time for consul- 
tation with lots of different sources.” 

He brought with him a researcher 
from Boston to conduct thorough re- 
search of what America— and 
Nome— was like in 1925. “In addi- 
tion to eye witnesses, we’ll use schol- 
ars, historians, writers and experts on 
any number of subjects ranging from 
the history of telecommunications to 
mushing,” explained Anker. 

However, the most pressing issue 
is time. “What really triggered my in- 
terest to do this now is that it’s almost 
too late to tell the story. A lot of Elders 
are just not around anymore. I’d like 
to understand the story beyond the 
written record of it, and thankfully 
there are still people around to re- 
member it,” said Anker. “One of the 
interview partners was Hank Ullrich, 
who described Nome as a frontier 
town that we know from the movies.” 

Anker said given the source of 
funding, “I need to make a great film 
that is compelling and worthy of a 
national audience.” 


required public hearing, earmarked 
the money for a new public safety 
building. Since then, the City has ob- 
tained more than $6.2 million for the 
safety services center from the State 
of Alaska. This frees up the $100,000 
for another purpose— repairs and 
renovations to the Nome Rec Center. 
The NSEDC money will go to de- 
sign and master plan work to com- 
plement a $1.5 million state grant. 

The Rec Center is about 20 years 
old and needs a new roof plus better 
insulation and more efficient storage, 
according to Randy Romenesko, the 
City’s projects consultant. 

Finally, the Council voted to bring 
sewer and water infrastructure to the 
top of the wish list of state funding 
priorities for the next spending year. 
System users cannot afford the fees it 
would take to support necessary im- 
provements without state and federal 
assistance, the Council said.

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Uncle Ted’s pants 
on fire?

A federal grand jury said last week 
that Alaska Republican Sen. Ted 
Stevens, 84, allegedly lied or omit- 
ted from financial disclosure state- 
ments gifts worth hundreds of 
thousands of dollars that he received 
from oil field service conglomerate 
VECO and its former CEO, Bill 
Allen, beginning in 2000. 

Stevens has said he is not guilty. 

Stevens was chair of the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations which 
drafts legislation to allocate federal 
funds during most of the period cov- 
ered by the indictment. 

Constituents pleased by the 
largesse in federal dollars coming 
from Stevens’ tenure have nick- 
named him Uncle Ted. 

The gifts center on $250,000 
worth of work done on Stevens’ 
chalet at Girdwood, Alaska, near 
Alyeska ski resort. The investigation 
over the past two years involved the 
FBI, Internal Revenue Service and 
the U. S. Dept, of Justice’s criminal 
division. 

The improvements to Stevens 
home included a new first floor, a 
wrap-around deck, a new “Viking 
gas range, a tool storage cabinet and 
an automobile exchange in which 
Senator Stevens received a vehicle 
worth far more than what he pro- 
vided in exchange,” a 1999 Land 
Rover Discovery traded for Stevens’ 
1964 1/2 Ford Mustang, worth less 
than $20,000, and $5,000 in cash, ac- 
cording to the indictments. 

The indictment came up from the 
grand jury on Tuesday, July 29. 
Stevens, the GOP’s longest- serving 
member in the Senate, attended his 
arraignment in Washington, D. C. 
later in the week with his attorney, 
Brendan V. Sullivan. 

Stevens’ pleaded innocent to all 
charges and asked the judge to set an 
early court date and to change the 
venue of the trial to Alaska. 

The judge agreed to set an early 
date and to hear the motion for 
change of venue on Aug. 19. 

Stevens issued a statement 
through Sullivan. 

“It saddens me to learn that these 
charges have been brought against 
me. I have never knowingly submit- 
ted a false disclosure form required 
by law as a U. S. Senator,” the state- 
ment said. 

“I am innocent of these charges 
and intend to prove that.” 

Stevens has said in the past that he 
paid all the bills he received for the 
work. 

VECO and Allen have been at the 
center of a corruption investigation 
in which the FBI raided six state law- 
makers ’ offices. All but two of the 
six— state Sen. Donny Olson of 
Nome and Stevens’ son Ben— have 
been convicted on conspiracy, 
bribery or attempting to bribe a leg- 
islator. 

U.S. Rep. Don Young is also 
under investigation. 

The indictment comes on Stevens 
at a bad time during an election cam- 
paign that may be his toughest so far, 
according to polls and opposition. 

Stevens may come up against con- 
tender Democrat Mark Begich, An- 
chorage mayor and currently favored 
in polls, in the November general 
election, after the October primary. 
If Stevens were convicted in an early 
trial on any or all charges, he could 
hope to be pardoned by outgoing 
Pres. George W. Bush before Jan. 20 
and avoid potential jail time. 

If Stevens’ were re-elected, his 
seniority would mean that if Repub- 
licans regained the Senate, he would 
be president pro tempore, third in 
line to the presidency after the vice 
president and Speaker of the House. 

The indictment requires Stevens 
to give up his chair as senior Repub- 
lican on the Appropriations Commit- 
tee. 

During his almost 40 years in the 
Senate, Stevens has been able to 
steer many millions into Alaska proj- 
ects criticized as pork projects when 
tacked on as riders to unrelated bills. 

According to court documents, 
after VECO labor jacked up and ex- 
panded Stevens’ Girdwood house, 


Stevens would call VECO to work 
on maintenance and repair, including 
the plumbing system. 

Former Nome resident, the late 
Mark Tyree, worked on the plumb- 
ing for one of the VECO-related con- 
tractors. 

The 28-page grand jury document 
does not say that Stevens traded 
votes for gifts and does not charge 
him on bribery, but charges seven 
counts of false statements on the 
Senate financial disclosure declara- 
tion filled out annually beginning 
with 2000. 

The indictment says that Stevens 
“knowingly and intentionally sought 
to conceal and cover up his receipt of 
things of value by filing Financial 
Disclosure forms that contained false 
statements and omissions” regarding 
$250,000 in gifts. 

Specifically, Stevens allegedly vi- 
olated the Ethics in Government Act 
of 1978. 

The court document does say that 
VECO and Allen knew Stevens 
could help them from his position 
and asked him for favors— funding 
for projects in Pakistan and Russia, 
federal grants and help in building a 
natural gas pipeline in the North 
Slope region where VECO derived 
millions in income. This year, Allen 
and a VECO executive, Rick Smith, 
pleaded guilty to corruption charges 
and began to help with investigations 
in Alaska’s political corruption asso- 
ciated with the oil industry to avoid 
jail time. In the probe of Stevens’ ac- 
tivities, Allen let investigators listen 
in on phone conversations. 

Stevens, in coming under indict- 
ment, joins 10 other U.S. Senators in 
national history charged on misuse 
of their offices. Five of the 10 were 
convicted or pleaded guilty. The 
other half had charges dropped or 
were acquitted. 

Stevens has been active in 
Alaska’s politics since before the ter- 
ritory became a state in January 
1959. Stevens was first appointed to 
the Senate in 1968 by Gov. Wally 
Hickel after the death of Democratic 
Senator Bob Bartlett. 

Federal law requires members of 
the U. S. Senate to file annual finan- 
cial disclosures covering liabilities 
over $10,000 and gifts in order to 
allow the public to evaluate a sena- 
tor’s actions in light of financial in- 
terests. Relative to gifts, the dollar 
value threshold for reporting was 
over $260 for years 1999 through 
2002; in 2003, $285; and in calendar 
years 2004 through 2006, $305.

Summer construction season is in full swing

Driving around Nome may get a 
lot smoother in the near future, with 
potholes being fixed and rough 
gravel spots leveled with asphalt. 
The local Department of Transporta- 
tion and Public Facilities is taking 
advantage of available asphalt this 
summer, fixing up potholes that 
longtime Nome drivers have learned 
to live with - and to instinctively 
drive around. 

This summer, DOT&PF’s area su- 
perintendent Patrick Kelliher hopes 
to have once and for all smoothened 
the four most notorious segments in 
town: the holes at the corner of 
Bering Street and Front Street are 
paved already, as is the bumpy sec- 
tion at the corner of Bering Street 
and Seppala Drive. Next on the work 
plan are two rough patches in the 


area known as Bourbon Creek, a tad 
north of Icy View, on the Nome- 
Beltz Highway. Paving of the road 
leading from Center Creek Road to 
the cargo airlines’ terminals on the 
north end of the airport is slated. Last 
on the list is the infamous section of 
potholes on Seppala Drive in front of 
Q Trucking. 

Quality Asphalt Paving set up a 
hot asphalt plant in a gravel pit near 
Dredge 5 and is cooking the so- 
called hot mix to provide asphalt for 
the main project, the airport runway 
improvement. 

While here, the plant also supplies 
the City of Nome with asphalt, which 
was laid down last week on 5 th Av- 
enue between Bering Street and 
Steadman Street. 

Drivers venturing out on the 
Nome-Council Highway witness 


federal highway dollars at work as 
the DOT received funding to perma- 
nently repair storm damage. A 2004 
fall storm battered the shoreline and 
took out sections of the road’s shoul- 
der and washed debris over the high- 
way. The DOT contracted with Knik 
Construction Co. to fix the road in 
several spots on East Beach to the 
Fort Davis Roadhouse. Workers cur- 
rently are fixing the shoulder of the 
road on the east side of the Beam 
Road towards the Nome River 
mouth. Other spots being fixed in- 
clude a washout section at mile 16 
and patchy spots between Nuuk and 
Solomon. Nome City field is also 
being improved. 

The DOT also performed airport 
improvements at Brevig Mission, 
Kiana, Ambler, Kotlik and Shageluk. 
Next on the agenda is runway im-

provements at the Stebbins and Point 
Hope airports. 

Kelliher said that his office serves 
41 villages from Point Hope to St. 
Mary’s, including Shageluk, Holy 
Cross, Grayling and Anvik, plus 
smaller runways like Salmon Lake 
and Quartz Creek. 

The airport in Savoonga will be 
completely redone next year, accord- 
ing to Kelliher. 

He said that despite cold and rainy 
weather, work proceeded unham- 
pered and without delays. 

The City of Nome is tackling sev- 
eral infrastructure improvements as 
well. At the landfill, bulldozers are 
preparing the ground for a new cell 
to be opened by September. Randy 
Romenesko, the city’s acting project 
manager, said that dirt work at the 
new site of the Public Safety Build- 
ing started on Monday. “Currently 
we are in the phase of design devel- 
opment,” said Romenesko. “The 
goal is to get the pad built and the 
piles driven in this year.” The piling 
material is ordered and will arrive in

Nome with the last barge. Rome- 
nesko said that he is trying to get the 
steel ordered and the prices locked 
in, so that new steel price increases 
next year don’t affect the budget of 
the building. 

The $100,000 shuffled from the 
Public Safety Building money pot to 
the Rec Center will not be used until 
the consultant comes up with a mas- 
ter plan to fix the building. 

At the port, the inner harbor has 
been dredged to a depth of minus 10 
feet and barges offloading freight 
and fuel already took advantage of 
the fact that heavier barges can safely 
unload their freight on the East dock. 

The Army Corps of Engineers 
began building an additional float- 
ing dock, and the City of Nome 
will add another dock in the small 
boat harbor. 

Romenesko also is upbeat about 
the ongoing building progress. 
“Things are going fairly well; 
[construction at ] the port is a bit 
slower, but we’re making 
progress,” he said.

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DOT reminds truck drivers to obey trucking rules

Upon the invitation of the local 
Department of Transportation and 
Public Facilities, the Nome Police 
Department and the State Troopers, 
two officers with the DOT Division 
of Measurement Standards and Com- 
mercial Vehicle Enforcement came 
to Nome recently to remind Nome’s 
commercial truck drivers of the rules 
and enforce the Federal Motor Car- 
rier Safety Administration and State 
of Alaska regulations. 

Bill Drake, commercial vehicle 
enforcement officer III and 
Tok/Valdez area supervisor said that 


he and his colleague were in Nome 
on the mission, “to bring the com- 
mercial motor vehicle industry in 
compliance with current commercial 
motor vehicle regulations.” 

Drake said that primarily the local 
DOT asked his division to come out 
to perform inspections and also to 
educate truck drivers and their em- 
ployers on proper commercial vehi- 
cle safety and size and weight 
regulations. 

“There were general complaints 
that trucks were running overloaded, 
that there were speeding and load se- 
curement issues,” specified Drake. 


Fishing, commercial boats 
allowed to discharge 
waste in ocean 


U.S .Senator Lisa Murkowski an- 
nounced in her newsletter last week 
that Congress passed and President 
Bush signed into law legislation pro- 
posed by her to provide commercial 
fishing boats and other small com- 
mercial vessels a two-year morato- 
rium from discharge permits under 
the Clean Water Act. 

Recreational vessels would be ex- 
empted from the incidental discharge 
permits under a companion bill that 
was also signed into law by the Pres- 
ident this week. 

“My bill directs the Environmen- 


tal Protection Agency to conduct a 
study to determine the types, vol- 
umes and effects of discharges from 
commercial vessels of different sizes 
and categories,” Murokowski wrote. 

” Under my bill the EPA will pro- 
vide a report to Congress within 15 
months that would be used to deter- 
mine if permanent exemptions are 
warranted. 

“It is my hope that the commercial 
vessel study will provide the data to 
justify an exemption for the com- 
mercial sector similar to the one for 
recreational vessels.”

Drake said that he made numerous 
observations while in town, includ- 
ing many administrative and safety 
violations; however, he issued only 
warnings - so far. “Our intent was to 
educate before we issue citations,” 
Drake told The Nome Nugget. 

Without wanting to get specific, 
he said that out of compliance issues 
were noted across the board. 

“The public can expect another 
visit as a follow-up to our education 


process,” Drake said. Over the past 
several years, increased trucking and 
hauling traffic became a public issue 
because of dust, speeding and safety 
concerns. While no fatal accidents 
involving a commercial truck have 
occurred yet, a severe accident hap- 
pened in October of 2006 when an 
unsecured 20-foot seatainer crashed 
off a truck at the corner of Center 
Creek Road and Seppala Drive. The 
seatainer was picked up from the 


barge at Nome’s port and was sup- 
posed to be delivered to Satellite 
Field, where Alaska Gold Company 
staged their equipment for the con- 
struction of the Rock Creek mine. En 
route the container slid off the truck 
and fell down the road embankment. 
The label on the container said ce- 
ment. Earlier, loads of dry sodium 
cyanide - highly toxic if mixed with 
acidic water — had been hauled 
from the barge to Satellite Field.

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Hammond’s last interview warns against unchecked development 


PART II 

Editor’s note: The last interview 
recorded with Jay Hammond before 
his death on August 3, 2005 recently 
surfaced , as the Hammond family de- 
cided to release a transcript of a film 
interview to the press. 

On July 11, 2005, Lance Holter, a 
filmmaker from Maui/Hawaii had 
arranged for an interview with Jay 
Hammond at Lake Clark. In the liv- 
ing room of the local postmaster at 
the Lake Clark post office, Lance 
Holter and Jack Hession conducted 
the following interview with Jay 
Hammond. 

The interview was made available 
to The Nome Nugget and is printed 
with permission from Holter and 
the Hammond family. 

Lance Holter : How do you see the 
impacts of - for example, during 
the ANILCA conference, the gen- 
tleman from Seward spoke about 
how originally they didn’t like the 
idea of Kenai Fjords National 
Park, but now they see that as a 
economic benefit. Likewise, how 
could the Katmai and Lake Clark 
national parks, how will that as a 
future economic benefit, as long- 
term sustainable benefit, how is 
that in relationship to the Pebble 
Mine as a long-term sustainable 
economic benefit? 

Jay Hammond : Well, I think people 
come to Alaska not to look for open- 
pit mines and that kind of activity, 
but to experience some of the wild 
country that we still have in great 
abundance. And some of the parks 
and refuges that provide that, as I 
have mentioned many times, those 
who assert that the lands were locked 
up - I claim they were “locked 
open.” They’re locked open for fu- 
ture generations to assure they have 
access to these wondrous lands that 
otherwise could be precluded if they 
were parceled out in private owner- 
ship. Now I got into a lot of trouble 
years ago when I made a comment in 
relationship to the arguments against 
ANILCA that it was locking up 
country. I said the ultimate lockup, of 
course, is private land ownership. 


And I followed that with a comment, 
“As of course it should be.” If you 
own a piece of property, you ought to 
be able to direct what happens on it, 
and preclude people trespassing 
willy-nilly over it. Therefore, you 
should be very careful about putting 
into such enclaves lands that are of 
enormous public value, such as are 
contained in our parks and refuges. 
But all many of the developmental 
interests heard was: “Hammond’s 
opposed to private land ownership, 
asserts it’s the ultimate lockup.” And 
I think people - when I was in Se- 
ward early on, there were a lot of ob- 
jections to the prospective Kenai 
Fjords and so forth, just along the 
lines of the gentleman you men- 
tioned in Seward. And there was, I 
think probably the majority of peo- 
ple would have voted against it at 
that time, before it was fact. Now I 
don’t think there’s any question that 
the majority would be ardently for it, 
because it’s done substantial things 
to improve their economy, and I 
think the potential exists to do the 
same thing elsewhere in Alaska. 
We’re already seeing it in many in- 
stances. 

LH : How do you feel the impacts 
of the mine... the Pebble Mine Cor- 
poration projects that a thousand 
employees that are going to impact 
the national parks in this area. 
They claim that they will not allow 
their employees to hunt or fish, 
and I’m wondering how do you see 
the impacts of the mine on subsis- 
tence and natural resources, such 
as that to the Native people and the 
residents of the area? 

JH: Well, I think it’s got to be very 
difficult to constrain totally the im- 
pact of those folks by disallowing 
them to hunt or fish in the national 
interest lands, or even on the state or 
private lands. But I think there’s 
going to be an inevitable impact. Not 
only impact on the resource itself, 
but the one thing about an impact 
that’s intangible and unquantifiable 
and certainly you can’t put a mone- 
tary value directly on it, is the qual- 
ity of the experience. That Koktuli 
country, for example, I brought the 


first boat up there forty years ago, 
and it was absolutely fabulous fish- 
ing, I had it all to myself. Of course 
that’s kind of a selfish interest and at- 
titude, but it was an absolutely won- 
derful experience. Now that 
experience in large measure has been 
retained, and I’d like to see other 
people enjoy that. I think the pres- 
ence of an enormous mine with a 
thousand people cluttering about, 
whether they be hunting or fishing, 
is going to change that experience 
and alter it in such a manner as to be 
something that we’ll lose forever a 
benefit that future generations ought 
to be privileged to experience. 

LH: Do you believe that an open- 
pit, hard rock mine can be devel- 
oped responsibly? 

JH: Well, I am not one to say, or to 
judge whether they can do it... I as- 
sume it can be. But if it’s developed 
responsibly and with the appropriate 
environmental controls, can it be 
done profitably? At this point in time 
I seriously doubt it. And to make it 
meet those criteria I mentioned, I 
suspect it cannot operate profitably, 
because it would entail an increase in 
the mining tax and contributions to 
the permanent fund that do not now 
exist. So theoretically, it could be 
done responsibly. Practically and 
economically? Very doubtful in my 
view. 

LH: I’m from Wyoming, and I’ve 
spent time in Montana and so 
forth, and I’ve been around min- 
ing communities and the boom- 
and-bust mentality of a mine. And 
I see a tremendous amount of so- 
cial disadvantages; for example, 
methamphetamine abuse, addic- 
tion, I’ve seen alcoholism. I’ve seen 
a tremendous amount of social 
dysfunction. And I would think 
that bringing in this kind of a mine 
and this kind of economy would 
have a great amount of social dys- 
function. Have you had any expe- 
rience with that as governor? 

JH: Well, I don’t think there’s any 
question about that. We’ve seen over 
the past twenty or thirty years a vast 


increase in many of the areas, in- 
cluding the villages, of that type of 
activity, which would only be com- 
pounded with a monumental project 
of that nature. I think a lot of the vil- 
lages sense that and are apprehensive 
over it. And I’ve been to several 
meetings at which seemingly the ma- 
jority of villages impacted seem to be 
in opposition to it, despite the pro- 
posed benefits that might accrue to 
them economically. And so I think 
there’s grave concern about that, and 
I think it’s realistic concern. That can 
be applied whether it be a Pebble 
Mine in a remote area, or something 
in downtown Anchorage. The same 
problems will attend it, and all you 
can do, I guess, is assure that at the 
very least that you extract from those 
activities enough revenue to offset 
the cost of such impact, its adverse 
nature. 

LH: So the economic benefits of 
hard rock mining may not actually 
equal out the cost to the society? 

JH: —It very well could not. It very 
well could not. And one of the things 
that I had proposed is, and tried to do 
it when I was in office, to get some 
sort of formula or an assessment 
process in place where we can look 
at proposed development activities to 
see if it met those four criteria. And I 
unfortunately did not come up with 
anything that accomplished that 
clearly. But I think now we have in 
place a vehicle and an appropriate 
agency to do precisely that. The In- 
stitute of Social and Economic Re- 
search at the University of Alaska 
seems to me exactly the sort of entity 
that should take on the process of 
evaluating all these elements to de- 
termine whether the benefits out- 
weigh the costs thereof. And I have 
talked to some people that are very 
much concerned about the Pebble 
project that are working with Fran 
Ulmer, who’s now the head of that 
ISER organization. But they of 
course have to have the funding pro- 
vided to do it. They don’t have 
within their own bank account the 
capability to do it, but we ought to 
have something in the state that’s 
above political control, that’s per- 


ceived by the public as being impar- 
tial and can evaluate these things on 
an other than political basis to deter- 
mine what... I can only speculate 
that these criteria will not be met. I 
can’t prove it. We ought to have 
some entity in place that can prove 
that it either can or cannot, and we 
don’t have it to date. 

LH: Governor Hammond, I’m be- 
ginning to see there’s this - a new 
industry that’s developing in the 
Alaskan wilderness, and this is 
people from all over the world hav- 
ing high-quality wilderness experi- 
ences. And I see especially in the 
Lake Clark area, Port Als worth, 
an economic benefit to wilderness 
experience. Over here at the lodge, 
there’s people from Europe, from 
England, from Scandinavia, from 
Denmark. How do you see this into 
the future, this wilderness experi- 
ence that can benefit from... 

JH: Well, I don’t think it can do other 
than simply grow, and it’s expanded 
enormously during my time in 
Alaska. I was one of the first that had 
a hunting-fishing lodge in the entire 
Bristol Bay area. One of three, that’s 
all there were. There are now over 
two hundred. And they’re proliferat- 
ing - I was one of the first here on 
Lake Clark, and now I think there are 
nine that engage in that sort of activ- 
ity. And so it can do nothing but ex- 
pand, and of course there’s a point of 
diminishing returns as you oversatu- 
rate that condition, the quality of the 
experience is reduced. But things are 
all relative. When I first came up 
here in 1946, I worked for an old- 
time guide who had come up here in 
1922. He was complaining about 
how everything was degenerating: 
“Too many cheechakos up here, fish 
and game’s going downhill, I’m glad 
I’m gettin’ old so I don’t have to see 
it get worse.” Now I thought it was 
wonderful. Now here I find myself 
almost 60 years later saying the 
same sort of thing. And people that 
come up today will be saying it 50 
years from now. So it’s all relative, 
but thank heaven we at least have 
something that we can sustain if we 
do it right. 


Nuuk: No toxic dust found on dried fish

Nearly a year after the Agency for 
Toxic Substances and Disease Reg- 
istry, a branch of the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control, came to Nome taking 
samples of dried fish hanging out at 
racks along the Nome-Council High- 
way at Nuuk, the results were pub- 
lished by the US Department of 
Health and Human Services on July 
28. 

The conclusion gives relief to 
many camp owners at Nuuk to dry 
their fish. “No arsenic or mercury 
were detected in the air samples,” 
reads the document. “Limited fish 
sampling showed that deposition of 


dust on fish did not result in unsafe 
levels of arsenic or mercury on the 
fish. Therefore, the consumption of 
fish dried in this area is not of health 
concern,” reads the document titled 
Evaluation of air, soil and dried 
chum salmon samples, Nuuk fugitive 
dust. 

Dried fish samples contained no 
detectable inorganic arsenic and mer- 
cury concentrations were below lev- 
els of health concern. The road, the 
agency found, was mainly built from 
gravel taken out of Hastings Creek, 
not with mine tailings as many other 
roads in Nome. 

ATS DR concluded that currently 
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there is no apparent health risk to the 
public. However, it includes a para- 
graph saying that the picture could 
change with Alaska Gold Company’s 
plans to haul ore from Big Hurrah to 
the mill facility at Rock Creek with 
100-ton trucks at 90-minute intervals 
24/7. “If current AGC plans to haul 
ore from the Big Hurrah Mine to the 


Rock Creek mine are implemented 
and truck traffic increases substan- 
tially, the health hazards associated 
with dust production on the Nome 
Council Highway may need to be 
readdressed,” says the document. 

Nome resident Karen McLane had 
petitioned the ATSDR to come to 
Nome to conduct the sampling. An 


Anchorage ATSDR colleague joined 
Ric Robinson, regional representa- 
tive of ATSDR from Seattle, three 
employees with the Environmental 
Protection Agency and a representa- 
tive of the Alaska Department of 
Health and Human Services. The

team took five dried and frozen fish 
samples, 156 air samples and 15 soil 
samples from the roadbed. 

Glad that the results came back 
giving dried fish a clean bill for con- 
sumption, McLane said she is glad 
that this study is on the books to 
function as a background database 
when AGC’s truck traffic begins in 
earnest. This year, no mining has 
been done at Big Hurrah. 

McLane added that she is also uti- 
lizing the State of Alaska’s Fish 
Monitoring Program to check fish - 
Dolly Varden and salmon taken from 
Dry Creek — for heavy metals. “The 
Dry Creek area has had historical 
placer mining and military pres- 
ence.” 

She said that she had lived in 
Nome most of her life and had never 
seen salmon in Dry Creek prior to 
2005. “There were black fish and 
sculpin, but no salmon. Now there 
are beaver dams along the lower part 
of the creek that make it better habi- 
tat for the fish, I think,” McLane told 
The Nome Nugget. Convinced that 
citizens need to be active in moni- 
toring the environmental health of 
Nome’s surrounding, McLane said 
that there are salmon species living 
in the creek for Alaska Coastal Man- 
agement Program’s Alaska Clean 
Water Action Systems. “I sent in a 
nomination for Dry Creek to be a 
protected water body. I’m still wait- 
ing for word on whether or not some- 
one from the ACMP office will be 
coming to survey the creek,” 
McLane explained. 

She is also concerned about chil- 
dren fishing at Dry Creek and con- 
suming the fish. “These fish are 
small, but the children are taught not 
to waste what they’ve taken. So, 
some of these fish may be getting 
eaten. I wanted to be sure they would 
not harm anyone.” 

She said that the state’s fish mon- 
itoring program only tests for heavy 
metals like arsenic and mercury. “It’s 
better than nothing,” she maintains. 
“Testing the water is one thing, but 
looking at what lives in the water 
gives us a better idea about what is 
in the water over a longer period of

time and what its bioavailability is.” 

The state’s fish monitoring pro- 
gram doesn’t cost anything except 
time and effort, McLane said. 

“I encourage others to go out and 
get samples sent in for monitoring. 
What water bodies do you fish out 
of? What concerns do you have 
about that water? Find out. See what 
testing is already happening and 
build on it. In the end it’s good to 
know that our fish are safe to eat.”

Asbestos update at NPS: Since the 1980s, the EPA has 
had strict rules governing the identification of 
asbestos. These rules include a plan on the manage- 
ment of asbestos -containing material placed in schools 
before these guidelines went into effect in the early 
’80s. Nome Elementary was built after these regulations 
went into effect; consequently, asbestos materials were 
not used in the construction of the project. However, 
the Nome-Beltz complex was built before the regula- 
tions were implemented. Over the last few years there 
have been new construction projects at the Nome-Beltz 
complex. With each project, the City Manager and the 
Superintendent have cooperatively planned for elimi- 


nation of asbestos from these facilities. In some cases 
where asbestos has not been eliminated, the asbestos 
has been encased and contained under EPA’s guide- 
lines. Under EPA guidelines it is also required that 
Nome Public Schools has a trained person on staff to 
monitor and inspect continuously the encased/con- 
tained asbestos. In addition, EPA does an onsite in- 
spection by an accredited expert every three years. This 
is all done for the safety of all staff and students using 
our facilities on a daily basis. Your children’s safety is of 
the utmost importance.

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Area youth dive into Culture Camp on the Niukluk

Nome Eskimo Community 
sponsored its second annual Sum- 
mer Youth Cultural Camp July 14- 
18. The camp was hosted by Tom 
and Bee Jay Gray at their campsite, 
the “Mosquito Bar,” on the Niuk- 
luk River. 

Thirteen joyful 7th- 12th grade 
campers attended. They were: Jesse 
Ashenfelter, Thomas Ashenfelter, 
Sam Ahkinga, Jonah Booth, Taylor 
McDaniel, Katelyn Avessuk, Rene 
Ellanna, Sharon Ellanna, Leslie El- 
lanna, Dezirae Sherman-Kakaruk, 
Ruby Outwater, Gina Walluk, and 
Deanna Walluk. The campers were 
accompanied by four chaperones: 
Niaomi Brunette, Kirsten Timbers, 
Tom Mute and Justin Heinrich. The 
staff and campers had a wonderful 
time filled with exciting and inform- 
ative presentations, fishing, swim- 
ming, eco challenges, canoe trips and 
great food which was graciously pre- 
pared by Bee Jay. This year’s camp 
was organized by Melissa Bell, 
Youth Services Specialist for Nome 
Eskimo Community. 

On the first day, the youth gath- 
ered at Nome Eskimo Community 
and prepared for the ride out to 
Council. Lance Johnson and Dawn 
Warnke drove two vans filled with 
eager campers. The drive took about 
2 1/2 hours to get to Council where 
they were met by Tom and his river 
guide, Henry Titus. After their ar- 
rival the staff, chaperones and 
campers helped load the boats with 
their camping gear and shortly 
thereafter were on their way down 
the Niukluk River to the Mosquito 
Bar campsite. 

After going over camp instruc- 
tions and camper expectations, 
campers practiced their first “dry 
run” of seining. They practiced using 
the seining net on dry land as though 
they were using it in the river. This 
practice run was very beneficial as 
the campers had a successful pull in 
the actual seine, tugging in 600-plus 
salmon in the first run. The rest of the 
evening followed with dinner, wood 
gathering, ice breakers and ghost sto- 
ries before bedtime. 

On the second day, campers all 
earned certification in Wilderness 
Safety and First Aid, which was 
taught in a one-day training course 
by Tom Vaden and Seiji Heck. The 
children learned how to apply 
splints, care for burn injuries and, 
among other things, learned how to 
distinguish edible foods from poi- 


sonous ones. 

That afternoon the campers en- 
joyed playing charades. Everyone 
acted and some of the children were 
natural-born performers. After a 
close match between teams, the 
counselors were recruited to do a 
lightning round. Henry came up 
with the subjects for the lightning 
round that threw the counselors for 
a wild ride as they tried to act out 
his charades. 

In the evening, Tom and Henry 
took the children out seining on the 
Fish River. In one seine the chil- 
dren caught more than 1,000 fish. 
The net was so heavy the campers, 
along with Tom and Henry, were 
unable to bring the net onto shore. 
Most of the fish escaped and what 
was not used was let go. The fish 
that were kept were cleaned and 
prepared for canning. After the 
seining and fish cutting, the 
campers were spit into two groups. 
While one group listened to a pres- 
entation from Tom about the im- 
portance of caring for subsistence 
foods and the benefits of traditional 
foods, the other group learned the 
proper fish canning techniques 
with Bee Jay. Each camper was 
able to bring home a jar of salmon 
that was caught, cut and prepared 
by the group. 

Just as everyone was winding 
down for bed, the girls were getting 
ready to tell ghost stories that would 
make one’s skin crawl. Even with the 
spook in the air, everyone was still 
able to get enough sleep for the busy 
next day. 

On the third day, the Norton 
Sound Health Corp. CAMP depart- 
ment provided a presentation to the 
campers about the importance of a 
healthy diet and diabetes preven- 
tion. The National Guard sent up 
two presenters from the Drug De- 
mand Reduction Department out of 
Ft. Richardson, Sergeant Jennifer 
Theulen and Major Jane Lowrey. 
The presenters had the campers par- 
ticipate in many team-building ac- 
tivities, communication games and 
taught them about being drug free 
and making good life decisions. 
The highlight of their visit was the 
rubber chicken communication 
game that had everyone working to- 
gether and laughing. 

During free time, the campers al- 
ways wanted to go swimming. The 
weather was mostly rainy and 
gloomy that day, but the children 
were brave and enjoyed jumping off 
the bank and floating down the

river. At some point the campers 
were able to convince the coun- 
selors to take them on a canoe trip. 
No one flipped over in their canoe, 
but because of the heavy rain it 
looked like they did. 

On the fourth day campers learned 
about the “Traditional Subsistence 
Hunting Activities” and “How to 
maximize their usage of traditional 
subsistence foods.” This informative 
presentation was done by Austin Ah- 
masuk, tribal resource specialist for 
Nome Eskimo Community. The final 
presenter of the camp was Dr. Owen 
Mandanas from the NSHC Dental 
Clinic. She spoke about how impor- 
tant it was to take good care of your 
teeth and body. Dr. Mandanas also 
spoke about the importance of mak- 
ing healthy choices and goals in life 
and surrounding yourself with peo- 
ple who support those goals. At the 


end of the presentation campers all 
wrote down goals of their own, how- 
ever big or small. 

The final evening, the campers 
and Niaomi and Tom Mute were di- 
vided into three teams for the Eco 
Challenge, consisting of Team 
Coho, Team King and Team Sock- 
eye. The goal was to be the first 
team to make it across the river and 
back and then start a fire to get a pot 
of water to a rolling boil. The teams 
consisted of five teammates: two 
canoers, one runner, one swimmer 
and one fire starter. The canoers 
started the race carrying with them 
five Strike-Anywhere matches in a 
Ziploc bag. They paddled fero- 
ciously upstream about 200 yards. 
There they handed the matches to 
the runner, who ran to the end of the 
gravel bar and back. The runner 
gave the matches to the swimmer 


who swam back to the beginning or 
the race, where the fire starter had 
been busy gathering wood. All 
teammates worked together to get 
any other dry wood they could find 
to help bring the water to a rolling 
boil. Team King took first place 
with Team Coho just behind and 
Team Sockeye in third. The 
campers worked hard and coopera- 
tively. It was an exciting and mem- 
orable race for all. 

The final day was met with long 
faces despite the sun finally breaking 
through the clouds as the campers 
and chaperones broke camp and pre- 
pared to leave. The last activity of 
the camp was a semi-challenging, 
yet refreshing hike up Council 
Mountain. The campers huffed and 
puffed to the top where everyone 
visited, ate lunch and talked about 
plans for next year’s camp.

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Clergy sex abuse 
victims urged to 
come forward 

Victims will be barred from settlement 
if they do not file by Dec. 2 deadline

Victims of past sexual abuse by 
members of the Catholic Bishop of 
Northern Alaska Fairbanks Diocese 
have five more months to come for- 
ward with claims to be part of a large 
settlement with the church. 

The federal U.S. bankruptcy court 
has ordered that all persons claiming 
sexual abuse at the hands of clergy 
or workers employed by the Catholic 
Bishop of Northern Alaska aka Fair- 
banks Diocese must file a claim on 
or before Dec. 2, 2008. 

Confronted with 160 people alleg- 
ing clergy sexual abuse by more than 
a dozen Catholic priests and lay 
workers over a time frame from the 
late 1960s through the 1980s, and 
spread over an area from St. Michael 
to Barrow, Bishop Donald Kettler de- 
clared bankruptcy on March 1 , 2008. 

“I firmly believe that Chapter 1 1 
is the best way for the Diocese to 
work constructively with those who 
have been harmed— those who have 
pursued compensation and those who 
have not; those who are currently 
known and those who have not yet 
made the decision to come forward,” 
Kettler wrote in a statement. 

“We really want to encourage 
anybody with any kind of claim to 
come forward by the Dec. 2 dead- 
line,” said Ronnie Rosenberg, human 
resources director and spokeswoman 
for the Diocese. She said that not 
only sexual abuse claims are up for 
settlement, but also anybody who 
may have any sort of monetary 
claim, may it be vendors or former 
employees to whom the diocese still 
owes money. 

Rosenberg said that the church 
had received about 10 or 1 1 new sex- 
ual abuse claimants. “Some have 
called here, some are represented by 
lawyers,” she said. “But we don’t 
have a huge new pool of claimants.” 

With the bankruptcy declaration, 
Rosenberg said, filing a claim be- 
came easier because a team of bank- 
ruptcy lawyers is in place to represent 
victims in the bankruptcy settlement. 

The alleged abuses could not be 
prosecuted in criminal court— the 
time has run out for the victim to file 
criminal charges— the claims were 
filed as civic cases and asked for 
monetary compensation. 

Co-defendants in most cases were 
the Jesuit order, Alaska and Oregon 
provinces, which settled claims for a 
total of $50 million earlier this year. 

The declaration of Chapter 11 
moved all the cases from the state 
courts to the federal bankruptcy 
court, effectively stopping all settle- 
ment negotiations between the vic- 
tims’ representatives and the diocese. 

After the Dec. 2 deadline, the 
court will have a final number of 


claimants with whom to work, and 
negotiations will resume to come up 
with a settlement. Anybody who has 
been abused but didn’t come forward 
is then forever barred to become part 
of the expected settlement. 

Elsie Boudreau was the first of six 
Jane Does to claim sexual abuse at 
the hands of KNOM founder and 
Nome priest Jim Poole, and filed a 
complaint in March 2004. Her case 
was settled out of court for close to 
$1 million, and she now works for the 
California law firm Steward & 
Manly, attorneys specializing in 
clergy sex abuse cases. She is sta- 
tioned in Cooke & Roosa’s law firm 
in Anchorage as a victim liaison. 

Boudreau said that she encour- 
ages people to come forward. “It’s in 
the best interest for everybody in- 
volved to come forward now before 
the time runs out,” she told The 
Nome Nugget. 

Boudreau said that when she de- 
cided to come forward, the process 
was painful but it ended with her 
feeling finally comfortable in her 
body. “I don’t cry as much any- 
more,” she said. “It’s absolutely OK 
to come forward. I feel like a new 
person because I don’t have to filter 
things through my shame anymore.” 

She reports that other victims 
feel the same sense of relief that 
she felt. “They are just so happy to 
be believed.” 

Boudreau said that for years she 
had felt depressed, had to cry a lot 
and didn’t know what was wrong 
with her. “In college, my counselor 
asked me if I had ever been sexually 
abused and I said, ‘No,’” Boudreau 
remembered. “It took a long time to 
accept the fact that indeed I was sex- 
ually abused. I didn’t know that the 
impact of Father Poole’s abuse had 
such devastating results on my life.” 

When Boudreau’s daughter turned 
about the same age as Boudreau 
when she was sexually abused by 
Poole, Boudreau decided to come 
forward and to file a complaint. “I 
wanted to let my daughter know that 
it is OK to say no,” Boudreau said. 

She said that she used to be a de- 
vout Catholic but since has lost faith 
in the organization. “I am not bound 
by guilt and sin anymore as a good 
Catholic should be, but I share the 
Yupik belief that people are good and 
innocent,” she said. 

Victims of clergy sex abuse want- 
ing to come forward can call bank- 
ruptcy lawyers who represent all 
victims in the case at 1-888-570- 
6269. Upon request, a Yupik transla- 
tor is available.

Summer 
2008 is cool 
and wet

Last Friday, August 1 the National 
Weather Service confirmed what we 
all felt in our bones: the summer of 
2008 is colder and wetter than nor- 
mal. The first seven days of July 
looked promising with warm and dry 
weather. The temperature even got 
as high as 83°F on July 5, setting a 
new record for the day and qualify- 
ing for one of the 10 warmest days 
ever in Nome. The peak wind 
recorded was 37 mph from the east 
on July 4, followed by wind speeds 
higher than 30 mph on July 3 and 
July 5 . 

And then came the cold. “The 
high pressure ridge that had set up 
across much of northern Alaska gave 
way to an even more persistent low 
pressure trough,” reads the NWS 
narrative. “This allowed system after 
system to pass over western Alaska 
with fresh intrusions of either cool, 
moist Bering Sea air masses or even 
cooler air masses from the arctic,” 
continues the statement. From July 9 
on, every day was cooler than nor- 
mal. Instead of lovely dew drops 
adorning budding fire weed, it was 
frost that covered the vegetation, on 
two July mornings - more July frost 
occurrences than in the past 32 
years. From July 8 until the end of 
the month, 3.09 inches of rain fell - 
as opposed to the normal precipita- 
tion of 2.15 inches. 

At times, the snow level on the 
Seward Peninsula even fell to 1 ,000 
feet. 

The average temperature in July 
was 49.6°F, 3.1°F below normal. 
The average high was 55 °F and the 
average low was 44°F. The highest 
temperature of 83°F was recorded on 
July 5; the lowest temperatures were 
32°F on July 24 and 27. 

NWS marks three daily tempera- 
ture records: The 83 °F on July 5 
broke the previous record of 76°F set 
last year. The low temperature of 
56°F set the record for the lowest 
high temperature, and on July 27, 
temperatures plummeted to the 
freezing mark, breaking the old 
record low of 34°F from 2000. In 
terms of rainfall, 0.7 inches of rain 
on July 12 shattered the old record 
of 0.5 inches from 1941. 

Getting Nomeites primed for the 
upcoming cold season, the NWS 
closed their statement saying, “The 
earliest snowfall of the winter season 
occurred August 11, 1965.

JUNEAU— Beginning Sept. 1, pris- 
oners in Alaska’s correctional facili- 
ties will be charged $2 to make a 
local telephone call. Until now, local 
calls have been free. 

Prisoners being booked will not be 
charged to place a local phone call. 

In March, the Department of Cor- 
rections approved a contract for in- 
mate telephone service with Evercom 
Systems, Inc., a wholly-owned sub- 
sidiary of Securus Technologies, Inc. 

Under contract terms, 
Evercom/Securus owns, installs and 
maintains the telephone equipment at 
no cost to the department and pro- 
vides specialized equipment needed 
to record and track all phone conver- 
sations for security purposes. Ever- 
com/Securus also provides billing 


service and the ability to block phone 
numbers as required by the courts or 
by the recipients of calls. 

The $2 fee will appear on the 
phone bill of the receiving party. The 
contractor has a pre-pay account 
service for call recipients as well. 

The department at first issued an 
RFP for telephone service which re- 
quired the successful bidder to pro- 
vide free local calls for inmates. After 
receiving no responsive bids, the de- 
partment issued an RFP without the 
free local calls stipulation. Ever- 
com/Securus was the only bidder. 

“The context of how we got here 
is cost control. The contractor owns, 
installs and maintains the phone sys- 
tem used by inmates. For that service 
they get a portion of the revenue 


phone calls generate,” said deputy 
commissioner Dwayne Peeples. 
“We’d prefer to keep the free local 
calls, but this is the industry norm, 
and we’ve held off as best we could.” 

Inmate telephone rates are ap- 
proved by the Regulatory Commis- 
sion of Alaska. 

The department inaugurated con- 
tracting for inmate telephone service 
in May 1997. 

Most, if not all, correctional facil- 
ities charge for local calls. Among 
“unified” systems (state corrections 
departments which, like Alaska, op- 
erate pretrial jails as well as prisons), 
Delaware and Connecticut charge $2 
for a local call, New Hampshire 
$1.10 plus 10 cents per minute, and 
Maryland 85 cents per minute.

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State of Alaska challenges federal polar bear listing 


Governor Sarah Palin an- 
nounced on Monday that the 
State of Alaska has filed a law- 
suit in U.S. District Court for the 
District of Columbia seeking to 
overturn U.S. Interior Secretary 
Dirk Kempthorne’s decision to 
list the polar bear as threatened 
under the Endangered Species 
Act. 

This action follows written no- 
tice given more than 60 days ago 
to secretary Kempthorne and di- 
rector Dale Hall of the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service asking that 
the regulation listing the polar 
bear as threatened be withdrawn. 


“We believe that the Service’s 
decision to list the polar bear was 
not based on the best scientific 
and commercial data available,” 
Palin said. 

Palin maintains that the ser- 
vice’s analysis failed to ade- 
quately consider the polar bears’ 
survival through prior warming 
periods, and its findings that the 
polar bear is threatened by sea- 
ice habitat loss and inadequate 
regulatory mechanisms to ad- 
dress sea-ice recession are not 
warranted. The administration 
alleges that the Service also 
failed to adequately consider the 


Judge orders Alaska 
to help Yup’ik voters

A federal judge is requiring 
elections officials to provide 
Yup’ik- speaking voters in the 
Bethel area with language assis- 
tance so that they can participate 
in a meaningful way in state elec- 
tions. 

U.S. District Judge Timothy 
Burgess issued his order late 
Wednesday. The judge’s ruling 
stems from a lawsuit filed last 
year alleging a failure to satisfy 
provisions of the 1965 federal 
Voting Rights Act. 

The ruling requires the state to 
provide language assistance, in- 
cluding trained poll workers who 
are bilingual in English and 
Yup’ik. Sample ballots will have 
to be written in Yup’ik. A glos- 
sary of election terms also writ- 
ten in Yup’ik will have to be 
provided. 

The judge also has ordered that 
local tribes be consulted to en- 
sure the accuracy of Yup’ik trans- 
lations. A Yup’ik language 
coordinator also will have to be 


provided. 

The court is requiring both pre- 
election and post-election reports 
to track the state’s efforts to com- 
ply with the order. 

“It is time to turn the page on 
the discriminatory practices of 
the past and fully allow Yup’ik 
voters and other Alaskan Natives 
the right to be included in the po- 
litical process,” Jason Brandeis, 
an attorney with the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Alaska, 
said in a statement. 

The ruling applies only to 
state-run elections in the Bethel 
area. 

“This is a huge victory, not 
only for Yup’ik voters, but for all 
Alaska Natives who want to par- 
ticipate in the democratic 
process,” said Natalie Landreth, 
an attorney with the Native 
American Rights Fund, which 
brought the suit along with the 
ACLU on behalf of four tribal 
governments and four Alaska 
Natives. 


existing regulatory mechanisms, 
including conservation measures 
within Alaska and the interna- 
tional community, which have re- 
sulted in a sustainable worldwide 
polar bear population that has 
more than doubled in number 
over the last 40 years to 20, GOO- 
25 ,000 bears. 

Palin said in a statement that 
Alaska is also responsible for the 
welfare of its citizens, who are 
concerned that the unwarranted 


listing of the polar bear as a 
threatened species will have a 
significant adverse impact on 
Alaska by deterring activities 
such as commercial fisheries, oil 
and gas exploration and develop- 
ment, transportation, and tourism 
within and off-shore of Alaska. 

Palin noted that the state con- 
tinues to follow the actions re- 
sulting from the listing closely. 
On July 12, the State submitted 
comments on an “interim final 


rule” dealing with incidental-take 
provisions under the Endangered 
Species Act seeking changes to 
that rule to exempt all activity 
outside of the polar bear’s normal 
range from incidental-take prohi- 
bitions.. 

The public comment period on 
the interim final rule ended July 
14.

in the construction phase, including 
[...] architectural oversight, equip- 
ment and furnishings, artwork, in- 
spections and construction 
management [...].” While NSHC has 
relinquished its full control over the 
hospital project, with this clause, the 
corporation asserts to retain some say 
in the construction of the hospital. 
With IHS now being the general con- 
tractor, the government agency car- 
ries full responsibility for all liability 
issues and tracking of the subcon- 
tractors’ services. 

The resolution also empowered 
the president and CEO to negotiate 
with IHS appropriate contracts and 
agreements and as part of these ne- 
gotiations to “promote regional and 
Alaskan Native preference in hiring 
and the use of alternative energy, 
both to the greatest extent possible,” 
reads the resolution. 

The board formulated a mission 
statement, saying, “the goal of the 
project is to provide the Norton 
Sound Region with a state-of-the-art 
health care facility in order to pro- 
vide quality health care services to 
protect the health and well-being of 
our communities and region.” 

Genesis of a hospital 

NSHC is a tribal organization and 
has to compete for federal IHS dol- 
lars with tribal requests from all over 


the nation. Currently, NSHC is in 
second place behind Barrow to re- 
ceive funds for a new hospital. In- 
stead of waiting until Congress 
appropriated funds to begin the long 
process of building a new facility, 
NSHC set out on its own with 
money lined up from the Denali 
Commission to begin the process of 
tackling conceptual design, schemat- 
ics phase and entering into the de- 
sign phase, which is slated to be 
completed by 2009. 

The hospital is designed to be three 


times the size of the current facility at 
Bering Street and Fifth Avenue. 

Indian Health Service had rejected 
a first design proposal on grounds 
that it was too expensive. The project 
was trimmed down, moved from the 
proposed location on Gold Hill 
closer to the Bypass Road, and now 
the hospital’s construction costs are 
slated to be $100 million. 

So far, the Denali Commission 
has paid $15 million for design, pad 
and steel piles. 

NSHC put in a funding request at 


IHS in hopes to get the project 
started next year. 

The groundbreaking ceremony 
took place after the grand opening 
of the new patient hostel across 
the street, south of the Nome By- 
pass Road. The $4 million hostel 
had been in the construction 
process on and off for six years. 
NSHC contributed $2 million to 
the building, the Denali Commis- 
sion $1.5 million and the Rasmu- 
son Foundation $400,000. 

Last week’s ribbon cutting, 


however, is not the official open- 
ing, as NSHC still needs to secure 
a certificate of occupancy. The 
hostel has 26 rooms, plus two 
laundry rooms. It is split up into 
two wings. The prematernal has 
rooms, a full kitchen and a laundry 
room. The west wing has rooms 
for patients from the surrounding 
villages for one to two nights only. 
The preference is given to Elders 
and their escorts. Each room is 
equipped with two beds, a refriger- 
ator and a microwave.

Investors sue 
NovaGold over 
Galore project

Last week NovaGold Resources 
Inc.— the parent company of Alaska 
Gold Company in Nome and its 
Rock Creek mine — and three of its 
directors and officers were hit with a 
class action lawsuit alleging misrep- 
resentations regarding the Galore 
Creek gold-copper and silver project 
in British Columbia. 

The complaint alleges that No- 
vaGold issued “a series of materially 
false and misleading statements re- 


garding the costs, progress and via- 
bility of its multi-billion dollar Ga- 
lore Creek project.” 

Two law firms, Brodsky & Smith 
and Schiffrin, Barroway Topaz & 
Kessler, filed the suit in the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court for the southern district of 
New York, on behalf of plaintiff 
Rudolph Textor and other investors 
purchasing NovaGold securities be- 
tween Oct. 25 , 2006 and Nov. 23 , 2007 .

Feds Gne AMI $115,000 
for manlift accident

More than a year after two con- 
struction workers crashed to their 
deaths while working at the con- 
struction of Alaska Gold Company’s 
Rock Creek mine, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor’s Mine Safety and 
Health Administration on Aug. 7 as- 
sessed a $115,000 fine against 
Alaska Mechanical Inc., the con- 


struction contractor. 

The fine was levied for safety vi- 
olations that led to the deaths of 
Tyler Kahle, 19, of Tomahawk, Wis., 
and Craig Bagley, 27, of Anchorage, 
at Rock Creek on July 26, 2007. 

The two ironworkers suffered 
fatal blunt force trauma injuries

Voters to decide 
hotel/motel room tax

The other author- 
izes the City of Nome to issue gen- 
eral obligation bonds for $644,195 
to replace the roof on buildings D 
and E at Nome-Beltz Junior/Senior 
High School.

NSEDC board urged to provide one-time energy cost aid

Elvina Naranjo, Koyuk’s representative on 
the Norton Sound Economic Development 
Corp. board of directors, urged the board to 
consider providing one-time energy cost assis- 
tance to the company’s member communities 
at a meeting Aug. 1 in Nome. 


This year prices have soared to more than $8 
a gallon for fuel and more than $7 a gallon for 
gas in some of the region’s villages. 

“Gas and oil prices have a great impact on 
our lives because we go out and get food to 
feed our families,” Naranjo said. In her village 
there are few jobs and big families who need 


healthy food to live, she added. 

For several years NSEDC has operated a 
bulk fuel loan program, purchasing bulk fuel at 
relatively low rates for program participants on 
an interest-free loan basis and arranging ship- 
ments of heating oil and gasoline to communi- 
ties throughout the region. 


NSEDC Vice President Janis Ivanoff told 
the board costs for bulk fuel shipments this 
year range from $4.67 to $4.83 a gallon for 
heating fuel, and $4.60 a gallon for gas, com- 
pared to last year’s average price of $2.82 a

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The company as well as NovaGold CEO 
and president Rick van Nieuwenhuyse, senior 
vice president and CFO Don MacDonald, and 
NovaGold senior vice president and COO Peter 
Harris are named as defendants. 

The plaintiffs charge that investors were 
misled by van Nieuwenhuyse’s statements in a 
press release from Oct. 25, 2006, stating that 
“Galore Creek is one of the world’s largest un- 
developed copper-gold-silver projects with one 
of the lowest cash costs in the industry.” 

A feasibility study estimated the costs to de- 
velop the mine in British Columbia, Canada, at 


$2.2 billion (Canadian). During a failed hostile 
takeover bid by Barrick Gold Inc., the gold 
mining industry’s undisputed giant, van 
Nieuwenhuyse told investors that “at U.S. $16, 
NovaGold shares are better than money in the 
bank.” Last November, NovaGold and its Ga- 
lore Creek partner, Teck Cominco, announced 
that they shelved development of Galore Creek 
when a second feasibility study put develop- 
ment costs closer to $5 billion, a 127 percent 
increase from the initial estimate. 

In response to the news, NovaGold shares took 
a plunge, losing 53 percent or $10.76 of their 
value to close at $9.48 on Nov. 26. As of press 
time, NovaGold shares were down to $6.44. 


The lawsuit alleges, among other points, that 
NovaGold failed to make reasonable estimates, 
as costs were underestimated by more than $3 
billion; that the development of the Galore 
Creek mine was not proceeding on schedule; 
that the defendants knew but failed to disclose 
that the first feasibility study was not a bank- 
able feasibility study; that NovaGold used the 
study as a marketing tool to fend off Barrick’s 
hostile takeover bid to artificially support its 
stock price; and that the company lacked ade- 
quate internal control. 

NovaGold issued a brief statement saying, 
“The company believes that it has substantial and 
meritorious legal and factual defenses, which the 


company intends to pursue vigorously.” 

Comparable to NovaGold ’s announcement 
to pull the plug on Galore Creek, a flurry of 
opinion pieces flooded mining publications and 
investment websites. The cost underestimate 
had mostly to do with the design and practica- 
bility of the tailings storage facility and dam. 
International Business Times writer Jack Cald- 
well wrote, “There is a simple investment les- 
son here, namely keep your ears to the ground 
and do not believe official utterances. 

“Keep in mind that miners are notorious for 
ignoring the waste once they have recovered 
the ore. But that waste has to be disposed of 
and it can cost a lot more than the mining.”

when a manlift on which they were 
riding became unstable and toppled. 

In a final report made public on 
Jan. 16, MSHA concluded that AMI 
management failed to see that the 
JLG manlift was improperly set up 
for three days before the crash oc- 
curred; that operators of the manlift 
were not trained beyond watching an 
introductory video called “The Sky 
is the Limit,” and that operators were 
not made aware of the load manage- 
ment system of the unit. 

“This tragic accident occurred be- 
cause management policies and pro- 
cedures were inadequate,” said 
Richard Stickler, acting assistant sec- 
retary of labor of MSHA. “Mine 
management has the responsibility to 
train all employees before assigning 
them to operate machinery with 
which they are unfamiliar.” 

Kahle and Bagley were installing 
roofing bolts to secure the metal roof 
of the mill building. Toward the end 
of their shift, on July 26, 2007, the 
men were preparing to be transported 
to the ground from the lift, when it 
became unsteady. The MSHA inves- 
tigation revealed that the basket hit 
the side of the mill building below 
the roofline and the boom, which had 
been extended about 90 feet above 
ground, toppled over. 

The investigators found that the 
manlift had not been on solid, level 
ground, and that the center hydraulic 
lift cylinder was not intended for 
load bearing support while raising or 


extending the boom. The men were 
also not trained to properly operate 
the manlift. 

AMI was issued a so-called regu- 
lar moderate negligence citation as- 
sessed at $55,000 and a high 
negligence unwarrantable failure ci- 
tation assessed at $60,000. 

According to Amy Louviere, 
spokesperson for MSHA, the maxi- 
mum civil penalty for regular and 
special assessments is $60,000 per 
violation. 

“The $55 ,000 penalty pertained to 
incomplete training, while the 
$60,000 penalty had to do with the 
equipment,” Louviere said. The vio- 
lations were marked as significant 
and substantial. 

In a letter to a Nome resident 
made available to The Nome Nugget , 
Diane Watson, supervisory special 
investigator with MSHA, wrote that 
MSHA is mandated to conduct one 
health and safety inspection per year. 
“However, our agency has conducted 
two regular health and safety inspec- 
tions, one spot inspection and re- 
sponded to three hazard complaints 
since July 2007.” 

She said that these inspections re- 
sulted in eight citations issued to 
Alaska Gold Company and 17 cita- 
tions to contractor AMI. According 
to Watson, the penalties are the max- 
imum allowed by current law. At 
press time, the penalties had not been 
paid. The company is in litigation 
with the solicitor of labor regarding 
the proposed penalties, and the case 
will be heard by an administrative 
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Nome Nugget and 
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law judge unless a settlement is 
reached beforehand. 

AMI management was contacted 
by The Nome Nugget , but didn’t re- 
turn phone messages by press time. 
According to the Associated Press, 
the company still questions the 
causes of the accident, despite the 
federal agency's investigation, 
Alaska Mechanical Chief Financial 


Officer Kurt Imig said in a statement. 

“There are a lot of questions. They 
[inspectors] look and say training was 
inadequate for the operator. We don’t 
know how they came to some of their 
conclusions yet,” Imig said. “We def- 
initely want to focus on the future, 
and part of focusing on the future is 
knowing what happened in the past.” 

Tyler Kahle ’s mother Michele 


Kahle told The Nome Nugget that she 
was distraught over the fact that 
MSHA didn’t notify the victims’ 
families before the news went out to 
the general public. “Despite multiple 
requests to be kept apprised, [. . .] we 
had to hear the information like gen- 
eral members of the public, over the 
radio or in the headlines,” she wrote 
in an email to the Nugget.

Explosives, hazardous 
materials moving thru 
Nome spurs concern

At the tail end of the monthly 
Local Emergency Planning Com- 
mission meeting, members touched 
on an explosive topic, complaining 
about the lack of reporting when haz- 
ardous materials and explosives are 
trucked through town. 

The complaint centered on 
loads of explosive components 
coming off the barge and being 
trucked to the Rock Creek mine 
while LEPC members were not 
aware of the transports. 

“Emergency services should know 
and be informed when hazardous ma- 
terials are mobile in town,” said 
Nome Volunteer Ambulance Depart- 


ment Chief Charlie Lean. 

Coast Guard regulations require 
the presence of five firefighters and 
firefighting equipment when explo- 
sives are offloaded from barges at 
Nome’s docks, and that’s the only 
time local emergency services are 
notified, according to LEPC mem- 
bers. Matt Johnson, Nome Volunteer 
Fire Department Chief, said that he 
wasn’t notified until five hours be- 
fore the offloading took place and 
had to sit at the dock until midnight. 
Once the blasting agents, detonators 
and ammonium nitrate are loaded 
and trucked off the dock, they’re on

Electric power rates are going up 
a nickel in tandem with more expen- 
sive fuel being poured into utility 
generators. That takes the cost of a 
kilowatt from 34 cents to about 39 
cents from a higher fuel surcharge. 

“The fuel surcharge should be 
right at 18 cents. The current sur- 
charge is 13 cents, established in Au- 
gust of 2006,” Nome’s utility 
manager, John Handeland, said. 

But there is good news, he said. The 
state would offset part of the increase. 
Rural utilities with higher operation 
costs receive help for customers from 
the state’s Power Cost Equalization 
program. This year, the Legislature 
raised the PCE subsidy from 15.63 


cents to 18.2 cents per kWh based on 
higher utility operation costs. 

That means that beginning with the 
next utility bill for residential cus- 
tomers, folks will be paying only 2 
cents more, or around 21 cents per 
kWh. That’s $10 on a monthly use of 
500 kWh. NJUS board members 
voted unanimously to raise the charge. 

I think it is unfortunate we are in 
this quandary, but everyone else is, 
too,” NJUS board member Fred 
Moody said. 

Board member Berda Willson, re- 
luctant as others to raise the price, 
asked if the increase could maybe 
wait for another look at the financial

Council approves master plan proposal for Nome Rec Center

The Nome Common Council unani- 
mously approved a proposal from North- 
Wind Architects to develop a master plan for 
the Nome Recreation Center for $71,828 at 
a meeting Monday. 

Last year the City received a $ 1 .5 million 
grant from the state for repairs to the facility. 
On Aug. 1 the Council reappropriated a 2007 
Community Benefit Share distribution of 
$100,000 from Norton Sound Economic De- 
velopment Corp. to fund the master plan. 

A condition assessment and energy analy- 
sis of the facility will be included in the mas- 


ter plan, as will concept designs for roof and 
wall improvements, and electrical and me- 
chanical system upgrades based on the en- 
ergy analysis. The architects will provide 
concept designs for converting the bowling 
alley into usable spaces and for a new cov- 
ered skating rink on the Rec Center prem- 
ises. A phasing plan for implementing these 
projects will be included. 

The City has completed site preparation for 
paving a skateboard park on the Rec Center 
grounds, and paving is scheduled near the end 
of the season, reported Interim City Manager 
Pete Hallgren. 


Residences due for abatement 

Nome Police Chief Paul Burke updated the 
Council on the condition of two residences under 
consideration for formal abatement because in- 
formal efforts by the City to resolve safety prob- 
lems and health hazards at the residences have 
failed. Burke reported no change at the Kakik 
residence at 610 W. Fourth Ave., which has been 
sealed. The stmcture was sealed after City Build- 
ing Inspector Pat Hahn received letters in May 
from Burke, Ambulance Chief Charlie Lean and 
Fire Chief Matt Johnson describing health and 
safety hazards at the residence. 

Burke said police officers had checked the 


Davis residence at 205 W. Fifth Ave. twice in 
June, once in July and had received a call for 
service in early August. At that time an officer 
reported conditions inside were much worse 
with eight buckets containing fecal material in 
rooms, Burke said. Minimal cleanup had been 
done outside the house, he added. 

On May 27 a letter from the city demanding 
that health hazards be removed from the prem- 
ises of the Davis residence within five days 
and disposed of at the Sewage Treatment Plant 
was hand-delivered to occupants of the resi-

their own, said Johnson. 

“Nome wants to know when 
[hazardous materials] or explosives 
are mobile through town,” said 
LEPC chairman Pat Hahn. “It’s not 
just a matter of courtesy but a mat- 
ter of public safety.” Hahn said that 
while the explosives being of- 
floaded and trucked to Rock Creek 
might not cause a direct threat to 
town, “...an act of sabotage could 
be very harmful. If detonated, one 
of these containers would be enough 
to level the town.” 

Nome Police Chief Paul Burke 
agreed that the likelihood of the am- 
monium nitrate exploding by itself is 
slim, but also added that the city has 
no regulations on the books to en- 
force or require reporting of mobile 
hazardous materials or explosives. 

On a state level, there are no re- 
porting requirements, as mining op- 
erations are specifically exempt from 
the so-called Tier 2 reporting by the 
Alaska State Emergency Response 
Commission (SERC). Other entities 
are required to submit forms to pro- 
vide state and local officials, and the 
public, with specific information on 
hazardous materials and explosives 
present at facilities. The Rock Creek 
gold mine is exempt from these re- 
quirements, despite being the largest 
importer of chemicals and explosives 
to the area. 

The mine is under the jurisdiction 
of the federal Mining Safety and 
Health Administration. When asked 
whether MSHA has regulations in 
place to disclose to the public which 
chemicals or explosives are trans- 
ported via public roadways and 
what’s stored onsite, Matthew Faraci, 
MSHA spokesperson wrote in an 
email from Washington, D.C., “The 
Mine Safety and Health Administra- 
tion has no regulations requiring no- 
tification to civilians of shipments or 
storage of hazardous chemicals or 
explosives through or in a town or 
over a public roadway. Storage 
and/or shipment of explosives or 
hazardous chemicals on mine sites 
are covered by MSHA’s explosives 
or HazCom regulations.” 

Former emergency coordinator 
for the city Charlene Saclamana 
pointed out the flaw last year at a 
SERC meeting, but according to 
Ambulance Chief Lean, nothing has 
happened to address the gap. Pub- 
lic information officer Jeremy 
Zidek with the Department of 
Homeland Security and Emergency 
Management, SERC’s umbrella 
agency, acknowledged the ambigu- 
ity and suggested that the LEPC 
could make a request to the Alaska 
Department of Law to see if there 
are state laws that require reporting 
for some chemicals in unincorpo- 
rated areas. 

With no reporting requirements 
from local, state or federal agencies, 
for now, the transports fall through 
the cracks of oversight and rely on 


goodwill and voluntary reporting. 
All regulations from MSHA and 
U.S. Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms are followed for stor- 
age and transport, said NovaGold’s 
Nome Operations general manager 
Jim Mallory in an email to The 
Nome Nugget. 

Asked about the Tier II reporting, 
Mallory said, “I understand a sum- 
mary was reported for last year, and 
we are looking into the information 
required to update a new summary.” 
Mallory described the process of the 
transport and storage of hazardous 
materials and explosives, saying that 
the containers stay at the port until 
the Coast Guard releases them to No- 
vaGold. “At that time we will request 
permits to have it moved. Only after 
the responsible person has signed 
and checked all sealed containers 
will they be moved.” 

According to Mallory, when the 
explosives are unloaded, the fire de- 
partment is notified, permits are in 
place and all Department of Trans- 
portation hazardous materials stan- 
dards are met. 

“There is someone posted at port 
and at our storage yard to check seals 
and begin locking containers as they 
arrive. Once it is in the storage yards, 
our blasting department and blasting 
supervisor will take control of any 
and all explosive containers. Any 
locks or seals are removed by the 
blasters or designate of the blasting 
department,” Mallory said. 

Regarding the chemicals needed 
for the gold mine, Mallory said that 
the mine’s warehousing team and the 
operations crew are responsible for 
chemicals’ transport to the mine site. 
“Our warehouse and the operations 
conduct inventories. All records are 
kept on file. The Safety and Security 
department has an Emergency Spill 
Response Plan for all chemicals and 
will notify city officials if any emer- 
gency or spills occurs at any time,” 
Mallory said. 

However, as of last week, the 
emergency services officials were 
left in the dark. Rather than blam- 
ing people, the culpability rests 
with the system, Hahn said. A shift 
in personnel in the city’s emergency 
services administrator’s office as 
well as changes in NovaGold’s 
Nome Operations managers and 
safety manager led to discontinuity 
in reporting practices . 

In the past, Rock Creek mine’s 
safety manager, Rick Martin, had 
done the reporting and had tight 
ties with the LEPC. Martin even 
co-chaired the committee. How- 
ever, with his resignation and 
move from town, the link between 
NovaGold’s Nome Operations and 
the local emergency services has 
been broken. “We just need to get 
NovaGold back in contact with 
us,” Hahn said. 

Mallory told the Nugget that No- 
vaGold is committed to participate 
with the LEPC and that the com- 
pany’s safety manager or his desig- 


nate will participate. 

Other business 

In other business, airport manager 
Bob Madden said he would like to 
invite all parties involved in emer- 
gency exercises to participate in a 
drill mandated to be practiced every 
three years. The exercise would sim- 
ulate an emergency landing and in- 
volve a table-top exercise prior to the 
actual live drill and a debriefing ses- 
sion sometime in the third week of 
October. Madden asked the volunteer 
departments for an active participa- 
tion of their volunteers since it will 
be a comprehensive exercise. 

Also, he said that the airport is 
planning to hold a drill involving an 
accident in the water, as the Federal 
Aviation Administration demands that 
airports within a mile of open water 
do so. Yet, Madden said, other airports 
in the state with airports close to open 
water also have much better resources 
than Nome to conduct such a drill. “If 
we drill an incident, where a plane 
slides off into the Snake River, we can 


handle that, but simulating a crash in 
the ocean?” questioned Madden. 

Regarding the airport paving proj- 
ect, Madden said that weather al- 
lowed for good progress at the 
airport with intermittent issues 
caused by the half-width closure of 
the landing strips, but that the proj- 
ect should be complete in the second 
week of September. Knik Construc- 
tion’s progress on permanent repairs 
to various sections of the Nome- 
Council Highway will not be fin- 
ished this year. 

With the fall storm season just 
around the corner, the committee felt 
that Nome is fairly well prepared. All 
agreed that in addition to the Rec 
Center, the Nome Elementary School 
should serve as a secondary shelter 
in the event of a mass evacuation. 
Ryan McLane, director Public 
Health, said that he would like to see 
that his office is contacted once the 
shelters are activated to make sure 
that Public Health has a chance to 
check the facilities and kitchens for 
sanitary issues and also to segregate 


people with contagious illnesses. 

LEPC chair Pat Hahn said that 
the city had prepared a seven-day 
preparedness guide a few years ago. 
The guide was intended to help 
Nomeites prepare for emergencies 
or natural disasters by providing a 
weekly shopping list to stock up for 
goods and provisions on which a 
household could live for a seven- 
day emergency. Fireman Jerry 
Steiger and McLane volunteered to 
update the guide. 

During discussion of the LEPC 
bylaws, the question arose whether 
the entity should be a regional or 
local entity. Consensus was that the 
LEPC has as its top priority Nome, 
but certainly extends services when 
called upon by neighboring villages. 
Mayor Denise Michels added that 
Kawerak sends out grant information 
to all villages to encourage the vil- 
lages to apply for grants to write their 
own emergency plans. “Not much in 
terms of responses so far,” said 
Michels. “Golovin is the only com- 
munity that responded.”

Nome of strategic importance for Coast Guard

Only a dozen Nomeites made it to 
a presentation last week on increased 
maritime traffic as a result of a 
warming arctic and what it could 
mean for Nome, at the Mini Con- 
vention Center on Sept. 3.

Pushed by lead countries Canada, 
Finland and the United States, the 
Arctic Council’s working group on 
Protection of the Arctic Marine En- 
vironment produced the assessment, 
addressing issues of governance as 
well as dynamics of trade and re- 
source development.

Nome schools face sharp decline in students

About 60 fewer students than anticipated 
have enrolled in Nome Public Schools this year, 
NPS Superintendent Rick Luthi told Nome 
Common Council members at their meeting 
Monday evening. 

Some students have moved to villages, 
some to Anchorage and others out of state, he 
added. Noting that a projected enrollment of 
731 students has dropped to 671 registered stu- 
dents, he said the Nome Board of Education 
would begin to deal with the resulting impacts 
at a meeting Tuesday. 

Councilman Stan Andersen pointed out that 
the state provides $5,000 for each student and 
wondered how the school board will address 
the unexpected budget shortfall. He told Luthi 
that the Council needs to know as soon as pos- 
sible whether NPS will need additional funds 
from the City. In response to a question from 
Councilman Jon Larson, Luthi said the ma- 
jority of the student body decrease is in grades 
7 through 12. 

The Council approved a request from the City 
of Nome Museum and Library Commission to 
hire Terry Hyer of ECI/Hyer Inc. with funds 
from a $50,000 state grant to provide a concep- 
tual design for a new museum. During a meeting 


Aug. 27, the Commission recommended plac- 
ing the new museum next to Old St. Joe’s on 
Anvil City Square. 

The Council adopted a resolution setting 
the compensation rate for the election board 
and clerks at $10 an hour for the election chair 
and $9.50 an hour for election clerks. The 
Council also concurred with a request from 
City Clerk Sandy Babcock to appoint the fol- 
lowing election judges and clerks for the 2008 
municipal and school board election sched- 
uled Oct. 7: Mary Straub, Donna Morgan, 
Shirley Tisdale, Ellie Oakes, Mary Hons- 
berger and Evelyn Omiak. “The Clerk’s office 
is using the Accu-Vote voting system,” Bab- 
cock wrote in her request. “This is the same 
electronic system used in state elections. By 
using Accu-Vote, we hope to have results of 
the election very early in the evening.” 

The Council waived the reservation fee for 
use of Old St. Joe’s for a community birthday 
party hosted by the Nome Regulators Oct. 18 
to celebrate Alaska’s 50th anniversary as a 
state. The event will be a formal dinner fol- 
lowed by musical entertainment and dancing, 
wrote Paul Burke on behalf of the organiza- 
tion. Tickets will sell for $100 per couple to 
cover costs of the meal and music. Council 


member Mary Knodel said if attendance fees 
collected exceed costs for the event, the 
Nome Regulators should pay the City’s $100 
facility use fee. 

The Council approved Mayor Denise 
Michels’ recommendations for filling available 
seats on the Port Commission by reappointing 
Jim West Jr. and appointing Charlie Lean as a 
new member. 

Utility manager’s report 

Utility Manager John Handeland said he 
plans to attend a statewide rural energy confer- 
ence next week in Gird wood. Noting that the 
Alaska Energy Authority has $100 million in 
state funds available for energy projects and has 
just released grant applications, he said Nome 
Joint Utility System will apply for grants for 
local projects. 

In the week following the rural energy con- 
ference, Handeland will attend training provided 
by the Federal Emergency Management Agency. 
He said NJUS plans to apply for pre-disaster 
mitigation funds from FEMA to install power 
lines under the Snake River.

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Rock Creek starts 
producing gold

NovaGold Resources Inc. an- 
nounced that gold production at the 
Rock Creek hardrock, open-pit gold 
mine started last Friday. 

After a two-year construction 
phase, the gold mine has begun fully 
processing ore at the mine in the 
Snake River valley, seven miles 
north of Nome. 

According to the company, all 
components of the processing facil- 


ity have been tested and commis- 
sioned. While construction of the 
mill and the tailing storage facility 
was underway, 450,000 tons of ore 
were already mined and stockpiled. 

According to Large Mine Coor- 
dinator Jack DiMarchi with the 
state Department of Environmen- 
tal Conservation, a group of state 
regulators visited the mine Sept. 8

Council aims bulldozer 
at derelict dwellings

The Nome Common Council ap- 
proved formal abatement of the 
Kakik property at 610 W. Fourth 
Ave. and the Davis property at 210 
W. Fifth Ave. during a meeting Mon- 
day evening, but gave the owner of 
the Kakik property 14 days to com- 
plete efforts to eliminate its health 
and safety hazards. 

Last May letters from police, fire 
and ambulance officials to City Build- 
ing Inspector Pat Hahn described 
“atrocious” and “shocking” condi- 
tions as well as fire hazards at the res- 
idences, which had been occupied by 
transients in the absence of their own- 
ers. They reported multiple police and 
ambulance calls at the dwellings and 
recommended abatement. 

In letters and photographs, city of- 
ficials documented unsanitary condi- 
tions including mold and urine 
within the houses and containers of 
fecal matter both inside and outside. 
On Monday Hahn handed Council 


members a stack of color photos that 
more vividly illustrate the conditions 
than black-and-white photos in- 
cluded in their meeting packet. 

He told the Council that Louis 
Green Sr. recently had cleaned the 
Kakik property on behalf of its 
owner, who has spent the past sev- 
eral months in Anchorage under 
medical care. Hahn said Green has 
rid the house of all human waste and 
moved trash outside which he plans 
to haul away. The Kakik residence 
was sealed after the owner asked Po- 
lice Chief Paul Burke to remove all 
of its occupants last May. 

Hahn also noted that Nome resi- 
dent Terry Day is trying to buy the 
Kakik residence. In a letter to the 
Council received Sept. 19, Day said 
that if the owner agrees to sell the 
house, he will secure and insure the 
property this winter and remodel it 
as a rental in summer 2009.

School district enlists public in improvement process

The numbers don’t tell a flattering story. 

Measured by the yardstick established by 
the federal No Child Left Behind Act, Nome’s 
school district is failing. 

But the district is working to do better; and 
Monday night it sought the community’s help. 
Approximately 20 Nomeites gathered at the el- 
ementary school to offer ideas on how the dis- 
trict can serve its students and bring up the test 
scores on which the district and individual 
schools are assessed. 

“What do you know about your school, this 


town?” Nome Public Schools Assistant Super- 
intendent Jon Wehde asked the group. “(Tell 
us) anything that will allow us to get input to 


get a good Nome Public Schools District Im- 
provement Plan.” 

Those attending were tasked to brainstorm 


any and all ideas that could be implemented 
into a district improvement plan. The district’s 
overall rating of 4 on a scale of 5 for so-called 
adequate yearly progress requires that such a 
plan be drafted. 

After a string of years of making sufficient 
marks, the district took a hit last year when 
both Nome Elementary and Nome-Beltz High 
School received the lowest possible ratings of 
5 for adequate yearly progress. “In a nutshell, 
we did not make (adequate yearly progress) as

JUNEAU- U.S. Rep. Don 
Young has won the Republican pri- 
mary battle over the state’s only seat 
in the House, Alaska election offi- 
cials said. 

In a close race only decided 
Wednesday, September 17 with the 
final counting of about 350 out- 
standing absentee and questioned 
ballots, Young beat Lt. Gov. Sean 
Parnell by 304 votes. 

State election officials certified 
the election on Thursday. 

Parnell has said he would not ask 
for a recount. Election officials have 
said a recount of the Aug. 26 vote 
could take up to 10 days to complete. 

Since the primary, Young has held 
a slim lead over Parnell, who had the 
backing of his popular boss, Gov. 
Sarah Palin, the Republican vice 
presidential candidate. 

Young is next slated to face De- 
mocrat Ethan Berko witz in the gen- 
eral election. 

“We were confident going into 
this with the preliminary reports we 
had that the count was actually in- 
creasing his numbers and it looks 
like that trend continued,” he said. 

Attempts to reach Parnell, who 
was traveling to Fairbanks on 
Wednesday, were not immediately 
successful. 

Young finished with 48,195 votes; 
Parnell had 47,891 votes. State Rep. 
Gabrielle LeDoux of Kodiak was 
third with 9,901 votes. 

“I would like to congratulate Don 
Young on his victory, but also give 
particular thanks to Sean Parnell and 
Gabrielle LeDoux,” Berko witz said 
in a statement when reaching out to 
their supporters. 

He said both fought to “bring pos- 
itive change to Alaska’s seat in Con- 
gress. I want their supporters to 
know that they still have that chance. 
Together, we will finish what your 
campaigns started,” he said. 

Young, a 3 5 -year veteran of the 
U.S. House and under federal inves- 
tigation, had held a 23 9- vote lead 
over Parnell until the last ballots 
were counted. 

Most of the outstanding ballots 


were absentee votes mailed from 
overseas, typically from members of 
the military and their families. 

After the results are certified, a 
candidate or group of 10 registered 
voters may request a recount — to be 
paid for by the state if the difference 
is less than half of 1 percent, which 
this is. 

They have five days to request the 
recount, which must be held within 
three days. Elections Director Gail 
Fenumiai estimates the recount then 
would take three days to complete. 

Parnell has trailed Young since 
primary night despite Palin’s support 
and the legal cloud over Young. Par- 
nell entered the race in dramatic 
fashion, blindsiding Young at the 
state GOP convention with his sur- 
prise announcement that he would 
enter the race, and pollsters had him 
ahead of Young. 

But Parnell squandered the oppor- 
tunity with a very low-profile cam- 
paign. He also may have lost favor 
with Alaska voters by having his 
campaign largely funded by individ- 
ual contributions through the Wash- 


ington, D.C., anti-earmark group 
Club for Growth. 

Young, a champion of earmarks 
that have greatly benefited Alaska, is 
under investigation for ties to oil 
field services company VECO Corp., 
and has spent more than $1 million 
from his campaign war chest on legal 
fees. 

The federal corruption investiga- 
tion of Alaska politics has seen three 
state lawmakers sent to federal 
prison and two more awaiting trial. 
U.S. Sen. Ted Stevens, who breezed 
through his primary race, is also 
awaiting trial, which began Monday 
in Washington, D.C. 

Stevens, the Senate’s longest-serv- 
ing Republican, has pleaded not 
guilty to charges he lied on Senate 
disclosure forms to hide hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in gifts and 
home renovations he received from 
VECO. 

Stevens faces Democrat Mark Be- 
gich, the popular mayor of Anchor- 
age, on Nov. 4.

ACSA students work on habitat 
restoration program

“Science class should always be 
this much fun,” said an Anvil City 
Science Academy student, standing 
waist deep in the frigid waters of the 
Snake River last week, while look- 
ing over Charlie Lean’s shoulder 
fishing for silvers. 

ACSA director Todd Hindman 
said that the school managed to 
score a habitat restoration grant 
from the US Fish and Wildlife 


Service, which enables them to 
conduct a so-called “school yard 
habitat” program. 

The program of choice includes 
observations of Norton Sound Eco- 
nomic Development Corp. fishery 
biologist Charlie Lean’s silver 
salmon restoration program in Anvil 
Creek and Moonlight Springs. 

Last week, 14 ACSA students 
got to help Lean fish for silvers, get 
the eggs and then observe the fer- 


tilization of the eggs in NSEDC’s 
fish lab. 

In December, the students are 
going to assist Lean to plant the fer- 
tilized eggs a few days before hatch- 
ing in Anvil Creek and Moonlight 
Springs. 

Hindman said that in the spring, 
the students are scheduled to restore 
the creeks by planting willows near 
creeks and ponds to create shade for 
the small fish.

progress at the tailings storage fa- 
cility. “We verified that the liner 
system had been installed to the 
right elevation, and we worked 
with mine representatives and the 
consultants on the water balance, 
to make sure that the mine is de- 
signed to accommodate the water 
coming out of dewatering wells 
and the pit,” DiMarchi said. 

DiMarchi said that regulators 
gave NovaGold permission to 
place tailings into the storage fa- 
cility. He added that DEC still 
needs information from the com- 
pany. “It’s a continuous process,” 
said DiMarchi. The DEC placed 
15- , 30- and 90-day deadlines on 
receiving plans dealing with com- 
pletion of the tailings dam and the 
final seepage collection system, as 
well as a finalized monitoring 
plan, construction schedules and a 
construction report with as-built 
drawings for more powerful recy- 
cle water pumps. 

NovaGold plans to process 
6,000 tons of ore per day, resulting 
in an annual production of 100,000 
ounces of gold at a cost of 
$500/per ounce. At current prices, 
NovaGold estimates a cash flow of 
$25 million to $35 million a year 
from Rock Creek. 

The mine is situated on 14,000 
acres of patented land owned by No- 
vaGold and on 20,000 acres of land 
owned by the Bering Straits Native 
and Sitnasuak Native corps. 

“We are very pleased with the 
start of gold operations in Nome 
for NovaGold,” said Rick Van 
Nieuwenhuyse, president and chief 
executive officer of NovaGold. 
“Achieving production at Rock 
Creek is a major step toward our 
long-term business plan of becom- 
ing a premier North American pre- 
cious metal company.” 

The mine plans to operate year- 
round and eventually expand to 
process ore trucked in from Big 
Hurrah, a deposit east of Nome. 
The company also announced that 
exploration for further gold de- 
posits took place this year at the 
Saddle (between Old Glacier Creek 
Road and Mt. Brynteson) and other 
Nome locations.

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Council member Mary Knodel said 
Nome has 20 residents with active tu- 
berculosis, most of them indigent, and 
she asked Hahn how he would ensure 
the Kakik property is free of TB 
germs. Hahn replied that he doesn’t 
know how to test for TB contamina- 
tion. He said a person with TB had 
lived in a shed adjacent to a garage at 
the Kakik property. Councilman Jer- 
ald Brown noted there is a way to do 
intensive environmental testing. 

Hahn said transient occupants of 
the Davis residence aroused concern 
last spring when containers of fecal 
matter on the grounds spilled and ran 
down the street past the emergency 
entrance to the hospital. On May 28 
Hahn sent a hand-delivered letter to 
the occupants demanding that they 
remove honeybuckets from the prop- 
erty and dispose of them at the 
Sewage Treatment Plant. He said 
honeybuckets again had piled up in- 
side the house this summer. “I’m 
having trouble finding anyone re- 
sponsible for the place,” he added. 

Councilman Jon Larson asked 
Hahn for a status report on a house 
on Second Avenue that was de- 
stroyed by fire in November 2007. 
Complaints about noxious odors 
from the house and children getting 
into its ruins were reported at a 
Council meeting Sept. 8. Hahn said 
the owners had applied for a demoli- 
tion permit and were removing loads 
from the house every night. They 
also have removed the source of the 
odor, rotten meat in a partially open 
freezer, he added. 

In response to the Council’s re- 
quest for a progress report on property 
previously scheduled for abatement, 
Interim City Manager Pete Hallgren 
reported that City personnel are re- 
moving the structure at 701 E. First 
Ave. and will demolish other proper- 
ties on the abatement list when an ex- 
cavator becomes available. 

Knodel asked Hallgren to follow 
up on a classified ad placed in the 
Sept. 18 edition of The Nome Nugget 
by the Alaska Housing Finance Corp. 
that offers grants to municipalities for 
temporary assistance to homeless or 
nearly homeless persons. 

Other Council actions 

The Council approved a request 
from City Controller Cussy Kauer to 
select Altman, Rogers & Co. of An- 
chorage to conduct the FY08 City of 
Nome audit. Supporting documenta- 
tion provided to the Council by 
Kauer included a letter from Timo- 
thy Altman, CPA, principal of Alt- 
man, Rogers; a profile of the firm 
and a list of government entities it 
serves; and a peer review of the com- 
pany’s accounting and auditing prac- 
tice for 2006. 

The Council approved first read- 
ing of an ordinance establishing a 
zoning code for the City of Nome 
that was developed by the Nome 
Planning Commission. Brooks 
Chandler, attorney for the City of 
Nome, reviewed the proposed zon- 
ing code and suggested several revi- 
sions for the Council to consider. 

Utility manager’s report 

The State of Alaska has $100 mil- 
lion to spend on alternative energy 
projects in the next 60 days, and 
Nome Joint Utility System wants to 
apply for funds for a wind energy 
project to produce three megawatts 
of electricity, Utility Manager John 
Handeland told the Council. Noting 
that Bering Straits Native and Sitna- 
suak Native corps, are installing 
wind turbines at Banner Peak, Han- 
deland distributed a map outlining 
other promising sites for wind en- 
ergy projects in the Nome area. 

Handeland said applicants for alter- 
native energy grants are required to 
specify a site for proposed projects, 
and he requested use of land the City 
received from Sitnasuak under Section 
14(c)(3) of the Alaska Native Claims 
Settlement Act. The area encompasses 
North and Newton peaks. In response 
to a question from Stan Anderson 
whether 14(c)(3) lands carry use des- 
ignations, Handeland said each site has 
a designation, but the lands are fee 
simple deeds to the City, and there are 
no restrictions on their use. 

No Council member objected to 


Handeland’s request, so he said he 
would work with engineering and 
environmental firms to develop a 
grant application to the Alaska En- 
ergy Authority. 

He noted that the NJUS board has 
scheduled a joint work session with 
the Council Sept. 30 at 7 p.m. to hear 
a talk on nuclear power by someone 
from Galena. Several articles about 
Galena’s potential use of nuclear 
power to generate electricity have 
appeared in Alaska publications. Ac- 
cording to the Internet source 
Wikipedia , Toshiba wants the City of 
Galena to test the company’s Toshiba 
4S (Super Safe, Small and Simple) 
“nuclear battery” reactor to generate 
10 megawatts of power to the com- 
munity. The Galena City Council ac- 
cepted Toshiba’s suggestion several 
years ago and has passed resolutions 
every six months affirming its sup- 
port for the proposal. 

“In April 2008, Marvin Yoder, a 
consultant on the reactor, said that 
Toshiba was planning to make the 
application to the Nuclear Regula- 
tory Commission in 2009, and that if 
approval is given in 2010 or 2011, 
the reactor could be operational by 
2012 or 2013,” says Wikipedia. “The 
company is also developing a 50 
megawatt version of the reactor.”

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a district in the 2007-2008 school 
year,” Wehde said. “Did we come 
close? Yes. Would we like to do bet- 
ter for our kids? Of course.” 

Exactly why the schools’ test 
scores took a slide is a matter of de- 
bate. “Unless we have the same set 
of test scores this year that we had 
last year, I think last year was an 
anomaly,” said school board member 
Albert McComas during discussions 
at Monday’s meeting. 

Compounding the drop in scores 
was the raising of the bar in regard 
to how well schools statewide had 
to perform to be credited with mak- 
ing progress. 

While Nome Elementary and 
Nome-Beltz High School ratings 
sound distressing, the two 
schools — and the district— are not 
alone in working their way out of 
a poor score. The two schools are 
joined by 207 others in the state 
that did not make the required 
yearly progress. 

Lynette Schmidt noted at the meet- 
ing that many of the programs imple- 
mented in the last few years to improve 
the schools’ rating take time to bear 


fruit. “It’s not all doom and gloom,” 
she said. “We’re poised to do better.” 

Part of doing better is working 
closer with the public, Wehde said. 
That means better informing the 
community of what is going on with 
the district and including the public 
in the planning process. 

“Ownership is something we’ve 
been holding too tightly,” Wehde 
said. “It’s been a long time since 
we’ve had this level of transparency 
and public involvement.” 

Monday’s town hall meeting 
marked a step in bringing the com- 
munity into the fold. Participants at 
the meeting gathered into small 
groups to generate ideas— paying no 
regard to funding or staffing restric- 
tions— that may be included in an 
improvement plan. “Tonight is big- 
picture thinking,” Wehde said. 

Suggestions ranged from starting 
the day later for high school students 
to better fit teens’ natural sleep cycle 
to establishing early childhood edu- 
cation programs within the district 
(see sidebar for a more complete list 
of suggestions generated). 

“The work that went on here this 
evening, this is not just busy work,” 
Wehde told the participants after the 


smaller groups’ ideas were aired and 
compiled. “These are the building 
blocks on which we operate Nome 
Public Schools.” 

Ideas generated at Monday’s 
meeting will be handed over to a 14- 
member committee that will draft the 
district improvement plan. That draft 
will then be presented to the school 
board at its October meeting. 

While participants at Monday’s 
meeting were allowed to throw out 
ideas without regard to funding, the 
school board will not have the same 
luxury. “We’ve got to put the dollars 
and staffing to eveiy idea,” Wehde said. 

On the heels of the district’s ef- 
fort, the Nome-Beltz and the ele- 
mentary school will next prepare 
their improvement plans. 

The district has prepared a report 
card to the public that outlines its test 
scores and rankings, as well as other 
information regarding adequate 
yearly progress. The report can be 
accessed online at the school’s web- 
site at www. nome schools .com.

The following list is a sampling of the ideas offered at the Sept. 22 
town-hall meeting on improving the school district. This list reflects the 
results of an open brainstorming session where participants were en- 
couraged to offer any ideas that could help students without concern to 
costs or staffing requirements. 

• Better communication/coordination with Nome Eskimo Commu- 
nity in regard to the services it provides students; 

• Time set aside during the school day for students to work on areas 
where they need improvement; 

• Host student-led conferences/presentations to draw parents into 
the schools; 

• Tailor education to individual students’ needs or level; 

• Take pictures in the classroom throughout the year and e-mail them 
to parents in an effort to generate parent interaction with the classroom; 

• Shift some publicity/attention given to athletics toward academics; 

• Instituting year-round or summer school; 

• Starting school later for teens; 

• More coordination with Head Start/preschool programs; 

• Establishing district sponsored early childhood education program; 

• Extending the school day or number of days that students are in 
school. Reduce in-service days for teachers in favor of more teaching days; 

• Establish an alternative high school; 

• Provide more paraprofessional help in the classroom; 

• Provide more culturally relevant/Native language instruction in 
the classroom; 

• Move sixth grade out of the elementary school in favor of a middle 
school format that groups sixth, seventh and eighth grades in one school; 

• Increase vocational education opportunities in district; work more 
closely with Northwestern Alaska Career and Technical Center.

City manager’s report 

Hallgren said the cell two earth- 
work at the landfill, the low dock and 
high dock at the small boat harbor 
and the fill pad for the public safety 
building are nearing completion. The 
foundation piling for the public 
safety building is due for delivery to 
Nome on the last barge of the season, 
and Hallgren said he hopes the piling 
will be installed this fall. The Federal 
Emergency Management Agency has 
extended the timeframe for comple- 
tion of the Cape Nome Jetty in 2009, 
a non-competitive bid for the project 
has been backdated to August, and a 
costruction contract for the project 
has been signed, he reported. 

The Council has scheduled a spe- 
cial meeting Sept. 24 to interview 
Josie Bahnke as a candidate for city 
manager, Hallgren noted. 

He said the new public works/port 
director position description is in 
final review pending suggestions 
from Randy Romenesko. If the 
Council passes the Zoning Code, 
current thinking is that enforcement 
duties would go to the building in- 
spector, who also does abatement, 
while the public works director 
would assume the maintenance su- 
pervisor function. 

On Romenesko ’s recommenda- 
tion, Hallgren has expanded the new 
harbormaster’s assistant position 
from five months to six months (May 
15 to Nov. 15) to aid in both presea- 
son and postseason paperwork. He 
noted the change increases costs be- 
cause extending the timeframe to six 
months adds regular employee ben- 
efits to the position. 

Hallgren said he intends to adver- 
tise for a library director to replace 
Dale Brandt, who will retire at the 
end of October, at pay range 15, 
steps A to C, depending on qualifica- 
tions. “With continued progress on 
the Library Consortium concept, 
finding the right person for the job 
becomes additionally important,” he 
stated. Andersen suggested searching 
for candidates who will seek grants 
for the library. 

With the Police Department still 
three positions short and some offi- 
cers taking leave to hunt, Hallgren 
said overtime costs are high, but he 
expects them to diminish greatly 
when hunting season ends. He said 
Police Chief Paul Burke reports he 
has received some applications for 
vacant positions and is processing 
them as quicky as possible. 

Andersen asked Hallgren to 
arrange for a couple of dump trucks 
to collect trash for one week this fall. 
Larson suggested they pick up 
junked vehicles too. Knodel said she 
favors picking up junked vehicles if 
they are in a roadway, but cautioned 
against requesting efforts from pub- 
lic works employees that might im- 


pact their regular duties. 

In preparation for an executive 
session following the meeting to dis- 
cuss a pending agreement between 
the Nome Chamber of Commerce 
and the Council for tourism promo- 
tion and operation of the Visitor Cen- 
ter, Hallgren said the Chamber had 
come back with a counter counter- 
proposal. In his written report he said 
if an agreement is reached on fi- 
nances, the Chamber will coordinate 
the takeover process with City staff 
from Oct. 1-14 and will assume re- 
sponsibility for operations on Oct. 15. 

Superintendent’s report 

At the beginning of the Council 
meeting, Nome Public Schools 
Superintendent Rick Luthi distrib- 
uted information from an architect 


and a structural engineer about the 
condition of buildings D and E on 
the Nome-Beltz Junior/Senior 
High School campus. In a phone 
conversation the architect told 
Luthi the structures are in better 
shape than he had expected, with 
good concrete substructure and 
flooring. Larson noted the archi- 
tect said the buildings have serv- 
iceable life remaining, but did not 
estimate a lifespan, so his state- 
ment means nothing. Councilman 
Randy Pomeranz said if timbers 
and the main structure are fine, his 
guess is they will last indefinitely 
if they are taken care of. 

Luthi also gave Council members 
information he has prepared for vot- 
ers who will decide at the municipal 
election Oct. 7 whether to approve 


issuance of general obligation bonds 
by the City for $644,195 for roof re- 
placement on Buildings D and E. He 
asked Council members whether he 
should hold a community meeting on 
the bond issue. Instead, Knodel sug- 
gested he contact KNOM to arrange 
a call-in show. 

Luthi also told the Council that 
he and NPS staff are confronting the 
need for improved student achieve- 
ment because results of 2008 Stan- 
dards Based Assessment tests gave 
the district an overall Level 4 rating 
in No Child Left Behind Adequate 
Yearly Progress, and gave two 
schools in the district a Level 5 rat- 
ing. “Level 5 is as bad as it gets,” 
Luthi said. “We’re trying to take an 
honest, ugly look at what’s going 
on.” He noted he had just come 


from a community meeting held to 
discuss the problem (see related 
story on page 1). 

Enrollment at NPS contiues to 
decline and stood at 664 students 
on Monday, down from the antici- 
pated count (731 students) on 
which the budget for the current 
school year is based, Luthi re- 
ported. NPS receives $5,000 per 
student from the State. Although 
the State provides support for 
schools with a drastic drop in en- 
rollment, a policy Luthi calls “hold 
harmless,” he indicated NPS faces 
a budget shortfall. He said Busi- 
ness Manager Jenny Martens has 
spent many hours adjusting the 
budget to reduce costs as much as 
possible. “Today we began to make 
adjustments in staffing,” he added.

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DEC, DHSS inspect 
contaminated New 
Gold House site

A group of state officials with the 
Department of Environmental Con- 
servation and the Department of 
Health and Social Services recently 
traveled to Nome to take a closer 
look at a known contaminated site, 
the so-called New Gold House site, 
located near Dry Creek. 

The Alaska Gold Company - be- 
fore it became a subsidiary of No- 
vaGold Resources Inc. — operated a 
gold recovery facility at the site. 

Since 1986 the location is known 
to have some level of mercury and 
arsenic contamination. However, the 
exact levels and the extent of the 
contamination are unclear. While 
sampling and excavation had been 
done, the work has not been docu- 
mented or completed, leaving the 
state agencies and the Alaska Gold 
Company’s new Environmental and 
Sustainability manager Mitch Hen- 
ning at square one. 

Dr. Rae Benedict, environmental 
toxicologist with DHSS’ division of 
Public Health, said in an interview 
with The Nome Nugget that the visit 
along with community involvement 
specialist Nim Ha and DEC’S con- 
taminated sites program staff Janice 
Wiegers and Dr. Tamara Cardona- 
Marek, was to check on the Gold 
House site as well as on the Big Hur- 
rah site and to reconnect with the re- 
sponsible party. 

“We visited the sites for a visual 
inspection and to start to establish a 
working relationship with No- 
vaGold,” said Benedict. Her role is 
to write a health consultation, deter- 
mining whether or not there is a pub- 
lic health concern associated with the 
sites. While the exact levels are un- 
known, Benedict said that she can’t 
say quite yet what the concerns to 
public health are. In general, when 
a person is exposed to high levels of 
arsenic and mercury through inges- 
tion or inhalation, vomiting and 
cramps may occur. Health officials 
also worry about a person’s long 
term exposures to arsenic and mer- 
cury and their potential health effects 
(cancer or memory problems) . 

Although the area was fenced in 
from three sides last year, Benedict 
stressed that the public should stay 


out of the area and especially keep 
children from playing there. 

The DEC has regulatory oversight 
over the cleanup and its task is to in- 
vestigate and to formulate a plan to 
clean up the site. NovaGold contrac- 
tor Bristol Environmental and Engi- 
neering Services had worked at the 
site in the past and removed the gold 
house and some of the contaminated 
soil in 2004 and 2005. However, 
Benedict said, the report has never 
been finished and submitted to state 
agencies. 

Marti Early, DEC’S community 
involvement specialist said in an in- 
terview with The Nome Nugget that 
the next step requires NovaGold to 
submit a site characterization plan, 
which spells out which contaminants 
are present, in what concentration 
and how far they reach. “Prior sam- 
pling has been done in the past. The 
DEC and the EPA investigated and 
they found contamination. The plan 
was to follow up on the prior inves- 
tigations,” said Early. She added that 
their visit enlightened the DEC and 
DHSS about the use of the area. 
“The residents of Nome we met with 
were telling us some things that we 
didn’t know. They brought to our at- 
tention that they were swimming in 
the area as kids and that helped us 
understand how people are and were 
using the area,” said Janice Wiegers. 

Tamara Cardona-Marek also 
stressed that the fence is there for a 
reason. “People should be aware that 
it’s a contaminated site and that the 
fencing was put up as a temporary 
solution to keep people off the site,” 
said Cardona-Marek. 

Nome residents expressing con- 
cern over the site’s contamination 
had spurred the state staffers’ deci- 
sion to put Nome on top of their con- 
taminated sites visitation list. 

According to Benedict, they also 
looked at other sites of concern, in- 
cluding Dredge 5, the West tank 
farm, the Nuuk fish camp and Big 
Hurrah. 

DEC records showed that Big 
Hurrah was littered with miscella- 
neous items from old drums, waste 
oil and other petroleum products in 
the past, but all this is in the process 
of being cleaned up.

One of the hardest things we 
have to do in life is to forgive 
others and ourselves. Sometimes 
we even hold a grudge against 
God and find it hard to forgive 
God for “allowing” some of the 
things that have happened in our 
lives. Forgiving is hard to do 
especially when someone has hurt 
us so badly. We as humans hurt 
one another - sometimes 
intentionally and other times 
unintentionally. We hurt one 
another especially when we get 
caught up in what we want and do 
not consider all the consequences 
before acting - or reacting.

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Drop in student enrollment sign of economic times

The Nome Public Schools Super- 
intendent Rick Luthi recently ad- 
dressed the Nome Common Council 
with the news that school enrollment 
numbers fell 60 students short of the 
school district’s projections of 731. 
While there is no specific pattern de- 
tectable, Luthi told The Nome 
Nugget that the biggest drop oc- 
curred in grades 7 through 12. 

Luthi said that he knows of stu- 
dents who moved to Anchorage, 
Fairbanks, Sitka, West Virginia and 
to the villages, but said that there is 
no rhyme or reason to explain the 
drop. 

However, looking at a graph that 
shows past enrollment, a downward 
trend is clearly visible. From Octo- 
ber 1994 through October 1997, the 
numbers rose from 702 students to 
796. Then the graph plunges steadily 
to a low of 715 students in October 
2003, before it shows an upward 
trend to 2004 and 2005 with 768 stu- 
dents, only to fall again to 749 stu- 
dents in 2006, 719 in 2007 and 
hitting the all time low of 670 stu- 
dents this October. 

While Nome is losing students, 
the Anchorage school district noted 
a gain in 1 ,000 students this semes- 
ter. Bering Strait School District kept 
steady enrollment, reports BSSD su- 
perintendent Jim Hickerson. “We 


projected 1 ,645 students, but our en- 
rollment is so far 1,655 students,” 
Hickerson told The Nome Nugget. 

While hard data is elusive, ques- 
tions are tossed around whether the 
Nome school district just saw a freak 
occurrence or if the dropping student 
numbers are an indicator for a larger 
context. 

Is a rural exodus happening that is 
to blame for the drop in Nome’s stu- 
dent numbers? The rental market is 
as tight as ever in Nome. However, 
realtor Jim Stimpfle observed a shift 
in terms of who the renters are. He 
doesn’t see many families leaving, 
but he also doesn’t see them coming 
in. “I don’t have the sense that fami- 
lies are leaving town en masse,” said 
Stimpfle, “but what keeps the real es- 
tate rental market tight are single 
men working construction and the 
mine.” He said on average he gets 
three to five phone calls a day, in- 
quiring about rentals. How about oil 
prices? 

Stimpfle and Chamber of Com- 
merce Executive Director Mitch Er- 
ickson agree that once winter rolls 
around and oil and electric bills start 
to hammer people, an outward mi- 
gration may be happening. The Uni- 
versity of Alaska’s Institute for 
Social and Economic Research pub- 
lished a report last May to look at the 
correlation between fuel costs and

migration patterns from rural Alaska 
to urban areas. A graph showed that 
Nome lost eight percent of its popu- 
lation between 2000 and 2007. 

According to the latest population 
estimates from the Department of 
Labor, Nome’s population varied in 
the past years only slightly with a 
low number of 3,412 residents in 
2003 to a high of 3,539 in 2006. 

In 2007, 3,495 people called 
Nome home. 


While Nome fuel prices are steep 
at $5.39 per gallon of gas and $5.79 
per gallon for heating fuel, the outly- 
ing villages are hit with even higher 
prices. 

However, this has apparently 
not caused a run for the cities - 
yet. The ISER report cautioned 
that fuel prices are not the only 
factors driving an outward migra- 
tion and that those affected by 
high prices most are the ones who 


can least afford to move. 

Quality of life and the quality of 
the education system are also factors 
that figure into the choice of where 
people make their homes. “I believe 
the education we provide is as good 
as found in any larger city in the 
state,” said Luthi.

Energy crisis takes 
center stage at AFN

Anchorage’s newly built De- 
na’ina Convention Center set the 
stage for the 2008 annual conven- 
tion of the Alaska Federation of Na- 
tives, touting the theme of 
“Reaching for the stars— Native as- 
pirations for the 21st century.” 

Reaching for the stars, however, 
was an ambitious goal as discussions 
centered more on earthly matters 
such as the rural energy crisis and in- 
creased migration of residents from 
the villages to urban centers in 
Alaska. How to keep homes warm, 
villagers in their region and reason- 
ably priced gas in the tanks of 4- 
wheelers and snowmachines was the 
question at hand. In the final hours of 
the convention last Saturday, AFN 
challenged state and federal govern- 
ment to declare an energy emergency 


in rural Alaska and take action by in- 
fusing funds into renewable energy 
programs and capping fuel prices. 

Loretta Bullard, president and 
CEO of Kawerak Inc., stepped in 
front of the microphone during dis- 
cussions and suggested a program to 
cap fuel prices delivered to the vil- 
lages to match urban prices , with the 
price difference picked up by the 
feds or state agencies. Villagers at- 
tested to fuel prices of up to $8 per 
gallon during the convention, while 
the price at the gas pump in Anchor- 
age read $3.56. As petroleum prices 
went down last week, Anchorage gas 
stations could go down with their 
prices, but villages and regional hubs 
that have to bring in fuel by barges 
in the summer time are locked in to

Fried equipment puts 
the brakes on Rock 
Creek production 

Mine hopes to be back online by the end of the week

NovaGold’s Nome Operations 
has hit a snag as it ramps up produc- 
tion at the Rock Creek mine. 

As the company works to bring its 
first producing mine up to full steam, 
an integral piece of the puzzle failed 
Oct. 9, suspending production at the 
mine ever since. 

“The starting resistor assemblies for 
the mill motors had failed during ball 
mill operation, producing the shutdown 


at Rock Creek at the mill,” said Rock 
Creek’s general manager Jim Mallory. 

Mallory said Oct. 27 that new re- 
sistors are on site and assembly con- 
tinues. He expected by the end of the 
week the replacement parts would be 
installed, allowing production at the 
mine to resume. 

Under normal operation, the re- 
sistors are used only while the ball

Council welcomes new member Foster, City Manager Bahnke

Members of the Nome Common Council 
welcomed newly elected Councilman Neal 
Foster and new City Manager Josie Bahnke to 
their meeting Monday and expressed apprecia- 
tion to Mary (Bourdon) David for her public 
service to Nome residents as an elected Coun- 
cil member from 2004 to 2008. 

The Council approved a resolution authoriz- 
ing sale of Utility Revenue Anticipation Note 
2008B for $5.3 million to purchase diesel fuel 
for electric power generation. The note is 
payable solely from the revenues of Nome Joint 
Utility System. It is the second City note for 
fuel this year and is needed to meet added de- 
mand from the Rock Creek Mine, Utility Man- 
ager John Handeland told the Council. “This 
will take us up to the capacity we can sell for 


bonds,” he said. Utility Revenue Anticipation 
Note 2008A was for $4.6 million, he noted. 

The Council split over a resolution author- 
izing an exception to the Nome Code of Ordi- 
nances for the Fifth Annual Nome North Open 
Dart Tournament Oct. 31 through Nov. 3 at the 
Arctic Native Brotherhood Club. Mayor 
Denise Michels voted affirmatively to break a 
3-3 tie vote and allow the club to stay open and 
sell intoxicating liquor from 1 p.m. Oct. 31 till 
5 a. m. Nov. 1 , reopen three hours later at 8 a.m. 
and remain open till 5 a.m. Nov. 2, reopen that 
day at 8 a.m. and stay open till 5 a.m. Nov. 3. 
ANB Club manager Larry Clark said he ex- 
pects 60 local dart players and 40 others from 
across Alaska to participate in the tournament. 

Council members approved a one-year mem- 
orandum of agreement between the Alaska De- 


partment of Transportation and Public Facilities 
and the City for the Nome Police Department 
to provide airport services. The state will pay 
up to $5,000 a month for the services. 

To meet a state statutory requirement to par- 
ticipate in the FY 2009 Alaska Shared Fisheries 
Business Tax Program, the Council adopted a 
resolution certifying that the municipality did 
suffer significant effects from fisheries busi- 
ness activities during calendar year 2007. The 
Council also approved a three-year agreement 
with Appraisal Company of Alaska for ad val- 
orum tax services effective through FY 2011. 

Ordinances moved to second reading 

Council members unanimously approved 
first readings of several ordinances and sched- 
uled them for second readings and final action 


Nov. 10. They include an ordinance authorizing 
the City to issue its Port Revenue Refunding 
Bond 2008 A for up to $5 million to refund the 
City Port Revenue Bond 1986 Series A. This 
ordinance amends Ordinance No. 0-85-1-1 and 
authorizes a second amendment to a tripartite 
agreement among the National Oceanic and At- 
mospheric Administration, the Alaska Munici- 
pal Bond Bank and the City. 

Other ordinances moved from first reading 
to second reading Nov. 10 are amendments to 
the City of Nome FY 2008 general fund mu- 
nicipal budget, capital projects fund budget, 
special revenue fund budget, Port of Nome 
fund budget and construction capital projects 
fund budget.

A Teller man was sentenced to 16 
years in jail, with five years sus- 
pended, for the death of Patrick 
“Rudy” Pushruk just more than a 
year ago. 

As Superior Court Judge Ben 
Esch handed down the sentence to 
Eli Dickson Oct. 27, a number of 
Pushruk’s family sobbed in the 
Nome courthouse’s benches. 

The tears weren’t only reserved 
for the Pushruks. Dickson broke 
down as Esch told him he would be 
spending the next 11 years in prison, 
followed by five years of probation. 

“It’s too long, man. It’s too long,” 
Dickson said repeatedly through 
sobs. 

Esch reminded Dickson, 21, that 
it was not a life sentence, but also re- 
minded him of the severity of his 
crime. 

“For a man your age, Mr. Dick- 
son, I’m sure it seems like for- 
ever.. .Forever in this case was the 
punishment received by Mr. 
Pushruk,” Esch said. 

Dickson was facing a sentence of 
anywhere from three years to 20 
years. 

Dickson killed Pushruk on Oct. 
13, 2007, following an altercation 
after Pushruk found an intoxicated 
Dickson sleeping on his bedroom 
floor. It was also the house of Dick- 
son’s ex-girlfriend. 

Pushruk repeatedly kicked Dick- 
son in the head, hard enough to ren- 
der him unconscious. 

Dickson was later escorted out of 
the house when he saw Pushruk on 
the steps of a neighboring home. 
After a verbal volley, Dickson at- 
tacked Pushruk, pulling him to the 
ground and kicking him in the head 
and neck. At one point he was pulled 
off Pushruk, only to again start kick- 
ing him. Pushruk’s skull was broken. 
He died before he was able to be 
transported to Nome for treatment. 

In addition to the prison time, 
Judge Esch placed a stipulation that 
during his probation Dickson must 
live in a community where there is 
police enforcement. Esch said if law 
enforcement had been readily avail- 
able in Teller on the day of the inci- 
dent, the outcome could have been 


different. 

Judge Esch said part of his rea- 
soning in imposing a sentence to- 
ward the upper end of the range was 
that Dickson repeated his attack after 
initially being pulled off Pushruk. He 
also cited Pushruk’s initial attack on 
Dickson as a significant provocation 
and a mitigating factor. 

Before issuing the sentence, Esch 
allowed Pushruk’s family members 
to address the court. Dean Pushruk, 
the victim’s brother, spoke of a tight- 
knit family that has experienced sev- 
eral losses in the last few years. 
“When we lost Rudy... it’s been re- 
ally tough for all of us,” he said. “I 


wish he were still here. We’re all still 
hurting. It’s very painful. We’re just 
trying to hold on with what we’ve 
got now.” 

Esch gave Dickson an opportunity 
to speak on his own behalf before 
imposing the sentence. A long si- 
lence hung in the courtroom before 
Dickson answered in a wavering 
voice that he had nothing to say. 

As Dickson was escorted out of 
the court, his family urged him to be 
strong. 

Dickson only replied with the 
same phrase he had been repeating 
since Esch had issued the sentence. 
“It’s too long. It’s too long,” he said. 


F.lim man sentenced for felon 
in possession of firearm 


An Elim man was sentenced to 
nearly eight years in prison Oct. 22 
on a conviction of being a felon in 
possession of a firearm. 

U.S. District Court Judge Ralph 
Beistline imposed the 95-month sen- 
tence on Kyle Jemewouk, 23, in a 
federal court in Anchorage. Jeme- 
wouk had faced a maximum sen- 
tence of 10 years in prison and/or a 
$250,000 fine. 

According to his indictment, Je- 
mewouk has previously been con- 
victed for first- and second-degree 
assault. 


The sentencing stems from a two- 
hour standoff between Jemewouk 
and Alaska State Troopers on Jan. 7. 
According to the Troopers, Jeme- 
wouk had made homebrewed alco- 
hol in Elim— a dry village — and 
provided it to two teenage girls. After 
a disagreement, Jemewouk allegedly 
assaulted one of the girls and fired a 
30-06 rifle in his house. 

When Troopers arrived, according 
to their report, they found Jemewouk 
barricaded in his house. After a

friend of Jemewouk’s assisted the 
Troopers by going to the door to 
contact him, Jemewouk came out 
with the rifle barrel in his mouth. A 
struggle ensued and Jemewouk 
dropped the rifle after Troopers used 
a Taser to subdue him. 

Jemewouk then fled to a bedroom, 
locking himself in, according to the 
report. He threatened to burn the 
house down after dousing the room 
in lighter fluid. After two hours, the 
Troopers forced their way into the 
room, Tasering Jemewouk again and 
taking him into custody. 

The Trooper report said Jeme- 
wouk attempted to flee while being 
escorted to the public safety build- 
ing. During another struggle, Jeme- 
wouk reportedly kicked and 
scratched the Troopers, biting one of 
them. 

Prior to imposing the sentence, 
Judge Beistline noted Jemewouk’s 
lengthy history of alcohol-related vi- 
olence that posed a serious danger to 
the public.

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mill motor is starting and are in- 
cluded in the motor circuit only until 
the mill motor is up to full speed. 

Mallory said the programmable 
logic controller, or PLC, lost com- 
munications to the resistor controls, 
switching the resistors into the motor 
power circuit. The PLC is a com- 
puter system controlling several dif- 
ferent pieces of equipment, including 
the resistor assemblies. The resistor 
assemblies engaged while the mill 
was running, drew power away from 
the mill motor and were destroyed 
due to extreme overheating. 

The items that malfunctioned were 
part of the mine’s original construction. 

Mallory said NovaGold is still tal- 
lying the cost incurred due to the 
malfunction. 

Mallory said part of the process 
when first starting production is dubbed 
commissioning, where the process 
equipment is brought online gradually 
as the mine tests and retests the equip- 
ment while increasing throughput. “We 
know that we will be starting a new 
plant and should expect to have prob- 
lems or malfunctions,” Mallory said. 
“We work through these in each part of 
the process, step by step.” 

Mallory said the commissioning

process had been ongoing since the 
startup on Sept. 19. “The mill was

City manager report 

Bahnke reported that Marguerite La 
Riviere has agreed to remain as admin- 
istrative assistant in the city manager’s 
office until Dec. 1 when she will suc- 
ceed Dale Brandt as library director. Re- 
cruitment for La Rivere’s replacement 
has begun, Bahnke added. She provided 
a job description for public works di- 
rector to Council members for review. 

Invitations to bid on a fuel supply 
contract for City buildings and vehi- 
cles from Nov. 11, 2008 to Oct. 31, 
2009 went out to local fuel dealers 
last week, Bahnke said. Last year the 
City paid $3.45 for heating oil/diesel 
and $3.49 for unleaded gas, but 
Bahnke said she anticipates much 
higher costs this year. Bids are due 
Oct. 30. She plans to attend the 
Alaska Municipal League annual 
conference Nov. 14-18 in Ketchikan. 

Schools plan improvements 

During the public comments portion 
of the meeting, Nome Public Schools 
Superintendent Rick Luthi outlined a 
school and district improvement plan 
as follows: (1) Create an extended day 
program for second and third graders 
after school from 2 p.m. - 2:45 p.m. (2) 
Develop a mentor and tutorial program 
from 3 p.m. - 4 p.m. at Nome-Beltz 
High School. (3) Use technical re- 
sources more efficiently in education. 
(4) Explore the possibility of summer 


Sgt. Andrew Merrill said Oct. 
28 that the Troopers are not releas- 
ing any more information until 
they are able to travel to Diomede 
and conduct an investigation. “We 
have been unable to respond due to 
lack of helicopters and weather,” 
he said. 


school. (5) Find more ways to involve 
the community in the schools. Luthi 
credited a committee chaired by NPS 
Assistant Superintendent Jon Wehde 
for developing the plan. 

The student counting period on 
which State funding for schools is 
based ended Oct. 24, and the prelimi- 
nary count for NPS is 657 students, 
Luthi reported. The NPS budget for the 
2008-2009 school year was based on 
an anticipated enrollment of 731 stu- 
dents. Luthi said NPS will qualify for 
State funds to address the budget short- 
fall under a “hold harmless” policy. 

Councilman Stan Andersen asked 
whether the State “hold harmless” 
funds will cover the full amount of the 
shortfall and whether they will extend 
for more than one year. Luthi said 
they will cover about 50 percent of a 
5 percent drop in enrollment, and 
NPS can qualify for 25 percent of that 
amount next year if enrollment re- 
mains at the current level. He said he 
will provide the Council with the of- 
ficial student count and the amount of 
State funds available to NPS as soon 
as he receives the information. 

Coming events 

A public meeting to discuss con- 
cepts for the City’s new museum is 
scheduled Nov. 6 at 7 p.m. at Old St. 
Joe’s. Council member Mary Knodel 
said the architect for the project will be 
present. The Council will hold a work 
session on legislative priorities Dec. 8.

Speakers addressing the AFN in- 
cluded U.S. Sen. Lisa Murkowski, 
Anchorage Mayor Mark Begich and 
U.S. Rep. Don Young. Speaking via 
pre-recorded video messages were 
Gov. Sarah Palin, who is currently on 
the campaign trail for her vice-pres- 
idential bid, and Alaska’s senior U.S. 
Sen. Ted Stevens, who was awaiting 
a verdict in Washington, D.C. 

Begich, for the last time as the 
mayor of Anchorage, welcomed the 
convention to the city and its brand- 
new Dena’ina Convention Center 
downtown. Begich reminded the del- 
egates of the immense political and 
economic power Alaska Natives are 
wielding, and that while the econ- 
omy is in dire straits, the future is in 
their hands. “Alaska Natives are in 
the driver seat— you got the re- 
sources and you got the biggest com- 
panies in the state, you can make a 
difference,” Begich said. 

Palin in her pre-recorded and not 
too enthusiastically received speech 
recognized the reality of high energy 
prices in the Bush and pointed to the 
formation of a so-called state rural 
subcabinet comprised of high-rank- 
ing state officials with the energy, ed- 
ucation, health and public safety 
departments, and chaired by State At- 
torney General Talis Colberg. “This 
subcabinet is already working on the 
issues of out-migration and the im- 
mediate challenge of the high energy 
prices in rural Alaska,” Palin said. 

She said that the state has already 
taken action to the challenge by dis- 
persing $1,200 as energy relief 
funds to every eligible Permanent 
Fund Dividend recipient; the appro- 
priation of nearly $360 million for 
weatherization programs and $15 
million for the Power Cost Equal- 
ization program, as well as millions 
put into a renewable energy fund. 
Palin continued that she is also tack- 
ling the climate change issue with 
$20 million earmarked for a coordi- 
nated climate change response. She 
then called upon the Alaskan spirit 
of taking an honest look at the prob- 
lem and that Alaska could be the 
world leader in response to climate 
change because, “we are the canary 
in the cage,” she said. 

In the end of her message, she 
made a point to recognize the mili- 
tary and the National Guard “for 
fighting the good fight” and ended 
her address, saying, “Thank you, 
AFN, we need each other ... we’re 
one big Alaska family.” 

Murkowski also spoke to energy 


costs in her address to the delegates. 
“The high energy costs drive people 
out of rural Alaska faster than shore- 
lines are receding,” she said. One 
particularly haunting e-mail message 
she got from a constituent in Kweth- 
luk said that the village’s bulk fuel 
tank is already nearly empty and that 
despite rationing, fuel will run out 
soon. “That lady wrote that they are 
praying for warm weather— we must 
do more than pray for warm 
weather,” Murkowski said. 

As for solutions, she said that the 
feds need to support Native corpora- 
tions with grants and loans for re- 
newable energy generation. “That 
was the promise of the Alaska Native 
Claims Settlement Act, to help the 
Native corporations to develop en- 
ergy from their own land. That’s a 
promise that still needs to be ful- 
filled,” Murkowski said. She also re- 
ported on the difficulty to let her 
colleagues in the Senate know about 
the realities of Alaska. “People there 
don’t comprehend that Alaskan vil- 
lages spend up to 40 percent of their 
budget on energy costs; they wonder 
why we spend money on health care 
and public safety if rural Alaska is 
not sustainable,” Murkowski said. 
“But if we lose rural Alaska, we lose 
the essence of what Alaska is all 
about. Some rural residents may 
chose to leave their villages for a va- 
riety of reasons, but nobody should 
be forced to make that choice.” 

In terms of solutions she offered 
nothing new. Focus should be on de- 
velopment of renewable energy re- 
sources and looking around the globe 
for new solutions, while opening 
ANWR and drilling for oil offshore, 
she said. Murkowski recognized 
Nome’s newest wind power project, 
Banner Wind LLC, and said that 
projects like that immensely benefit 
from federal tax credits. 

The out-migration, while a con- 
cern to regional leaders, is a tide 
that cannot be stemmed. Sheri Bu- 
retta, president of the ANCSA 
CEO’s Regional Association, said 
that regional corporations are aware 
of the challenge and help people re- 
locating to urban areas with ad- 
vanced technical education. 

Ralph Andersen, Bristol Bay Na- 
tive Corp. CEO and member of the 
AFN energy work group, brought the 
energy issue to a point. “There is no 
cookie-cutter solution for the prob- 
lem. What works for one region, may 
not work for another,” he said. He 
said that the AFN energy work group 
identified five recommendations and

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presented them to the Alaska Legis- 
lature. They included the strengthen- 
ing of the power cost equalization 
program by adding more money and 
expanding the eligibility to health 
clinics, schools and rural businesses; 
to cap fuel prices and help rural util- 
ities; to increase support for bulk fuel 
purchasing; to provide a family sub- 
sidy for short-term relief and to in- 
crease investments in renewable 
energy and conservation projects. 

Most important, he said, is the 
formulation of a state energy plan. 
“Praying for a warm spell just isn’t 
good enough,” Andersen said. “The 
state needs an energy plan.” 

And Alaska Speaker of the House 
John Harris conceded that the legis- 
lators often overlook the Bush. “The 
Legislature has the obligation to ad- 
dress the needs of the whole state but 
they sometimes forget about rural 
Alaska,” he said. 

The steady stream of villagers to 
urban centers is at the heart of related 
problems touching every aspect of 
life. A daunting picture of the ripple 
effect permeated different presenta- 
tions and panel discussions. State 
House Rep. Donnie Olson voiced his 
concern both as a legislator and a 
physician, saying he sees an increase 
of tragedies as a result of people 
turning to wood burning for heat. 
“I’ve had incidents already in my vil- 
lage of Golovin, where I had to treat 
a boy for burns to the soles of his 
feet. We need to be dealing with the 
cause and cut down on tragedies that 
no doubt will continue to happen,” 
Olson said. 

John Madden, director of the di- 
vision of Homeland Security and 
Emergency Management, said that in 
addition to natural disasters such as 
volcano eruptions, floods and fall 
storms hitting coastal villages, fuel 
shortage has been added to his list of 
hazards. “We have to increasingly 
address emergencies resulting of fuel 
shortages,” said Madden. 

Kotzebue Rep. Reggie Joule ap- 
pealed to the delegates and movers 
and shakers in the audience to be ac- 
tive in the political process and not 
just sit back and wait for solutions. 
“We have an opportunity to build and 
work a state of Alaska that is more in- 
clusive of all peoples and more ap- 
preciative of our differences,” Joule 
said. “Alaska Natives need to be en- 
gaged in the state political process. 
Come with a plan, come with the vi- 


sion, share it with us and let us be 
your foot soldiers,” Joule said. 

State Rep. Gabrielle LeDoux 
echoed the sentiment and added that 
there is money to be had for grants, 
loans and other state-funded pro- 
grams to deal with the high energy 
costs. “All you have to do is cross 
your t’s and dot your i’s to take ad- 
vantage of funds for alternative en- 
ergy programs,” LeDoux said. 

The most heartbreaking testimony 
of the effects of the high energy costs 
came from Valerie Davidson, with 
the Alaska Native Tribal Health Con- 
sortium, in her presentation “Impacts 
of the Energy Crisis on Public Facil- 
ities.” Davidson said that ANTHC 
expects an increase in demand for 
health care and as facilities are hav- 
ing a hard time to keep the lights on 
and the buildings heated, a decrease 
in the health clinics’ ability to pro- 
vide the service. 

“We see overcrowding in houses, 
an increase in skin and respiratory 
infections and the hardest hit are the 
elderly and babies,” Davidson said. 
She added that as people turn down 
the thermostat, people’s bodies and 
minds are stressed and more suscep- 
tible for illnesses, as well as the po- 
tential to self-medicate in this time 
of despair by drinking more alcohol, 
which in turn creates more potential 
for domestic violence and alcohol- 
related diseases. She said that cur- 
rently 33 percent of funds at the 
average clinic in rural Alaska goes 
toward heat and electricity. “We see 
clinics limit their hours at a time 
when demand is up,” she said. “We 
expect a significant health crisis as 
operating costs go up, medical sup- 
ply costs go up and medevacs in- 
crease,” Davidson concluded. 

Testimony from rural Alaskans on 
how their villages cope with finding 
alternatives to diesel ranged from 
solar panels on the washteria in Arc- 
tic Village, full blown windmill proj- 
ects like those in Kotzebue and 
Nome, submerging turbines in the 
Yukon to produce energy from river 
flow and, finally, the revival of the 
good ol’ woodstove to heat homes. 
North Slope Borough Mayor Edward 
Itta said that the the borough is fo- 
cusing on the development of coal 
bed methane that has been found 
near Wain wright. 

In breakout sessions on Friday, 
delegates could chose between 
wind energy, in-stream river en-

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Chamber gets in the tourism biz

The business of presenting Nome 
to the outside world and extending an 
invitation to its residents to pay us a 
visit is now under the auspices of the 
Nome Chamber of Commerce. 

The city handed the keys to the 
Nome Convention and Visitor Bu- 
reau over to the chamber Oct. 15 after 
the Nome Common Council voted 
Oct. 13 to finalize the agreement. 

Under the agreement, the city will 
pay the chamber $10,833 monthly 
through the 2009 fiscal year to run the 
center and its operations. The same 
level of funding is spelled out for FY 
2010 and 2011, subject to the com- 
mon council appropriating the money. 

According to Chamber of Com- 
merce Vice-President Richard 
Beneville, the new management will 
not radically change the operation of 
the Visitor Center. 

“It’s not re-inventing the wheel, it’s 
a wheel that’s going to turn a little dif- 
ferently,” Beneville said. “I think 
we’re going to use those things that 
have worked in the past, and I think 
we’re going to broaden our horizons.” 

Just a week after taking over the op- 
eration, things did not appear too dif- 
ferent at the chamber-run Visitor 
Center on Front Street. Some furniture 
had been moved around and Henrie the 
musk ox is now lining the west wall of 
the room, opening up the building a bit. 

Some of the changes that will be 
made in the operation will go unde- 
tected by the general public. Beneville 
said with the center in the hands of a 
private- sector enterprise it will allow 
it to move with more speed on new 
initiatives. “In the tourism business, 
moving quickly is important,” he said. 

Other differences will be subtle, like 
the addition of a television to show 
slides from the chamber’s archives that 
have been digitized. The chamber also 
looks to add wireless Internet service to 
the building, making the center a more 
attractive place for visitors to visit. 

Unchanged, however, will be the 


center’s drive to bring more visitors 
to Nome, a town that already has 
some strong tourist draws. 

Birders flock to Nome on the tails 
of the annual migration in the spring 
and summer. In March all the hotel 
rooms and nearly every couch in town 
is claimed by visitors coming to see 
the end of the Iditarod Sled Dog Race. 

While those in search of birds or 
sled dogs do a good job filling rooms, 
when the mushers and migrations 
head south, so do the tourists. To fill 
the gap, the center is looking to bring 
visitors to Nome in the shoulder sea- 
son. To do so, the center is setting its 
sights not far from Nome’s backyard. 

“We’re looking to promote more in 
the shoulder seasons,” said Chamber 
Executive Director Mitch Erickson. 

Erickson said the center is looking 
to create weekend packages to attract 
visitors from the outlying villages. 
He said the packages can be based 
around events in town, such as bas- 
ketball tournaments or Nome Arts 
Council events. The packages could 
include tickets to the event, lodging, 
cab rides to and from the airport, a 
pass to the pool and/or movie tickets. 

The center plans to promote these 
packages to villages in the region as 
well as Kotzebue. 

Looking at potential visitors in the 
region and beyond, the chamber 
wants to highlight the Gold Rush 
City as a destination for conventions 
and meetings. 

“I believe there are a lot of people in 
organizations who would love to have 
a meeting here, but are too busy in their 
own lives to organize it,” Erickson said. 

The vision is to establish a turn- 
key operation where the Visitor Cen- 
ter can set up the meeting and all its 
details once learning what an organ- 
ization needs . This could include the 
venue, audio-visual equipment, tech- 
nical support, lodging and catering, 
among other items. 

By providing such services here in 
Nome, Erickson said groups and or- 


ganizations would have more of a rea- 
son to book their meeting in Nome 
rather than opt for a hotel in Anchorage. 

The center will also key on local 
residents who belong to organizations 
which hold meetings in various loca- 
tions. The goal is to have these organ- 
izations host their meeting in Nome. 

The chamber also wants the visitor 
center to seek travelers from all over 
the world. Erickson said as the state’s 
main road system and cruise ship des- 
tinations see more and more tourism 
traffic, independent tour companies 
are looking to show a different side of 
the state. “There is a demand outside 
for tour companies looking for a new 
place to go,” Erickson said. “The 
main road system is saturated.” 

A few companies have already got- 
ten off the beaten path, as can be seen 
with the increasing number of tour 
ships that have been calling on Nome 
the last few years. The center would 
like to see that expanded, both in the 
number of ships and the amount of 
time the passengers spend in Nome. 

Many of those visiting on the 
ships — as well as some independent 
travelers— hail from outside the 
United States. Often these groups do 
not speak fluent English. Erickson 
said having residents ready to and 
willing to help guide those visitors 
would aid in Nome’s ability to draw 
in more foreign tourists. 

“We need to get a list of people 
who speak foreign languages and train 
them as tour guides,” Erickson said. 

In addition to organizing a group 
of residents who can help with visi- 
tors who do not speak English, Er- 
ickson said the center would also 
promote area residents establishing 
tourism-related businesses. 

The chamber also sees Nome’s 
role as a hub community as a draw 
for travelers, not just those coming in 
from the villages, but outsiders look- 
ing to visit more rural spots. “We’re 
looking at Nome as a hub for getting 
tourists into villages,” said the cen-

ter’s travel consultant Sari Haugen. 

Haugen noted that for outsiders, 
figuring out the logistics of getting to 
a village and finding a place to stay 
can be a daunting challenge. “It’s not 
like you can go to Travelocity and 
type in Gambell,” she said. The Vis- 
itor Center, she said, can help make 
those connections for travelers. 

Beneville and Erickson said the 
chamber would also like to bolster 
local involvement in the Visitor Cen- 
ter by reviving the Nome Visitors As- 
sociation. The volunteer organization 
works as an ad hoc group with the 
center. Made up of business owners 
who interact with visitors to the 
city — such as hotels, gift shops, 


restaurants and tour organizers— the 
association can provide feedback to 
the center on what they are hearing 
from those traveling through Nome. 

“The idea is to provide as good 
experience as possible for the travel- 
ers,” Erickson said. 

Beneville noted the other aspect of 
the chamber and Visitors Center’s job — 
getting the tourists here in the first place. 

“What our great wealth is the re- 
gion— the Native culture, the 
scenery, the animals and a road sys- 
tem that makes it all accessible,” he 
said. “Alaska for people is a trip of a 
lifetime. We just want to make our 
neck of the woods more visible, 
more attractive.”

Listed below are the prioritized actions that the City of Nome will undertake during the 2008-2009 snow season. These actions are meant as a guide 
and DO NOT commit the City to any course of action other than that which is deemed to be in the best interests of safety and City resources. 

I. During major blizzards and ground storms, City crews will stand by and only attempt to open streets as required in emergency situations. 

II. Once the storm has abated, every effort will be made to open fire lanes (one lane) on every street in town. 

III. Once fire lanes have been established, crews will begin to open major (school bus) routes to two lanes of traffic. Streets identified as priority are: 

• East and West 5th Ave. • East 1st Ave. • West 2nd Ave. • West E Street • East K Street • Icy View Loop • East N Street • Steadman Street 

IV. Once major routes have been opened to two lanes of traffic, crews will begin opening the remaining streets to two lanes of traffic. 

V. Once all streets have been opened to two lanes of traffic, crews will systematically begin to widen, clean and haul snow to designated snow 
storage sites. Service areas will be rotated in order that all areas of town receive equal treatment during this clean up. 

VI. Sanding of select streets will be performed by ADOT. Other streets will be sanded when conditions warrant and resources allow. 

VII. The major snow storage for the City of Nome will be: The snow storage site located off the By-pass road. 

Once again these plans are meant as a guide. We will take actions contrary to this plan as necessary. We urge citizens of Nome to help us keep the streets 
safe and usable. Some things that will help our efforts are: 

• Cars should be parked off the rights-of-way as much as possible during the clearing and removal of snow; 

• Obstructions (buildings, dog houses, snow machines, 4-wheelers, trash boxes, etc.) that prevent removal of snow should be moved farther on to 
private property if at all possible; 

• Pushing of snow into the public right-of-way after a street has been cleared is discouraged; 

• Be alert to the area of town in which we are working and, if at all possible, keep parked cars and traffic to a minimum in these areas. 

After hours, on weekends and holidays, City crews will be on-call as needed. Due to the limited resources within the City, local contractors will be uti- 
lized to provide additional manpower and equipment as necessary. If you have any questions, please feel free to contact Public Works Dept, at 443-5653.

ergy, biomass energy and geothermal energy 
workshops. 

Overcoming the feeling of having to tackle daunt- 
ing obstacles alone, a non-profit Alaska Native Vil- 
lage Association was formed with the intent to build 
a network of support to share resources and knowl- 
edge. And in response to the call for a statewide en- 
ergy plan, the newly created office of a state energy 
coordinator under the Alaska Energy Authority is in 
the final stages of working on a such a plan, map- 
ping out opportunities for all regions in Alaska. State 
Energy coordinator Steve Haagenson told the Nugget 
that the plan is due to be released in December. 

The convention ended with the passing of 47 res- 
olutions dealing with the energy crisis; in support of 
the federal small business 8a programs favoring 
American Indian/ ANCSA corporations in non-bid 
government contracting; and an appeal to include 
more Alaska Natives in important state departments 
positions and committee appointments. 

Rosita Worl of the Sealaska Corp. addressed the 
convention lamenting that there is no agency deal- 
ing with rural issues anymore and called for the res- 
urrection of the Office of Community and Regional 
Affairs under the Department of Commerce, Com- 
munity and Economic Development. 

Awards and recognition 

Current co-chairs of the AFN Albert Kookesh 
and Tim Towarak were re-elected to their positions. 

With special resolutions and moving tributes, 
AFN delegates honored Dr. Walter Soboleff and 
Hannah Solomon who recently celebrated their 
100th birthdays. 

The State created the Shirley A. Dementieff 
Award in honor of the Nenana woman who was fa- 
mous for “constantly bridging the gap between hope 
and despair,” said Lt. Gov. Sean Parnell. On behalf 
of Gov. Palin, Parnell handed the award to State 
House Rep. Mary Nelson from Bethel. 

“She speaks out on behalf of Native women in 
the Alaska Legislature and tirelessly works for the 


dignity of Alaskan women, better housing, against 
domestic violence and race and gender prejudice,” 
Parnell said. 

Arnold Brower Sr., 86, never returned from a 
hunting trip, presumably falling through the ice re- 
cently. Brower was honored with the Citizen of the 
Year award, and the Brower family took to the stage, 
paying tribute to their relative with a slideshow of 
Brower’s rich life as a hunter and community leader 
in the arctic. 

Louise Walcott of Nome participated in the 
Alaska Marketplace competition, awarding innova- 
tive business ideas with funds out of a $300,000 
pool. Walcott was awarded $18,600 for her business 
idea of a mobile food service called The Dugout. 

Shaktoolik’s Fred Sagoonik also won a check for 
$27,946 for his business idea to make lumber out of 
driftwood and his business called C Side Lumber. 

The convention concluded on Saturday with the 
presentation of awards. The coveted Citizen of the 
Year award was given out to two elders who recently 
died, Sitka elder Ellen Hope Hayes and legendary 
hunter and community leader Arnold Brower Sr. 

The Culture Bearer award went to Huslia’s 
Madeline Williams, daughter of George Attla Sr. 

Evelyn Karmun of Kotzebue received the pres- 
tigious Della Keats Healing Hands award. The Ed- 
ucator of the Year award went to Clara Johnson of 
Fairbanks. Bethel’s Gladys Jung unfortunately did- 
n’t live to see that the AFN gave her the Elder of 
the Year award. Jung died at the age of 92 last 
month. The health award went to physician Bar- 
bara Riley Asher of Dillingham. The Hunter/Fisher 
award went to Eleanor Wilde of Eklutna. The par- 
ents of the year award went to Alexander and Ina 
Oscar of Bethel, and the Public Service Award 
went to Peter Moore of Emmonak.

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Questioned, absentee 
votes buoy Begich 

District 39 gives nearly 1,000 more 
votes to Ted Stevens ’ opponent

As the afternoon stretched toward 
the end of the workday Friday, Becka 
Baker and her colleagues looked a little 
more ready for weekend than normal. 

“We are very exhausted,” said 
Baker, Region IV Elections Supervisor. 

They had good reason. 

Packing up was the order of busi- 
ness mid-afternoon Nov. 14 at the 
elections office in Nome. Earlier that 
day, election workers finished up with 
their count of 336 questioned and 362 
absentee ballots— the most Baker said 
she has seen come through the office. 

With the ballots sent to Juneau, the 
Nome office’s count is officially closed. 

Statewide, it appeared Anchorage 
Mayor Mark Begich could claim a 
win late Tuesday afternoon in his 
U.S. Senate race against Republican 
incumbent Ted Stevens. 

As of late Tuesday afternoon, with 
nearly 25,000 additional ballots 


counted since Nov. 14, Begich held a 
3 ,724- vote lead over Stevens. The tally 
gave Begich 47.76 percent of the vote 
compared to 46.58 percent for Stevens. 

Those 24,941 ballots represented 
the majority of absentee and ques- 
tioned ballots left to be counted in the 
race. A few more absentee ballots are 
expected from overseas. 

A recount in the race is a possibility. 

Nome’s voters at the polls leaned 
slightly toward Begich by 44 votes. 
Looking at District 39 as a whole, 
Begich took home nearly 1 ,000 more 
votes, winning on 2,911 ballots com- 
pared to Stevens’ 1,930. 

As with the Senate race, absentee 
and questioned ballots in District 39 
broke toward the Democrats in the pres- 
idential race. Those voting absentee 
voted 189 to 160 for the Barak Obama- 
Joe Biden ticket versus John McCain

Norton Sound Seafood Products posts losses of $1.6 million 


NSSP’s Nome retail 
store to close for winter

The retail store at Norton Sound 
Seafood Products’ processing plant in 
Nome will close at the end of Novem- 
ber, Norton Sound Economic Develop- 
ment Corp. board members learned 
during their meeting Nov. 3-7 in Nome. 

NSSP is an NSEDC subsidiary that 
operates a crab and halibut processing 
plant in Nome managed by Josh Os- 
borne, and a salmon and herring bait 
processing plant in Unalakleet man- 
aged by William (Middy) Johnson. 


Closing the store for the winter 
will save NSSP about $200,000, said 
NSEDC ’s President and Board 
Chairman Dan Harrelson. NSSP has 
had an upside down balance sheet for 
years. In 2008 NSEDC budgeted 
$2.1 million in losses for NSSP, and 
by the end of September the com- 
pany was $1.6 million in the hole, ac- 
cording to NSEDC ’s former 
controller Tasha Huffman. Huffman 
resigned recently and her position 
has not yet been filled, so she pre- 
sented the third quarter financial re- 
port at the board’s request. 

NSSP’s crab products fetched sig- 
nificantly higher prices this year than 


in 2007. Osborne said fancy-grade 
crab comprised 66 percent of the prod- 
uct and sold for $8.35 per pound in 
2008 compared to $5.45 last year, 
while A-grade crab sold for $6 a 
pound this year, up from $4.40 in 
2007. Most of the product was shipped 
to China and Japan, Osborne said. He 
noted that additional revenues will be 
derived from 20,000 pounds of crab 
promised to an Anchorage restaurant 
and from 2,500 pounds of crab for sale 
at the NSSP retail store, about 500 
pounds of which is committed to a 
Nome restaurant. 

Osborne said the plant’s net in- 
come from crab operations was 


$9,915 at the time of his report, but 
the plant will show a loss after all ex- 
penses are calculated. The loss will 
be significantly smaller than in past 
years, he noted. 

The Nome plant received 189,000 
pounds of halibut this year, including 

24.000 pounds from Savoonga fish- 
ermen, Osborne said. He reported 
halibut revenues of $405,000, with 

80.000 pounds of halibut awaiting 
sale in Anchorage via a broker at an 
estimated $5 per pound. He projected 
a $60,000 halibut profit but said the 
Savoonga operation will show a loss 
due to shipping costs. The Nome 
processing plant employed 54 work- 


ers this year, he added. 

Harrelson asked whether Os- 
borne’s figures include wages. They 
do, but the figures are specific to hal- 
ibut and crab operations and do not 
include NSSP’s overhead costs, 
Huffman said. Nome board member 
Don Stiles asked for a cost estimate 
for running the plants. Johnson said 
the budget breaks down all the costs.

Catholic Church files to regain control of Pilgrim Hot Springs

The Catholic Bishop of Northern Alaska 
would like to sell one the Seward Penin- 
sula’s hottest pieces of real estate. 

But before the bishop can put Pilgrim 
Hot Springs up on the block, it needs to free 
itself of a lease agreement made in 1969. 

In a motion filed in U.S. Bankruptcy 


The former Our Lady of Lourdes 
Church still stands on the grounds of Pil- 
grim Hot Springs. The deteriorating 
buildings play into the contention be- 
tween the church and the leaseholder. 


Court Nov. 7, the Catholic Bishop of North- 
ern Alaska (CBNA) asks for a court order 
terminating the 99-year lease held by Pil- 
grim Springs Ltd. and requiring the com- 
pany to turn over possession of the property. 

The motion comes as CBNA works 
under Chapter 11 bankruptcy to compensate 
victims of sexual abuse by clergy members 
and others associated with the church. 

The motion also states that CBNA in- 
tends to file another motion in the future 
seeking approval for bid procedures and 
the sale of the hot springs property. 

“CBNA believes that the hot springs prop- 
erty has significant value that could be used to 


satisfy the claims of creditors, especially the 
victims of sexual abuse,” the motion states. 

Arthur E. Neuman, a Washington, D.C., 
attorney and the Secretary-Treasurer and 
Director of Pilgrim Springs Ltd., indicated 
that the company has no intention of relin- 
quishing its control of the property. 

“The Church is overreaching in this mat- 
ter,” Neuman wrote in an e-mail to the Nome 
Nugget. “It now wants to use the geothermal 
resource to make retribution for the wrong- 
ful, heinous deeds of their priests.” 

According to CBNA’s motion, Pilgrim

We don’t have any assisted living resources in Nome for 
people with mental illness. 

We could also benefit from a detox facility so that the 
emergency rooms at the hospital are not used for this pur- 
pose and of course a residential substance abuse treat- 
ment facility would be great. 


Kusqii house is a great concept providing supportive 
sober housing for women, but there is no equivalent for 
men. Men could benefit from supportive sober housing 
upon completion of residential treatment or while doing 
intensive outpatient treatment. 

I have absolutely no idea what it would take for an or- 
ganization (whether it is Norton Sound Health Corpora- 
tion itself or some other entity) to manage the hospital 
facility to provide a wide variety of services to meet the 
mental health needs of people in our communities, but 
I’d sure like to be in on the discussion. 

If anyone else is interested in exploring these ideas let 
me know. I’ll make a list of folks and set up a time for us 
to brainstorm.

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Steep reduction in 2009 Bering Sea pollock catch appears likely 


NSEDC’s pollock 
royalties down this year 

By Laurie McNicholas 

For the second year in a row, a deep 
cut in the Total Allowable Catch (TAC) 
of Bering Sea pollock appears likely. 

The National Marine Fisheries 
Service recommends an Acceptable 
Biological Catch (ABC) of 815,000 
metric tons for 2009 in a new draft re- 
port, “Assessment of Walleye Pollock 
stock in the Eastern Bering Sea.” 

If the North Pacific Fishery Man- 
agement Council follows the ABC 
recommendation when it sets the 
TAC at a meeting next month in An- 
chorage, the 2009 harvest will drop 
18.5 percent. This year’s catch was 
reduced 28.3 percent to 1 million 
metric tons, down from nearly 1.4 
million metric tons in 2007. 

Rob Wood of Glacier Fish Co. men- 
tioned a potential cut in next year’s 
pollock catch during his report to the 
Norton Sound Economic Develop- 
ment Corp. board early this month in 
Nome. NSEDC holds a 37.5 percent 
ownership interest in GFC, which har- 
vests 6.22 percent of the annual Bering 
Sea pollock TAC in addition to 
NSEDC’s 2.2 percent pollock alloca- 
tion under the Western Alaska Com- 
munity Development Quota Program. 

“A price increase for pollock 
products corresponded with the TAC 
decrease coming into 2008 for the A 
pollock season in the Bering Sea and 
B season, though not all of the B sea- 
son product has made it to markets 
yet,” Wood said. The A season, dur- 
ing which valuable pollock roe is 
harvested, extends from January into 
April, and the B season runs from 
June into October. NSEDC’s CDQ 
pollock harvest royalties dropped 
significantly this year, Wood noted.

and Sarah Palin on the Republican side.

Customers are no longer eager to pay 
higher prices in response to a reduced 
supply of pollock, Wood indicated. “We 
are not seeing customers banging on our 
doors to buy product,” he said. “Banks 
are tightening their credit to customers. 
The exchange rate for the Euro versus 
the U.S. dollar is down 10 percent, so 
they are asking for price relief . . . The 
bulk of our production in the past three 
to four years has been for the domestic 
market, so if others see European prices 
decline, they will want the same deal.” 

Alaska Ocean fishing hake 

Wood said the Alaska Ocean , the 
largest factory trawler in the Bering 
Sea fleet, pulled out of the pollock 
harvest before the B season closed be- 
cause the hake season opened off the 
coast of Washington. GFC’s purchase 
of the 376-foot vessel last May nearly 
doubled the company’s allocations of 
pollock and hake. GFC acquired a 
new partner through the transaction, 
Nissui USA, which now holds a 25 
percent ownership interest in the com- 
pany. Nissui USA is a wholly owned 
subsidiary of Nippon Suisan Kaisha 
Ltd. of Tokyo, the second largest ma- 
rine products firm in Japan. 

“The Alaska Ocean gets only 30 
percent recovery,” Wood said. “That’s 
not what we wanted. It’s a nice big ex- 
pensive boat, but it holds a lot of fish 
. . . The fish meal plant was a 4 Woops ! ’ 
moment. It was not well-maintained 
in the past, so we must fix it.” He said 
the vessel will dock in Seattle in De- 
cember for winch control work. 

Pacific Glacier repair delayed 

GFC owns two other pollock har- 
vesting factory trawlers, the 276-foot 
Pacific Glacier , which was exten- 
sively damaged in a fire last February 
in the Bering Sea and is under repair 
at Todd Shipyards in Seattle; and the 
201 -foot Northern Glacier. The com-

pany also owns two longliners, the 
Norton Sound and Glacier Bay. 

“We got a blow a few weeks ago,” 
Wood said. “We thought the Pacific 
Glacier would be out [of Todd Ship- 
yards] in February and get in an A sea- 
son trip. Now it will be finished in 


mid- April, so it won’t fish the A season 
at all.” Reasons for the delay include a 
need for significant repairs that were 
not anticipated, he explained. “With the 
Alaska Ocean and Northern Glacier 
we can still harvest all the fish, but the 
product split is not the same,” he added. 


The Glacier Bay developed a 
propulsion problem last September 
and sailed under its own power to 
Dutch Harbor for temporary repairs, 
Wood reported. He said GFC plans 
to fully repair the vessel for an esti- 
mated cost of $600,000 to $1 million.

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electricity costs due to delayed com- 
pletion of a new freezer plant adjacent 
to the processing plant, Osborne said. 

This issue came up several times 
during the meeting as members dis- 
cussed cost-cutting ideas for NSSP. 
At one point Harrelson said 60,000 
pounds of herring had been moved 
from the Unalakleet plant to the 
Nome plant for storage. He estimated 
that winter crab fishermen may use 

20.000 pounds of the herring for bait 
and suggested that dog mushers may 
buy the remainder. Board member 
Joe Garnie of Teller, who participated 
in the 2008 Iditarod Trail Sled Dog 
Race, is helping to sell the product, 
Harrelson added. Noting that NSSP 
had paid 30 cents a pound for the her- 
ring and normally would sell it at 45 
cents a pound, Harrelson said the 
company may have to dump it at cost. 

“Why does management have to 
rely on board members to do the 
work?” asked Stiles. 

“Joe knows mushing and said he 
does not mind looking into it,” Har- 
relson replied. 

“I’ve bought dog food for 35 
years and got into a conversation 
with Dan, so I volunteered to do it,” 
Garnie said. 

Harrelson then asked Johnson to 
present a report on NSSP’s Unalak- 
leet plant operations. During his re- 
port Johnson said, “I’ll be involved 
in selling herring because it’s my re- 
sponsibility, so I’ll be in charge.” 

NSSP Unalakleet plant 

Johnson’s report touched on capi- 
tal projects at the Unalakleet plant in- 
cluding a 5,000-pound crane recently 
purchased by NSSP that was not in- 
stalled on the dock because bids sub- 
mitted for the work were over 
budget. He said he will work on 
ways to get the crane installed. 

The Unalakleet plant paid fisher- 
men 30 cents a pound for 181,000 
pounds of bait herring that initially 
was stored along with pink salmon in 
Unalakleet due to delays in complet- 
ing the freezer plant in Nome, Johnson 
said. He apologized to fishermen who 
complained about receiving bad bait, 
saying the plant had tried to avoid the 
problem by using both blast freezers 
to preserve tons of fish received in a 
short period. “We may have boxed 
them too early,” he said. “When they 
are covered by fibercoat there is not 
enough penetration to freeze. Herring 
usually firm up when they sit a little.” 

The coho (silver) salmon catch set 
a record for Shaktoolik this year, John- 
son noted. (Fishers harvested 37,624 
silvers in the Shaktoolik subdistrict 
and 77,227 silvers in the Unalakleet 
subdistrict this year, reports the Alaska 
Department of Fish and Game. The 
Norton Sound commercial harvest to- 
taled 120,293 silvers in 2008, the third 
highest catch on record behind the har- 
vest of 126,000 silvers in 2007 and 

130.000 silvers in 2006, according to 
ADF&G.) Johnson said coho sold for 
$2.70 to $2.80 per pound FOB An- 
chorage, and the dock price paid to 
fishermen was 85 cents a pound. 

The Unalakleet plant received 


180,000 pounds of pink salmon and 
small quantities of king salmon due 
to escapement concerns regarding 
kings, Johnson reported. He said the 
plant sold 70,000 pounds of roe from 
coho, pink and chum salmon for 
$4.15 per pound, from which he ex- 
pects about $280,000 in revenue. 
Johnson said the plant had a good 
year and is close to $400,000 ahead 
in net income, but acknowledged the 
figure does not include overhead 
costs. Wind turbines were discussed 
as potential alternatives to diesel fuel 
for generating electricity at the plants. 
High utility bills account for a large 
portion of NSSP’s overhead costs. 

Workers at the Unalakleet plant 
this year included residents of Elim 
and St. Michael, Johnson said. Steve 
Ivanoff of Unalakleet added that a 
few individuals who spend winters 
in Anchorage and have alcohol abuse 
issues also worked at the plant. “It’s 
good they feel good about them- 
selves,” he commented. “To see them 
working is good, and as the season 
progressed they became more reli- 
able.” Ivanoff is a member of the 
NSSP working group, which meets 
in conjunction with quarterly meet- 
ings of the NSEDC board, but is not 
a standing committee of the board. 

Harvesters request 
price settlement 

Frank McFarland, a Nome fisher- 
man and member of the NSSP work- 
ing group, asked the group to support 
a request to the NSEDC board for an 
additional 15 percent of the price paid 
for fishermen’s crab and halibut de- 
liveries this year. Speaking on behalf 
of the Norton Sound Marine Har- 
vesters, he asked for an end of season 
settlement similar to the bonus 
NSEDC paid to fishermen last year. 
He said fishermen pay more than 10 
percent of their gross income for fuel. 

“Harvesters appreciate the help we 
get from NSEDC in the form of loans 
and equipment purchases such as the 
boat trailer,” McFarland read from a 
prepared statement. “Most of the fish- 
ermen’s programs offered by NSEDC 
are successful and as a whole the 
local fishing fleet has become more 
advanced and the fishery more devel- 
oped with the help of NSEDC. 

“Below average grounds prices 
[have] been paid since NSSP’s in- 
ception in 1993,” McFarland contin- 
ued. “Because of this, NSMH feel 
that they should be more involved 
with the NSSP advisory committee 
in the marketing operations and poli- 
cies. For years harvesters have en- 
trusted NSSP managers with the 
marketing development of the prod- 
uct; however, ex-vessel prices have 
continued to be less that the state av- 
erage. It is the consensus of NSMH 
that NSEDC, having control of 
[Community Development Quota] 
fishery development funds, should 
not expect fishermen to finance plant 
expenses due to poor engineering 
and past management decisions. 
CDQ should be used to pay for de- 
veloping fisheries and infrastruc- 
ture.” Under the Western Alaska 
CDQ Program, NSEDC and five 
other CDQ groups receive royalties 


from harvests of a share of the total 
allowable catch of pollock, crab and 
other fish species in the Bering Sea. 

Nome fishermen Robin Thomas 
and Phil Pryzmont echoed McFar- 
land’s request for in-depth discus- 
sions among fishermen, NSSP plant 
managers and NSEDC board mem- 
bers. Stiles, who chairs the NSSP 
working group, said he will try to 
schedule a meeting prior to the quar- 
terly NSEDC board meeting in Janu- 
ary. Ivanoff asserted that Nome 
fishermen already have a huge ad- 
vantage over fishermen elsewhere in 
the region because they are able to 
attend NSSP working group meet- 
ings in Nome and make public com- 
ments without great expense. 

McFarland said he hopes that 
NSSP’s Nome plant will be able to 
provide support to harvesters who 
participate in Norton Sound’s winter 
crab fishery. “We need live tanks and 
a heated area to box crabs,” he said, 
adding that fishermen are consider- 
ing an ice operation by the Nome 
port for winter crab deliveries. 

The NSSP working group adopted 
McFarland’s motion asking the 
NSEDC board to consider a 15 per- 
cent end-of-season price settlement for 


crab and halibut deliveries. During the 
board meeting Stiles mentioned the 
NSMH request in relation to NSSP’s 
$1.6 million in losses as of Sept. 30. 
Harrelson agreed that the costs of run- 
ning NSSP significantly exceed what 
the plants make off fisheries, but noted 
that in the past the board had decided 
to make that investment. He said 
NSEDC needs to educate its fisher- 
men about costs. Fishermen may re- 
ceive more for their catch in Homer, 
but NSSP’s costs are higher, he added. 

In a subsequent session, Johnson 
concluded his report to the full board 
on NSSP’s Unalakleet plant by say- 
ing, “When all expenses are in, we 
will do a settlement with fishermen. 
It’s a retroactive settlement, not a 
bonus.” The settlement will reflect 
true value, he added. 

Part of crab quota 
left in water 

Jim Menard, ADF&G area man- 
ager for Norton Sound and Kotzebue, 
told the board that Norton Sound fish- 
ermen participating in the summer 
open access red king fishery had left 

17,000 pounds of quota in the water 
because they quit harvesting crab be- 
fore the end of the season to fish for 


halibut. For that reason, he said he 
might start the CDQ king crab fishery 
(which by law is allocated 7.5 of the 
annual total allowable catch) earlier 
than the open-access fishery next 
year. He noted that he had opened the 
CDQ fishery after the open access 
fishery this year and crabbers had har- 
vested the entire CDQ quota. 

In previous years the CDQ fishery 
was conducted prior to the open access 
fishery, usually starting in mid- June. 
Last spring some crabbers asked the 
Board of Fisheries to start the open ac- 
cess fishery first, and the board gave 
Menard the authority to decide. Ice 
conditions delayed the start of the 
open access fishery until June 23. 

Harrelson reminded Menard that 
crabbers had asked him to reopen the 
open access fishery at the end of the 
CDQ fishery so they could harvest the 
remaining 17,000 pounds of crab quota. 
He said if Menard had done so, fisher- 
men could have earned up to $40,000. 

Menard said results of this sum- 
mer’s crab trawl survey by the Pen- 
dalus indicated that the department’s 
models had overestimated the harvest 
quota, which is based on 10 percent 
of the available legal size resource, so 
he did not reopen the fishery.

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Nome gets a peak at ‘The Other Iraq’

Car bombs. Death tolls. Sectarian 
violence. 

These are the words and images 
most Americans have come to asso- 
ciate with Iraq. 

Qubad Talabani wants Americans 
to know that there is another side to 
be seen in Iraq— specifically the 
Kurdistan region in the northern por- 
tion of the country. 

“We call ourselves, ‘the other Iraq.’ 
We are the other Iraq; we are func- 
tioning,” Talabani told a crowd gath- 
ered at Nome’s Airport Pizza during a 
Nov. 12 Rotary Club meeting. 

Talabani, who is the Kurdish Re- 
gional Government’s representative 
to the United States, was in Nome 
last week to speak on the Kurdistan 
region, the plight of his people, the 
resurgence of his region and his view 
of the U.S. military’s presence and 
role in the nation. 

Talabani was visiting Alaska to 
speak at the Alaska World Affairs 
Council’s Nov. 14 meeting in An- 
chorage. His visit to Nome was fa- 
cilitated by Norton Sound Regional 
Hospital radiologist Dr. Bill Cox, 
Arctic Business and Professional 
Women, Nome Rotary and Nome 
Community Schools. 

While here he spoke at the Rotary 
Club and an evening community fomm 
held at Nome Elementary School. 

At first glance, Talabani, the son of 
Iraq’s president Jalal Talabani, does 
not appear the quintessential ambas- 
sador. Talabani, in his young 30s, was 
dressed casually for his Nome visit in 
jeans and a sport jacket. Soft-spoken 
and affable, he sports a neatly 
trimmed goatee and a disarming 
British accent gained from his youth 
spent growing up in England. 

But when Talabani speaks on be- 
half of his homeland and people, the 
voice of a dedicated and skillful 
diplomat emerges. He has no short- 
age of praise for the United States for 
its intervention in Iraq and continued 
military support. He is quick to point 
out the relative peace and stability of 
Kurdistan compared to the rest of 
Iraq and the region’s potential for 
economic growth and success. 

“Kurds are not shy about saying 
thank you to America,” he told the 
Rotary Club. “Thank you for sending 
your sons and daughters to bring 
down Saddam ... The effort your 
sons and daughters took in liberating 
our country is not in vain. It is a suc- 
cess story you should be proud of.” 

But Talabani does not shy away from 
the ugly side of the history endured by 
his people and region. Decades of per- 
secution and war under Saddam Hus- 
sein and previous strongmen at the helm 
of Iraq have i nfli cted wounds upon the 
Kurds on every level. Contrasting the 
region’s resurgence, Talabani also 
speaks of broken promises, razed vil- 
lages, chemical attacks and genocide. 

“There was an attempt by Saddam to 
totally eradicate us from the planet . . . 
We have survived decades of war. We 
have survived decades of genocide. We 
survived chemical warfare,” he said. 


“Through all of this tragedy, we re- 
mained strong. We remained vigilant.” 

A tragic and complex history 

The issues facing the Kurdistan 
region in Iraq today can only be un- 
derstood in the light of the Kurds’ 
complex history. 

In Iraq, the Kurds now control a 
recognized region in the northern 
portion of the country that is roughly 
the size of Switzerland with a popu- 
lation of nearly 5 million. The Kur- 
dish people, however, are spread 
over a larger area that covers parts of 
Turkey to the north, Syria to the west 
and Iran to the east. 

The Kurds are an ethnic group that 
has existed for thousands of years. 
The majority of Kurds are Sunni Mus- 
lims, but there are also Kurds who are 
Shia Muslims, some are Christians 
and still there are others who follow 
religions that are lesser known in the 
West, such as Yazadanism. 

The Kurds have a long history of 
fighting for their independence. In 
the early 1900s successive Kurd up- 
risings battled for autonomy from 
British rule. The struggle continued 
throughout the middle of the century 
as other forces controlled Iraq. 

During the reign of the Baath Party, 
the party of Saddam Hussein, in the 
1970s and ’80s, the area controlled by 
the Kurds was referred to as the Kur- 
dish Autonomous Region. Despite the 
framework for autonomy, the Baath-led 
government began a program of set- 
tling Arabs from the south of the coun- 
try in the region, a process referred to 
as Arabization, especially around the 
oil-rich areas around Kirkuk. 

Throughout the 1970s and ’80s the 
central Iraqi government launched 
campaigns to remove the Kurds from 
their land, including tactics such as 
mass forced migrations, the leveling of 
thousands of villages, and the killing of 
hundreds of thousands of Kurds 
through outright slaughter and chemi- 
cal attacks. While chastised by the in- 
ternational community, little was done 
to stop Iraq’s persecution of the Kurds. 

Talabani said his mother, through- 
out her lifetime, has rebuilt and seen 
her home demolished 19 times. 
“There isn’t a Kurd alive who hasn’t 
lost a family member— some entire 
villages,” Talabani told the crowd 
gathered at Nome Elementary. 

The Kurds’ situation began to im- 
prove after the first Gulf War in the early 
1990s with the estabhshment of the No- 
Fly Zone over the Kurdistan region. 
This zone, protected by U.S . and British 
air power, allowed the Kurds to resettle 
the area. The line demarcating the zone, 
however, was drawn north of Kirkuk, 
creating tensions that still fester today. 

Kurdistan today: A land of 
promise and challenges 

While not shying away from the dif- 
ficulties his people have faced, Talabani 
was not in town seeking pity. He also 
carries a message of hope as Kurdistan 
blossoms under newfound security. 

Talabani points out that not one 
U.S. soldier has died in the region 
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since the U.S -led invasion. The re- 
gion even has its own tourism ministry 
as new hotels sprout, catering to those 
who come to see ancient architecture 
and a picturesque mountain region. 

The Kurds have their own military 
force, the Peshmerga, which has de- 
terred conflict in the region. 

The Kurdistan region contains oil, 
even without the inclusion of Kirkuk. 
Talabani said that while the region is not 
yet producing, exploration is ongoing. 

Talabani touts Kurdistan’s secu- 
larism, where differences in religion 
and ethnicity are tolerated. He 
proudly cites that somewhere around 
40 percent of university students in 
the region are women. 

“We have come a long way since 
the devastation of the late 1980s,” 
Talabani said. “We hope the United 
States would be proud of where we 
are today— a thriving civil society in 
the heart of the Middle East.” 

As Kurdistan works to improve its 
infrastructure, economy, health care 
and education systems, Talabani admits 
that there is still much work to be done. 

The destruction of decades of 
fighting has left its toll. “We literally 
encountered scorched earth after the 
establishment of the No-Fly Zones,” 
he said. 

While the Kurdistan is blessed 
with fertile soil, Talabani said much 
of the farmable ground is littered 
with millions of land mines . 

He said more training is needed for 
the region’s teachers and health care 
professionals. On the flip side, he noted 
that more jobs need to be created for 
those graduating from the universities. 

Transition in America, 
uncertainty in Iraq 

Representing a population that 
suffered so much under the Saddam 
Hussein regime, Talabani said the 
Kurds welcomed the United States’ 
intervention in Iraq. While the U.S. 
has now labeled itself as an occupy- 
ing force in Iraq, Talabani still sees 
the U.S. military as liberators. 

“If you ask the Kurds, we would 
like you in the country for 100 years 
to come,” Talabani said. 

But Talabani is a political realist. 
Cognizant of the mood in the United 
States regarding the war that many 
here feel has dragged on too long and 
recognizing the election of a new pres- 


ident who has called for a withdrawal 
of American troops in 16 months, Ta- 
labani is gentle in his push for contin- 
ued U.S. involvement in Iraq. 

“I think your presence in the coun- 
try will be required for a considerable 
time to come, [but] maybe not in the 
same way as now,” he said. “We don’t 
expect the sacrifice to go on forever.” 

But Talabani also appealed to the 
United States’ strength and what he sees 
as the responsibility that goes along with 
that power. “As the world’s only super- 
power, you have a responsibility to look 
out for people like mine who have been 
going through such hardship,” he said. 

Talabani said he is not worried about 


the departure of the Kurd-friendly Bush 
administration and the advent of an 
Obama-Biden White House, even with 
the talk of withdrawal. “A lot can hap- 
pen in 16 months,” he said. “The new 
administration has promised a respon- 
sible and phased withdrawal. Iraq is too 
important to just leave.” 

Talabani said the addition of Vice 
President-elect Joe Biden to the 
Obama ticket in particular helped set 
aside uneasiness about the transition. 
Biden’s view of a loosely federated 
Iraq with the bulk of decision-making 
power left in the hands of regional gov-

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emments aligns with the Kurds’ vision. 

“Being Kurdish has been what has 
protected the Kurdistan region, not 
being Iraqi,” Talabani said. “We can- 
not live in an Iraq run by Islamic 
theocrats, nor a military strongman.” 

Therein lies the challenge for the na- 
tion. Just how power will be distributed 
between the federal and regional gov- 
ernments has yet to be fully fleshed out. 
The real powder keg that could ignite 
tensions, however, is just where the 
lines are drawn to define the regions. 

In 2005, when the border was es- 
tablished for the Kurdish autonomous 
region, the cities of Mosul and oil-rich 
Kirkuk were left south of the line. The 
Kurds claim the area around Kirkuk 
as their ancestral territory— Talabani’s 


family traces its lineage to the city— 
and want to see it included in their re- 
gion. “Kirkuk for us is a symbol of 
our tragedy,” Talabani said. 

A determination regarding control 
of the area, which Talabani labels as 
the disputed territories, was to be de- 
cided by a series of national referen- 
dums. Those referendums have been 
delayed several times. 

The issue has raised tensions both 
within and outside Iraq over fears 
that control over the area could en- 
gender a move for Kurdish inde- 
pendence from Iraq all together. To 
the north, Turkey fears an independ- 
ent Kurdistan could have repercus- 
sions for its own Kurdish minority. 

Talabani says while Kurds have an 
inner desire to be independent, they 
are committed to seeing a federal Iraq 


succeed. “We’re not calling for the 
breakup of the country,” he said. 

The prickly issues of who controls 
the oil-rich territories and how oil 
wealth is distributed will need to be 
decided and agreed upon to give any 
certainty to Iraq’s future. “Oil has 
been a curse on the people of Kur- 
distan,” Talabani said, noting that 
since its discovery, the Kurds have 
only faced oppression. 

When asked about Turkey, Talabani 
feigned a grimace, saying he nearly 
made it through his Nome visit without 
having to discuss the issue. On the sen- 
sitive subject, Talabani said the rela- 
tionship between Kurdistan and Turkey 
is improving. “Turkey has realized that 
we are not a threat to them,” he said. 

Talabani noted that Turkey is the 
largest investor in the region and 


has participated in a series of direct 
talks with the regional government 
since May. “I think this new atmos- 
phere exists between Kurdistan and 
Turkey,” he said. 

A long way from home 

As the Representative for the Kur- 
dish Regional Government, Talabani 
now lives in Washington, D.C. If 
Kurdistan were a country, he would 
be its ambassador. 

A mixture of Nome radiologist Dr. 
Cox’s interest in the Kurdish cause 
and Talabani’s adventurous spirit re- 
sulted in the visit to Nome. Cox had 
initially invited Talabani to speak at 
the Alaska World Affairs Council 
meeting in Anchorage. When he 
learned more of Talabani’s interests, 
he proposed the side trip to Nome. 


Talabani is not the first Kurd Cox 
has ushered to Nome. In 2005 he 
brought Kani Xulam to town to speak. 
“It opens Nomeites’ eyes to the rest of 
the world,” Cox said of his international 
guests. “Like [Talabani] said today, 
there’s been a lot of negative reporting 
about Iraq to the world. But there’s 
been some enormous good for the 
Kurds with the removal of Saddam.” 

For his part, Talabani said he was 
pleased with his brief stay in the 
Gold Rush City. Repeatedly he said 
he wanted to come back and visit 
Nome when it’s colder— it was in the 
low 20s during his stay— and go for 
a dog sled ride. 

“I really enjoyed my time here. It 
was everything I was expecting 
Alaska to be— beautiful scenery and 
great people.”

BSNC shareholders to be paid $1 per share for 2008

Bering Straits Native Corp. share- 
holders should soon see a check in 
the mail. 

The company recently announced 
it will pay a $1 per share dividend for 
2008 for a total payout of $633,316. 

“We’re very pleased that our 2008 
financial performance has allowed 
the corporation to pass some of those 
earnings on to our shareholders,” 
BSNC President and Chief Execu- 
tive Officer Tim Towarak said in a 
press release. “We thank our share- 
holders for their support as we’ve 
sought to recover from the losses in- 
curred in our early years.” 

The regional Alaska Native cor- 
poration reported that its 2008 fiscal 
year profits surpassed its total losses 
since its bankruptcy reorganization 
in 1989. BSNC’s total dividends 
since 1989, including this year’s, 
total more than $4.1 million. BSNC 
planned to mail checks to its more 


than 6,300 shareholders by mid-No- 
vember. 

Also at its Oct. 4 annual meetings, 
the corporation’s shareholders re- 
elected four incumbents and one new 
director to its board. Re-elected were 
Roy Ashenfelter, Homer E. Hoogen- 
dorn, Henry Ivanoff and Eileen Nor- 
bert. Newly elected was Fred 
Sagoonick, a shareholder from Shak- 
toolik.

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NPS budget approval awaits decision on library

During the November 11 Nome 
Public School Board meeting Nome- 
Beltz High School Student Repre- 
sentative, Cori Eide brought to the 
board's attention that the school li- 
brary was closed every other day — 
an inconvenient hardship on the stu- 
dents who are trying get homework 
done, papers written and copies 
made during the course of a normal 
school day. During discussion it 
seemed the library closure was an 
unintended consequence of budget 
cuts, moving staff around, etc. Action 
Item FY09 Budget Revision Ap- 
proval later on in the meeting went 
down 3/2 due to the library situation. 
Meetings will be held to see what can 
be done about this situation. 

Eric Campbell from Mikunda, 
Cottrell, & Co., Inc. Certified Public 
Accountants and Consultants of An- 
chorage, was present by phone to 
give the Audit Report Review for 
Nome Public School and also stand 
by to answer questions. The audit re- 
port is 117 pages. 

The auditors’ unqualified opinion 
was that the financial statements 
were clean. The two comments from 
last year's audit which were new re- 
quirements had been implemented - 
two signatures on the journal entries 
and bank cash reconciliations were 
corrected. 

This year there were two new rec- 
ommendations, which included: 

1 . A control deficiency in an en- 
tity's internal control over compli-

Innovative business ideas pay off two business ideas from region 
win awards from AFN’s Alaska Marketplace business competition

The idea of using driftwood logs 
milled into building lumber came to Fred 
Sagoonick during a four-wheeler ride with 
is wife on the beach last summer. “We 
thought, gee, if you could just cut all that 
driftwood up and make lumber that sure 
would help bring down building costs 
here,” said Sagoonick. There was his busi- 
ness idea that netted him an award and a 
check for $27,945 from the Alaska Mar- 
ketplace competition at last month’s 
Alaska Federation of Natives convention. 
In its third year now, the Alaska Market- 
place is an idea competition, awarding 
cash out of its $300,000 seed money pot 
to business concepts that use new ideas of 
delivering and selling products and serv- 
ices to boost economic development in 
rural Alaska. 

Sagoonick, a general manager at the 
Shaktoolik Village Corporation, said out- 
rageously high lumber prices - a sheet of 
plywood goes for $48 in the region - has 
kept the corporation from ordering lumber 
in the recent past. Shipping costs on top of 
high product costs make life in rural 
Alaska spendy these days, a theme that the 
AFN tackled during its annual convention 
in Anchorage last October. 

The Alaska Marketplace initiative 
aims to tap on local knowledge, talent and 
ideas to keep rural Alaska sustainable and 
judges are looking for exactly the kind of 
simple and yet so doable concepts like Sa- 
goonick’s idea to turn a plentiful resource 


such as driftwood into a useful commod- 
ity. Sagoonick estimates that three to five 
percent of all the driftwood, mostly white 
spruce courtesy of the mighty Yukon, 
could be used for lumber. He named his 
business C Side lumber, and is waiting for 
the funds to be released from the Alaska 
Marketplace so he can order a sawmill to 
cut the wood, supplying Shaktoolik and 
the area with a cheaper alternative than 
imported lumber. Sagoonick added that he 
would want to get the wood stress-tested 
to make sure it meets industrial standards. 
His pie in the sky is to eventually get into 
the construction of log homes. “I hope to 
be able to provide a service to the people 
by cutting costs of in rural Alaska,” Sa- 
goonick said. 

Nomeite Louise Walcott also scored 
an award and $18,630 for her business 
idea of a mobile food service in Nome. 
Walcott named her enterprise The Dugout 
and envisions a food trailer that serves 
hungry Nomeites at certain locations and 
certain times for breakfast, lunch, dinner 
and late night snacks. While The 
Dugout’s menu is not cast in stone, it 
likely will include sandwiches, hamburg- 
ers and fries, breakfast burritos and sal- 
ads - made right in the mobile trailer. 
Walcott conceived of the idea when long- 
ing for tasty and affordable take-out food. 
And the need for a business like that be- 
came more apparent when the Glue Pot, 
Front Street’s fast food joint, went out of 
business, leaving the bar crowd hungry

for a late night snack. “I’ve been living 
here for three years and I’m kind of 
burned out on the food. It gets so dog 
gone expensive to go out to eat, so I told 
my friends somebody should open a 
snack place which offers affordable, easy 
to take out food,” Walcott said. 

She realized that this somebody could 
be her. Currently the 30-year-old works 
as a crusher operator at the Rock Creek 
gold mine, but after she fulfilled a life- 
long dream last year, she is all about put- 
ting ideas into action and not wasting 
time dreaming what could be. 

“Last summer I went on a road trip to 
all major league baseball stadiums and 
when I finished, I realized that I did 
something really cool and wanted to live 
my life by living my dreams. That trip 
was so meaningful to me,” Walcott said. 
Realizing that The Dugout is doable, too, 
Walcott learned about the Marketplace 
competition and got to work to submit 
her application. She tossed the idea 
around with Barb Nickels, director of 
Kawerak Inc.’s division of community 
planning and development. “And every- 
thing snowballed from there,” she said. 
Barb Nickels said that Kawerak supports 



locals with small business assistance, in- 
cluding polishing applications for the 
Alaska Marketplace idea competition. 
“We helped with 15 applications from the 
Bering Strait region,” said Nickels. After 
an 18-judge panel reviewed the initial ap- 
plications, finalists were selected. Beside 
Fred Sagoonick and Louise Walcott, 
Nome’s Alice Bioff and her business idea 
of native-inspired T-shirt designs and 
Matt Tomter, for his snowmachine busi- 
ness, were in the finalist circle, according 
to the AFN website. 

Finalists had five minutes to present 
their business ideas in Anchorage to 
judges, who then selected the 11 winners 
out of 42 finalists. 

Walcott plans to invest the Market- 
place money in an eight-by-16-ft. trailer 
and restaurant equipment. The plan calls 
for two or three part-time employees and 


an opening a couple weeks before the Id- 
itarod frenzy starts in Nome. 

Winning business ideas included tim- 
ber cultivation, an organic produce farm in 
Igiugig, farming on the tundra in Bethel, 
lumber and firewood businesses. The top 
idea of a quilting business was awarded to 
Barbara Ramos from Bethel with a check 
of $46,575. 

The seed money comes from BP, 
ConocoPhillips, the Denali Commission, 
Shell, Aleyska, Bristal Bay Native Cor- 
poration, the North Star Group and the 
NANA Regional Corporation and is man- 
aged by the AFN. 

AFN president Julie Kitka announced 
the extension of the competition for an- 
other round of proposals due by January 
15, 2009 with $300,000 up for grabs.

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Vitamin D: Sunshine in a tablet Help with the power 


bill on the way

Your doctor may be taking a 
closer look at your Vitamin D levels 
because this vitamin, known to help 
with calcium absorbtion, is now 
found to be important in many 
chronic diseases. Recent research 
has pointed out an association be- 
tween low Vitamin D levels and 
common illnesses like osteoporosis 
(weak bones), osteomalacia (painful 
bones), chronic fatigue, diabetes, 
cardiovascular disease, autoimmune 
disease, and certain cancers. 

Humans get Vitamin D from three 
primary sources: sunlight exposure; 
oily fish like salmon; and supple- 
ments like multivitamins or fortified 
milk. 

People in northern climates are al- 
ready at risk because of reduced ex- 
posure to direct sunlight during the 
winter months. In the Norton Sound 
region, this deficit in sunlight expo- 
sure was traditionally overcome by 
a diet rich in fish oils from salmon, 
seal oil and sea mammals. However, 
with changes in diet away from tra- 
ditional foods , we have lost this rich 
source of Vitamin D, leading to 
higher rates of deficiency, espec- 
ially throughout the winter. 
Supplementing Vitamin D 

For this reason, many doctors 
now recommend supplementing 
with daily Vitamin D3, the most nat- 
ural form. Recommended dosing 
depends on a person’s risk for defi- 
ciency. The recommended daily al- 
lowance is currently 400 units daily, 
but this is far too low for anyone 
over 1 year of age. Children over 12 
months old need at least 1 ,000 units 
daily, and healthy adults require at 


least 2,000 units daily from all 
sources. High risk patients with 
chronic illness or osteoporosis may 
need to take up to 10,000 units daily 
for up to five months to avoid defi- 
ciency. Talk with your health care 
provider about the daily dose that is 
appropriate for you. 

Adverse Effects 

Side effects from supplementation 
of Vitamin D are rare. Diseases that 
cause an elevated calcium, like hy- 
perparathyroidism or sarcoidosis, 
may worsen when taking vitamin D, 
but this is caused by the underlying 
disease, not by the Vitamin D. 

What Levels Mean 


The lab 25-Hydroxy- Vitamin D 
(25 -OH- Vitamin D) is the test used 
to determine current levels in the 
body. People living in the southern 
lower 48 states, with lots of sun ex- 
posure, have an average level be- 
tween 50 ng/mL and 60 ng/mL. 
Levels between 20 ng/mL and 30 
ng/mL are called “insufficiency” and 
levels below 20 ng/mL are consid- 
ered a “deficiency.” The toxic level 
is conventionally set at 150 ng/mL. 
Experts recommend checking levels 
in 3-6 months after starting Vitamin 
D3 supplementation to ensure a good 
response.

Norton Sound area residents could 
experience an odd reaction when 
they open their utility bills in the 
near future. 

They may just smile. 

That’s because the Norton Sound 
Economic Development Corp.’s en- 
ergy subsidy program should be 
going into effect within the next 
billing cycle or two. 

The NSEDC Board of Directors 
voted at its third quarter meeting in 
Nome in early November to set the 
subsidy at $500 for every utility cus- 
tomer in its member villages who 
signed up for the program. The $500 
will be credited to each account 
holder. 

“This is putting another $500 
worth of food on people’s tables,” 
NSEDC President and Chairman 
Dan Harrelson said at the Nov. 7 
meeting. 

NSEDC slated $1.7 million for the 
program that was conceived by Elv- 
ina Naranjo, a NSEDC board mem- 
ber representing Koyuk. 

At the time of quarterly meeting, 
NSEDC reported approximately 
2,000 households had signed up for 
the subsidy. That number was likely 
to grow as last-ditch efforts were 
made in the weeks that followed the 
meeting to sign up as many house- 
holds as possible. 

Janis Ivanoff, NSEDC interim 
chief executive officer, said at the 
meeting that nine of the 15 member 
communities had achieved signing 
up all eligible customers. She said 
that the outreach effort to get house- 


holds signed up would continue until 
the drop-dead deadline of Nov. 9. 
The original deadline had been Oct. 
31. 

In Nome, Nome Joint Utility Sys- 
tem Manager John Handeland said 
1 ,038 households were signed up for 
the subsidy. Handeland and crew ran 
an aggressive campaign to get as 
many customers enlisted as possible. 
That included a door-to-door effort 
last weekend that netted an addition 
90 or so households. “NSEDC gave 
NJUS an opportunity to contact res- 
idents in Nome who had not signed 
up for their energy subsidy program 
by Oct. 31,” Handeland said. 

“People were more than willing to 
make this program work,” Ivanoff 
said, referring to those in each com- 
munity who worked on signing up 
utility customers. 

Handeland said the utility is still 
working with NSEDC to determine 
when customers’ accounts will be 
credited. NJUS finds itself in a 
slightly different situation than other 
communities. “The intent of 
NSEDC’s generous assistance is to 
have the $500 credit applied to elec- 
tricity,” Handeland said. “While 
most electric utilities bill electric 
only, we issue combined bills for 
other utility services (water-sewer- 
garbage-landfill), so we cannot sim- 
ply place a lump sum credit on an 
eligible account. Further details will 
be available next week, but no 
NSEDC credit will be applied until 
the December billing.”

BE SAFE, BE SEEN 

Fall is in the air. The cool, crisp nights and shorter days 
remind us that fall is here to stay in western Alaska. One 
of the biggest safety concerns we begin to face every fall 
is visibility, or simply put, being seen. The skies are now 
dark as we begin our morning commute to school and 
work, and they will stay that way until spring. Drivers, in- 
cluding those driving 4- wheelers and snowmachines may 
have a hard time seeing pedestrians walking in the dark. 
Here are some tips to increase visibility, and make you be 
seen by drivers. 

Use reflective tape: Reflective tape is the best way to 
be seen. A person wearing reflective tape can be seen by 
a driver as far as 500 feet away! There are a few differ- 


ent types of reflective tape that you can use: sew-on, iron- 
on, and there are also reflective stickers available. Be sure 
to place reflective tape on the front and back of your coat, 
jacket, and backpack so you are seen by drivers in both 
directions. 

Wear bright-colored clothing: Dark clothing makes 
you more difficult to see. Wear bright outer layers such as 
white and yellow to be seen. Avoid darker colors such as 
black, blue and red. 

Drivers: Be aware of pedestrians walking during dark 
hours. Drive extra cautiously in the morning hours when 
children are heading to school. Also remember, with 
snow and ice covering the streets, stopping suddenly for 
children may be impossible. 

Always remember to practice safety while walking and 
driving in the dark.

From now until Dec. 3 1 , Medicare 
Part D is offering an “open-enroll- 
ment” period, meaning that seniors 
can change their prescription drug 
coverage to pick a new plan that bet- 
ter meets their needs. 

Seniors should jump at this once- 
a-year opportunity. Instead of being 
forced into a one-size-fits-all plan 
run by the government, Part D par- 
ticipants can choose among a variety 
of private insurance plans, custom 
tailoring their coverage to their par- 
ticular drug needs. 

Since companies have to compete 
for the premium dollars of millions 
of Part D participants, they’re deliv- 
ering increasingly attractive offer- 
ings. Beneficiaries are seeing a 
broader selection of drugs, lower 
prices, and more generous benefits. 

Indeed, the Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid (CMS) estimates that 
the average monthly premium for 
standard Part D coverage in 2009 
will be $28, only $3 higher than last 
year, and a whopping 37 percent 
lower than the $44.12 monthly pre- 
mium projected for 2009 when Part 
D was launched. 

The prospect of substantial cost 
savings is another big reason why 
savvy seniors should sign up for Part 
D. “Until I enrolled in Medicare Part 
D, I paid more than $4,000 a year 
just in premiums,” says Joan Wells 
of East Aurora, New York. “Now I 
only pay about $300 a year for cov- 
erage.” 


You don’t have to be a rocket sci- 
entist to pick the right plan. Simply 
make a list of all your current pre- 
scriptions and dosages. Then visit 
Plan Finder, an easy-to-use, interac- 
tive comparison tool at 
Medicare.gov. Once you enter your 
information, Plan Finder kicks out a 
list of all the appropriate plans and 
their costs in your area. 

This year, the CMS Plan Finder 
has a valuable new feature that can 
help you save even more on drugs by 
comparing the cost of filling your 
prescriptions by mail versus buying 
directly from a local retail pharmacy. 

According to a recent poll, nearly 
nine in ten seniors covered by the 
Medicare drug benefit are satisfied 
with the program. In the coming 
weeks, seniors should take advan- 
tage of the open enrollment period 
and sign up or switch to a new plan 
that better meets their needs. 

Seniors should also pay attention 
to any effort Congress makes to take 
those choices away. Many lawmak- 
ers are pushing for a redesign of Part 
D, as they’d like to turn it into a more 
traditional government program with 
just a single, price-controlled plan. 
By taking the opposite approach, 
Medicare Part D leverages market 
forces to create competition, leading 
to lower prices, better service and 
more choices. And choice is what 
better health is all about.

Community Benefit Shares set 
at $100,000 

The NSEDC board of directors 
also voted to set this year’s Commu- 
nity Benefit Shares at the high end of 
the scale. At the third quarter meet- 
ing Nov. 6, the board voted again to 
grant each member community 
$ 100 , 000 . 

More than $3.2 million was avail- 
able for this year’s benefit shares. 
Harrelson said the shares have 
ranged from $10,000 to $100,000 in 


past years. 

“Our communities will be happy,” 
Harrelson said. 

The Community Benefit Share 
program was introduced in 1999. 
The program utilizes a portion of the 
annual distribution from investments 
related to Bering Sea fisheries. The 
funds are dispersed to the city gov- 
ernments of each member commu- 
nity. Each community must report to 
NSEDC on how the funds are to be 
used before the money is released.

NovaGold 
pulls the plug 
on Rock Creek 

Mine will be shuttered until further notice

Short on cash and low on confi- 
dence that its Rock Creek mine will 
be able to supply a significant return 
on investment within the next six 
months, NovaGold Resources indef- 
initely suspended its operations at the 
mine just outside of Nome Monday. 

“We really regret having to make 
the decision. It’s going to be a signifi- 
cant impact on the community of 
Nome,” NovaGold President and 
Chief Executive Officer Rick Van 
Nieuwenhuyse said Monday. “It obvi- 
ously pains us to make this decision.” 

That pain will extend immediately 
to 100 workers at the mine who lost 
their jobs due to the suspension. At the 
start of this week, Van Nieuwenhuyse 
said there were approximately 150 No- 
vaGold employees working on site. He 
said a further reduction in employees 
will occur once work has been com- 
pleted to prepare the mine to sit idle for 
an undetermined length of time. 

NovaGold did not cite any one sin- 
gle factor that spurred the indefinite 
shutdown of Rock Creek. The mine’s 
suspension, rather, can be traced to a 
delay in starting production at the 
mine, the global credit crisis and 
equipment failures at Rock Creek. 


Simply put, NovaGold is out of 
money. 

To make money, NovaGold needs 
Rock Creek to be producing gold. For 
Rock Creek to be able to produce gold, 
the company needs to invest more 
money in the operation. To invest more 
money in Rock Creek, NovaGold 
needs a lender. And squaring away a 
willing lender against the backdrop of 
the current worldwide financial tumult 
is a find more rare than gold these days. 

“In this world it’s nearly impossi- 
ble to raise equity,” Van Nieuwen- 
huyse said, expressing his frustration 
at just how close Rock Creek is to 
achieving full production. “You’re 
almost there, but you can’t quite get 
over the hump and you can’t find 
anyone to help with the debt . . . The 
banks aren’t loaning any money.” 

NovaGold has spent approximately 
$30 million on Rock Creek since Aug. 
3 1 and is about $20 million over its 
most recent budget, according to a 
press release issued by the firm on 
Monday. In the release it announced 
its unconsolidated cash position had 
decreased to approximately $10 mil- 
lion Canadian ($8.05 million U.S.).

Ah, relief! December light bills to drop in Nome

None Joint Utility System has re- 
ceived a big dollop of money —half a 
million dollars, to be exact— to apply 
to Nome’s residential utility bills. 

The power cost relief comes from 
the generosity of Norton Sound Eco- 


nomic Development Corp., the or- 
ganization that administers the local 
community development quota in re- 
gional fisheries. 

Utilities manager John K. Hande- 
land announced at the Nov. 11 NJUS 
board meeting that each of 1 ,038 appli- 


cants will get a benefit of $500, not in 
their hand, but applied against electric 
charges in four monthly installments. 

Because the utility bills for bundled 
services— water, sewer, electricity and 
garbage— some thinking had to go 
into the real-time application to bills, 


because the money is intended only 
for electric charges. NJUS would be 
ready to start with the December state- 
ments and follow up with more assis- 
tance in January, February and March. 

Handeland explained that the 
monthly share would wipe out entire 


electric charges for ratepayers who 
used less than 580 kWh in that particu- 
lar month. Consumers would still have 
to pay the tax on the electric usage. 

What about households who turn

Council votes to shorten, re-bid fuel supply contract

By a vote of 4 to 1 the Nome Common 
Council on Monday rejected a resolution to re- 
ward a fuel supply contract for the City of 
Nome and Nome Public Schools to Bonanza 
Fuel through Oct. 31, 2009. 

Only Councilman Jerald Brown voted to ap- 
prove the contract. Councilman Neal Foster ab- 
stained from all discussion and votes on the 


issue because he is president of Bonanza Fuel. 

The Council adopted a motion by Council- 
man Jon Larson to readvertise a request for 
bids for a contract with an end date of July 30, 
2009 by a 3-2 vote. Mary Knodel, Larson, and 
Randy Pomeranz voted for the motion; Stan 
Andersen and Brown voted against it. Prior to 
the action the Council defeated Brown’s mo- 
tion to amend Larson’s motion to include an 


adjustable price clause in the bid request. 

Of the three firms that bid for the fuel contract, 
Bonanza submitted the lowest prices per gallon 
in all four categories —heating oil ($5 .29) , equip- 
ment fuel ($5.29), unleaded gasoline ($4.74) and 
vehicle diesel fuel ($5.29). However, Bonanza’s 
$5.29 price for heating oil became an issue be- 
cause the product retails for $4.99 in Nome. 

Council members tabled the fuel contract 


question at a meeting Nov. 10 because they 
were uneasy with the one-year duration of a 
proposed contract based on prices Bonanza 
paid for fuel orders last summer when oil prices 
soared as high as $144 per barrel. Oil prices 
dropped below $50 per barrel this month. 

The Council asked City Manager Josie Bahnke

When the new administration takes over the reins in January let’s 
hope that President-elect Obama can reverse the Bush legacy of utter 
contempt for science.

Dear Nancy, 

This letter is in response to last 
week’s article on NSEDC quarterly 
meetings in Nome. NSSP ( Nome 
[and Unalakleet]fish plants) was re- 
ported to have a $1 .6 million net loss 
for 2008. Norton Sound Marine Har- 
vesters’ Association formally re- 
quested a 15 percent ex- vessel 
settlement to be paid out to har- 
vesters for fish and crab sold to 
NSSP for 2008. The reasons given 
were high fuel costs for skippers and 
below state average fish ticket set- 
tlements paid to harvesters by NSSP 
for crab and halibut and cod. 
NSEDC President/Chairman, Dan 
Harrelson, was quoted “we need to 
educate the fishermen about the 
numbers.” Well let’s get educated; I 
recall a quarterly NSEDC newsletter 
stating that the average Joe fisher- 
man makes 50K. Just to set the 
record straight, I believe that num- 
ber to be the gross and not the net. 
The average harvester pays crew 
shares of 30 percent of the net and 
food and fuel costs of 15 percent. 
Vessel payments and gear upgrades 
are another 15 percent, so the aver- 
age Joe fisherman nets only 40 per- 
cent, of which Uncle Sam takes 30 
percent. 

Now here is a little economy 101 
called Local Economic Multipliers: 
Every dollar spent locally on locally 
harvested products and distributed 
locally is an economic multiplier. 
The dollar actually multiplies three 
times or more. Knowing these 
things, every million dollars of CDQ 
funds which are spent within the 
local economy equals three million 
dollars or a 300 percent gain on the 
investment into the local economy. 
If the CDQ dollars are spent on fuel 
subsidies, the money does not multi- 
ply or put food on the table. If your 
objective is to put food on the table, 
then distribute locally caught 
seafood products instead of trying to 
market the product outside the re- 
gion in an economically stressed en- 
vironment. Every pound of locally 


caught food put on the table is 
money saved to purchase a gallon of 
fuel. Even if the seafood were dis- 
tributed at no cost to the consumer, 
the economic multipliers still exist; 
there would be less overhead at the 
plant, less storage and shipping 
costs, less management and market- 
ing costs. The community would 
benefit as the harvester gets paid to 
bring in the product. As I mentioned, 
60 percent of the fish settlement goes 
back into the local economy as a 
multiplier, and the fish product, 
when offered at no cost to the com- 
munity, becomes an additional mul- 
tiplier. 

As a harvester I need the support 
of the community and I do not like 
to be told that I am uneducated by 
the people that are supposed to be 
running an economic development 
corporation for local fisheries devel- 
opment. The CDQ program is about 
creating a fisheries economy. As 
long as the NSEDC Bering Sea CDQ 
harvest is sustained at current levels , 
then 50 percent of that annual profit 
should be used to create Local Eco- 
nomic Multipliers through locally 


distributed seafood products. With a 
little creativity those products could 
be very succulent and desired by the 
community for potlucks or Thanks- 
giving or Christmas variety packs. 
The retail outlet could be used as a 
staging area for folks to come by 
when they are in town to pick up 
some seafood; similar to a food 
bank. Harvesters need to be fairly 
compensated for their fishing effort 
through sustainable grounds prices. 
The fishing industry in Norton 
Sound employs many skippers and 
their deck hands and seafood proces- 
sors and managers in the communi- 
ties with fish plants and boat harbors. 
Those communities without fish 
processors, skippers or deckhands 
participating in local fisheries will 
also benefit from the seafood pro- 
gram. Any adult in any of the com- 
munities is welcome to become a 
skipper/vessel owner, deck hand or 
fish processor. 

As for the 20 percent of CDQ 
profits that is allowed for non-fish- 
ery related economic development, I

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Council reviews legislative priorities for city, utility, schools

A request for $2.5 million in federal fund- 
ing for construction of phase two of the Nome 
Public Safety Building is among the City of 
Nome’s top legislative priorities for 2009. 

Phase one of the project— a building for the 
Nome Police Department, Nome Volunteer 
Ambulance Department, an Emergency Oper- 
ations Center and a Dispatch Center— is cur- 
rently under construction. 

Phase two of the project will consist of a 
5,000-square-foot, four-bay fire hall with storage 
for search and rescue equipment and a facility for 
specialized training programs. The City also is 
seeking federal support for a seasonal U.S . Coast 
Guard Forward Operating Location in Nome. 

The Nome Common Council presented a 
combined list of federal and state legislative pri- 
orities for the City, Nome Joint Utility System 
and Nome Public Schools at a work session Nov. 
19. “These are the tools we use when we beg for 
money,” said Mayor Denise Michels of the list 
of proposed projects. Descriptions of the need for 
and purposes of major projects on the list are in- 
cluded in a document distributed at the meeting. 

The City will request state funds for con- 
struction of a new museum building, reorgani- 
zation and upgrading of the Nome Recreation 
Center, construction of a multi-use ice skating 
rink and skateboard facility on the grounds of 
the recreation center and a Consortium Library 
for the City and the University of Alaska 
Northwest Campus. The City also supports 
several proposed Nome projects and programs 
sought by other entities, such as a new Alaska 
Army National Guard Armory and a state of- 
fice building for the Department of Trans- 
portation and Public Facilities . 

In addition to Michels and all Council mem- 
bers, except Stan Andersen, participants in the 


work session included Sen. Donny Olson, Paul 
LaBolle of Rep. Richard Foster’s staff, state 
legislative lobbyist Wendy Chamberlain and 
federal lobbyist Larry Markley, NJUS Manager 
John Handeland, NPS Superintendent Rick 
Luthi, Northwest Arctic Career and Technical 
Center Director Jeff Selvey, Norton Sound 
Health Corp. President and CEO Michael 
Lake, and Administrative Assistant to the City 
Manager Marguerite LaRiviere. 

LaRiviere, who arranges an annual legisla- 
tive priority session with Council members, 
state legislators and lobbyists for the City, said 
the meeting was held earlier than usual this 
year because Nov. 19 was the only date when 
Michels, Chamberlain and Markley all could 
attend. She said the Council will discuss, pri- 
oritize and adopt resolutions in support of proj- 
ects for federal and state funding at public 
meetings by the end of this year. 

NJUS projects proposed 

Handeland said the Nome Joint Utility Sys- 
tem board has selected water and sewer infra- 
structure improvements as a top legislative 
priority for 2009. Funding of $10 million for 
relocation of the Snake River Bridge is in- 
cluded in the state bonding package approved 
by voters in the general election Nov. 4. The 
acquisition of right of way and funding for pro- 
tection and relocation of electrical distribution 
facilities in flood-prone areas is needed. 

Other legislative priorities on the NJUS list 
are to: 

• Develop alternative energy production 
sources such as wind power, geothermal and 
energy storage options (for example, battery 
banks to store power for later use when more 
power is generated than is needed at the time). 

• Support the expansion of the Power Cost 


Equalization Program to include all municipal 
facilities, schools, health clinics and small 
commercial enterprises not eligible under ex- 
isting law. 

• Change the criteria for applications to the 
state revolving loan fund for fuel to allow com- 
munities with populations of 5,000 to 6,000 
persons to apply for loans, and base the maxi- 
mum amount that an individual community can 
borrow on the community’s credit worthiness. 
Currently only communities with populations 
of up to 2,000 are permitted to apply for a loan, 
and loans to individual communities are capped 
at $750,000, Handeland said. 

NPS wants five projects funded 

Luthi summarized funding requests for the 
following projects at Nome Public Schools. 

• Complete part B of the fire alarm facility 
upgrade at a cost of $90,000. After part A of the 
upgrade was completed, deficiencies in the fa- 
cility were discovered that must be fixed. 

• Replace the Nome Elementary School hot 
water boiler system at a cost of $320,942. The 
system is inadequate and must be replaced in 
the interest of safety. 

• Replace the NES gym floor at a cost of 
$80,000 to $120,000. The floor is more than 20 
years old. Due to its age the rubber flooring is 
at a 3 percent level of shock absorption re- 
silience. Playing on the floor over time could 
have a potentially adverse impact on students 
who use the gym regularly, according to Team 
Alaskan Industries, which analyzed the floor. 

• Design a digital control system for Nome- 
Beltz High School for $10,000. The recently ren- 
ovated gym and cafeteria at NBHS have a digital 
control system. The rest of the NBHS complex 
needs to be updated and connected to the same 
system to save energy and maintenance costs. 


• Upgrade the HVAC controls and water heat 
source for the swimming pool for an estimated 
cost of $75,000. Components are in danger of 
failure; the valves, actuators, humidistat and ex- 
changer tube bundle may require urgent attention. 

Legislative outlook 

Sen. Olson said a majority coalition of 10 
Democrats and three Republicans has formed 
in the Alaska Senate with Sen. Gary Stevens as 
Senate president. “I’m on the Finance Com- 
mittee, and I’m chairman of the Community 
and Regional Affairs Committee out of which 
community revenue sharing came,” he said. 
Noting that oil was priced at $47 a barrel on 
Nov. 19, down from $144 a barrel in July, he 
said Gov. Sarah Palin is likely to want to 
tighten the belt on state spending next year. 

LaBolle reported that Representative Foster is 
walking, indicating that he is recovering from his 
illness. LaBolle said Gov. Palin listened to legis- 
lators who requested funding in a supplemental 
bill for capital projects she had vetoed last year 
and that rural areas had fared well in the supple- 
mental bill and general budget this year. 

Markely said this is the first year he can recall 
in his 20 years as a lobbyist that Congress did 
not pass an appropriations bill. Congress appro- 
priated funds for the Department of Defense and 
Homeland Security but postponed action on all 
other appropriations until Jan. 6, he added. 

Chamberlain said Nome had received its fair 
share of state funding for projects such as 
NACTEC House, the power plant and the Pub- 
lic Safety Building in the past couple of years 
through the efforts of Olson and Foster. Noting 
that Foster loves archives and spends a lot of 
time at the museum in Juneau, she said he is 
likely to support the City’s request for a new 
museum building in Nome.

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off lights, use water heater timers, 
turn off the TV when no one is 
watching and therefore use less elec- 
tricity than average?

Handeland thanked the NJUS staff 
that worked over a weekend to hustle 
90 more signups door-to-door from 
customers who had not applied for the 
NSEDC assistance. NJUS board mem- 
bers echoed Handeland’s gratitude. 

“I want to thank John and the staff 
for helping people who didn’t get off 
their duff to get lined up for assis- 
tance,” NJUS board member Carl 
Emmons said. 


Each board member thanked 
NSEDC for coming to the assistance 
of Nome’s residents during the en- 
ergy cost crisis. 

But disconnect or move away and 
your share would return to NSEDC, 
Handeland said. 

Some board members expressed 
that the $500, along with the Perma- 
nent Fund Dividend from the state 
would be a heavy federal tax liability. 

The assistance had to be given to 
individuals, Handeland explained, 
because if it were given to the util- 
ity to lower rates, NJUS costs 
would go down and as a result 
lower the state Power Cost Equal- 
ization (PCE) assistance. 

In other business, the utility staff and 


attorneys have a contract in progress to 
buy electricity from Banner Wind, a 
firm put together by Bering Strait De- 
velopment Corp. and Sitnasuak Native 
Corp. to operate an 18-turbine wind- 
generation farm on Banner Peak. 

Additionally, NJUS has received 
the nod to relocate a 100-foot wind 
monitoring tower assembly to Newton 
Peak to advance the utility’s plans for 
constructing its own wind turbines. 
The FAA found that the stmcture did 
not exceed obstruction standards and 
would not be a hazard to air navigation 
if outlined standards were maintained. 

NJUS took delivery on about 
630,000 gallons of heating fuel in 
September at $3.69 per gallon and 
another delivery of 412 gallons in

October at $2.81 per gallon. 

Finally, NJUS has received a trans- 
fer of $1 million in grant reimburse- 
ments requested from the federal 
Department of Agriculture for 2006 
construction activities with more on 
the way through state Department of 


Environmental Conservation. 

“The log jam seems to be break- 
ing, and we will submit remaining 
expenditures in anticipation they will 
be processed and funds received 
prior to the end of the year,” Hande- 
land told the board.

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This comes as NovaGold faces a 
Dec. 29 due date for repayment of a 
$20 million short-term bridge loan 
issued in September. “If NovaGold is 
not able to raise additional cash in 
December, it will not have sufficient 
cash to meet its obligations,” the 
company said in a press release. 

The cash obligations don’t stop 
there. 

NovaGold is also on the hook for a 
$1.9 million payment that was due 
Monday to its partner in the Galore 
Creek project in British Columbia. 
NovaGold said Monday that it did not 
intend to make that payment to min- 
ing firm Teck Cominco and would 
discuss the matter with Teck in hopes 
of finding an alternative arrangement. 
Not paying could reduce NovaGold’s 
interest in the partnership to 49.8 per- 
cent from its current 50 percent share. 

Galore Creek has caused its share of 
headaches for NovaGold. Though not 
nearly as far along as Rock Creek, No- 
vaGold and Teck Cominco stopped 
progress on the project as costs on the 
ground far outpaced earlier projections. 
Galore Creek became the impetus for a 
class-action shareholder lawsuit against 
NovaGold which has yet to be resolved. 

The company also faces a $3.9 
million cash call for its participa- 
tion in the Donlin Creek project 
due Nov. 27. NovaGold intends to 
make this payment and says it will 
focus the bulk of its resources and 
efforts on the project located just 
north of the Kuskokwim River near 
the village of Crooked Creek. 

On Tuesday, NovaGold’s stock was 
trading at $0.56 a share at 1:44 p.m. on 
the American Stock Exchange. The 
stock started the day Monday as high as 
$1 .82, plunging as low as $0.39 a share. 
In the last year, the stock has climbed as 
high as $14.81 on the AMEX. 

Hurdles 

Despite earlier delays, NovaGold 


was given the go-ahead to move into 
full production Sept. 18. As No- 
vaGold brought the mine up to speed, 
problems emerged. On Oct. 9 an elec- 
trical resistor bank failed and melted 
in the mill complex, causing produc- 
tion to be stalled for nearly a month. 

Van Nieuwenhuyse said the electri- 
cal problems encountered at the mill 
have been worked through and repaired. 
However, another operational challenge 
soon reared its head. The latest hurdle 
to emerge deals with the mine’s ability 
to crush the ore. Van Nieuwenhuyse 
said the cold weather has resulted in the 
moist and clay-rich ore jamming up the 
processing equipment. “It’s not going 
through the cmsher well at all,” Van 
Nieuwenhuyse said. 

The ore created bottlenecks not 
only in different parts of the crusher, 
but also in transferring the ore from 
the stockpile into the mill. “It’s not 
the equipment [that’s the problem] , 
it’s really the ore that’s clay-rich and 
moisture-rich,” Van Nieuwenhuyse 
said. “I think the best description [of 
the ore] is hard ice cream . . . it’s soft 
but not too soft. It’s not brittle.” 

The problematic ore was perhaps the 
proverbial straw breaking the camel’s 
back. With winter now upon the Seward 
Peninsula, the gumbo-like ore condi- 
tions are not likely to ease anytime soon, 
and the cost and time needed to work 
around the ore crushing problems are 
just too great in the face of NovaGold’s 
looming financial obligations. “The 
credit cmnch worldwide has really 
wreaked havoc with all sorts of projects 
and all sorts of companies,” Van 
Nieuwenhuyse said. “In a normal year it 
wouldn’t have been a problem to bor- 
row another $20 million to upgrade and 
change the crushing plant.” 

The uncertainty over the cost and 
time needed to solve the ore problem 
cast a shadow over NovaGold’s own 
view of the future profitability of the 
mine. “In mid-October, NovaGold 
foresaw cash flow in 2009 from the 
Rock Creek mine of over $25 million 


(Canadian) at the then prevailing gold 
price and exchange rates,” reads a No- 
vaGold press release. “The Company 
now does not expect the Rock Creek 
mine to generate significant net cash 
flow over the next six months using a 
gold price of US$750 per ounce and 
current exchange rates.” 

Behind schedule 

NovaGold intended to start produc- 
tion at Rock Creek in June, Van 
Nieuwenhuyse said. He said that getting 
the green light from state and federal 
regulators took longer than anticipated, 
with approval granted in September. 

Van Nieuwenhuyse characterizes 
that time period as one where No- 
vaGold would, in its opinion, meet the 
conditions needed for permits only to 
be handed more requirements before 
getting the OK from state and federal 
regulators. “In our original plans, we 
expected to be up and running in 
June,” Van Nieuwenhuyse said. “June, 
July and August went by without au- 
thority from regulators to start up. We 
felt the goalposts kept moving.” 

Jack DiMarchi, a project manager 
for the State of Alaska’s Large Mine 
Permitting Team, views the situation 
a bit differently. “If you look at the re- 
ality, we’ve held their feet to the fire, 
so to speak, to meet permit obliga- 
tions. But we have not really delayed 
the mine,” DiMarchi said. “The mine 
start-up was delayed from May to 
August while they made repairs to 
their recycle water pond liner.” 

In a Monday radio interview on 
Nome’s KNOM, Van Nieuwenhuyse 
also cited litigation brought by Nome 
residents regarding the mine as a fac- 
tor in delaying production, as it drew 
resources from the project and held 
up permitting. 

Van Nieuwenhuyse said each 
month that went by without the mine 
producing came at an operational 
cost of approximately $10 million. 

In its press release announcing the 
Rock Creek suspension, NovaGold re- 


peatedly cites its efforts to meet the de- 
mands of state and federal regulators. 
After the September start-up, the release 
notes that “NovaGold was required to 
complete a number of additional envi- 
ronmental and operational tasks in the 
following weeks and months to ensure 
compliance with environmental re- 
quirements for the mine. Complications 
have arisen in meeting these regulatory 
requirements and the federal and state 
regulators have provided notice that cer- 
tain conditions in the previously granted 
permits have not been fully met.” 

DiMarchi said that Rock Creek was 
given the go-ahead to operate in Sep- 
tember while it worked on final permit 
requirements in the background. 
“They’re not a big deal,” DiMarchi 
said of the remaining requirements to 
fulfill. “We gave them conditional ap- 
proval to operate. There were some 
things still outstanding.” 

Some of the items the mine needed 
to finish included a water balance re- 
port to determine if the project has a 
net gain or loss of water over a year, 
updated construction schedules and 
the winterization of the seepage col- 
lection system. DiMarchi said the 
water balance report was finished 
Nov. 5 and the seepage collection sys- 
tem was taken care of a week ago. 

As for any other outstanding items, 
DiMarchi viewed them as minor. “They 
had some deadlines that don’t come up 
until December,” he said. “These are 
relatively insignificant items.” 

DiMarchi said Rock Creek did well 
in resolving areas where it had trou- 
bles earlier. “They did a beautiful job 
on their storm water prevention plan. 
They got those done Sept. 15,” he said. 
“They were out of compliance be- 
cause they didn’t get them done on 
time. But they did get them done, and 
they did a nice job on them.” 

DiMarchi said his office was noti- 
fied early Monday morning of No- 
vaGold’s decision to suspend the 
operation. “It came as a pretty big 
surprise to us for sure,” he said. 


What happens now? 

If and when NovaGold will restart 
the mine is an unknown. “Obviously 
it will depend on getting appropriate 
financing in place,” Van Nieuwen- 
huyse said. 

Restarting the mine, however, is 
not the current worry of NovaGold’s 
Nome Operations as the remaining 
employees work to prepare the proj- 
ect to sit idle. “We’re making sure 
that the site facilities are maintained 
and in good shape,” Van Nieuwen- 
huyse said. “We want to make sure 
we can meet and maintain our permit 
requirements ... We want to make 
sure we get the proper plan in place.” 

Van Nieuwenhuyse said the mine 
would continue to meet environmen- 
tal monitoring requirements, noting 
that the permitting covers the opera- 
tion “from cradle to grave.” 

If for some reason the state had to 
take over the property, NovaGold has 
posted a $6.8 million bond that could 
cover the costs of closing the project 
and cleaning the site, DiMarchi said. 

The mine’s suspension of activity 
will be felt by more than just NovaGold 
employees. Van Nieuwenhuyse said 
approximately 30 employees on the 
project were hired as contractors. He 
also said about 20 companies, outside 
of suppliers, come to work at the mine 
at different times for specific projects. 

The loss of 100 paychecks in town 
will also be felt by area businesses. 

“It’s certainly a trickle-down ef- 
fect,” Van Nieuwenhuyse said. 

Matt Tomter of Nome’s Airport 
Pizza, a restaurant frequented by 
mine employees, acknowledged there 
would be some ripple effect felt 
throughout town. “I’m sure it’s not 
going to be a good thing,” he said. 
While he believes the ripple may not 
deliver too big a blow to his restau- 
rant’s business, Tomter said he has 
sympathy for those who took a direct 
hit. “Our concern is less for us than 
for people who lost their jobs and 
have bills to pay,” Tomter said.

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Bowhead whales broadcast their whereabouts

Science is using modern technology and old 
field records to find out the skinny on mam- 
mals that provide Alaska village cuisine and 
spiritual fulfillment: bowhead whales. 

Transmissions from tagged whales are adding 
to information already harvested from subsistence 
and commercial whalers’ accounts over decades 
of hunting along the northern coasts of Alaska. 

Scientists realized that lack of knowledge 
concerning whales prevented a way to gauge 
their vulnerability to commercial oil and gas 
activities in the ocean. Research intensified 
about two decades ago. 

“The scientific community is catching up with 
coastal people and what they already know,” Gay 
Sheffield told a group of armchair whale watch- 
ers at a recent International Polar Year presenta- 
tion in Nome by the state fish and game biologist. 

Because whales share the same waters as in- 
creased gas and oil exploration in northern 
seas, agencies and villages whose interest is to 
protect whales want more information on their 
lifestyles. Whale hunters are teaming with sci- 
entists to use modern instruments to get more 
information on bowhead diets, food supplies, 
diving behavior and migration patterns. Gov- 
ernment agencies can use the new, expanded 


information to govern offshore and near-shore 
oil and gas activities in the Beaufort, Bering 
and Chukchi seas for the benefit of the whales 
and the Eskimo villages that use this species so 
important in subsistence lifestyles. 

It is important to keep track of bowhead 
whereabouts because blasting in oil exploration 
can affect whales, Sheffield said, with noise de- 
flecting them from the reach of subsistence 
hunters and displacing them from feeding areas. 

Just this month, the federal 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals in San Francisco ordered the federal 
Minerals Management Service to review an ex- 
ploratory drilling plan to take a more careful look 
at how seismic activity and other disturbances 
would affect subsistence hunting and fishing and 
the wildlife in the Beaufort Sea. Shell has spent 
more than $2 billion on leases in the Chukchi Sea. 

This past shipping season, research vessels 
stopped at Port of Nome on the way to northern 
waters, many associated with exploration for oil 
and gas by Shell Exploration and Production. 

There are 10 villages allowed to take whales 
through the Alaska Eskimo Whaling Commission. 
The bowhead research is set aside from other sim- 
ilar studies elsewhere by the degree of participa- 
tion by hunters, according to Craig George, a 
North Slope Borough wildlife biologist. 


“The NSB and whale hunters have had a 
long, 30-year history of working closely to- 
gether on science projects in the atmosphere of 
mutual respect; it’s been a winning formula in 
terms of science,” George said. 

Indeed, two whaling crews from the Barrow 
area placed tags on eight whales this September: 
Lewis Brower and his crew (Mike Donovan Jr. 
and Nelson Nungasuk) , Billy Adams and his crew 
(Harry Brower and Joe Sage). Satellites and strate- 
gically placed buoys follow the tags, attached by 
suction cups, and collect the information. Local 
whalers are participating, saving whole stomachs 
so scientists can examine the contents. 

Crabs, worms, snails and clams, shrimp — 
all found in stomachs — showed that contrary 
to previous beliefs, bowheads do feed from the 
seafloor. Bowhead whales use these victuals, 
plus tiny plankton type organisms they strain 
out of seawater with the fringed baleen lining 
their mouths, to nourish them to lengths over 
60 feet. They can weigh up to 150 tons. 

“When you think of the foods they are eat- 
ing and the rate of growth, they are amazing,” 
said Sheffield, who has been studying whales 
for more than 20 years. 

Traditional use of whales gives information 
on difference in weight from spring to fall and 


seasonal feeding changes through the taste of 
the meat, Sheffield said. 

Scientists are beginning to realize that the old- 
est mammal on the planet can live longer than pre- 
viously thought— maybe more than 150 years. The 
only way for biologists to determine the relative 
age of a whale is to examine tissue from the eye, 
with a large margin of error but they think a life of 
over a century is not uncommon. However, they 
got an unexpected clue to bowhead life span when 
whaling captain Arnold Brower Sr. gave a piece of 
an old bomb lance from the shoulder blade of a 
bowhead taken in 2007. John Bockstoce, a curator 
with the New Bedford Whaling Museum, believes 
that hunters made and used that kind of bomb lance 
in the 1880s- 1890s, meaning the whale carrying it 
could have been well over 100 years old. 

Scientists are finding that whales travel dis- 
tances from a few miles to thousands of miles. 
Iced-over seas do not shape their routes or im- 
pede their passage. To help them slip under and 
through the ice, bowhead whales have backs 
without dorsal fins, Sheffield pointed out. 

In mid-November, 14 whales were trans- 
mitting. One went to Wrangel Island and re- 
turned to the Barrow area. Two were along the 
Chukotka coast of Russia, eight west or north- 
west of Barrow, and four close to Barrow.

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to prepare a summary of prices the City 
paid for fuel from 2001 to 2008 and to 
make recommendations for this year’s 
bid. Comparing fuel prices the City 
contracted to pay a year ago with Bo- 
nanza’s bid this year, she reports price 
increases of 49 percent for heating oil 
and equipment fuel, 36 percent for 
gasoline and 49 percent for diesel fuel. 

Before the Council voted on the 
issue Monday, Bahnke recommended 
awarding the fuel supply contract to 
Bonanza for equipment fuel, unleaded 
gasoline and vehicle diesel fuel for the 
term specified in the request for bids, 
but not for heating oil. She suggested 
that the City continue to buy heating 
oil for $4.99 retail and advertise for 
heating oil bids in spring 2009. 

Knodel supported changing the fuel 
contract to end June 30 and reissuing 
bid requests when new fuel supplies 
arrive by barge at lower prices. Brown 
noted there is no guarantee the price of 
fuel won’t go back up. He said in the 
past it has been an advantage for the 
City to contract for fuel supplies for a 
year. “I think we should be consistent 
and take the good with the bad and not 
change the rules,” he added. 

Mayor Denise Michels invited com- 
ments from Scott Henderson, manager 
of Bonanza Fuel. The Council has gone 
to bid for fixed price contracts since 
2001 , and that was a good bet for the 
City when fuel prices were stable, Hen- 
derson said. However, prices became 
volatile last year after Bonanza had bid 
about $3.54 per gallon for the City’s 
fuel supply contract, he noted. “As soon 
as the bid was fixed, prices went ballis- 
tic. That was no problem for us till we 
resupplied at the end of June. We lost a 
lot of money up to Oct. 31....” 

Henderson said this year Bonanza 
priced heating fuel at $5.29—30 cents 
higher than the rack price— to cover the 
additional risk Bonanza assumes in re- 
lation to the Council’s request for a fixed 
price. In the past the Council has refused 
his request to include a price adjustment 
clause in fuel contracts, he added. 

“You get good bids because of 
sound rules,” Henderson said. “I’d have 
to consider accepting parts of the bid 
and going to bid again for another part.” 

Other actions by Council 

The Council adopted a resolution 
approving a contract between the City 
and Randy Pomeranz, who is a Coun- 
cil member, as project superintendent 


for construction of the Nome Public 
Safety Building. He has submitted a 
conflict of interest declaration to the 
Council. The City administration will 
act as general contractor and project 
manager for the Public Safely Building. 

Under terms of the contract, 
Pomeranz will supervise construction 
and post-construction phases of the 
project from Nov. 25, 2008 to com- 
pletion, which is projected for Dec. 
30, 2009. The City will pay him $85 
per hour and reimburse his normal 
and reasonable expenses performed 
under the contract. The agreement 
states that Pomeranz will not work 
more than 100 hours per bi-weekly 
period as project superintendent. 

Brown said he had served on the 
selection committee for project su- 
perintendent. “We got six resumes 
from across the country,” he said. 
“Two were totally non-responsive. 
After careful consideration, Randy 
[was the] logical choice for the job.” 

The Council accepted a grant of $ 1 .5 
million from the Alaska Department of 
Education and Early Development for 
roof replacement on Buildings D and E 
at Nome-Beltz High School. The City 
will pay its share of total costs of the 
project with proceeds of $644,195 from 
a general obligation bond sale approved 
by Nome voters Oct. 7. 

Council members voted unani- 
mously to use $100,000 in 2008 Com- 
munity Benefit Share funds from 
Norton Sound Economic Development 
Corp. to upgrade plumbing for the 
swimming pool at NBHS. No one tes- 
tified at a public hearing held prior to 
the vote. The NSEDC board of direc- 
tors recently declared a $100,000 CBS 
for each of the corporation’s 15 mem- 
ber communities. The CBS program is 
funded through NSEDC ’s investments. 

Statehood celebration 

The Council granted a request for 
$2,500 in City funds for the Nome 50- 
Year Celebration of Statehood, a com- 
munity event scheduled Jan 3. Leo 
Rasmussen, who serves on an 18-mem- 
ber planning committee for the event, re- 
quested the funds to supplement $ 1 1 ,800 
in donations from other sources. 

Highlights of the celebration will in- 
clude eight stars of gold (eight bonfires) 
on the offshore ice to resemble the 
Alaska Big Dipper and North Star as 
shown on the Alaska State Flag, fol- 
lowed by a fireworks display from each 
of the stars (bonfires), Rasmussen said. 
The spectacle will be photographed 


from a helicopter for electronic stream- 
ing in video and still photo formats to 
media throughout the state and nation. 
If enough money is raised, celebrants 
will march in a torchlight parade and 
sample the largest flaming baked 
Alaska ever attempted along with a 
49th state/50th year birthday cake. 

Utility manager’s report 

The Nome Joint Utility System re- 
ceived $519,000 Monday from 
NSEDC to implement the company’s 
energy subsidy program, reported 


NJUS manager John Handeland. Over 
a four-month period, $500 will be ap- 
plied to the electricity accounts of each 
of 1,038 eligible customers in the 
Nome area in the same way as the 
Power Cost Equalization credit, he said. 

If a household uses 585 kilowatt 
hours or less in a given month, the 
electricity bill will be zero except for 
taxes, Handeland explained. If more 
than 585 kWh are used in a month, the 
maximum credit that month will be 
$125. Households that use fewer than 
585 kWh per month will pay nothing 


for electricity until the $500 credit is 
used. “If you discontinue service in 
your name or leave town, the money 
will be returned to NSEDC,” he said. 

Other news 

Michels was elected president of 
the Alaska Municipal League at a re- 
cent AML Local Government Con- 
ference in Ketchikan. 

The annual Nome Fireman’s Car- 
nival is scheduled Dec. 6, and a 
Christmas Extravaganza will be held

Increase in alcoholic patients stretch hospital’s resources

Nome urgently needs an alcoholic 
detention center, Michael Lake, pres- 
ident and CEO of Norton Sound 
Health Corp. told the Nome Com- 
mon Council Nov. 19 at a work ses- 
sion on 2009 legislative priorities. 
Lake said the increasing visits of al- 
coholic patients to the hospital’s 
emergency room tax medical staff, at 
times overcrowd the inpatient facil- 
ity and create problems in providing 
care for critically ill patients. 

Lake wants the City to establish 
an alcoholic detention center staffed 
with a physician’s assistant or nurse 
to screen intoxicated individuals and 
refer only those with medical prob- 
lems the staff cannot handle to the 
hospital’s emergency room. 

He presented a written proposal 
and chart to the Council showing that 
alcohol related emergency room vis- 
its have increased from 486 in 2006 
to 585 in 2008. He annualized the 
2008 figure based on statistics for the 
first 10 months of this year. 

Through October of this year the 
hospital spent nearly $500,000 to 
treat alcoholics in the emergency 
room, and when the cost of 24-hour 
observation as inpatients is added, it 
doubles to almost $1 million, Lake 
said. The costs do not include trans- 
porting the patients to the hospital by 
police or ambulance personnel. He 
said most of the alcoholic patients 
are unable to pay the hospital for 
medical care they receive. 

One weekend in September of this 
year, the hospital had so many alco- 
holic inpatients there were beds in 
the hall, so staff triaged the sickest 
three inpatients and medivaced them 
to Anchorage at a cost of $14,000 per 
patient, Lake reported. 

Noting that NSHC hires many 
“travelers” (professional medical 
personnel on temporary contracts), 
Lake said he encourages them to be- 
come permanent employees. “Most 
would tell you they would stay if 
they did not have to deal with Friday 
and Saturday nights,” he said, adding 
that alcoholic patients have struck 
nurses and urinated on them. 

He suggests that the City refurbish 
an existing structure for an alcoholic 
detention center or build a new facil- 
ity. He estimated costs for a new, 
5, 000- square foot facility at 
$250,000 for planning and $3.5 mil- 
lion to $4 million for construction. 
He pointed out that NSHC’s annual 
payroll of $30 million pumps up to 
$100 million into the regional econ- 
omy as the funds change hands, and 
he estimated that 65 percent of it 
stays in Nome. 

Participants in the work session 
included Sen. Donny Olson, Paul 
LaBolle of Rep. Richard Foster’s of- 
fice, legislative lobbyists for the City 
of Nome Wendy Chamberlain (state) 
and Larry Markley (federal), Mayor 
Denise Michels and all Council 
members except for Stan Anderson. 

Responsibility issues raised 

“There is a fine line between serv- 
ices provided by City government 


and not getting into social services,” 
Michels told Lake. “Your proposal 
suggests the City operate an alco- 
holic detention center and levy addi- 
tional taxes.” 

“We bear 100 percent of the re- 
sponsibility, and I don’t believe it’s 
totally our mission and it jeopard- 
izes patients , critically ill patients,” 
Lake replied. 

“This is a statewide [problem] and 
should be addressed statewide,” 
stated Councilman Jon Larson. He 
suggested the state could address the 
issue through the Department of Cor- 
rections: “Not the same as a jail, but 
a regional center with EMTs [emer- 
gency medical technicians] , and they 
could respond to drunk calls and 
would help with ambulance service 
burnout....” He indicated the City 
alone cannot be expected to handle 
the problem. 

“I agree 100 percent,” said Lake. 

Council member Mary Knodel 
asked Senator Olson whether it is vi- 
able to seek assistance from the De- 
partment of Corrections. 

Olson said the Department of Cor- 
rections won’t want to manage an al- 
coholic detention center, adding that 
the department has an “uphill strug- 
gle” in providing troopers and public 
safety officers. He said he doesn’t 
think state funds are available for a 
detox center but will look for them. 
Olson cited his experience as a physi- 
cian in rural hub communities includ- 
ing Barrow, Dillingham and Bethel, 
and said every rural medical care 
provider confronts the problem of 
dealing with lots of alcoholic patients. 

“The Alaska Mental Health Trust 
will help with programs but not 
buildings,” Lake said. 

Larson pressed Olson for state 
legislation to provide a regional al- 
coholic detention center. 

“The governor can veto it,” Olson 
said. 

“The bigger boys like yourself can 
look at it,” Larson replied. 

Olson noted the magnitude of the 
problem. 

“Change we believe in,” Larson 
said. 

In winter alcoholic patients 
increase 

In an interview with The Nome 
Nugget following the Council work 
session, Lake said more alcoholic pa- 
tients come to the emergency room 
in winter than in summer months. 
“There is a huge increase at Iditarod 
time,” he said. “We are seeing more 
and more now that the weather is 
cold. They know they will be warm 
at the hospital.” About two weeks 
ago hospital security staff found two 
homeless persons in crawl spaces 
under the hospital who were not 
drunk, he added. 

Lake said he participated in the 
Nome Safety Patrol during Iditarod 
last March a few days after assuming 
his duties at NSHC and again this 
fall when residents of the region re- 
ceived Permanent Fund Distribution 
checks. 

For about seven years beginning in

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1989 or 1990, NSHC operated a 15- 
bed inpatient facility for alcoholics, 
Lake said. Gathering information 
about the facility from NSHC’s an- 
nual reports and from the only mem- 
ber of the facility’s staff who still 
works for the corporation, he found 
that on average about 70 percent of 
the beds had been occupied. 

“It was closed because State of 
Alaska Medicaid money dried up,” 
he explained. The corporation tried 
to run the facility without Medicaid 
funds, he added, but it proved too 
expensive. NSHC continues to pro- 
vide outpatient services for clients 
with substance abuse problems 
through the Behavioral Health 
Services department. 

Lake said that an alcoholic needs 
about seven days as an inpatient to 
sober up. “The success rate for so- 
briety goes up dramatically if both 
inpatient and outpatient services are 
provided,” he noted. 

Lake questions civic interest 

Last week’s work session was 
the first Council meeting Lake has 
attended. As he listened to discus- 
sion about the City’s 2009 legisla- 
tive priorities among lobbyists and 
Council members, he said he was 
struck by the absence of any men- 
tion of the hospital. 

He recalled that NSHC had 
helped the City acquire a new ambu- 
lance by paying for it and then ob- 
taining reimbursement from a federal 
agency through the Code Blue pro- 
gram. A DVD about Nome recently 
produced by the Chamber of Com- 
merce showed the fire department 
and ambulance, but included nothing 
about the hospital, he noted. 

“The new hospital will be a huge 
economic boon to Nome,” he pre- 
dicted, estimating that NSHC’s cur- 
rent $30 million annual payroll will 
grow to $40 or $45 million when it 
is completed. He and NSHC board 
members traveled to Washington, 
D.C. to seek funding for the new 
hospital from the Indian Health Serv- 
ice. They obtained $5 million for 
pilings, which are being installed for 
about $3 million thanks to careful 
management of construction costs, 
Lake said. IHS officials have indi- 
cated willingness to supplement the 
$2 million left over from pilings in- 
stallation with $4 million for the steel 


superstructure, he added. 

“It will cost $6 million to get the 
steel superstructure fabricated and 
get it up here on a barge,” Lake said. 
“To erect it and get the outside walls 
up will cost $20 million. Sen. Lisa 
Murkowski has done good job advo- 
cating for us. We got the pad, pil- 
ings, and the superstructure is 
coming.” NSHC will seek additional 
construction funding for the new 
hospital from Congress, Lake added. 

He said Nomeites may see the 


145 -foot tall structure rising in the 
not too distant future. The three- story 
building will rest on pilings extend- 
ing five to six feet aboveground. De- 
sign work for the new hospital is 65 
percent complete and will be 85 per- 
cent complete in January, Lake re- 
ports. 

In contrast to NSHC’s progress to- 
ward a new hospital by persistent step- 
by-step acquisition of funds, he notes 
that Congress has provided full fund- 
ing for a future hospital in Barrow.

would suggest a low interest, low 
payment loan program for home 
owners to purchase a 3kw arctic 
VAWT (vertical axis wind turbine) 
wind generator designed for attach- 
ing to your house. With proper insu- 
lation and windows the home could 
be heated with a 1 ,500 watt electric 
heater. Now there would be no rea- 
son for fuel subsidies and the CDQ 
dollars spent on wind power become 
a Local Economic Multipliers or es- 
sentially increase 300 percent or 
three times (plus) in value. 

I sat at the fisheries development 
committee meeting three weeks ago 
and observed while Wilfred Katch- 
etak asked what could be done with 
tom cod commercially as his com- 
munity seemed to have plenty in the 
fall. Wilfred has sat on the Board for 
15 years and I thought he had a rea- 
sonable question about tom 
cod which deserved some answers 
or input. Charlie Lean did tell him 
there was a 10 ton quota and that 
there seemed to be plenty of cod that 
could stand some thinning out to pre- 
vent die off. And that was it, no fur- 
ther discussion from any other 
members on the fishery development 
committee. Nothing from the plant 
manager on possible marketing and 
nothing from the anyone in the room. 
I felt compelled to speak out as tom 
cod is one of my favorite rants but I 
held back, as I was simply a public 
observer and not part of the commit- 
tee. 

Well now I am going to vent a lit- 
tle. Wilfred deserves a better re- 
sponse to potential commercial tom 
cod ventures. All directors should 


have a public e-mail address so that 
community members can communi- 
cate with them on fishery issues. All 
directors have been issued a com- 
puter for this purpose, eh? 

So how can tom cod be a Local 
Economic Multiplier ? I just got off 
the phone with the Mayor of Shish- 
maref and he tells me that Shish had 
a slow spring oogruk hunt and hardly 
any moose were taken this fall. There 
are no more Shish reindeer and the 
tom cods had not come into the la- 
goon yet for some reason or another. 
There are tom cods all the way from 
Shish to Stebbins. Sometimes there 
are more here then there or visa 
versa. There should be a large com- 
mercial quota of 500 ton instead of 
10,000 lbs. There are so many tom 
cods. Where the tom cods happen to 
be plentiful, the locals could harvest 
them with a permit and then send the 
cod to the community where the 
cod are scarce. Simply bagged and 
frozen outdoors. NSSP can pay the 
harvester and distribute the cod to the 
community through a food bank, for 
free, or for an affordable price. The 
community members could then pick 
up the cod at the food bank from the 
community liaison. The money paid 
the harvester becomes an economic 
multiplier and the free fish received 
by the hungry residents becomes an 
economic multiplier as the benefiting 
household can use the money else- 
where which would have been spent 
at the store buying meat for $8 per 
pound. This saved money can be 
used elsewhere in the community for 
fuel or electricity. Subsistence peo- 
ple face $8 per gallon gas prices this 
winter. What would be the better use 
of the money and time? Buy some 


affordable fish or burn a gallon of 
gas looking for fish that might not be 
there? The same can be said for ex- 
cess walrus or oogruk meat har- 
vested or excess caribou meat. Water 
marked humpies make a good dry 
fish, as do dried herring and cods. All 
these things are potential marine har- 
vests which remain undeveloped in 
the local economy because of the “I 
got mine” or “doesn’t concern me” 
or “too much work” or “don’t look at 
me” or “ I got bigger fish to fry” or 
“ I don’t live there, so why should I 
care” attitude in the fisheries devel- 
opment committee. If folks work at 
fisheries development jobs or are 
willing to sit on a fisheries commit- 
tee or economic development board 
, you’d think they would be more re- 
sponsive when a community repre- 
sentative asks for direction.

We understand that NSSP 
is still in a development stage, but 
that is what CDQ funds were in- 
tended to be used for. The fishermen 
run their businesses trying to keep 
their credit good in a rather break- 
even senario. Any profit is rein- 
vested into the business or paid to 
IRS. Any debt is our own and no- 
body else’s.

How long before you 
can drive to Nome? 

State Department of Transportation studies 
connecting to Nome state ’s highway system

It has been talked about for 30- 
some years, but now the Alaska State 
Department of Transportation and 
Public Facilities has marching orders 
to study the viability of a transporta- 
tion corridor between the Alaska 
highway system and the 300 miles of 
roads around Nome. 

Since August, the DOT has been 
actively pursuing the so-called 
Western Alaska Access Planning 
study, which encompasses the area 
west of the Dalton Highway, north 
of the Yukon and lower Tanana 
River basins and south of the 
Brooks Range. Part of the study 
will be to determine if it will be a 
highway, rail or just telecommuni- 
cations corridor over a length of 
approximately 600 miles. “Our 
primary focus is geared toward the 
development of a highway, but our 
study may dive into how a rail may 
play into it,” said the DOT’s 
Northern Region area planner 
Patrick Cotter. 

The study looks at economic ben- 
efits and costs, identifies possible 
routes and recommends future ac- 
tion, he said. 

The DOT awarded a contract to 
DOWL HKM, an engineering firm 
owned 51 percent by NANA Re- 
gional Corp., to conduct the study. 
The study’s release is slated for De- 
cember 2009. 


Community and resource devel- 
opment are the drivers of the study, 
and, according to DOT officials, the 
project originated within the North- 
ern Region’s office of the DOT, iden- 
tifying it as a possible Roads to 
Resources candidate. “The DOT 
Northern Region put together a pro- 
posal in February 2007, and the DOT 
commissioner thought it was a 
worthwhile project and gave the go- 
ahead,” said DOT spokeswoman 
Meadow Bailey. 

A press release said the routes 
would be identified based on poten- 
tial economic benefits, topographic 
and environmental constraints, and 
land management considerations. 
Planning-level estimates will be 
prepared for design, construction 
and maintenance. The study will in- 
clude review and updates of rele- 
vant information from previous 
publications and studies. 

Cotter said that the study follows 
a twofold approach to identify dif- 
ferent possible routes: The road 
should facilitate access to the state’s 
resources, as in oil, gas, minerals, 
gold, timber, fisheries and tourism. 
The second consideration was that 
infrastructure could be key in trans- 
porting fuel to bush villages as well 
as resource development and the job 
creation going hand in hand with it.

Utility loses one big customer 

Rock Creek Mine at full production would have spread costs thinner for ratepayers

In this first week of December, 
Nomeites were still likely digesting 
their Thanksgiving turkey and trying 
to swallow the prospect a major em- 
ployer shedding 100 jobs at the start 
of the holiday season. 

On the last Monday in November, 


NovaGold announced it was sus- 
pending operations at its Rock Creek 
Mine just outside of Nome and elim- 
inating 100 positions at the project. 

Nome’s utility service provider, 
Nome Joint Utility System, is one 
entity that will feel the ripple effect 
of the mine not going into production 


as was planned. The mine was ex- 
pected to purchase a significant

amount of power from NJUS once it 
hit full production. With new gener- 
ators in place, the utility was ready 
to sell that power to the mine. 

With the mine not developing into 
the giant customer that it was be- 
lieved to become, the costs of pro- 
viding power to the city will be 
borne by a smaller pool. “There will 
be a loss of revenue and a reduction 
in variable costs, and having had a 
larger sales base over which to 
spread fixed costs has definitely 
helped customers overall,” Nome 
Joint Utility System Manager John 
Handeland wrote in an e-mail to The 
Nome Nugget. 

The result of the mine not draw- 
ing nearly as much power as ear- 
lier anticipated could have a 
negative effect on other NJUS 
ratepayers, though Handeland said 
other options would be considered 
before rate increases. “We will 
definitely look at any ways to re- 
duce [costs] before considering 
rate changes. We’ve been working 
to develop our 2009 budget based 


on including the mine; now we get 
to redo some of the work to take it 
out,” Handeland wrote. 

Part of the rates paid to NJUS 
cover debt service for the new 
power generation unit recently in- 
stalled. Handeland said approxi- 
mately $8.5 million is owed for the 
new plant. While the timing of the 
new plant coincided with the 
mine’s anticipated start-up, Han- 
deland said it was constructed due 
to the old plant being 45 years old, 
and its location in flood and airport 
protection zones. 

As far as any mechanical impli- 
cations of the mine not going into 
production, Handeland said they 
would be minor. ”We will have to 
make some adjustments to dispatch- 
ing (what engines we run) which 
will affect efficiency, but not to a 
great degree,” Handeland wrote in 
an e-mail. “I don’t see a major ef- 
fect on us from an operational 
standpoint, but I’m afraid there will 
be folks who have been unexpect- 
edly laid off that will have a harder 
time paying their bills until they can 
find other employment.”

“There was talk of connecting rural 
communities to the Alaska highways 
system and how it would prevent 
them from drying up,” Cotter said. 

Starting in August, the DOWL 
HKM team reviewed existing re- 
source and transportation studies 
of the western Alaska study area. 
They are also documenting the lo- 
cation and type of minerals, oil 
and gas, tourism, fisheries and 
agriculture resource development 
potential in the area. Starting in 
February, the team will begin to 
evaluate transportation corridors 
to access the resources and com- 
munities in western Alaska. 

According to Cotter, the consult- 
ants have been in touch with Native 
corporations in the area, the City of 


Nome, the Joint Pipeline Office, var- 
ious state agencies, including the De- 
partment of Natural Resources, as 
well as those involved in industry, 
such as NovaGold. 

NovaGold had been on the re- 
ceiving end in the past, as the State 
of Alaska built the new Glacier 
Creek Road leading to the Rock 
Creek gold mine under its Road to 
Resources program. The $8 million 
road to the mine was completed in 
2006. With the mine complete and 
close to moving into full produc- 
tion, the company indefinitely sus- 
pended the mine’s operation last 
week due to financial concerns and 
other issues. 

Asked how the study prepares to 
avoid scenarios such as this, Cotter 
said that part of the study is an eco- 
nomic analysis which would look at

world and state economics, the avail- 
ability of the resources and whether 
Alaska is in a good position to mar- 
ket the resource. 

DOWL is currently compiling 
previous studies and looks at the 
quantity and quality of oil, gas, 
mineral, timber and tourism re- 
sources. After that, the study gets 
into a socio-economic analysis, fol- 
lowed by a phase of engineering 
studies to outline corridor alterna- 
tives and compiling data in a geo- 


graphic information system data- 
base, and a cost analysis of how 
much money will be spent on build- 
ing and maintaining the road. “Then 
we look at development scenarios 
to get an idea what could be ex- 
pected from development and how 
fast a road or a resource could be 
developed,” Cotter said. 

During the study phase, the gen- 
eral public is not involved as the 
engineering firm consults with Na- 
tive corporations, state departments 


and industry representatives. After 
a release of the study, the outcome 
will be public and depending on 
recommendations, the DOT will 
initiate the public process. “At this 
point it is just gathering of data, 
then it goes out to community 
meetings,” Bailey said. “At this 
point the scope is so broad and the 
study is just a baseline to get a feel 
for what is possible.”

Nome gets feast of snow for Thanksgiving

The number of sexual abuse 
claims against members of the 
clergy employed between the 1950s 
and 1980s by the Catholic Bishop 
of Northern Alaska has risen to 
more than 220 as of press time, as 
the Dec. 2 deadline to file claims 
with the federal bankruptcy court in 
Anchorage passed. 

Faced with more than 100 sex- 
ual abuse claims earlier this year, 
Bishop Donald Kettler announced 
Feb. 13 the Diocese of Fairbanks’ 
decision to file for bankruptcy. 
Not only the sheer number of al- 
leged sex abuse victims played a 
role, but also the failure of negoti- 
ations between the diocese and its 
insurance carrier. The Catholic 
News Agency reports that settle- 
ment talks in December 2007 did 
not progress because one of the 
diocese’s insurance carriers, the 
Illinois-based CNA, failed to “par- 
ticipate meaningfully.” 

The annual budget of the diocese 
is $6 million and covering the claims 
is estimated to run in the millions. 

“When the number reached 165 
claims, that put us way over. We 
don’t have enough money to pay out 
all the claims,” said Ronnie Rosen- 
berg, human resource director with 
CBNA. “For the most part, we be- 
lieve that we had liability insurance 
during the period of time when the 
abuse allegedly happened.” 

Now that the federal bankruptcy 
court is involved, a deadline was is- 
sued to determine for once and all 
the number of claimants. It is up to 
the court to sort out the diocese’s as- 
sets and the monetary compensation 
to the claimants. 

Rosenberg said that claims keep 
on coming in and that approximately 
50 more people came forward with 


sexual abuse claims against one or 
several clergy members known from 
former claims. 

“After the Dec. 2 deadline we will 
have a much better idea of the total 
number of claimants, and the court 
will come up with a timeline and set 
the next steps,” said Rosenberg. 

According to Rosenberg, the 
court will also figure out which 
claims are plausible. 

Lawyer Chris Cooke, with Cooke 
& Roosa, a lawfirm representing 
sexual abuse victims , said that there 
has been a steady number of new 
victims that came forward since the 
diocese’s Chapter 11 bankruptcy fil- 
ing. “We had a large number of 
cases, but there was a large number 
of new victims that came forward, 
recognizing the importance of the 
deadline,” Cooke said. 

He added that the bankruptcy 
process has made people aware of 
the deadline and that there is a fi- 
nite time limit on making up their 
minds if they want to come for- 
ward. He said that family members 
of his clients are summoning up the 
courage to come forward now. “The 
additional claims we received in- 
volved both priests we knew about 
and those we didn’t [know about],” 
Cooke said. 

In the Bering Strait region, most 
claims were filed from victims in 
Stebbins, St. Michael, Nome and 
some from Unalakleet. 

The Oregon Province of the So- 
ciety of Jesus, the Jesuit order of 
Washington and Alaska, last year 
settled claims of 100 sexual abuse 
claimants for $50 million. Accord- 
ing to Cooke, a so-called court ap- 
pointed special master heard the 
details and facts in each case, and 
decided the amount paid out to each 
individual claimant. 


Nome doubled its amount of 
snowfall for November in one day 
last week while setting a record for 
the amount of snow hitting the 
ground on Nov. 26.

For fans and players alike, the 
biggest show so far in this year’s 
high school volleyball season is set 
to begin this Thursday at Nome- 
Beltz High School.

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NPS may create 2 Media Center/Native Programs positions

The Nome Board of Education dis- 
cussed creating two proposed full-time 
positions combining duties of a Media 
Center (library) instructional aide with 
those of a Native Programs aide at a 
work session Nov. 25. 

At a regular meeting Nov. 11, the 
Board withheld approval of the re- 
vised FY2009 budget for Nome Pub- 
lic Schools because the budget 
revision process had led to partial 
closure of libraries at both Nome- 
Beltz High School and Nome Ele- 
mentary School. The School Media 
Specialist Joy Hewitt works three 
days a week at the NBHS library and 
two days a week at the NPS library. 
The former Media Center aide, who 
was transferred to a special education 
position, worked two days a week at 
the NSHS library and three days a 
week at the NES library. 

The revised FY2009 budget does 
not include funding to fill the vacant 
Media Center aide position. The NPS 
budget was revised because enrollment 
totals 672 students this year, far short 
of the anticipated 731 students on 
which the FY2009 budget was based. 

NPS Superintendent Rick Luthi told 
the Board he has not been able to fill a 


Native Programs position that has been 
open since the school year began. He 
also noted that a Native Programs staff 
member at NES recently retired for 
medical reasons. Luthi credited Assis- 
tant Superintendent Jon Wehde for the 
idea to combine the library aide/Native 
Programs position and fund it with ex- 
isting grant monies. In a phone con- 
versation following the meeting, Board 
member Betsy Brennan clarified that 
two combined aide positions are pro- 
posed— one at NBHS and one at NES. 

Luthi distributed copies of a job 
description for the classified position 
in Range B to C, and said that it is not 
an entry level position. Its goals are 
(1) to provide students with targeted 
assistance plans and library support 
programs in bilingual education and 
core academic skills; and (2) to en- 
gage students using traditional 
Alaska Native cultural knowledge 
with established methods appropriate 
for education. 

Requirements for the position in- 
clude a working knowledge of tradi- 
tional Inupiaq or Yupik culture, and the 
ability to understand or speak Inupiaq 
or St. Lawrence Island Yupik, with 
preference for applicants who also 
have the ability to read and write either 


language. Other preferred qualifica- 
tions include two years of college or 
job training in a related area and suc- 
cessful experience in a bilingual or bi- 
cultural academic educational program. 

Board member Barb Nickels ex- 
pressed concern that the proposal 
would result in an overall loss of one 
position. 

“Yes, there was a full-time cultural 
position [at NBHS],” Luthi said. “We 
could not fill it....” 

“There is an element of loss, but in 
blending these two, we see a good con- 
nection between Native Programs and 
the library... ,” said Wehde. He re- 
ported that some King Island Elders 
who are ivory carvers have said they 
are willing to participate in Native Pro- 
grams work at NPS for four or five 
days, but are not interested in a full- 
time position. He added that Nome Es- 
kimo Community staff members are 
receptive to the idea of an artist in res- 
idence program at NPS . 

“An artist in residence is a way to 
enhance the Native program,” Brennan 
said. “It’s a great idea.” 

District Improvement Plan update 

Wehde briefed the Board on devel- 
opment and implementation of the Dis-

trict Improvement Plan. He said a 
mentor program for students in grades 
7-12 is coming on strong, and the Par- 
ents Advisory Committee is expanding 
from five members to 11 members. 
“At Kawerak, Melanie [Edwards, Ex- 
ecutive Vice President] , is helping me 
corner just the right individual for ex- 
pansion of the Native parents commit- 
tee,” Wehde added. 

The activities Wehde described 
address DIP goals, copies of which 
he distributed at the meeting. A DIP 
is mandatory for NPS because after 
several years of making sufficient 
progress under the No Child Left Be- 
hind Act, last year both the elemen- 
tary school and high school received 
the lowest possible ratings of 5 under 
adequate yearly progress. “District 
improvement” as defined by NCLB 
requires that improvement be meas- 
ured as a gain in the number of stu- 
dents who score proficient or 
advanced on the Alaska Standards 
Based Assessment given each April 
to students in grades 3-10, compared 
to the previous year. 

“The DIP says we will improve 
reading skills among low income stu- 
dents,” Wehde noted. “We know every 
name [of students] below proficient— 
their needs, family. We tried for three 
years to jump the bar, but last year the 
State raised the bar in keeping with 
NCLB. I emphasize that students are 
improving every year.” 

He said NES Principal Carl White is 
working on a grant for summer school. 
Wehde also reported progress on a goal 
to increase teacher and student access to 
and use of electronic district instructional 


resources in language arts and math. 

Pool upgrade funded 

Luthi reported that on Nov. 24 the 
Nome Common Council voted unani- 
mously to fund upgrades for the NBHS 
pool with the City’s Community Bene- 
fit Share of $100,000 from Norton 
Sound Economic Development Corp. 
The pool urgently needs improvement 
in HVAC controls and the water heat 
source, according to NPS . Earlier NPS 
had listed a request for $75 ,000 in State 
funds for pool upgrades among its leg- 
islative priorities for 2009. 

Upcoming events 

The next regular meeting of the 
Board is scheduled Dec. 9 at 5:30 p.m. 
Tentative dates for the annual Board 
retreat are Jan. 30-31, 2009. Goal set- 
ting and board- superintendent relations 
are among topics for the retreat. 

The Bering Strait School Board has 
invited the Nome Board to a joint meet- 
ing at 7 p.m. Feb. 10, 2009 in Teller. 
Nome Board President Gloria Karmun 
suggested that Luthi ask BSSD Super- 
intendent Jim Hickerson whether he can 
provide the BSSD plane to transport 
Nome Board members to the meeting, 
because no funds are budgeted to cover 
their travel. A regular meeting of the 
Nome Board is scheduled Feb. 10, but 
Brennan and Board member Albert Mc- 
Comas suggested rescheduling the ses- 
sion for Feb. 12. However, if BSSD is 
unable to transport the Nome Board to 
Teller, the Board will decline the invi- 
tation and invite BSSD board members 
to attend the Nome Board meeting 
scheduled March 10.

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Collaborative Efforts Successful 
with New NACTEC House

Thursday, September 4th turned 
out to be a beautiful fall day in 
Nome and a perfect outdoor set- 
ting for the long anticipated grand 
opening of the newly completed 
NACTEC House. NACTEC Director 
Jeff Selvey greeted and welcomed 
everyone as the crowd took their 
seats in front of the NACTEC 
House. Guest speakers included 
many stakeholders and partners, 
including Commissioner Bishop 
from the State of Alaska Depart- 
ment of Labor and Commissioner 
Larry LeDoux from the Department 
of Education. The City of Nome’s 
Honorable Mayor Denise Michels 
also shared a few words of grati- 
tude to all those who have been 
involved from the conception to the 
completion of the NACTEC House. 
BSSD Superintendent Jim Hicker- 
son and Nome Public Schools Su- 
perintendent Rick Luthi joined their 
respective board members in the 
ribbon cutting ceremony along with 
NACTEC Director Jeff Selvey. The 
NACTEC staff served refreshments 
and cake while facility tours were 
offered throughout the afternoon. 

Since the inception of NACTEC, high 
school students attending NACTEC 
lived in the Nome-Beltz Dormitory, a 
dorm that was built in the 1960’s. 
In 2003 the NACTEC Advisory 
Board recommended that rather 
than update the existing facility a 
new dormitory be constructed. The 
reasons for a new dormitory-style 
house are as follows:

■ The structure will be specifically 
designed for the NACTEC program. 

■ The structure will resemble a 
house rather than an institutional 
building. 

■ The structure will be much 
more energy efficient, decreasing 
future operating costs. 

■ Costly abatement of hazardous 
materials can be avoided. 

The goal and design of the NACTEC 
House is to create a living environ- 
ment that looks and feels like a typi- 
cal single-family residence. The 
model described below reflects the 
specific needs of the NACTEC pro- 
gram offering life, work readiness 
and career focused skills. Highlights 
include: 



■ Housing for 24 students, with 
rooms organized in clusters around 
living rooms to re-create the typical 
living arrangements the students 
will encounter. Students will be per- 
sonally responsible for cleaning and 
maintaining their living area and 
bathrooms. 

■ A modest two bedroom apart- 
ment to provide living space for 
house parents; one studio apart- 
ment for intermittent use and one 
that could provide full time living 
space. 

■ Two linked kitchens that mimic 
home kitchens but can also be used 
for teaching and to make meals for 
32 people. 

■ Communal dining area. 

■ Recreation area for after 
hour’s activities. 

■ A group living room. 

The NACTEC program is a joint ven- 
ture regional vocational learning 
center located in Nome. The goal is 
to prepare students for the world of 
work after high school. This joint 
venture was established through 
collaboration between the Bering 
Strait School District, Nome Public 
Schools, and City of Nome. 

The new NACTEC House is an ex- 
traordinary example of successful 
collaboration with all of NACTEC’s 
stakeholders and partnerships.

The Street of A Thousand Blossoms: A Review

The Street of a Thousand Blossoms is a novel by Gail Tsukiyama that takes place 
in Tokyo before, during, and after World War II. My opinion of Tsukiyama’s novel 
is that I enjoyed reading it and the story really took me on an emotional ride. 

The story takes place in Yanaka district of northeastern Tokyo, where Kenji and 
Hiroshi Matsumoto, along with their friends and family, lived during and after the 
war. Throughout their daily lives, they experienced how the war effected families, 
businesses, and their country. Hiroshi and Kenji started out living with their 
grandparents and soon they will both learn how to live their own lives and try to 
find their place within their own world. Both young men are plagued with 
maintaining a healthy relationship, the loss of their loved ones, and they are 
challenged by unexpected events, their joys and sorrows alike. 

When both Hiroshi and Kenji were young, their parents were drowned to death 
and so their maternal grandparents had to raise them. Hiroshi is older than 
Kenji and is much more outgoing and sociable than his younger brother. Hiroshi 
longs to be a famous sumotori(sumo wrestler) and eventually he becomes one. 
Kenji is the opposite of his brother, quiet and shy, but his interest is the craft of 
masks and the theatre. Soon the Noh Theatre plays a major role within Kenji’s 
life. How Kenji developed his interest in Noh masks, is through his sensai’s 
maskshop, Akira Yoshiwara, who taught Kenji the art and meaning of Noh 
masks. As Hiroshi reaches the age of eighteen, he was accepted by Tanaka to 
be trained as a professional sumo wrestler. 

Sho Tanaka has two daughters, Aki and Haru, who are three years apart. 
Tanaka:s house is also a sumo stable, where he teaches and trains his students 
to become sumotori’s. During the war, sadly, Tanaka looses his wife and now he 
faces the challenges of being a single parent and keeping the Katsuyama-beya 
up and running with the help of his daughters. Later in her years, Aki will soon 
find out that she will be engaged to Hiroshi while Haru tries to get the attention 
of the man whom she loves. 

Tsukiyama’s style is colorful, because she uses her native language and 
describes traditional values from her culture with words that are italicized within 
her story. By this, she entertains her readers by addressing her native culture 
and knowledge. Within the story, literary devices the author uses are symbolism, 
flashbacks, satire, and irony. 


An example of symbolism that Tsukiyama uses is a watchtower that Yoshio 
[Hiroshi’s and Kenji’s grandfather) built for his daughter and grandsons. The 
watchtower stood in his backyard for many years as a symbol of his grandson’s 
childhood and Yoshio’s strength. Another example of symbolism is the sport of 
sumo. Sumo is symbolic of the Japanese culture itself, in it’s rituals and religion, 
and in it’s belief of honor and defeat. For an example of flashbacks, the 
character Aki, she had lost her voice after her town was bombed. But when she 
remembers her mother, whom she also lost due to the bombing, she actually 
thought she saw her mother and cried out for her, a memory that gave her 
voice back. Another example of flashback is when Yoshio, who is completely 
blind, imagines and remembers himself when he was young, when he was able 
to see. Its also ironic that even though Yoshio is completely blind, he is still able 
to move about and can recognize his wife and grandson:s presence and is able 
to tell them apart. An example of satire that was used in the book is panpan 
women. After the war, panpan women or “women of the night” entertained 
American soldiers, which were originally what the role of geishas did. These 
women were violating the traditional values of geishas, by referring themselves 
as prostitutes. But its ironic how many decent women were reduced to this in 
order to survive. 

Hiroshi and Kenji are very close and have a strong brotherly bond. I envy this 
bond because my brother.Travis, and I also can relate to them than all of our 
other brothers and sisters. We both grew up mostly without our real parents 
and lived similar lives, but had the love and support throughout our childhood. I 
enjoyed reading this novel because I thought Tsukiyama did an amazing job 
describing how ordinary people can go through much hardship losing loved ones 
and expecting the unexpected. As I was reading the part when Yanaka was 
being attacked by American planes, the scenery reminded me of a scene from 
Flags of Our Fathers. Just the thought of being in your own hometown while its 
being under attack is just chaotic to me. I can’t even imagine what an experience 
that would feel on a day like that. 

More than anything, The Street of A Thousand Blossoms is a story of family and 
love, the futility of war, and the resilience of a country and its people. Tsukiyama 
has been known for her emotional and detailed stories and this novel, with it’s 
unforgettable characters will keep you turning the pages. I do recommend this 
book, no matter what type of genre you read.

Berry Picking

The middle school/highschool afternoon Yupik Classes of Gambell Schools went 
inghuyaq [berry picking] for pagunghaq, crowberries, or otherwise known locally as 
“blackberries”. 

There were about 20 students and staff involved in two days of picking at the end 
of the Gambell Lake about two miles south of the school. 

There were many other people from the community picking on the mountainside. 
Each student and staff filled a quart-sized bag as much as they could as the wind 
was blowing. A total of 1 .5 gallons was picked as each berry is small and a bag is 
hard to fill up. All this picking was done in about two 55 minute periods each day. 
After picking, the berries were brought to the Home Ec. Room and stored in the 
freezer. First, the Home Ec. classes made “Avlaawaliiq”, a mixture of the berries, 
flour and sugar. On another day the Home Ec. made “Pagunghaq” Pie. 



All in all, the students continued on their traditions of picking and storing for the 
winter, food from the wilderness, at least in one aspect. They also build up on their 
patience and respect for the great outdoors as it was sometimes challenging to fill 
up even a small bag in over an hour, and test their might in facing the wind brining 
in the cold. All their work brought up a tasty treat in the end.

Sewing: An Important 
Part of Yupik Culture 


I was walking along the west beach of Gambell, on St. Lawrence Island, and my feet 
sank into the loose wave-washed gravel. Large foaming white waves collapsed on 
the wet beach in a quiet, low-pitched thunder, sounding as though the ocean was 
tossing in a deep slumber. Walking is my way of relaxing after a day of teaching, 
with the rocky slopes of Mt. Sevuokuk to the east, the rolling tundra south of the 
village and the gun-barrel blue sea surrounding the Northwest Cape.

Sewing is an important way of the 
Yupik culture. Our success hunting 
depended on maintaining a positive 
relationship between people and the 
spirits of the animals hunted. When 
the Yupik hunt the animals they 
respect the animals spirit and thank 
them for food and their fur. 

In the past our ancestors sewed hide 
for clothes and warmth. They used the 
walrus bladder for raincoats in the 
summer. They used beaver’s fur for 
mittens and caps. When they caught 
reindeer they took the hide and fur for 
parkas to have clothes for winter. 

We Yupik people use hide and sinew 
for the sewing materials. We use 
sinew because it is stronger than 
string or thread. The hide is important 
because we use the sinew and sinew is 


made of hide. We can use hide and 
sinew for skin boats too. 

Eskimos have to make dancing clothes 
to dance ceremonial Yupik songs. We 
use qaspaks for Yupik dancing because 
it’s part of our culture. When we Yupik 
people have to sew qaspaks it takes us 
time. A long time ago, they had to chew 
on the hide to make sinew so they 
could sew the qaspaks. 

It is important for us Yupik people to 
sew because it is our culture. Before 
the fur traders came, the hide lasted 
longer than cotton. When the fur 
traders came we started to use cotton 
for the qaspaks. Still today we still use 
fur and hide for qaspaks along with 
cotton. 


Near the western horizon, I could see the wind-thrown spray of a whale surfacing 
from a long dive. I thought about how they sink far below to hunt in the deep 
darkness by studying the various sounds. Perhaps through their years of searching 
and listening to the icy churning sea they have learned how to be free, to journey 
far and to see emptiness as freedom and darkness as light. Perhaps the ancient 
life-giving sea has taught them wisdom. 

“Learning how to listen is the first step to becoming a mature adult,” I thought. I 
have tried so hard to teach this to students, but it is as though they do not believe 
me. There is too much going on inside their young minds; they are too busy with 
themselves. 

Again, a familiar “whoosh-whoosh” sound came from above and behind me. I looked 
up and saw another large raven floating lazily in the cold sky. Like before, this one 
was also eyeing me for food. In a passing thought I wondered if, like whales and the 
sea, it could have heard something from the whispering wind.

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Scissors skills

Helping the young children in 
your life develop skills with scissors 
is an important step in preparing 
them for school. 

I know what you’re all thinking, 
“Scissors skills! Is she crazy?” 

Well, yes and no! 

Scissors skills help the muscle de- 
velopment in the hands and the ever- 
important eye-hand coordination. All 
children need activities to help de- 
velop and strengthen these important 
areas of development. 

Here are a few ideas that may help 
with scissors skills. 

• Have a special area in which 
children can work, their own work- 
space, and keep letting them know 
that this is the only place they should 
use scissors. Never leave them unsu- 
pervised while they have a pair of 
scissors. Child- sized scissors can be 
purchased with just about every child 
arts and crafts kit here in town. Some 
of the stores may even sell the scis- 


sors individually. Have your child use 
only child-sized scissors, not adult- 
sized, for the larger scissors will be 
difficult for children to handle. 

• If you are introducing scissors to 
your child for the first time, show 
your child how scissors work. Have 
them open and close their thumb to 
their other four fingers to get an idea 
of the hand movement. 

• For children under the age of 3 , 
give them a piece of paper and let 
them have at it. They can cut the 
piece of paper into a million pieces, 
though most of the time they will just 
make small cuts to the edges of the 
paper, not being able to cut all the 
way though. For most children this 
age, if they want to use both hands 
on the scissors that is OK. They still 
have time before the start of kinder- 
garten to get the correct hand move- 
ment. For children older than 3 with 
a bit more exposure to scissors, hav- 
ing them hold the scissors the correct 
way is best, but be there to help. 
Drawing fat lines on paper for them 
to follow while cutting is wonderful. 
Don’t draw just straight lines, draw 
wavy lines, zigzag lines, half-circles, 
all sorts of lines for them to follow. 

• Young children working on scis- 
sor skills will need help with hold- 
ing the paper. This is a wonderful 
way to stay involved with their 
learning and progress. You hold the

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Mountain goes on. The competition 
he has curtailed, but that old boy 
dealer must be awfully slick to avoid 
his notice. A while back, the dealer 
even babysat the village in an official 
capacity while Harrelson was gone. 
In this case I’d rename the VPSO 
program, “Federally Administered 
Tribal Area Law enforcement”. 
Acronym of F.A.T.A.L. 

I see at Board meetings the closed 
door to the public, the cult of secrecy, 
the virtually Stalinist purging and 
degradation of competent personnel, 
and financial recklessness that Dan, 
and dubiously elected Board member 
Don Stiles have subjected NSEDC 
to. This is without precedent here or 
in any CDQ group. At a time when 
Congress is showing little patience 
or pity for the excesses of even the 
largest corporations, it can be pre- 
sumed that more of this anarchy, or 
nihilism, will threaten the program’s 
very existence. Specifically, Con- 
gress mandated that every CDQ 
group give a financial accounting to 
its constituents and also the pay of 
the top ten employees. NSEDC is to 
date in contempt of Congress’s man- 
date. And 2008 has nearly past. The 
clock is ticking. 

There are rumors of large invest- 
ment losses and many millions in 
other liabilities. Not to mention the 
legal cloud Dan is under as he is sued 
for “Tortuous Interference” by for- 
mer partners with NSEDC paying 
the tab. The second time a body of 
which Dan is an elected member has 
run across this charge in court. Light- 
ning striking twice? Or is there a pat- 
tern emerging here? 

Robin Thomas made some good 
points in last week’s letter. I refer- 
enced the same multiplier effect 
years back in a letter to The Nugget 
when we were buying Glacier Fish, 
urging more investment at home. 
The policy for no bonus was a Board 
policy formulated by Don Stiles. He 
deserves due credit. But when you’re 
bleeding perhaps tens of millions be- 
hind closed doors it’s conveniently 
distracting to promote a little acri- 
mony over a few thousand. 

Rob mentioned Stebbins. It’s now 
the second largest community in 
Norton Sound at a population a little 
over 900 and connected by road to a 
natural harbor and bulk fuel storage 
in St. Michael. Untouched pink 
salmon pass by going to the Yukon 
and the Sound. Herring school there 
and it has the best ice for winter crab- 
bing in Norton Sound. While on the 
Fisheries Development Committee I 
got NSEDC to contract with two 
world renowned researchers to de- 
velop a sustainable fisheries econ- 
omy in Norton Sound based on local 
consensus . Had they simply been al- 
lowed to do their job, we could have 
moved mountains. Government 
would have matched NSEDC ’s con- 
tributions based on their expertise. 

After staff meddling, one re- 
signed, the other wrote a report with 
some constructive criticism, which 
has been officially buried by the Cor- 
poration. All attempts at transforma- 
tive development in Norton Sound 
have been subservient to the public 
relations machine that protects the 
factory trawl industry. Political si- 
lence from the residents of western 
Alaska is imperative. One of the first 
things these experts were asked by 
staff to do was to explain why there 
could be no fishery development in 
Stebbins. Quyanna , Simon Kineen. 
Wilfred should recruit a manager and 
build a world class fishery from the 
sea up. 

After our 80 million dollar pur- 
chase of the largest factory trawler in 
America, the Pollock is at its lowest 
quota in 30 years. 

The relentless purge of compe- 
tence at NSEDC has taken its toll: 
Chris Cook, who had a well re- 
searched plan for an Anchorage re- 
tail outlet and internet sales strategy, 
was a responsible financial manager. 
Steve Rieger who was a one man 
corporation and world class investor, 
growing NSEDC by leaps and 
bounds. He was also the lone oppo- 
nent among the CDQ groups of the 
monopolistic, unconstitutional flaws 
in Crab Rationalization. The true rea- 
son crab prices are depressed across 
Alaska. Gone is John Zuck who 


wrote a lot of the fine print that kept 
the program in compliance in its 
early years. 

This has not been a thoughtful 
transition; but more of a “Menendez 
Brothers Management” takeover. 
They’ve figuratively shotgunned 
their corporate parents, who de- 
manded they live within their means, 
blew their inheritance, and now at 
least one is headed for trial. 

But they are rewarding them- 
selves fabulously. NSEDC is a slot 
machine for corporate officers. Huge 
salaries, great per diem, large 
stipends— all the while spinning off 
new corporations and entities for 
more heftily paid perks. Every board 
meeting is a carefully staged and 
controlled event to grab more. Pay- 
ing themselves to pay themselves 
more. Honest board members might 
as well be caribou in the headlights 
of a turbocharged Haul Road semi- 
tractor. Get off the way or be run 
down! 

Dan and Don are giving them- 
selves, as board members of Siu Cor- 
poration, 50 percent of its stock. 
Stock that legitimatly belongs to the 
communities of Norton Sound that 
signed off year after year on 
NSEDC’s management. NSEDC 
gets half, but when the rules are that 
there are no rules, they can run the 
printing press and create more stock 
and dilute NSEDC’s stake. Don has 
turned the “Rules and Bylaws” com- 
mittee into “Misrule by Outlaws.” 
His sole talent is for mendacity. Vil- 
lage governments in Norton Sound 
should demand their 50 percent stake 
of it, which comprises all of 
NSEDC’s taxable assets. If not it will 
be a closed company with no proper 
scrutiny. 

Stalin did win WW2, even after 
purging his greatest generals. Roo- 
sevelt’s Lend Lease program, shut- 
tling aircraft along a route from the 
Lower 48 to Siberia, helped tilt the 
balance of power toward the Allies at 
the Siege of Stalingrad. The tide of 
war turned. Perhaps with so many 
skilled executives out of work in the 
States, we could fund a Lend Lease 
Program for CEO’s of NSEDC. Until 
of course they in turn are purged in 
the next pogrom. 

My first suggestion to our new 
CEO, who is intelligent, and has po- 
tential if she acts with audacity and 
courage, would be to open an office 
on Front Street and bring NSEDC 
home. It’s time for a New Deal, and 
a Marshall Plan for Norton Sound. 
Time would also prove it the wisest 
course.

Dear Editor, 

NSEDC used to draft a Commu- 
nity Development Plan every few 
years and submit it to the state and 
fed oversight. I believe that has 
changed significantly. I would like to 
break down the annual budget as best 
I can without really knowing the 
numbers in an effort to point out the 
value of paying fisherman a fair mar- 
ket value for their product. Firstly I 
would define fair market value as the 
average price of product sold over a 
certain period of time. The FMV is 
established through needs of the fish- 
erman and negotiation and compro- 
mise with the processors and is 
usually protected by law from mo- 
nopolization or antitrust such as price 
fixing. 

Having already discussed the 
community benefits of Local Eco- 
nomic Multipliers LEM, I would like 
to examine a hypothetical local fish- 
eries development plan where the 
product is harvested locally, 
processed locally, and largely dis- 
tributed and consumed locally. The 
plan will demonstrate the savings 
and benefits of localized fishery 
economy where the bulk of the prod- 
uct is distributed locally with room 
for further development of value 
added products or alternative energy, 
should the budget allow. 

We must recognize that the fish- 
eries economy in Norton Sound has 
predominantly shown a diminishing 
return. However we must also agree 
that the larger CDQ harvest of Pol- 
lock has replenished those diminish- 
ing returns annually to the tune of 
approximately 10 million annually in 


net revenues . Some of that revenue 
may now be under the umbrella of 
the SIU for profit subsidiary. Let’s 
say that the profits from pollock are 
X and the cost of maintaining those 
profits is one third of X and this in- 
cludes management and upgrades to 
vessels. Two-thirds of X is available 
for local fisheries management, op- 
erations and development. The edu- 
cation endowment fund was 
supposed to be self generating with 
$10 million in a diversified portfolio. 

For the sake of argument, local 
fisheries operations include current 
grounds price and production and 
local distribution of herring, salmon, 
crab, halibut and cod. Fisheries de- 
velopment would include future fish- 
eries infrastructure improvements 
such as processing equipment, ma- 
chinery and alternative energy tur- 
bines and photovaltic. Management 
will include two plant managers and 
two Forman and plant processors and 
maintenance personnel. This budget 
is for harvesting existing fish bio- 
mass and not for small scale fishery 
enhancement science projects which 
seem to cost a lot of money but not 
deliver a lot of fish. A large-scale 
hatchery may work but is currently 
unacceptable under fish and game 
oversight. The budget may include 
fishery surveys, but the surveys 
should be local hire, pragmatic and 
practical and not theoretical based on 
alogorithims or computer data, etc. 
such as trawl surveys. The 20% non- 
fishery community benefit will come 
from incomes generated by SIU. 

So hypothetically if X = 10 mil- 
lion then 6.6 million should be avail- 
able for local fisheries management 
which also includes the loan pro- 
gram, and accounting, meetings etc. 
I would suggest that local fisheries 
management be outsourced similar 
to the creation of Siu corp. Fisheries 
management could be run by a board 
of directors who are current com- 
mercial marine harvesters and 
elected by marine harvesters to rep- 
resent the individual fisheries. The 
current NSEDC board would provide 
community oversight of fisheries op- 
erations but would remain an arm’s 
length from the day-to-day manage- 
ment. 

The key to a successful local fish- 
ery is to keep the interest level and 
effort levels of the harvesters afloat 
economically and to keep the com- 
munity in support of the fishing fleet 
by providing job opportunity and 
quality seafood products on the 
table. Also the Bering Sea Pollock 
profits need to be sustained under the 
umbrella of NSEDC in order to sup- 
port the local fishing industry. This 
is not to say that all products should 
be kept local. Individual harvesters 
should be allowed to try free market 
capital ventures via direct marketing, 
etc. with the help of the local proces- 
sor. However expenses should not be 
subsidized in these ventures and the 
harvester should only attempt direct 
marketing at his own risk so as not to 
take advantage of the CDQ program, 
which is intended to benefit the com- 
munity as a whole an not just indi- 
vidual entrepreneurs. 

Grounds prices must be estab- 
lished which can sustain a skipper 
and his vessel, crew and their fami- 
lies at least throughout the fishing 
season which includes one month 
prior to the season in preparation, as 
is true for the fish plant processors 
wages. (No individual should be re- 
quired to subsidize the local fishing 
economy from borrowing money 
from an outside source such as mom 
and dad or credit cards.) These num- 
ber come from the bottom up, so to 
speak, and must match the numbers 
coming down in the form of an an- 
nual grant from NSEDC to sustain a 
local fishery economy based on eco- 
nomic multipliers. 

How that budget is created or bro- 
ken down will be hinged on careful 
examination of the fixed and variable 
costs of living and operations. 

Offhand I would venture to say 
grounds prices should meet or beat 
$llb for salmon, 50 cents for herring. 
$3.50 for crab and halibut. $lfor cod 
by-catch. These numbers are based 
on relative difficulty and operational 
overhead ad abundance and length of 
fishery. 

The product would be packed 
and distributed to local community 


food banks. This would relieve the 
current overhead of marketing out of 
the region, and the product becomes 
a Local Economic Multiplier. This is 
not to say that all the product would 
always be distributed locally, should 
the export market allow a profit 
equal to or better than the LEM or 
should there be an excess or glut of 
product. However, if the product is 
dried and stored properly there 
should be no glut. Old product may 
be fed to dog teams which are a valu- 
able and traditional, green alternative 
to snowmobiles and airplanes.

I think when a little girl 
loses her childhood it not only 
changes things, it lets the girl do 
things you never even expected them 
to do. You know she’s done things 
that are not right, but she’s paying for 
them now. I just wish that in these 
sorts of “cases” that they’d treat the 
victim with a little more respect and 
help them, not treat them like they 
just murdered someone. 

All I wish is, for us is to be happy 
again and not worry about anything 
anymore. We are planning to go 
back home soon. And I just pray my 
daughter can ignore what the kids 
say and do. It’s just a shame that 
they can’t see things from a different 
point of view after such a bad change 
of life, then just trying to get the right 
help for it later on. 

It’s hard, sad, and tough, it kind of 
reminds me of the movie, which was 
based on a true story: A Time to Kill. 
Only in that movie the sad thing is . . . 
that little girl was unable to have 
children after what happened. 

But also in the ending of the 
movie it was a white lawyer in the 
south defending this black family. In 
the end he told the jurors in his clos- 
ing statement, “now pretend she was 
white.” And that to me just says (my 
daughter being Native) the same dif- 
ference with all this stuff we are still 
dealing with. 

So I wish and pray for no mother 
and daughter to go through what we 
went through. When we get back 
home I pray those other teenagers 
will be a little more considerate to 
another teenager who struggles for 
happiness.

tures and unplowed streets to get 
their turkey and trimmings. The pre- 
vious day Nome received a record 
amount of snowfall for the date. In- 
side, however, Nomeites found 
warm conversation, great food and 
eager volunteers to get them that re- 
fill for their cup of coffee or a piece 
of pie for dessert. Best of all, it was 
all offered for free. 

Some entire families gathered at 
one of the many tables set up at the 
XYZ Center. Others came on their 
own and found old friends or new ac- 
quaintances with whom to dine. 
Some took their meal to go. Others 
had their meals delivered by Lance 
Johnson and others from the Nome 
Community Center. 

Bringing all the food and volun- 
teers together falls on the shoulders 
of Breanne MacFarland, who has co- 
ordinated the massive meal that an- 
nually feeds hundreds of Nomeites 
for the last four years. MacFarland 
said the number of those attending 
the dinner this year was just slightly 
down from last Thanksgiving. She 
noted, however, that more people 
came to volunteer their time. 

The dinner is funded by donations 
from local businesses and organiza- 
tions. Stores donate the turkeys and 
volunteers cook them at their homes 
before taking them to the XYZ Cen- 
ter.

Chief Burke to 
bid Nome adieu 


Strain and expense of separation from family 
takes too large a toll for Nome ’s police chief

Police Chief Paul Burke submit- 
ted a letter of resignation to City 
Manager Josie Bahnke Dec. 5 and 
said he expects to move to Reno, 
Nev., no later than Dec. 27. 

The news that he has resigned be- 
came evident near the end of the 
Nome Common Council meeting 
Monday when Councilmen Randy 
Pomeranz, Jerald Brown and Neal 
Foster expressed appreciation to 
Burke for his service to the commu- 
nity and told him he would be missed. 

In a brief interview following the 
meeting, Burke said he resigned be- 
cause his wife is in Reno providing 
extended care for their daughter, 
Karen, 24, who was severely in- 
jured in a head-on automobile col- 
lision Oct. 10 in Grass Valley, Calif. 
Karen had traveled from Nome to 
Grass Valley to receive training in 
her new position as a paramedic 
with Norton Sound Health Corp.,

Burke said. “It will be six months 
before she will be able to walk to 
any degree,” he said.

Once-tight rental market now flooded with empty units

“One bedroom for rent.” 

“ Healthy Home Living Houses/ Apts 
for Rent. ” 

“ One bedroom house for rent.” 

So went the subjects of three e- 
mails sent within a span of 20 min- 
utes last Thursday to a popular online 
message board in Nome. 

A year ago, all six rental units ad- 
vertised in the three e-mail messages 
would have likely been scooped up 


by the end of the day. At that time, 
Nome’s housing market was tight 
with open rentals often filled by 
word of mouth and rarely advertised. 

In the last couple of weeks, 
Nome’s bulletin boards— both on 
the web and outside of the grocery 
stores — have sported an increasing 
number of postings for available 
rental units . 

Nome real estate agent Melissa 
Ford confirms what the message 


boards seemed to be saying. “There 
are definitely more rentals available 
now,” she said. 

The loosening of housing space 
can largely be attributed to fewer 
jobs in town. Part of that is the nor- 
mal seasonal nature of work in 
Nome, since most large-scale con- 
struction work is conducted in the 
summer months here. “A lot of our 
renters were construction crews,” 
Ford said. “They filled up the hotels. 


Every summer Nome fills up, even 
before the mine was in existence.” 

The other half of the equation can 
be traced to the loss of 75 jobs at the 
Rock Creek Mine on Nov. 28 as its 
owner, NovaGold Resources, sus- 
pended operations at the site. Citing 
several factors, including the world- 
wide credit crunch, NovaGold shut 
down the open-pit gold mine just as 
it was moving toward full produc- 
tion. It is uncertain when or if the 


mine will resume operations. 

Many who worked at the mine 
just a few miles outside of Nome had 
moved to the area for the job. When 
the jobs went away, so did many of 
the employees. Judy Martinson, who 
owns several rental units in Nome, 
said she will see some turnover in her 
properties as a result. 

NovaGold rents five of her units

New CEOs named for NSEDC and subsidiary Siu Alaska

The board of directors of Norton Sound 
Economic Development Corp. unanimously 
selected Janis Ivanoff as chief executive offi- 
cer at a special meeting Dec. 2 in Anchorage, 
reports Dan Harrelson, NSEDC ’s president and 
board chairman. 

Ivanoff, who is vice president of the corpo- 
ration, succeeds Bob Walsh, who served as 
CEO from May until November of this year. 
She will continue to be based at the corpora- 
tion’s headquarters in Anchorage. 

Ivanoff began her career with NSEDC as an 
intern in 1998 and has served for the past six 
years as the community benefits director, ac- 
cording to a press release from the company. 
She received a bachelor’s degree in business 
administration with a focus on economics from 
the University of Alaska Anchorage in 1997. 


She received NSEDC scholarship funds as she 
attained her education. 

Born and raised in Nome, Ivanoff is a 
graduate of Nome-Beltz High School. She is 
married to Kevin Ivanoff from Unalakleet. 
They have three sons, Glenn, age 9, Reece, 6, 
and Luke, 5. 

Kineen named Siu Alaska CEO 

The board of directors of Siu Alaska Corp., 
a wholly owned for-profit subsidiary of 
NSEDC, has offered a new CEO position to 
Nomeite Simon Kineen following interviews 
on Dec. 1, Harrelson reports. “Final contract 
negotiations are now in process,” he added. 

Kineen succeeded Jon Zuck as NSEDC ’s 
community development quota manager 
early this year. Previously he had served the 
corporation as fisheries research and devel- 


opment director. 

NSEDC established Siu Alaska this year to 
handle the parent corporation’s taxable assets 
in response to an Internal Revenue Service de- 
termination that income from some of the com- 
pany’s investments is taxable. 

NSEDC is one of six Community Devel- 
opment Quota groups in western Alaska that 
receive annual quotas of the total allowable 
catch of pollock and other fish species in the 
Bering Sea/ Aleutian Islands area. The com- 
pany has a nonprofit tax-exempt status as a 
social welfare organization under 501c4 of 
the Internal Revenue Code. Royalties from 
NSEDC ’s CDQ fisheries harvests are not tax- 
able, nor is income from the company’s stock 
market investments. 

Such organizations annually file a Form 
990 informational return with the IRS. Gross 


income from a business reported on the re- 
turn that is not substantially related to the 
tax-exempt purpose of the organization, 
other than the need for funds, is subject to 
unrelated business income tax (UBIT). For 
example, NSEDC reported income derived 
from its ownership interest in Glacier Fish 
Co. as unrelated business income on its 2006 
Form 990 return, filed Nov. 12, 2007. In mid- 
2007 NSEDC selected an international law 
firm, Latham & Watkins, as tax consultants 
for UBIT issues. 

Don Stiles, who represents Nome on the 
NSEDC board, was elected chairman of the 
seven-member Siu Alaska board at its first 
meeting on Oct. 9. 

Candidates for the Siu Alaska and NSEDC 
CEO positions were recruited exclusively from 
within NSEDC ’s ranks.

I was born in White Mountain and 
raised traditionally by my grandpar- 


ents, Tom and Esther Brown. I am a 
woman, but grew up in a household 
of men and have a natural affinity for 
hunting and fishing. Teachers and 
learners into their old age, my grand- 
parents burned the midnight oil with 
the Bible and novels.

We’re Tougher in Alaska 

The recent presidential campaign with Alaska Governor Sarah Palin 
personified as a gun toting, moose munching, bear hugging hockey 
mom made us all look kind of silly. Thankfully the campaign is over 
and sensibility prevails, well, sort of. 

The campaign was successful to a certain extent. You betcha! It 
drew attention to Alaska and the weird things about us stuck in the na- 
tion’s mind. The rest of the country thinks we are all a bunch of mighty 
moose hunters and macho snowmachine racers. Sure we hunt and 
use ATVs. We pay upward of $5 for a gallon of gas and our version of 
an Interstate highway is a gravel road to Teller. We are tough and en- 
during because we stand in the world’s longest lines at the Post Office 
and build bulging biceps from hauling home all those catalogs from 
Cabella’s, L.L. Bean and Frederick’s of Hollywood. We are well versed 
in literacy. Doesn’t the Alaska section of our libraries have the biggest 
books? 

We’re conservationists, too. Why, at the drop of a scanner tone we 
will jump into our pick-up trucks with a big black lab in the back and 
roar around town in the middle of the night to safely escort polar bears 
from our back yards. We are proud folks here. We enjoy a good story 
and we are gifted at embellishment. Don’t ya love it? — N.L.M.— 
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years ago. These policies have had 
a profound, far reaching impact on 
indigenous peoples of Alaska. 

One teacher who is no longer here, 
summed up her observations, “White 
Mountain is the most assimilated vil- 
lage in the region.” One elder was 
keenly aware of the effect, and said 
of Morris, “He’s been here too long.” 
Morris has also been openly con- 
demning of Native culture, stating to 
his students, “Your culture is dead.” 
Why live among us if he feels this 
way? 

Morris is employed by the IRA. 
This summer at an IRA meeting, he 
suggested that the IRA and City of 
White Mountain get together to raise 
money, $550,000 or so, to build a 


new public safety building, that he 
and Dan Harrelson would control. 
Sounded like a cultural center to me. 
If the proposal is not from the think 
tank of Eskimos, then who is the new 
center for? 

With Dan Harrelson as Chairman 
of NSEDC, it is not an accident that 
Morris’s name appeared in the selec- 
tion process for the Education En- 
dowment NSEDC recently created. 
Without community input for some- 
thing as important as a $15 million 
Education Endowment in behalf of 
many villages, there is no assurance 
it will be managed with sensitivity to 
their cultures and with respect for 
their intelligence. A teacher who has 
lived at a rural site for “a long time” 


does not demonstrate they have em- 
braced the community’s culture in 
their teaching, or acknowledged an- 
other world beyond their own, in a 
genuine way. 

People within the Bering Strait in- 
digenous community hold degrees in 
engineering, law, medicine, business 
and education. It is without question, 
they be recruited to submit their 
names to chair this endowment 
through a transparent process. With- 
out such a process, I can only on- 
clude that millions of dollars will 
remain in the hands of a facilitator to 
a patriarchal system. With a demon- 
strated record of an extremely high 
cost/low benefit ratio for communi-

Rock Creek crew to be whittled to 14 

Staff of 60 on hand to prepare mine for prolonged inactivity

After the initial jolt of cutting 75 
jobs, the manager of NovaGold ’s 
Rock Creek Mine said additional 
layoffs will be gradually executed 
before reaching the target number of 
workers to monitor and maintain the 
site during its closure. 

According to Rock Creek General 
Manager Jim Mallory, the current 
staff of 60 left on hand to prepare the 
mine for what they are calling “care 
and maintenance” will eventually be 
whittled down to 14. 

Mallory said the plan to winterize 
and prepare the mine for an extended 
shutdown should take 45 to 60 days 
to accomplish. Under the plan, mine 
equipment used to drill, excavate and 
haul ore will be winterized. The pro- 
cessing plant will be drained and 
cleaned, and any recoverable gold 


will be collected for refining. The 
water in the mill and other facilities 
will be shut off, and lines will be 
drained. All the buildings on the site 
are to be winterized and closed up. 

Mallory said the skeleton crew re- 
maining on site will continue to in- 
spect and monitor buildings, and 
technicians will continue an environ- 
mental monitoring program. Access 
to the pit will be blocked off to pre- 
vent unexpected traffic in the area. 

When questioned if additional 
work will be required in the spring 
when runoff water will flow, Mal- 
lory said the groundwork to deal 
with the issue has already been ac- 
complished. “We’ve been working 
all this year on additional storm 
water diversion channels, and these 
structures, including outflows into 
Lindblom and Rock Creek, have 


been installed,” he said via an e- 
mail to The Nome Nugget. 

Any other work to deal with 
runoff should be minimal in nature, 
he said. “I expect that there will be 
some minor work needed before 
spring to move the snow around the 
settling ponds and channels to make 
sure they’re operable,” Mallory 
wrote. “The equipment to do that is 
on site and the care and maintenance 
team will be watching this closely to 
plan and schedule any work that 
might be required.” 

Runoff water created a problem 
for the mine last year, prompting 
federal regulators to send notices 
of violation to NovaGold. The 
company responded with an im- 
proved stormwater prevention 
plan that drew accolades from 
some regulators.

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Council OKs grant application for NJUS storage building 

Nome Common Council questioned on fairness and effectiveness of City’s animal control ordinance

Nome Joint Utility System Man- 
ager John Handeland received per- 
mission from the Nome Common 
Council to apply for a Community 
Development Block Grant to fund 
design of a new Nome Joint Utility 
System facility for equipment stor- 
age and other uses at a special Coun- 
cil meeting Dec. 3. 

The CDBG program is adminis- 
tered by the Alaska Department of 
Commerce, Community and Eco- 
nomic Development. 

The Council approved a resolu- 
tion authorizing the City of Nome 
through NJUS to participate in the 
FY2008 CDBG program following a 
public hearing at which Handeland 
invited suggestions for a grant appli- 
cation project. 

He reported that an application by 
NJUS for an FY2007 CDBG grant to 
reconstruct and relocate overhead 
distribution feeders spanning the 
Snake River had been turned down 
because the City’s planning grant for 
the Public Safety Building was not 
fully expended at that time. He said 
the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency is a potential source of fund- 
ing for reconstruction and relocation 
of the distribution feeders. 

Handeland distributed conceptual 
drawings and diagrams for a two- 
story, five-bay building with a vehi- 
cle garage, storage rooms and office 
space. He suggested submitting a 


planning grant application for the 
proposed project to the CDBG pro- 
gram by the Dec. 5 deadline. 

The Council also adopted a res- 
olution to dispose of the City of 
Nome’s right of reverter and re- 
versionary interest in Lot 11 A, 
Block 74A. 

Animal control 
ordinance questioned 

Reginald Bright told Council 
members that a City animal con- 
trol ordinance has proved inade- 
quate to protect his pedigreed 
female dog from becoming im- 
pregnated for the second time by 
an unleashed dog in his Martinson 
subdivision neighborhood. 

“If an animal is loose or a menace, 
it does not protect me, but sort of 
protects the [loose] animal’s owner,” 
Bright said. He cited Ordinance No. 
10.30.020, “Unattended animals pro- 
hibited”, which reads: 

“(a) No animal may run at large 
within the city. No person having 
charge or control of an animal may 
permit the animal to run at large 
within the city. 

“(b) Female in Heat— Confine- 
ment. Every female “in heat” shall be 
kept confined in such a manner that 
such female animal cannot come in 
contact with a male animal except for 
planned breeding purposes.” 

Mayor Denise Michels told Bright 
a revised draft of the ordinance has 


been prepared and a copy is available 
from the City Manager. She said the 
Council will schedule a work session 
to discuss a new draft ordinance dur- 
ing which Bright may comment on 
the draft. 

Bright said he has dealt with prob- 
lems with his neighbor’s dog for 
three years and has been told by his 
attorney and Pete Halgren, former in- 
terim City Manager, that Ordinance 
10.30.020 needs revision. 

Job description discussed 

Council members discussed a 
draft job description for a new public 
works director position at a work ses- 
sion immediately following the spe- 
cial meeting. Councilman Randy 
Pomeranz suggested changing the 
position title to assistant [City] man- 
ager. “It’s the kind of role Randy 
Romenesko had when he was [City] 
manager,” he said, explaining that if 
the new City Manager Josie Bahnke 
should ever decide to leave, an assis- 
tant manager would be prepared to 
replace her. 

The Council was unable to find 
a replacement for Romenesko for a 
lengthy period during which the 
City contracted with two succes- 
sive interim city managers before 
hiring Bahnke. 

The job description summary for 
public works director reads: “Su- 
pervise the maintenance and in- 
spection of City owned buildings, 


grounds, streets, port and harbor fa- 
cilities. Supervise the procurement, 
maintenance and operation of City 
owned vehicles and equipment to 
include the equipment and facilities 
used at the City port and harbor. 
Provide engineering services, ei- 
ther directly [through] contract 
services, for Public Works, Build- 
ing Maintenance, Port and other 
City departments.” 

“Every other city has this talent,” 
said Councilman Stan Andersen. 
“Whoever this is would be like a 
Randy. I envision this thing taking 
over sewer and water, digging up and 
putting back. ...” 

Councilwoman Mary Knodel 
wondered whether building inspec- 
tion should be among the duties of 
public works director. Bahnke and 
Councilman Jon Larson suggested 
including zoning enforcement duties 
in the job description. 

Andersen noted that “other duties 
as assigned” is a catchall phrase in 
the job description. “Get a guy on 
board and work it out,” he suggested. 

Bahnke said that changing the job 
title to assistant city manager may 
widen the pool of applicants. 

Andersen asked whether Bahnke 
had looked at a wage range for the 
position and whether a salary of 
$90,000 is in order. 

“I think so,” Bahnke replied. 

Knodel indicated that salary 
would be appropriate if the person 


selected for the position has an engi- 
neering degree. 

Grocery sales 
tax exemption? 

Larson suggested temporarily ex- 
empting groceries from the City sales 
tax in the early months of 2009. 

Bahnke distributed a list of City 
sales tax revenues by month over the 
past decade with highlighted figures 
for the early months of 2006 and 
2008 when grocery sales tax excep- 
tions were in place. The list includes 
sales tax revenues from July through 
October of this year. 

Michaels noted that the recent 
Rock Creek Mine closure has re- 
sulted in layoff of 70 employees with 
more to follow until 16 staff mem- 
bers remain. 

Larson pointed out that large in- 
creases in the costs of heating oil 
and gasoline are generating more 
sales tax revenues this year. He said 
he agrees with Pomeranz ’s sugges- 
tion to set the grocery sales tax ex- 
emption period from Jan. 15 to April 
30, 2009. After Council members 
mulled various aspects of the City’s 
current budget, Andersen suggested 
they rely on City Controller Cussie 
Kauer to determine whether funds 
are available for a grocery tax ex- 
emption this winter. 

All Council members except Neal 
Foster attended the special meeting 
and work session.

directly, while some employees and others as- 
sociated with the mine were Martinson’s ten- 
ants of their own accord. She said the gold 
company has released three units, but would 
hold on to the two others for the time being, but 
she has received notice for at least two indi- 
vidual renters. 

“It definitely has an impact,” Martinson said 
of the mine’s indefinite closure. “[The tenants] 
were very good people. We enjoyed them.” 

Despite having fewer potential tenants in 
town and more housing options for those who 
remain, Martinson is not worried about filling 
her units. “We have pretty decent rentals, 
they’re going to rent,” she said. Offering com- 
fortable, well-maintained houses and apart- 
ments with plenty of amenities, Martinson 
believes people will “move up” to the nicer 
units in town after perhaps being forced into 
choosing less desirable housing when the mar- 
ket was tight. 

Her outlook for Nome as a whole, however, 
is not so optimistic in light of a shut-down mine. 

“I have seen Nome when Alaska Gold was 
shut down, and it is a ghost town. It was not 
good for anyone,” she said. “We just need to 
pray to God that the mine starts back up. That’s 
not just for us, but for everyone— the schools, 
the library, the bars, the churches, the housing, 
anyone who owns a house or is thinking of 
owning a house that might sell some day. This 


mine kept this community stable while all the 
rest the world was taking a nose dive.” 

Like Ford, Martinson said she saw the rental 
market opening up even before the mine an- 
nounced its suspension. She said she saw the 


rising availability of units as a natural occur- 
rence as the mine moved from its construction 
phase to production. “There’s been a few peo- 
ple running around creating verbal hysteria that 
the mine was ruining Nome and taking up all 


the housing. That was a very short period. It 
was short-sighted to say that,” she said. 

Following the law of supply and demand, 
Ford said she noticed rents being charged for 
some units are dropping as landlords are look- 
ing to fill the empty space. Martinson said, 
however, her rates have remained steady — 
even when space was at a premium. “Yeah, we 
had a tight time. We didn’t run around jacking 
our rates up because of it,” she said. “We cov- 
ered our fuel [cost] increase, but we did not do 
anything else.” 

Martinson said she did levy a surcharge to 
the gold company for units that were used for 
housing itinerant workers who were not in 
Nome long-term for the project. She said she 
did not differentiate her rates for those who 
lived here on a more permanent basis. 

Ford said she believed with more rentals 
available at better prices, Nome’s house buy- 
ing market could slow a bit. “If people can find 
quality rental prices, they’re not going to be as 
inclined to purchase,” she said. “The [rental] 
shortage did kind of encourage people to buy.” 

Even so, Ford said single family homes are 
still selling well in Nome. She knows of only a 
small number of miners who purchased homes 
in town. Multi-family properties, such as du- 
plexes and triplexes, however, are not selling 
as strong, she said. “Prior to the mine shut- 
down, there was a lot of interest in multi-fam- 
ily homes... Now homebuyers are more 
interested in single-family homes,” she said.

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Conservation group sues government over walrus listing

The environmental conservation 
group Center for Biological Diver- 
sity last week sued the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service and U.S. Secretary 
of the Interior Dirk Kempthorne for 
failing to respond to its petition to list 
the Pacific walrus as a threatened 
species under the Endangered 
Species Act (ESA). 

The group filed the petition on Feb. 
8, saying that climate change, shrink- 
ing sea ice and further oil and gas ex- 
ploration in the Chukchi and Bering 
seas are pushing the ice-dependent 
animals to the brink of extinction. 

Under the ESA, the government 
has a window of 90 days to determine 
whether or not a petition warrants fur- 
ther study. As FWS and Kempthorne 
had not issued a response well past the 
May 8 deadline, the center filed the 
civil action on Dec. 3 in federal dis- 
trict court in Anchorage. 

“Because the Secretary has had 
the Petition for nearly one year and 
has still failed to act, Plaintiff now 
seeks judicial relief declaring that the 
Secretary has violated the ESA and 
the Administrative Procedures Act 
[. . .] by failing to process the Petition 
and issue the required 90-day find- 
ing. Plaintiff also asks the Court to 
order the Secretary to make the re- 
quired finding on the Petition by a 
date certain,” reads the complaint. 

“The Arctic ecosystem is in crisis 
from global warming,” said Shaye 
Wolf, a biologist with the center and 
lead author of the original petition to 
list the Pacific walrus. “The Pacific 
walrus, like the polar bear, is an early 
victim of our failure to address global 
warming. Every day we fail to act, the 
Pacific walrus’s chance of survival 
shrinks with the retreating sea ice.” 

In May, Kempthorne listed polar 
bears as a threatened species under 
the ESA, after a court-ordered dead- 
line when the Interior Department 
also failed to adhere to ESA dead- 
lines. In addition to petitions for the 
polar bear and the walrus, the center 
has filed ESA petitions for other 


Alaska species such as the Kittlitz’s 
murrelet in 2001, the ribbon seal in 
2007 and bearded, spotted and ringed 
seals in 2008. 

The federal Fish and Wildlife 
Service is charged with the task to see 
if there is any merit to the claim that 
walrus are eligible for the threatened 
listing under the endangered species 
act. “We first need to see if the peti- 
tion presented sufficient scientific 
and commercial evidence,” said An- 
chorage FWS spokesman Bruce 
Woods. If the evidence supports that 
the animals’ existence is threatened, 
the agencies conduct further studies, 
issuing a ruling after one year. “After 
the end of the year of study, we either 
propose to list the species under the 
ESA and then go through the public 
comment process, or we don’t think 
a listing is warranted and the petition 
is denied,” said Woods. 

Woods cited budget constraints as 
a reason why the FWS did not stick 
to the mandatory 90-day deadline to 
respond to the center’s petition. “We 
have to prioritize our available staff 
time and funding based on court-or- 
dered actions and ongoing work to be 
completed,” Wood said. “While the 
ESA listing review is going on, we 
still need to fund our ongoing pro- 
grams and biological studies.” Ongo- 
ing programs include oversight over 
the oil and gas exploration industry to 
adhere to restrictions concerning seis- 
mic activity and to have observers on 
board exploration vessels. 

Woods said that the FWS is work- 
ing on a response to the petition. “We 
budgeted a response for the fiscal 
year 2009,” he said. 

However, the center thinks time is 
of the essence. “The Secretary’s fail- 
ure to comply with the ESA’s nondis- 
cretionary deadlines for processing 
the Center’s petition to list the Pa- 
cific walrus deprives these walruses 
of statutorily mandated protection vi- 
tally necessary for their survival,” 
said Center for Biological Diversity 
attorney Rebecca Noblin from the 
Center’s new office in Anchorage.

“Any further delay by the Secretary 
in response to the petition frustrates 
the intent of the Endangered Species 
Act by reducing the likelihood of 
survival and recovery of the species 
due to continued harm from global 
warming, oil and gas development 
and other threats.” 

Noblin said that the government 
now has to respond within 60 days to 
the center’s complaint or as a more co- 
operative alternative, the government 
agencies work with the Center to fig- 
ure out a schedule on how progress 
over the petition will be achieved. 

With the change in occupants of 
the White House, Noblin said, 
“We’re hopeful that the new admin- 
istration will end the Bush adminis- 
tration’s oppression of the 
Endangered Species Act.” 

A press release by the Center said 
that oil and gas development, ship- 
ping and greenhouse gas emissions 
affecting the arctic would be subject 
to greater regulation under the En- 
dangered Species Act if the Pacific 
walrus were listed. 

Asked if the listing would affect 
the subsistence harvest, Noblin said 
it wouldn’t, as the ESA law ex- 
empts subsistence practices from 


the law’s prohibitions. 

The ESA was passed in 1973 to 
protect plant and animal species that 
are at risk of becoming extinct. 
Species that receive protection under 
the ESA are classified into endan- 
gered or threatened, depending on 
how many are left in the wild and 
how severely their survival is threat- 
ened. A species listed as endangered 
is in danger of becoming extinct 
throughout all or a significant portion 
of its range. A threatened species is 
one that is likely to become endan- 
gered in the foreseeable future. 

The ESA allows the taking of pro- 
tected species by Alaska Natives for 
subsistence purposes if it is not done 
in a wasteful manner. Edible portions 
of ESA-protected animals harvested 
for subsistence purposes may be sold 
in Alaska Native villages for Native 
consumption. Non-edible by-prod- 
ucts of ESA-protected species har- 
vested for subsistence may be sold in 
interstate commerce when made into 
authentic Native articles of handi- 
crafts and clothing. 

While the issue is in the hands of 
courts and discussions are among 
lawyers, scientists and politicians, 
the people with the most intimate 


knowledge of walrus are wondering 
what the fuss is all about. 

Clarence Waghiyi, the 76-year old 
Savoonga representative to the Es- 
kimo Walrus Commission and a wal- 
rus hunter since age 14, said in a 
phone interview with The Nome 
Nugget that white people should quit 
worrying about the walrus because 
nothing can be done anyway. While 
he shared the Center’s concern about 
oil and gas development, and how in- 
creased industrial activity could affect 
the walrus’ migration routes, Waghiyi 
takes a religious approach and said, 
“Only the Maker can do something 
about it. He will not let them suffer.” 

Waghiyi also expressed frustration 
about decisions made in far-flung 
places without taking into the equa- 
tion what local, Alaskan Natives and 
Elders have to say, who truly know 
the animals habitat, behavior and real 
or perceived plight intimately. “They 
should just pay for Alaskan Elders to 
travel to Washington, D.C., and tell 
them how we use the sea mammals, 
the seals and walrus and whales for 
our subsistence lifestyle.” 

The director of the Eskimo Wal- 
rus Commission could not be 
reached for comment.

Alaska National Guard’s Operation Santa Claus delivers Kris Kringle and presents to villages year after year

BREVIG MISSION— It didn’t mat- 
ter if they were 18 months or 18 
years old; no young person at the 
Brevig Mission School last Wednes- 
day was going to escape sitting on 
Santa’s lap. 

Even as the successive groups of 
children sitting at his feet ap- 
proached— and then surpassed— the 
age when kids stop believing in the 
jolly old elf, Santa cajoled and joked 
with the students until they were con- 
vinced to take a seat on his knee, 
even as their classmates roared in 
laughter. 

Whether or not they liked it— 
some of the littler ones to approach 
Santa wailed in fear while some of 
the older ones blushed with embar- 
rassment— all were rewarded after 
their brief chat with the man in red. 
Santa had come bearing gifts for 
each and every child in the village. 

Giving his fleet of reindeer a rest 
for the day, Santa opted to arrive a bit 
early this year in Brevig Mission via 
a UH-60 Black Hawk helicopter. The 
men and women of the Alaska Army 
National Guard were kind enough to 
offer their services for Santa and his 
crew of helpers, picking them up in 
Nome and ferrying them to Brevig 
Mission in two helicopters. 

The festivities were all part of Op- 
eration Santa Claus, the Alaska Na- 
tional Guard’s yearly mission to 
provide gifts to a number of villages 
throughout the state. In its 52nd year, 
Operation Santa Clause this year vis- 
ited Kivalina, Ruby, Newtok, Steb- 
bins, Teller, Brevig Mission, 
Chalkyitsik and Metlakatla. 

The charitable tradition started in 


1956 when the Alaska Air National 
Guard’s 144th Airlift Squadron in 
Anchorage received a letter from a 
nun in St. Mary’s. The letter detailed 
how spring floods and a subsequent 
drought made for poor fishing and 
hunting that year. Required to ship in 
food for the orphanage, the nun wor- 
ried that there was no money left 
with which to buy gifts for the chil- 
dren. The Guard responded, and Op- 
eration Santa Claus was born. 

In its current form, the Alaska Air 
National Guard flies giant C-130 
Hercules aircraft from Anchorage to 
numerous villages. The Alaska Army 
National Guard also participates, uti- 
lizing the Black Hawk helicopters to 
reach villages that do not have run- 
ways large enough to accommodate 


the large planes. 

The gifts are collected throughout 
the year and are sorted and wrapped 
by an army of volunteers. In addition 
to toys, clothing, books and school 
supplies are also assembled and de- 
livered to the villages selected for the 
program. 

Villages request to be chosen for 
the program, and the National Guard 
makes sure to select different vil- 
lages each year. 

As the children entered the 
school gym in Brevig Mission last 
Wednesday, they saw rows of pack- 
ages wrapped in brightly colored 
paper. Santa’s helpers had strategi- 
cally organized the gifts by gender 
and age group before his arrival. As 
the groups of children cycled 


through the gym, new basketballs, 
footballs, flashy watches and dolls 
emerged from the now-crumpled 
wrapping paper. 

Brevig Mission School Principal 
Robin Gray said the visit by Opera- 
tion Santa Clause was a welcomed 
pick-me-up for the village, especially 
in light of hard economic times. “It’s 
a real shot in the arm for the village 
and the kids,” Gray said. 

The trip to Brevig Mission also 
appeared to be uplifting for those on 
Santa’s team. Jake Kenick— who, 
we’ll say, worked very closely with 
Santa for the day— was on his third 
mission in as many years for Opera- 
tion Santa Claus. With his eyebrows 
grease-painted white for the occasion 
and a belly laugh and ho-ho-ho that 


sounds about as authentic as you can 
get, Kenick appeared bom to play the 
part. 

A veteran, Kenick said he was re- 
cruited through the VFW to help 
with the program. Two years ago, he 
went with Operation Santa Claus to 
Little Diomede. Last year it was 
Buckland. “I’ll keep coming back as 
long as they keep calling me,” 
Kenick said. 

Watching him in the Santa suit, 
it’s apparent that Kenick enjoys play- 
ing the part of the jolly old elf. But 
when asked what his favorite aspect 
of the program is, he doesn’t hesitate 
to say it’s the helicopter flight. 
“We’ve got some very skilled pilots 
working here, and they know the ca- 
pability of their machinery,” he said.

Advent is a holiday that is distinctly un-American, or at least un- Western. 
We do not like to wait. We have to wait in lines when we go to the bank. We 
have to wait to see our doctor. We wait for berries to ripen so we can pick 
them. And now we talk about a season of waiting and preparing which we 
call advent, and we’re supposed to get excited?

John the Baptist was a long-awaited prophet, and he was preparing the way 
for the one to come, one for whom he was unworthy to even untie their san- 
dal. And if John is here to prepare the way, then it must not be too big a 
stretch to believe that the messiah was coming soon. The Hebrews expected 
that Christ would come soon. We should be waiting expectantly not only as 
we remember Christ’s coming but also as we prepare. We don’t just re- 
member; we remember in such a way that it becomes real. The term theolo- 
gians use for this is anamnesis. We should expect to experience God’s 
presence among us this Advent and Christmas season. 

Now John did more than just announce the coming of the Messiah. He 
told them to prepare. Even as we are called to prepare for Christ’s coming 
with a baptism of repentance, John reminds us that the coming one will bap- 
tize with the Holy Spirit. Repentance seems to entail recognizing one’s sins, 
confessing them, and then changing one’s life so that they cease to do these 
things. While anytime is a good time for repentance, it is especially appro- 
priate during the advent season as we await and prepare for the coming of the 
one who is able to forgive our sins and reconcile us to God. 

Now the third point from this passage tells us a bit more about the one for 
whom we are waiting. We are given a hint in the very first line: Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God. We learn that this coming one is so much greater than John, 
that John is not even worthy to untie his sandals. We also learn that this com- 
ing one will baptize with the Holy Spirit, though Mark does not tell us the sig- 
nificance of this. 

Our announcement today is an invitation to join John and those who went 
to listen to him in the wilderness. Let us go to the wilderness, and repent of 
those things standing between us and God, that we might hear God calling us 
to more faithful discipleship, as we prepare, both to remember Christ’s com- 
ing and preparing for Christ’s return!

Obituaries — 

Hans Roald Amundsen 

Hans Roald Amundsen was born 
in Crookston, MN to Jonas and 
Thora Amundsen on October 7, 
1914. He peacefully went to be with 
his Lord that he loved and served 
throughout his entire life. He died 
December 4, 2008 at Heritage Place 
in Soldotna. 

He was named after the famous 
Norwegian explorer, Roald Amund- 
sen and shook his hand at age 4. He 
also dated age 4 as when he accepted 
the Lord as his savior. These two ex- 
periences impacted the rest of his 
life. He took after the explorer with 
his quest for adventure and willing- 
ness to accept new challenges. He 
was proud of his Norwegian ances- 
try and always willing to share what 
the Lord had done in his life. He 
was a humble man who gave God 
the credit for things that he had done 
in his life. He lived the life of “To 
God be the Glory”. 

Raised in the Seattle area, Roald 
arrived in Alaska at Seward by 
steamer in 1936, riding the railroad 
to Anchorage. He spent time help- 
ing his father do evangelistic work 
in the Anchorage and Mat-Su area. 
He worked in the Palmer area help- 
ing the early homesteaders clear and 
improve their land. 

After tasting the adventures of life 
on the Last Frontier, he returned to 
Seattle to attend Seattle Pacific Col- 
lege, graduating with a BA in Edu- 
cation. While attending college, he 
sang in a male quartet. During the 
summer the quartet traveled the US 
providing support for Roald’s father 
as he conducted evangelistic serv- 
ices. Subsequent to his graduation 
from college, he attended North Park 
Seminary (Chicago) and was or-

dained as a minister in the Evangeli- 
cal Covenant Church. 

While singing in a church, he met 
his wife to be, Harriett Swanson. 
They were married on July 26, 1944 
and in August of 1945 went to Nome 
as missionaries. They lived in Nome 
and Unalakleet during the next 20 
years. Roald was a pastor, pilot, and 
mechanic, serving the various vil- 
lages throughout western Alaska. 
While in Nome, he helped work to- 
ward the establishment of the radio 
station KICY, also based in Nome. 
His dream was to provide Christian 
broadcasting to the villages of west- 
ern Alaska as well as the east coast 
of Russia. 

In 1964, he moved his family to 
the Kenai Peninsula where he had a 
vision to start a nonprofit flying sup- 
port for all Alaskan churches as well 
as providing mechanical support for 
those missionaries who were using 
airplanes in their ministries. Mis- 
sionary Aviation and Repair Center 
(MARC) continues to operate at the 
Soldotna Airport. 

During Alaska’s early develop- 
ment, Roald was appointed to the 
airport commission which formu- 
lated plans for the airport systems 
throughout the Territory. He has 


been recognized by his peers for his 
contributions to flying in Alaska. 

When in his 80s he saw another 
dream fulfilled, that of the forming 
of a Christian based vocation school. 

This certificated school provides 
youth from rural Alaska career skills 
that they can bring back to their com- 
munities. He served as Bible teacher 
and chaplain for Amundsen Educa- 
tional Center until his health failed in 
2007 when he moved to Heritage 
Place. 

His family says, “Dad loved his 
wife, his family, Alaska, ham radio 
(AL7BU), encouraging people to- 
ward their full potential, and to pur- 
sue their ideas. He lived his life to 
the fullest, trusting his God, whom 
he called his Boss, to lead him each 
step of the way. His God never 
failed him. This legacy we cherish.” 

He was preceded in death by his 
parents, all of his siblings, and his 
wife of 58 years. He is survived by 
his daughter and son-in-law Jeanette 
and Gary Klodt, son and daughter- 
in-law John and Susan Amundsen, 
son Tim Amundsen, granddaughter 
Amber Klodt, grandson and wife 
Hans and Misty Klodt, beloved 
great-granddaughter Krysta, and a

After discharge, Job 
attended a seminary school in Win- 
nipeg, Canada which prepared him 
for serving the ministry with his 
wife, Mary, who was a licensed 
practical nurse. 

Upon returning to Alaska, he 
served as a pastor for the Evangelical 
Mission Covenant Church in Hooper 
Bay and several other villages. 
Though he and his wife had no bio- 
logical children, they opened their 
hearts and their home to two daugh- 
ters, Alice Kokochuruk now of Col- 
orado, and Margaret (Kokochuruk) 
Noatak of Southwest Alaska. 

Job was involved with the Senior 
Citizens Center of Nome until health 
issues forced him to retire. He was 
also a very articulate interviewer of 
elders from the Kawerak region in a 
project to document and preserve the 
oral history and stories of the region 


before it was lost to posterity. Job 
also served on the Kawerak Elder’s 
Advisory Committee for a number of 
years.

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Nomeites will get some 
respite from sales tax 

Tax holiday will apply to groceries until April 30 


By Laurie McNicholas 

The Nome Common Council ap- 
proved first reading of an ordinance 
to exempt certain grocery items from 
the City’s 5 percent sales tax Jan. 15 
through April 30, 2009 at a meeting 
Monday. The second and final read- 
ing is scheduled Dec. 22. 

“This temporary tax exception 
will not include restaurant sales of 
food nor. . .food intended for imme- 
diate consumption (food kept hot 
such as soups or roasted chicken 
and individual-sized portions of 
food sold with utensils except 
where packaged by a third-party), 
either on or off-premises,” reads the 
proposed ordinance. 

The purpose of the temporary tax 
relief is to help Nomeites provide for 
their families this winter while cop- 
ing with increased household costs 
due to an abrupt increase in fuel 
prices, the proposed ordinance states. 
The 2009 grocery sales tax exception 
will cover a shorter period than the 
City’s grocery sales tax exceptions in 
2006 (Jan. 15 -May 15) and this year 
(Jan. 15-June 30). 

On the advice of the City attorney, 
the Council postponed until Jan. 12, 
2009 the second reading of an ordi- 
nance to amend a previous ordinance 
authorizing a second amendment to 
an agreement among the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration, the Alaska Municipal Bond 
Bank and the City. 

The proposed ordinance (0-08-10- 
01) authorizes the City to issue its 
Port Revenue Funding Bond 2008 A 
for a maximum of $5 million to re- 
fund the City’s port revenue bond, 
1986 series, fix certain details of 
such bond and provide for related 
matters. The City attorney recom- 
mended postponing action on the or- 
dinance because NOAA is still 
reviewing language proposed by the 
Bond Bank. 

Wind farm on power grid 

Nome Joint Utility System Man- 
ager John Handeland said the new 
wind farm on Banner Peak, a joint 
venture of Bering Straits Native and 
Sitnasuak corps., has been “ener- 
gized” (connected to the power sys- 
tem), and tests are being conducted. 

Handeland also said that this 
week NJUS will switch from the 
new power plant to the old power 
plant for a while to commission a fire 
alarm system. 

Public comments: Seek state 
help for schools’ fuel costs 

Mitch Erickson suggested that 
the Alaska Legislature be asked to 
reimburse schools for abrupt spikes 
in fuel costs that unbalance their 
budgets. For example, he said Nome 
Public Schools had faced an unan- 
ticipated increase of $135,000 in 
fuel costs in 2006 and more recently 
the Nome Board of Education had 
cut the JROTC program to balance 
the NPS budget. Erickson sought ad- 
vice from the Council in formulat-

mile distance between him and his 
family, and the expense of support- 
ing two households.

Feds slash 
pollock catch 


Conservation groups urge cut beyond the 
18.5 percent set for Bering Sea in 2009

The North Pacific Fishery Man- 
agement Council unanimously voted 
to set the 2009 total allowable catch 
(TAC) of Bering Sea pollock at 
815,000 metric tons— the lowest 
level in more than 30 years — at a 
meeting Dec. 13 in Anchorage. 

This is an 1 8 .5 percent drop from 
the 2008 pollock TAC of 1 million 
metric tons. The 2008 TAC de- 
creased 28.3 percent compared to 
2007. The sharp downward trend in 
TACs reflects steep declines in the 
eastern Bering Sea pollock stock in 
recent years. 

The fishery annually yields prod- 
ucts worth as much as $1 billion. 
Pollock harvest revenues are of 
prime importance to the six groups 


that participate in the Western Alaska 
Community Development Quota 
Program, which receives a 10 per- 
cent allocation of the annual pollock 
TAC. Norton Sound Economic De- 
velopment Corp. represents 15 
Bering Strait villages in the CDQ 
program and is eligible to harvest 2.2 
percent of the pollock TAC. In addi- 
tion, NSEDC holds a 37.5 percent 
ownership interest in Glacier Fish 
Co., which harvests 6.22 percent of 
the pollock TAC. 

Council members based their ac- 
tion on findings and recommenda- 
tions from a planning team of federal 
scientists who assured them that the 
Bering Sea pollock stock is not over-

Even in shutdown, permit problems still plague Rock Creek mine 


CEO says financing deal may be in the works for troubled firm

The ceasing of operations at No- 
vaGold’s Rock Creek Mine just out- 
side of Nome has not meant the end 
of headaches for the company when 
it comes to its permits from regula- 
tory agencies. 

In the second week of December 
NovaGold was hit with a notice of 
violation from the state Department 
of Natural Resources and a letter of 
non-compliance from the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

According to Corps of Engineers 
spokesperson Pat Richardson, No- 


vaGold was sent a letter Dec. 9 in- 
forming the company that it was not 
in compliance with its permit. No- 
vaGold Chief Executive Officer and 
President Rick Van Nieuwenhuyse 
said the issue dealt more with a 
housekeeping matter than a physical 
transgression at the site. “It has to do 
with meeting some of the permit 
conditions with culvert installation, 
diverter devices from the power line 
and a plan for minimizing habitat 
loss,” Van Nieuwenhuyse said. “Ap- 
parently we’re late in getting back to 
the Corps of Engineers in where we 


are with them. It’s not that we’re late 
in getting them done, we’re just late 
in getting reports back to them.” 

Richardson said the Corps of En- 
gineers could not comment in detail

Unless vendors arrange shipping, state’s largest newspaper will be unavailable in Bush Alaska by end of month

Unless local vendors pick up the slack, 
Nomeites who like to get a little ink on their 
fingers while reading the Anchorage Daily 
News will soon have to get their quotidian fix 
somewhere beyond the Gold Rush City. 

The state’s largest newspaper will cease 
delivery of its print version to Nome after 


Dec. 28. 

According to Roger Weinfurter, the paper’s 
director of circulation, the Daily News has been 
losing money for some time on shipping copies 
of the paper to Nome. “We’re not happy to 
[cease delivery]; we just didn’t have a choice 
anymore,” he said. “We can’t make it a go 
when we’re shipping at a loss. We’re not going 


to enjoy cutting it.” 

Weinfurter said that even with shipping 
costs easing a bit now that the price of fuel has 
dropped, the cost of shipments still exceeds the 
return on sales. 

Nome isn’t alone. 

Weinfurter said a dozen to 15 Bush commu- 
nities will no longer receive the paper. Some of 


the state’s larger cities, however, will continue 
to receive shipments. “We’re keeping Juneau 
and Fairbanks at this time,” he said. 

It costs the Daily News approximately 
$25 ,000 a month to ship newspapers daily to 
Bush locations. About 1,500 copies are sent

A big 
hole sits in the ground and whether 
or not it is mined, filled or causes 
more damage to the environment is 
anyone’s guess. Regardless of which 
side of the conflict over the mine was 
right it was never going to be any- 
thing but a short-term solution. The 
ability to produce more gold will al- 
ways require digging deeper, dis- 
turbing more of the environment and 
using and storing more dangerous 
chemicals. What is the upside? For a 
few years or possibly decades the 
new gold rush will benefit a corpo- 
ration and a select group of people.

Power Corrupts 

There is an old saying that “Power corrupts and absolute power cor- 
rupts absolutely.” We have seen so much abuse of power and cor- 
ruption in public office this past year that nothing seems to shock us 
anymore. The recent blatant stupidity and brazen arrogance by Illinois 
Governor Blagojevich makes Governor Palin’s Troopergate seem so 
bush league. We’ve been subjected to the Senator Stevens conviction 
and Congressman Young’s Coconut Road episode and we have our 
opinions about the transgressions of our public officials who blame 
everything on the media. 

We can not continue to condone malfeasance and abuse of power 
in government. It is wrong. It can’t be excused or permitted to con- 
tinue.

By necessity, virtue and character 
Nomeites are a resourceful lot and 
rightfully proud of your self-suffi- 
ciency. How self sufficient can you 
really be when a large portion of sur- 
vival relies on fuel shipped in on a 
barge? Each year Nome invests in 
barges of fuel. When that fuel is gone 
a few people have made money, a lot 
have spent it and the tank is empty. 
Same thing next year or next cycle. 
And so on... Hit the market at the 
wrong time and bigger challenges 
lay ahead. I fully understand that 
there are immediate and pressing 
needs that a community must address 
for its survival and to some extent its 
thrival. Short-term solutions are nec- 
essary but the future of a community 
also needs to have mid term and long 
term solutions and not allow the 
pressing needs of the present to pre- 
vent them from thoughtfully looking 
towards the future.

the end of Iditarod and a place to see 
birds passing through. People might 
come to Nome to not only live its 
history and revel in its rugged beauty 
but to also see some of the innova- 
tion and experimentation leading to 
solutions to one of the most complex 
challenges of our time, how to create 
an interactive and renewable energy 
system. Nome is both small enough, 
and large enough, to provide a plat- 
form for just such experimentation. 

I do not pretend to have the solu- 
tions or wish to tell you what to do. I 
am only hoping to challenge the way 
you think about the issues you face. 
What happens with all of the wasted 
heat and energy from Nome’s power 
plant? Is there some way to capture 
and put that energy to use? Could it 
be used to help heat and power a 
green house to grow produce lo- 
cally? Imagine having a wide selec- 
tion of good fruits and vegetables, at 
reasonable prices, year ‘round. Even 
better, imagine that it was mostly the 
result of finding a creative solution 
to a challenging problem. How 
would this kind of thinking impact 
the type of talent Nome could at- 
tract? How would that impact the 


public school? Would becoming a 
center of innovation provide more 
hope and excitement for students and 
possibly provide real encouragement 
for parents to become more en- 
gaged? 

Who are the true innovators? Who 
are the risk- takers? Who are the peo- 
ple who care enough about the com- 
munity and think big enough to turn 
over every rock to find the new gold 
in the Seward Peninsula?

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Official: New flood map could leave property owners all wet

Nome’s Planning Commission wants the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency to 
take another look at its flood insurance rate 
map recently prepared for the city. 

City Building Inspector Pat Hahn presented 
the preliminary maps to the commission at its 
Dec. 2 meeting held at the XYZ Center. Once 
approved by the federal agency, the new maps 
will replace Nome’s first and only floodplain 
map that was produced in 1983. 

Hahn lauded the new map for its clarity when 
compared to the previous version. “It is a horrible, 
horrible map,” he said of the ’83 chart, noting that 
it was often difficult to determine whether certain 
properties were or were not in the floodplain. 

But for all it gains in clarity, Hahn con- 
tends— and the commission agreed— that the 
new map is clearly wrong. 

The map delineates the reach of a 100-year 
flood event, that is flooding of the magnitude 
that could be expected once every 100 years. 
“The 100-year line, quite frankly, looks like a 
1 ,000-year line,” Hahn told the commission. 

Hahn said the revised map will place a corri- 
dor of houses and other buildings in the federally 
defined floodplain which were not included in 
the previous map. The old map drew the 100- 
year flood line roughly along Front Street, 
slightly above the mark reached by the 1974 
flood. The new map, if implemented in its cur- 
rent form, would move that line all the way to 
Third Avenue in many places, Hahn said. 

“We need to do this [lobby FEMA] fairly 
aggressively,” Hahn told the commission. 

According to FEMA, the flood insurance rate 
maps serve the public by allowing people to de- 
termine what properties and locations are at risk 
from flooding. The maps also serve community 
officials as they administer floodplain manage- 
ment regulations and work to mitigate potential 
flood damage. FEMA also notes that lending in- 
stitutions and federal agencies use the maps to 
locate properties that may require flood insur- 
ance when making loans or providing grants. 

Hahn said the new map, if implemented, 
would needlessly create additional costs for 
building or purchasing a house in some areas 
that are in no threat of flood. “People have put 


a lot of money into raising their lots. Roads 
have been raised. We have improved the sea- 
wall. To suddenly have everything back in [the 
flood zone], something’s wrong,” Hahn said. 
“Somebody didn’t do their homework.” 

City Manager Josie Bahnke said at the meet- 
ing the updated maps were received by the city 
on Nov. 19. FEMA provided the preliminary ver- 
sion of the maps so the city could gather com- 
ments to provide back to the federal agency. “The 
review period provides your community with an 
opportunity to identify changes or corrections to 
non-technical information, such as corporate lim- 
its, road names... bridges, and streams labels,” 
reads a letter to Nome Mayor Denise Michels 
from Mark Carey, director of the Mitigation Di- 
vision for FEMA’s Region X office. 

FEMA’s review period for the maps does not 
call for comments on the boundaries of the 
flood zones. 

Hahn said officials at FEMA so far only 
said they would get back to him in response 
to his concerns. 

Nome Bypass Road’s curve 
is officially on the books 

At its Dec. 2 meeting, the commission gave 
its blessing to a new plat for three blocks around 
the Nome Bypass Road. The three blocks cover 
the northeast corner of town where the Bypass 
Road makes a long arcing turn. 

The new plat was necessary to establish the 
right-of-way for the Bypass Road along the 
route it currently runs. Although it’s not obvi- 
ous to the eye since there are no buildings 
there, before the commission’s approval of the 
new plat, the road plowed through the center of 
the block occupying the northeast corner of 
town and clipped the corners of the two blocks 
to the west and south of the corner. 

The request for the new plat came jointly 
from NovaGold and the City of Nome, the two 
entities owning the property covered by the 
three blocks. The whole process was put into 
motion by the state Department of Transporta- 
tion which wanted to determine ownership of 
the land in the area and the right of way before 
it conducts improvements to the road. 

The former right-of-way for the road called 


for a 90-degree intersection at the northeast 
corner. When the road was put in, it wandered 
off its right-of-way path to allow large trucks 
to make the turn. 


The new plat also had to include the creation 
of new lots on the three blocks since the road 
reduced the size of some of the existing lots to 
below the city’s minimum of 5,000 square feet.

One such arrangement was 
worked out for a community in 
Southeast. “Yakutat decided they 
still needed their 10 papers a day,” 
Weinfurter said. 

One Nome retailer said it is 
likely that the Anchorage Daily 
News print edition will still grace its 
shelves. “I can’t imagine not having 
a paper form of the newspaper right 
now,” said Bonanza Express man- 
ager Brenda Menadelook. “I’m as- 
suming, one way or the other, we’ll 
provide the paper.” 

Menadelook said the convenience 


store receives 40 to 70 papers each 
day, selling the daily edition for $1 
and the Sunday paper for $ 1 .75 . “We 
usually have a good clientele that 
come here to get their daily newspa- 
pers,” she said. 

If an alternate arrangement is 
made to get the newspapers to 
Nome, the price to get one in your 
hands will likely climb. “I believe I 
have a clientele that would pay up 
to $5 for a Sunday paper and $3 for 
a daily paper,” Menadelook said. 
“The bottom line is anything you 
want in Nome, you’re going to pay 
more for it. Everything costs more 
to get here.” 

Asked if she would consider 
stocking her shelf with another of the 
state’s daily papers, such as the Fair- 
banks Daily News Miner , Menade- 
look said she doubted a changeover 
would be popular with her cus- 
tomers. “I think people are pretty 
stuck on their Anchorage Daily 
News,” she said.

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Layoffs put former mine workers in tough spot 

One released employee says those retained largely from out of town, NovaGold claims the opposite

Life was looking good for Andrew Kakoona 
in mid November. 

The holiday season was approaching. He 
and his fiancee were set to be married within a 
few weeks. He had a steady job. 

Then came the announcement that 
stunned Nome and turned Kakoona’s world 
upside down — the Rock Creek Mine was 
shutting down operations. Employed as a 
mill room control operator, Kakoona was 
among the 75 employees who were laid off 
by mine operator and owner NovaGold the 
day after Thanksgiving. 

While his job has stopped, the bills and 
other financial obligations remain, and 
Kakoona is now faced with the challenge of 
making ends meet and finding a new job. “I 
thought I was going to have a bright Christ- 
mas, I don’t know now even if I’m going to 
have one,” he said in early December. “I’m 
using that last paycheck to pay December’s 
rent and bills. I’m leaning toward getting help 
from the state.” 

Kakoona, originally from Shishmaref, 


moved to Nome from Fairbanks to try to get a 
job at the mine a year ago. Within a few months 
he was working at Rock Creek as a trainee. 
Eventually, he said he was moved into the po- 
sition of mill room control operator. 

Kakoona said he had heard rumors that the 
mine may be shutting down during his week 
off in mid-November. When he returned to 
work Nov. 24, the bad news was confirmed. 
“Coming off my week off, that was the worst 
time,” he said. “First we heard from fellow em- 
ployees. Later we were called to the break 
room. The general foreman met with us, 
handed us some letters.” 

While the writing was on the wall Monday, 
it wasn’t until Friday that week— the day after 
Thanksgiving— that the decision would be 
made as to who would be sent home and who 
would have a job for a few more weeks to pre- 
pare the mine for shutdown. “They brought us 
in one at a time, telling us who was on the 
skeleton crew,” Kakoona said. 

Kakoona was among those sent home. “The 
majority of skeleton crew are from out of town. 
We were kind of hoping to keep some locals 


with families kept on,” he said. 

NovaGold Chief Executive Officer and 
President Rick Van Nieuwenhuyse disagrees 
with that assessment. 

“As part of our agreement with the underly- 
ing land owners, Bering Straits and Sitnasuak 
Native corporations, we have an obligation to 
hire shareholders where possible,” Van 
Nieuwenhuyse said. “We’ve taken that into 
consideration where we can with the crew. I 
think almost everybody is local.” 

Kakoona also said he was hoping for more 
advance notice of the closure or a bigger sev- 
erance package. He said his severance package 
covered one week. 

Van Nieuwenhuyse said once it was deter- 
mined that the mine’s crusher was not going to 
work in winter conditions and that there was no 
money readily available to remedy the situa- 
tion, keeping the mine open any longer than 
necessary did not make sense. “We decided 
there was no reason to struggle to try and keep 
the mine open,” Van Nieuwenhuyse said. “We 
just wanted to keep an orderly shutdown.” 

As for severance packages offered to em- 


ployees, Van Nieuwenhuyse said the company 
did what it could. “We put together as gener- 
ous of a (severance) package as we could 
offer,” he said. “These are tough times, it was 
not as generous a package as we would have 
liked to offer. It’s a sign of the economic 
times. . . I think people were pleased that we of- 
fered a severance package; you’re not required 
to under the law.” 

The tough economic times have put both 
former employer and employee on the look- 
out for new opportunities. NovaGold is 
scrambling to work out an arrangement with 
its lenders or find new financing. Kakoona 
is searching for a new job. Wishing to stay 
in Nome, he has visited the state Job Serv- 
ice office and has made several inquiries for 
local positions. 

With two sons, both younger than 2, 
Kakoona worries about putting presents under 
the Christmas tree. Despite his troubles, 
Kakoona said one plan will go ahead as sched- 
uled. “Me and my finance are supposed to get 
married next month,” he said. “We had to post- 
pone once before, we won’t do it again.” 


• Rock Creek 
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on an “open enforcement” case. 
Richardson said NovaGold has a 
deadline of Dec. 19 to respond to 
the matter. 

The notice of violation regarding 
the Canadian mining firm’s tailings 
dam that was delivered three days 
after the Army Corps’ letter on Dec. 
12 will require more attention, Van 
Nieuwenhuyse said. “The [notice of 
violation] from the state on the dam 
is more the pressing issue,” Van 
Nieuwenhuyse said. “Whether 
you’re in operation or in closure, 
your water management plan is at the 
center of your operation.” 

According to Jack DiMarchi of 
the DNR’s Large Mine Permitting 
Team, when the mine stopped its 
operations, it also ceased con- 
struction work on its dam. This 
runs afoul of the mine’s permit 
which set forth a schedule for con- 
struction. The dam was only sup- 
posed to exist in its current state 
for a few months as the mine pre- 
pared for production. It is now in 
the first of three stages of con- 
struction that would ultimately 
create a larger structure. 

The main problem, according to 
DiMarchi, is not so much the size of 
the dam, but what it is holding back 
behind it. “More importantly, they 
have a lot of water behind it,” he said. 

The dam is designed not to hold 
water, but to contain tailings, or waste 
rock from the mining operation. Ac- 
cording to Van Nieuwenhuyse, the 
tailings are about 65 percent solid and 
35 percent water. He said the design 
of the dam is such to allow the water 
to evaporate from the system, leaving 
the tailings behind. 


Currently only a minimal amount 
of tailings have been placed in the 
dam. The water, however, has been 
accumulating. “We wanted to put 
tailings in in June,” Van Nieuwen- 
huyse said. “The state wouldn’t let 
us . They made us jump through all 
sorts of hoops to make us comply 
with the permits they issued.” 

Regardless of the reason behind 
the water buildup, the DNR wants 
the issue addressed. “They have two 
options,” DiMarchi said. “Get rid of 
the water or do the engineering to 
change it to a water dam.” 

It appears the mine and DNR will 
work together to accomplish the for- 
mer. DiMarchi said a mine closure 
plan is in the works that will include 
a provision for removing the water 
from behind the dam, treating it and 
then releasing it into the environ- 
ment. “You can’t really quit here and 
leave all that water behind,” he said. 
“Either show us the design of dam is 
sufficient to hold all that water. If 
you don’t want to do that, then you 
need to get rid of the water. We’re 
working with the [Department of En- 
vironmental Conservation] on a plan 
to remove the water.” 

Van Nieuwenhuyse repeatedly 
said the water issue is the mine’s pri- 
mary concern at the moment. “We’ll 
keep working with the state on the 
water management plan,” he said. 
“The water management plan is the 
main area of focus.” 

Mining for funds 

In other news regarding No- 
vaGold, Van Nieuwenhuyse said the 
financially distressed company is con- 
tinuing its search for funding and also 
working with the holder of a $20 mil- 
lion bridge loan that is due Dec. 29. 


“We’re confident we’re getting 
something in place with them, either 
roll it or convert it into a different 
style of loan,” Van Nieuwenhuyse 
said of the lender, Auramet. “At the 
same time, we’re working on a num- 
ber of other financial opportunities. 
There’s lots of different styles of fi- 
nancing out there right now. 

When announcing the shutdown 
of the Rock Creek Mine in late 
November, NovaGold also men- 
tioned the possibility of not repay- 
ing the bridge loan. This 
development gives hope that the 
firm can remain solvent. 

Financial concerns were largely 
behind NovaGold’s decision to in- 
definitely shutdown the Rock Creek 
Mine. An early cold snap also con- 
tributed to the decision, Van 
Nieuwenhuyse said, as the frigid 
temperatures rendered the ore a con- 
sistency that gummed up the mine’s 
crusher. Short on funds, NovaGold 
could not afford to design a solution 
to its crushing problems. 

Van Nieuwenhuyse said No- 
vaGold has received “a lot of ex- 
pressions of interest” in the Rock 
Creek Mine. He said the firm did not 
want to sell the mine at this time. 
“It’s an option to consider, but it’s 
not our preference,” he said. 

Van Nieuwenhuyse said he be- 
lieves with “a bit more invest- 
ment” and modifications to the ore 
crushing circuit, the mine could be 
up and running. However, there is 
no hope for a restart of the opera- 
tion before next summer at the ear- 
liest. “It’s fair to say we’ll keep 
[the mine] on care and mainte- 
nance throughout the winter and 
spring,” he said. 

There is no guarantee the mine 


could ever resume operation. 

As for the operations that did 
occur this fall, Van Nieuwenhuyse 
said the leach tanks— the part of the 
process employing cyanide — were 


just briefly used in the production 
cycle. He said a minute amount of 
cyanide was used, which goes 
through a cyanide destruction 
process in the production circuit.

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Governor’s proposed 2010 budget includes Nome projects

Gov. Sarah Palin announced her proposed 
2010 budget for the state on Monday, and of 
the $1.7 billion included in the administration’s 
capital budget, $9.46 million would be spent 
on projects in and near Nome. 

The governor’s budget is only a proposal. It 
is the state Legislature that decides how much 
is ultimately spent. 

The bulk of the proposed money for Nome 
is slated for roadwork by the state Department 
of Transportation and Public Facilities on 10 
miles of the Nome-Council Highway. More 
than $6.7 million in federal funds is proposed 
for the project, which would cover the area be- 
tween mileposts 62 and 72. 

According to DOT Northern Area Planner 
Patrick Cotter, the project would regrade and 
resurface the approximate 10 miles of the 
highway near its eastern terminus. The proj- 
ect would include clearing to improve sight 
distance, drainage improvements and work 
on the Fox River and Bear Creek bridges. A 
public parking area would also be con- 
structed in the existing right of way at the 
eastern end of the road. 

Cotter said the project is currently in the de- 
sign and environmental phase, and that fund- 
ing for construction is not included in the 
current State Transportation Improvement 
Plan. The earliest the project could go to con- 
struction would be 2010, Cotter said. For that 
to happen, funding would have to be slated for 
the work in the 2010 transportation plan, and 
the environmental and design work would have 
to be already completed. The plan that covers 
2010-2013 is due out next September. 

Another $3.09 million in the administra- 


tion’s proposed budget would be directed to- 
ward the replacement and upgrade 3 .5 miles of 
transmission lines from Nome’s water source 
at Moonlight Springs. According to Nome Joint 
Utility System Manager John Handeland, the 
Legislature provided $2 million in funding to- 
ward the project last year. 

Handeland said the 40-year-old lines are 
predominately 10-inch steel pipes with bell and 
spiggotted joints. Sealed by the compression of 
O-rings, the pipes have suffered numerous 
leaks, Handeland said. He added that inspec- 
tion of the lines showed radial cracking on the 
outside edge of gaskets and raveling on the out- 
side surface of the pipes. The old steel pipes 
would be replaced with high-density polyeth- 
ylene, arctic-grade water mains. 

Handeland said the 3 .5 miles of line to be 
replaced will complete the project back to 
town. Other sections of the water line, such as 
through the airport, were completed while 
other projects were in progress. 

If the funds come through, Handeland said 
both of the project’s two phases would be con- 
structed next summer. 

The proposed funds for the project would 
come from the Alaska Housing Capital Corp., a 
subsidiary created by the Alaska Housing Finance 
Corp. The corporation was originally funded by 
the 2006 Legislature with a $300 million appro- 
priation to AHFC, which in turn created the sub- 
sidiary. Alaska Housing Capital Corp., which held 
$339 million as of mid-November, funds capital 
projects throughout the state with its receipts, ac- 
cording to the governor’s office. 

Other funding proposals in the region 

The proposed capital budget includes 


nearly $4.4 million for a water and sewer sys- 
tem in Stebbins. As proposed, the funding is 
almost split evenly between federal and state 
general funds. 

For Unalakleet, $1.6 million in a mix of 
federal and state funds is proposed for water 
and sewer lagoon improvements. More than 
$1.1 million in federal funds is proposed for 
the replacement of a snow removal equip- 
ment building. 

If the budget were approved as is, Wales 
would receive almost $1.2 million for lagoon 
repair and expansion. The proposal splits the 
burden between state and federal funds 
nearly evenly. 

Nearly $15.9 million is proposed for the ren- 
ovation of Diomede’s K-12 school. Another 
$90,000 would fund a building for snow re- 
moval equipment. 

For Golovin, nearly $253,000 is proposed 
for a water storage tank. Again the funding 
is split almost 50/50 between federal and 
state sources. 

In St. Michael, more than $26,000 is pro- 
posed to complete the Norton Sound commu- 
nity’s piped water and sewer system. 

In Shaktoolik, $81 ,000 would fund upgrades 
to the water and sewer treatment plant as well 
as a compliance study. 

The Palin administration proposes taking $3 
million from the state general fund to combat 
beach erosion in Shishmaref. 

Precarious balance 

Determining how much money the state will 
have to spend in the next fiscal year relies al- 
most solely on forecasts of oil prices. The state 
projects an average price of $74.41 per barrel 


with a production of 665 ,000 barrels per day 
for fiscal year 2010. 

The administration, however, says it is 
basing its budget on an average price per bar- 
rel of $71. If the state forecast of $74.41 is 
accurate, the governor’s budget would leave 
the state with a $388.7 million surplus at the 
end of fiscal 2010. 

Alaska North Slope crude closed at $40.53 
on Dec. 12. The precipitous drop in prices 
from this summer when a barrel fetched over 
$100 more than the current prices has left the 
state looking to its savings to balance the cur- 
rent budget. 

The administration’s proposed budget 
for 2010 of nearly $5.1 billion, which 
counts funds from the Alaska Housing 
Alaska Housing Capital Corp., reflects a 
cut from the current operating budget. The 
state’s general fund spending for 2009 is set 
at $5.25 billion, which does not count the 
$1,200 “resource rebate” handed out to 
each eligible Alaska resident or funds 
placed into savings. 

While agency spending in the proposed 
2010 budget is up about 2 percent, con- 
struction spending would be halved. The 
administration figures its proposed budget 
is cut back by 7 percent compared to the 
2009 numbers. 

“The fall revenue forecast again highlights 
how volatile our revenue cycles can be,” Gov. 
Palin said in a press release.” Working with 
the Legislature, we have made good decisions 
over the past two years— putting money into 
savings accounts and investing in infrastruc- 
ture that will help develop our resources an 
our communities.”

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fished. The planning team found that 
the 2006 year class of pollock, which 
will reach harvestable size in 2010, 
is at least twice as strong as average. 
Based on that information, the coun- 
cil also approved the team’s recom- 
mendation for an increase in the 
catch limit to 1.23 million metric 
tons in 2010. The council’s actions 
are subject to final approval by the 
U.S. Secretary of Commerce. 

The planning team based its rec- 
ommendations in part on hydroa- 
coustic surveys at mid-water levels 
that find younger pollock, on bot- 
tom trawl surveys that find middle- 
aged fish and on data from 
government observers of pollock 
harvests who examine large quanti- 
ties of the fish and collect samples 
for researchers. The council’s Sci- 
entific and Statistical Committee 
and Advisory Panel reviewed and 
endorsed the findings and recom- 
mendations of the planning team. 

Conservationists seek 
tougher measures 

Prior to taking action, the Coun- 


cil received public comments and 
correspondence urging much more 
stringent measures than those rec- 
ommended by the planning team in 
response to the diminishing Bering 
Sea pollock biomass. A letter to the 
Council dated Dec. 2 and signed 
by 24 conservation organizations 
and stakeholder groups, and 63 
marine scientists and professionals 
states, in part: 

“New measures are needed to re- 
verse the decline of the eastern 
Bering Sea pollock stock, which has 
declined an average of 20 percent 
per year since 2003. With the ex- 
ception of the 2006 year class, re- 
cruitment has been poor in recent 
years as well. This year’s hydroa- 
coustic survey results showed a 50 
percent drop since last year, and the 
bottom trawl survey was the second 
worst on record. The stock abun- 
dance is below the BMSY and B40 
percent biomass targets. 

“This is of concern not only for 
pollock stocks and for the pollock 
fishery, but also for the broader 
ecosystem, due to pollock’s role as a 
staple food source for many species 
of marine mammals, sea birds, and

other fish species of economic im- 
portance to the region’s fishermen. 
Pollock as a forage fish off western 
Alaska has been likened to the roll 
of krill in the southern Ocean. Its 
critical importance to the Bering 
Sea food web means that this de- 
cline has had severe implications 
for Alaska native villages and fish- 
ing communities.” The letter urged 
the council to take the following ac- 
tions: (1) substantially reduce the 
Bering Sea pollock TAC; (2) sus- 
pend the pollock roe fishery; and (3) 
establish marine reserves. 

In public comments at the coun- 
cil meeting, Dr. Christoper Krenz, 
North Pacific project manager for 
Oceana, and George Pletnikoff, 


Alaska oceans campaigner for 
Greenpeace USA, echoed concerns 
expressed in the letter from conser- 
vation groups and marine scientists. 
Both urged the council to set the 
2009 TAC for Bering Sea pollock at 
458,000 metric tons. 

Pletnikoff, who was born and 
raised on St. George Island, also 
asked the Council to suspend the 
roe fishery and establish marine re- 
serves. “We need to establish no- 
take marine reserves or marine 
cultural heritage zones to protect 
critical habitat,” he said. He said he 
would submit a petition signed by 
more than 18,500 persons asking 
the council to lower the TAC for 
Bering Sea pollock. 


Krenz told the council there is a 
50 percent chance that pollock fish- 
ing pressure is too high to maintain 
the ecosystem. “There is little buffer 
for a climate anomaly,” he added. “In 
other regions when the biomass was 
down, a climate anomaly has led to 
a crash.” Oceana is an international 
environmental advocacy group for 
ocean protection and restoration. 

Several council members ac- 
knowledged the input they received 
in the letter from conservation or- 
ganizations and marine scientists, 
and some said they appreciate the 
comments made by Krenz and Plet- 
nikoff, but they expressed faith in the 
scientific information provided to 
them by the planning team.

There was a man sent from God, whose name was John. He came as a wit- 
ness to testify to the light, so that all might believe through him. He himself 
was not the light, but he came to testify to the light. 

This is the testimony given by John when the Jews sent priests and Levites 
from Jerusalem to ask him, “Who are you?” He confessed and did not deny 
it, but confessed, “I am not the Messiah.” And they asked him, “What then? 
Are you Elijah?” He said, “I am not.” “Are you the prophet?” He answered, 
“No.” Then they said to him, “Who are you? Let us have an answer for those 
who sent us. What do you say about yourself?” He said, “I am the voice of 
one crying out in the wilderness, ‘Make straight the way of the Lord,’” as the 
prophet Isaiah said. Now they had been sent from the Pharisees. They asked 
him, “Why then are you baptizing if you are neither the Messiah, nor Elijah, 
nor the prophet?” John answered them, “I baptize with water. Among you 
stands one whom you do not know, the one who is coming after me; I am not 
worthy to untie the thong of his sandal.” This took place in Bethany across 
the Jordan where John was baptizing (1 John 6-8; 19-28). 

In the Gospel of John, the writer of John makes it clear that John (the Bap- 
tist) was not the Messiah, but came to testify to the light. By testifying to the 
light, he is making the path straight for when Jesus begins his ministry. How 
many of us have had the opportunity to testify - to tell our faith story to an- 
other person. How did you come to know Jesus? How did you come to know 
God? How did you come to be in church this very day? Is there a key per- 
son in your life who brought you to church earlier in life? How has God been 
present in times of challenge or celebration? How is God present in your life 
today? 

Advent is a special time during the year when we prepare our hearts for the 
coming of Christ. It is also a good time for us to remember what drew us to 
God in the first place. If we could tell someone our faith story, what would 
we say? In this world where it is easy to just focus on ourselves; are we tak- 
ing the time to truly consider how God is at work in our lives? If so, are we 
sharing or testifying to that work in our lives? Take time this holiday season 
to share your testimony and help prepare the way of the Lord - just as John 
did.

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Piligrim Hot Springs back in church’s hands

The Catholic Bishop of Northern Alaska has 
regained control over a piece property it has 
owned since 1917 after a judge freed Pilgrim 
Hot Springs of a 99-year lease held by Pilgrim 
Hot Springs Ltd. 

CBNA had tried to rescind the lease for a 
long time as church administrators felt that Pil- 
grim Hot Springs Ltd. hasn’t kept its end of a 
lease deal to develop the property’s geothermal, 
agricultural or tourism potential. 

In February, CBNA filed for Chapter 11 of 
the federal bankruptcy code when faced with a 
multitude of victims who claimed sexual abuse 
at the hands of priests and church workers in a 
time span between 1960s and 1980s. 


As part of the reorganization, CBNA filed a 
motion to legally rescind and default the hot 
springs property and get its rights to develop 
back from Pilgrim Hot Springs Ltd. 

According to Tom Buzek, CBNA’s business 
administrator, Pilgrim Hot Springs Ltd. also 
filed a creditor’s claim. In court, the company 
did not insist on keeping the lease, Buzek said. 

The court then officially and legally re- 
scinded the lease on Dec. 5. “This is an excit- 
ing development,” Buzek said. “We now have 
an opportunity to develop this property to its 
full potential and possibly serve the long-term 
energy needs of communities in the area.”

NovaOold gets reprieve on 
$20M loan repayment date

In the airtight credit market of this 
economic recession, the owner and 
operator of the Rock Creek mine has 
wiggled itself a little breathing room. 

NovaGold Resources Inc. an- 
nounced Dec. 19 that its due date 
to repay a $20 million bridge loan 
has been extended a couple of 
months. With the original deadline 
of Dec. 29 looming, the firm’s only 
producing mine suspended and no 
new source of cash apparent, No- 
vaGold appeared headed for a fi- 
nancial meltdown. 

The deadline extension from Au- 
ramet Trading LLC to March 13, 
2009 will give NovaGold more time 
to resolve its financial shortfalls. 
“We are pleased to have been able to 


have worked flexibly with Auramet 
to extend the bridge loan facility,” 
said NovaGold President and Chief 
Executive Officer Rick Van 
Nieuwenhuyse in a press release. 
“This extension provides the time for 
the company to continue discussions 
with a variety of interested parties to 
address NovaGold’s funding needs 
to advance our development stage 
projects in 2009.” 

While the announcement means 
NovaGold will have more time to 
put its finances in order, it offers no 
prediction as to the fate of the Rock 
Creek mine just outside of Nome. 
NovaGold announced its suspension 
of operations at the open-pit mine

Utility making deals with late 
payers, including Rock Creek

Nome’s utility provider has been 
making special payment plans with 
some ratepayers to clean up past 
electric bills. 

Last week, utility manager John 
Handeland told the Nome Joint Util- 
ity System board that he was meet- 
ing with NovaGold Resources and 
the City’s attorney to make a similar 
payment plan with the mining com- 
pany after the gold diggers ran out of 
money to run Alaska Gold operations 
at the Rock Creek Mine. The com- 


pany, under duress from environ- 
mental rule compliance and financial 
pressures, would make weekly pay- 
ments on its bill. 

The shutdown took away hopes 
and extensive effort in working out a 
power supply agreement that would 
have helped ease fixed generation 
costs for the average small consumer. 
NJUS needs to settle this payment 
issue to revise its budget and get on 
with making the 2010 spending year

Dear Editor, 

As a plaintiff in the lawsuit against 


the Army Corp of Engineers over 
their process for permitting the Rock 
Creek Mine a number of folks have 
asked me how I feel about the shut- 
down of the mine. 

Mostly I just feel sad. Sad, of 
course, for the folks from our region 
who found themselves so suddenly 
without a job. But even more sad that 
the entire process wasn’t undertaken 
properly from the outset, with a real- 
istic understanding of the costs of 
building a safe and functional mine 
in the north. Nome’s history and 
landscape is already littered with 
enough overly optimistic and finan- 
cially misguided mining adventures. 

During their first season of con- 
struction I, like others, heard a num- 
ber of first and second-hand stories 
of rushed work, used equipment, lax 
safety standards, outside engineers 
ignoring local knowledge of how to 
build in the north, and the general 
cutting of quality to meet a produc- 
tion schedule. They’d promised us a 
“showcase” mine, but did not appear 
to be building one. 

This season saw new management 
and a lot of improvements. Knowl- 
edgeable mining people have told me 
how much they respect the efforts of 
Jim Mallory to help this mine meet 
both environmental and profitable 
operational standards. Perhaps if he 
had been in charge from the outset 


the mine would still be running. 
What he inherited, however, was a 
mine that insiders admitted to me, 
“would never be allowed to operate 
in the lower 48.” It certainly seems 
to me that the people of Nome de- 
serve the same health and environ- 
mental protections as other 
Americans. 

Perhaps it will be determined that 
Nome just doesn’t have the gold re- 
sources to support industrial scale 
mining in today’s economy, but that 
has never stopped the small scale in- 
dependent miners who continue to 
operate here. I have always admired 
the rugged determination of Nome’s 
family of miners, and I cheer every 
time I see one of the small and in- 
ventive floating dredges go by. 

The Rock Creek Mine may still 
come back on-line, but it seems to 
me Nova Gold will need to do what 
they failed to do the first time: pro- 
duce a fiscally responsible business 
plan that knowledgeably and realisti- 
cally factors-in all the challenges of 
operating in the north, and includes 
our community’s right to safety and 
environmental standards equal to 
those of the rest of the country. 

Hoping for a healthy and prosper- 
ous New Year for Nome.

Under the lease agreement, Pil- 
grim Hot Springs Ltd. was supposed 
to develop the hot springs’ geother- 
mal, agricultural and tourism poten- 
tial. The group, however, did not 
achieve much with the property. 

According to Arthur E. Neuman, 
a Washington, D.C., attorney and the 
Secretary-Treasurer and Director of 
Pilgrim Hot Springs Ltd., a number 
of factors made it impossible for his 
company to develop the site. “The 
reason Pilgrim Springs Ltd. did not 
contest the lease before the bank- 
ruptcy court was because the lease 
over the years and since 1969 con- 
tained a self-defeating provision 
which made it impossible for Pilgrim 
Springs to raise development funds 
to proceed with converting the geot- 
hermal resource to a profitable ven- 
ture for both the church as the 
landlord and Pilgrim Springs Ltd. as 
the tenant,” Neuman wrote in a fax 
to The Nome Nugget. 

Pilgrim Springs Ltd. contends that 
the percentage the church was to 
gain off any geothermal or other nat- 
ural resource development at the 


property was too high, making it too 
costly to develop projects or find in- 
vestors to do so. 

While it did not contest the elimi- 
nation of its lease before the court, 
Pilgrim Springs Ltd. is not out of the 
picture yet. It has filed a proof of 
claim against the church asking for 
nearly $2.9 million for what it con- 
siders a breach of the lease terms. 
The requested damages cover rental 
payments made since Nov. 1, 1969, 
capital improvements, and repair and 
maintenance of buildings and 
grounds at the site. The majority of 
the claim, $2 million, is attributed to 
five geothermal wells drill in a joint 
venture between Pilgrim Springs 
Ltd. and the state from 1979 to 1983. 

“Pilgrim [Springs Ltd.] believes 
the church should not, under the cir- 
cumstances, reap the harvest of Pil- 
grim’s efforts in developing the site 
to a potential geothermal resource, 
especially when Pilgrim was on the 
verge of developing the geothermal 
resource even though its develop- 
ment would cost almost $100 mil- 
lion,” Neuman wrote. 

The geothermal potential became 
the center of attention as high energy 


costs forced Alaska authorities to ex- 
plore alternative energy potentials 
around the state. 

Buzek said CBNA had applied for 
a state grant to conduct a thorough 
exploration study on where exactly 
the source of the hot springs lies. 
Much of how the area can be used 
will hinge on the outcome of the 
study —if the grant is awarded. “First 
we need to determine where the 
source is,” Buzek said. “And that 
will determine what the highest and 
best use of the property is.” 

Geothermal development is not 
the only area of potential for the site. 
Pilgrim Hot Springs also has a his- 
toric value as the church built a 
boarding school and orphanage when 
the influenza pandemic of 1918 left 
many children without parents. Ac- 
cording to CBNA, the orphanage 
closed in the early 1940s and many 
buildings still remain. The property 
was listed on the National Register 
of Historic Places in 1977. 

Buzek said that CBNA would 
announce a request for proposals 
by the end of January 2009 on 
how to develop the Pilgrim Hot 
Springs property.

Nov. 24 after experiencing a variety of prob- 
lems getting the mine to full production. A 
shortage of cash, struggles to meet permitting 
requirements, an electrical failure in the mill 
and a crusher that could not handle the consis- 
tency of the ore in cold weather all contributed 
to the decision to suspend production. 

“We realized that after sending a couple of 
experts to take a look at the crushing circuit and 
deciding it was not going to operate during 


winter, that there was no reason to struggle to 
try and keep the mine open,” Van Nieuwen- 
huyse said in an interview Dec. 15. 

In light of the mine’s suspension, No- 
vaGold said in a press release that it would 
shift its focus primarily to its development 
properties, in particular the Donlin Creek 
prospect near the Kuskokwim River with 
partner Barrick Gold. 

Van Nieuwenhuyse said with a little more fi- 
nancing, particularly in regard to the crusher, 
the Rock Creek mine could be up and running 


again. However, he also said the mine would 
not resume operation again before the summer. 
At this point, there is no guarantee that the 
mine will again start up at all. 

NovaGold’s extension of its loan due date 
will come at a cost. The interest rate on the 
amount of principal remaining to be paid after 
Dec. 29 will rise from an annual rate of 12 to 
15 percent. Auramet will also receive a fee 
equal to 6 percent of the remaining principal 
after Dec. 29. 

As part of the agreement between the 


lender and NovaGold, Auramet can convert 
the balance of the loan to NovaGold com- 
mon shares for $1.53 Canadian per share. 
The original deal had set out a price of $12 
Canadian per share. The exercise price of 
the 750,000 warrants issued with the bridge 
loan will also be set at a new price of $1 .53 
Canadian from the initial $7.18 Canadian. 
NovaGold will issue an additional 1 million 
common share purchase warrants with a 
term of two years at an exercise price of 
$1 .53 Canadian.

plan. The board plans to sharpen their 
pencils and get together on budget 
work at the end of this month. 

NJUS built a transmission line 
along Glacier Creek Road with a ca- 
pacity to feed 5 megawatts of power 
into the mine. That NovaGold carried 
cost on the pay-as-you-go plan is not 
an issue, according to Handeland. 

But that is not the good news. 
Eighteen wind turbines are loom- 
ing, literally, on the horizon and 
spinning out power that goes down 
the side of Newton Peak into the 
utility grid at the roadside. The tall 
wind generators, run by Banner 
Wind Farm, in spinning free wind 
into kilowatts, offer promise of a 
long-term solution to costly electric 
power generation that now relies on 
high-priced diesel fuel. 

“The power that comes out of that 
operation seems to be steady, good 
power,” Handeland told the board 
members. 

The operation has controls on 
computers in the NJUS offices and in 
the manufacturer’s offices in Col- 
orado that enable the system to be 
separated from NJUS generating op- 
eration in the case of malfunction. A 
radio link will further enhance the 
“fail-safe” connection. 


“If there is a malfunction, the con- 
nection can be shut down immedi- 
ately so there will be no back feed 
into the grid,” Jerald Brown told the 
panel. The radio link will supply a 
finger-on-the-button control for sep- 
arating the power plant from the 
wind farm. Brown is the head of 
Bering Strait Development Corp. 
which put together the co-investment 
of Sitnasuak and Bering Strait Native 
corporations. Currently, the group is 
seeking funding for additional wind 
generators. Brown said that the oper- 
ation would need three local em- 
ployees. The formal ribbon cutting 
on the project was slated for mid- 
January. The generators that look like 
windmills stand tall in plain sight 
from Nome-Teller Highway on New- 
ton Peak near the old Glacier Creek 
Road turnoff. Look to the left. They 
have red lights on them. 

Work is ongoing with the City’s 
attorney to write a power purchase 
agreement with Banner Wind Farm. 
BWF plans to put up a Web site for 
public information on the project. 

In other good news, the gover- 
nor’s preliminary budget shows $3 
million to add to a couple of million 
received last year for renewing and 
upgrading the Moonlight Springs 
water transmission line, bringing the 
cool, clear beverage of choice into 


Nome households. 

In other business, Handeland re- 
ported to the board that NJUS would 
borrow money from City of Nome to 


finance fuel for utility generators. 
Fuel prices have pushed the need be- 
yond bonding limits that would need 
to come from higher interest loan 


sources. The loan from the City will 
carry a break in interest, but will 
yield higher interest to the City than 
would come from usual investments.

Nome Kennel Club pulls hook on new season

Nome Kennel Club took off on 
the 2009 sled dog sport season Dec. 
17 when a quorum convened at City 
Hall for the club’s annual meeting. 

NKC, first organized in 1907, 
has been holding sled dog races the 
larger number of years over the 
past century. The contests, under- 
lying heavy betting in earlier years, 
have ranged in length from several- 
mile weekly runs on winter Sun- 
days to the 408-mile, $100,000 
purse All Alaska Sweepstakes Race 
held last year, to participating in 
the annual long-distance Iditarod 
Trail Sled Dog Race. 

Last week the club took stock of 
resources following the Sweepstakes 
effort that handed out a $100,000 
purse to winner Mitch Seavey of 
Sterling. A lion’s share of that prize 
money came from club fundraisers, 
including raffles and sales of the gold 
put on the line for entries in running 
of the 1983 All Alaska Sweepstakes. 

According to NKC board chair 
Mike Owens, purse and logistics 
for the March 2008 race to the 
abandoned mining town of Candle 
and back did not exhaust the 
club’s treasury. 

He estimated that the club has 
$21,000 in its general account and 
about $13,000 in a separate ac- 
count for fundraising. The club 
kept separate accounting for the 
AAS race funds. 

“The Nome Kennel Club is still 
very financially solvent and ready to 
move forward,” Owens said. 


Volunteers at checkpoints, volun- 
teer pilots and other help for logistics 
and the banquet celebration helped 
the club put on the race and stay in 
the black ink. “With the help of spon- 
sors and many willing participants, 
we came out positive,” Owens said. 
“We look forward to moving the club 
in a positive direction and do [AAS] 
again in less than 25 years.” 

The club has garnered money 
from several directions for the AAS 
race and other activities, member H. 
Connor Thomas told the group, giv- 
ing a report on AAS accounts. 
Donors included Sitnasuak Native 
Corp., City of Nome, Nome Bar 
Owners Association, Nome Chamber 
of Commerce, and $3,000 from an 
anonymous donor added to proceeds 
from a gaming license. Gold sales 
brought in $34,876.42. The All 
Alaska Sweepstakes Queen Contest 
added around $47,000 that was dis- 
tributed to race runners-up, accord- 
ing to Leo Rasmussen. 

The NKC has not set the schedule 
and plans for the 2009 local racing 
season and is looking for input from 
mushers. According to Owens, 
mushers in Unalakleet are looking 
for a one-way race from that Norton 
Sound village to Nome in 2010 and 
already have some financial backing. 

“That could be a neat race, and it 
could be a blast from hell, depend- 
ing on the time of year,” Owens ob- 
served. In past Iditarod races, 
mushers have faced savage weather 
on the sea ice outside of the Un- 
alakleet checkpoint. 


In other business, the club members: 

• Discussed ways to get club news 
out to members. “I think the club 
needs a regular way, like e-mail, to 
get information out so that mem- 
bers know what is going on,” 
Kirsten Bey said. 

• Enjoyed photos of the AAS Candle 
Checkpoint activity screened by 
NKC member and Junior Iditarod 
veteran Melissa Owens. 

• Made plans to alert members to the 
current risk of injury to dogs from 
foxtails growing around dog lots and 
present in bedding straw. The barbed 
plant parts burrow into dogs’ legs 
and bodies causing abscesses. Sev- 
eral suggested finding a selective 
herbicide that would kill foxtails and 
leave other vegetation. 

• Elected Sandra Medearis for an 
expired board seat held by Cari 
Miller. Current board members are 
Owens as president, founding 
member Howard Farley as first 
vice-president, Erica Pryzmont as 
second vice-president, and 
Medearis. The board will appoint 
new members to replace unexpired 
terms of Pryzmont, who wishes to 
step down, and Robert Stever, who 
moved out of town, according to 
Owens. When the full board is set, 
it will elect officers. 

NKC meets first Thursdays of the 
month at 5:30 p.m. in room D27 in 
the basement of the post office build- 
ing on Front Street. The public is in- 
vited. A person does not have to be a 
dog musher to join NKC. “We need 
all the help we can get,” Owens said.

Fish and Game opens winter moose season for 8 bulls 

Musk ox hunts also to open under new rules for hunters along Nome ’s road system at start of new year

The Alaska Department of Fish 
and Game released an emergency 
order last week opening a winter bull 
moose hunt in Unit 22(D). 

Only 39 of the quota of 47 bulls 
in the southwest and Kuzitrin River 
drainage portions of Unit 22(D) were 
harvested during the fall season that 
ran Sept. 1-14. To meet the quota, 
ADF&G will open a hunt in those 
portions of the unit for the remaining 
eight antlered moose on Jan. 1 . 

The registration permit hunt is 
only open to Alaska residents. Those 
participating must obtain a permit at 
the Nome ADF&G office. The hunt 
is set to close on Jan. 31 or by emer- 
gency order when the eight bulls 
have been harvested. 

Those who harvested a moose in 
the fall hunt are ineligible for the 
winter hunt. Also, only one moose 
per season is permitted to be har- 
vested by any one household in the 
area. ADF&G Area Biologist Tony 
Gorn said the household limit is 
unique to the area and was imple- 
mented by Fish and Game’s Local 
Advisory Committee. 

A musk ox hunt under new rules 
will also be opening Jan. 1 in several 
portions of Unit 22. While the musk 


ox season has been open in more re- 
mote portions of the unit since Au- 
gust, the January opening will make 
the hunts more open to those along 
Nome’s road system. 

In a departure from past hunts, the 
musk ox hunt is now much like the 
moose hunt. Alaska residents can 
now hunt musk ox by registration 
permit rather than the restrictive Tier 
II permit which awards hunts on a 
point system. “Any Alaskan who 
wants to play by a certain set of rules 
can get a permit now,” Gorn said. 

The quota and requirements of the 
hunt differ throughout portions of the 
unit. Consult the 2008-2009 Alaska 
Hunting Regulations or contact the 
Nome ADF&G office for details. 

The musk ox permit does not con- 
tain the same one-animal per house- 
hold harvest provision. 

Those wishing to participate in 
the registration permit hunt for 
musk ox must register by Dec. 31. 
Hunters cannot have both a moose 
and musk ox registration permit at 
the same time. 

The ADF&G Nome office is lo- 
cated on the south side of Front 
Street west of the Wells Fargo 
Bank. Its telephone number is (907)

My first winter in Nome made 
me a sourdough, but it also 
nearly made me a living skeleton. 
There were several periods of as 
long as three days when I did not 
eat. This was nobody’s fault but 
my own. There was no reason 
for anyone to starve in Nome or 
any other part of Alaska. Anyone 
would gladly share his food for 
the asking. But I had the stub- 
born pride of a youth in his early 
twenties. I just couldn’t bring 
myself to admit to anyone that I 
was hungry. I had borrowed 
money running up into the hun- 
dreds of dollars to play poker, but 
to ask for money for food— that 
was different. It seems silly now, 
but it didn’t then. 

I would not have remained in 


Nome that first winter of 1906- 
07, but I thought I had a steady 
job. Beverley B . Dobbs, the pho- 
tographer, kept me only a few 
weeks until the first rush of visi- 
tors on the June and July boats 
was over. He had a first-rate 
young lady assistant. She had 
experience in the finer points of 
developing prints, which I did 
not, and Mrs. Dobbs too, could 
help if necessary. Mrs. Dobbs, I 
might add, was about the most 
beautiful woman in Nome and 
Nome’s women did not lack pul- 
chritude, either. 

When Dobbs tied the can to 
me, I was sorry I had not signed 
on for the return trip of the 
Steamer Ohio. After she had 
stove a hole in her bow, she lay 


in the roadstead for nearly a 
month trying to recruit a crew to 
take her back to Seattle. The 
offer of double wages finally en- 
abled her to fill out her comple- 
ment of men with disappointed 
gold seekers and others unable to 
find work. She arrived safely in 
Seattle after what, they tell me, 
was a somewhat hectic voyage. 

When Dobbs let me go, the 
Ohio had just sailed. It was too 
late for me to get Outside that 
way. However I picked up a job 
sooner than I expected. 

I had worked my way through 
college— as far as I had gone— 
by driving a laundry wagon. At 
one time I had a monopoly of 
practically all of the laundry 
work at the University of Wash- 
ington and was making more 


money than some professors. 

In Nome I had become ac- 
quainted with a driver for the 
local laundry. He had taken 
somewhat of a fancy for me and 
when he learned that I had expe- 
rience in the laundry business he 
spoke to the proprietors of the 
laundry. The result was, I was 
furnished a wagon and horse and 
went to work on commission. 

My patron, a good-natured 
Swede, whose kindness I will 
never forget, gave me part of his 
route and I succeeded in picking 
up enough extra business so that, 
with my liberal commission, I 
was doing right well. In fact, I 
did so well that the proprietor, 
who had charge of soliciting and 
collecting, told me that he could 


use me all winter if I cared to re- 
main. 

I’ll never forget the day the last 
boat left. I knew I would be up 
there in the “Frozen North” cut 
off from all my friends and rela- 
tives for at least eight months. It 
made me feel pretty blue. 

I found a fellow sufferer in a 
young male stenographer for one 
of the big mercantile companies. 
We decided to drown our grief in 
the flowing bowl. I seldom 
touched whiskey, but as my com- 
panion was ordering Bourbon, I 
decided to follow his example. 
We made the rounds of the sa- 
loons on Front Street and were 
ready to repeat the journey when 
I passed out. 

I think we were about to en- 
gage in a game of pool. This, of 
itself, indicated my condition. 
My friend, the stenographer, was 
one of the best cue artists on the 
Seward Peninsula. Suddenly 
everything turned black and I did 
a dive under the pool table. 

They took me home— so they 
told me — in one of the little 
pushcarts that Nome merchants 
used to bring up merchandise 
from their storehouses or the 
wharf— part of the wharf was 
still standing then, although the 
ice pack had taken out the greater 
part of it the previous year. 

I had been buying whiskey 
with gold and receiving silver 
dollars in change. Consequently, 
my pockets were loaded with 
cartwheels. When they carried 
me up the stairs to my room, feet 
first, the silver fell out and the 
boys wisely decided that “white 
money” was made only to be 
spent. 

When I awoke the next morn- 
ing, I found some gold remaining 
in my clothes, but no silver. That 
had been used to finance the re- 
mainder of the celebration, my 
friends assured me. 

I worked several weeks after 
the boats went out. Then one 
day, without warning, the boss 
told me I was through. Business 
had not held up as well as he had 
expected and he had decided to 


take over the wagon himself. 
The miners had gone to the 
creeks to build up their dumps 
for spring sluicing and only the 
townspeople were left. When the 
boys returned for supplies they 
would bring in tremendous bun- 
dles of dirty clothes, but these 
trips were infrequent. Most of 
the miners would not be back for 
six weeks, in time for the first 
mail from the south. 

That left me “out on a limb.” 
Everyone had hired their help be- 
fore the boats left. Only death 
created vacancies. I might add 
that residents of Nome were dis- 
gustingly healthy. 

To make matters worse, not 
anticipating such a calamity, I 
had not been careful of my 
money and when the blow fell I 
was practically broke. 

This was really due to an am- 
bitious attempt to become an 
Alaska millionaire at the stud 


poker table. I had done fairly 
well, considering I was an ama- 
teur up against some of the best 
poker players on the American 
continent. 

Then one night I met my Wa- 
terloo through the medium of 
three little deuces. That game 
will always stand out in my 
memory. 

I had drawn deuces “back to 
back.” My third card was an ace. 

That looked pretty good to me. 
I figured I might make “aces up” 
so, although the pot was tilted 
several hundred dollars by a 
player on my right, I stayed. 

My confidence seemed justi- 
fied. The next card was a deuce. 
My pair of deuces was the only 
pair showing. There was another 
ace in sight, but the man who had 
raised had only a jack for his 
high card. 

I thought I had a cinch, so I bet 
right out. They all folded except 
the man with the jack. He was 
content, this time, to just see me. 
He hesitated for a moment in 
doing that. 

The next two cards dropped. I 
got a face card and my opponent 
got another jack. 

My heart sank right through 
my boots. I had figured him for 
jacks, back to back, when he saw 
my last bet. However, he could 
have made two pair and when he 
shoved in his stack I dug down in 
my pockets for every cent I had 
and called him. Sure enough, he 
had drawn out on me on the last 
card and showed three jacks. . . 

That game let me a financial 
cripple. There were several thou- 
sand dollars in the pot. When my 
job blew up, I had eight months 
of idleness, in the most expensive 
town in the world, ahead of me. 

The proprietors of the laundry, 
realizing, I supposed that I had 
been given a raw deal, offered 
me extra work inside on rush 


days when a lot of miners would 
come to town and want their 
work done in a hurry. 

I was a pretty fair laundryman 
when it came to soliciting busi- 
ness, but as an inside worker I 
was not so hot. Especially not as 
an ironer. I couldn’t run the col- 
lar machine, so they put me at 
work with the women hand- 
ironers who did ladies lingerie. 
These women, mostly middle- 
aged or older, were Swedish and 
they had a lot of fun talking 
about me in their native tongue. 

We had a red-hot stove, in the 
center of the room, and tremen- 
dous one-piece hand irons which 
were placed in a rack against the 
belly of the stove. The irons 
weighed something less than a 
ton, with the result that most of 
the women had overdeveloped 
forearms that would have been 
creditable to blacksmiths. 

When the men came in from 


the creeks, the merchants and the 
women in the Stockade had a 
pickup in business. Shirtwaists 
were being worn those days, too, 
so the ironers had plenty to do. 

My finish as an ironer came 
one day when I was doing an ex- 
pensive bit of lingerie. One of 
the old women said something to 
me that I did not quite hear. I 
asked her to repeat her remark 
and stood there with the hot iron 
motionless for a few seconds. 
That is fatal. The trick in han- 
dling those massive pieces of 
ironware, heated to a near red is 
to keep them moving constantly. 
By the time my nose had in- 
formed me that I was in trouble, 
the iron had scorched the delicate 
garment beyond repair. It took 
nearly my whole week’s wage’s 
to pay for the damage and when 
the next rush of work came they 
neglected to call me. 

The weeks between then and 
Christmas were long ones and I 
had to draw in my belt several 
times. Only the kindness of my 
Swedish laundryman friend 
saved me from starvation. He 
gave me bills to collect on com- 
mission; bills that he could just 
as well have collected himself. 
He seemed to realize that I would 
not take charity, although the 
work he gave me was really a 
form of it. I never spent a more 
blue Christmas— before or since. 

After the first year, things 
began to look a little better. 
Some of the miners with whom I 
had played pool and poker 
sensed that I was having a pretty 
hard time of it and a couple of 
them asked me to go out to the 
creeks with them and do their 
cooking. 

It was a monotonous life, but it 
at least provided food and shel- 
ter. The boys worked all day

down in the hot muck made by 
the steam drills with which they 
thawed out the frozen ground, 
then came up into a temperature 
of about 50 below zero. They 
were dead tired at night. There 
was little conversation and only 
an occasional game of pitch or 
frog solo. 

We would get tired of looking 
at each other. One of the fellows 
had a St. Louis newspaper sent 


those who did not like him that 
he had been with Soapy Smith’s 
gang down at Skagway. I rather 
doubt this, although, from my ex- 
perience with him, I found him 
not to be overburdened with 
scruples and his ideas of newspa- 
per ethics was well illustrated by 
his nickname, “Big Mitt.” 

There were three newspapers 
in Nome at that time: The Gold- 
digger , the Nome Nugget , and a 
labor paper controlled by the In-

him. They would come in big 
bundles. I read every word, ad- 
vertisements and all. Guess that 
is why, ever since, I have been a 
St, Louis ball fan although I have 
never set foot in that city. 

I’ll never forget one week 
when— provisions running 
low— the boys decided to go into 
town and stock up. I made out a 
list and they left, intending to 
come back the following day. 

That night a tremendous bliz- 
zard came up. It was a week be- 
fore the boys could get back to 
the claim. I was down to canned 
beans and hardtack when they fi- 
nally arrived. I have never since 
cared for canned beans. 

When I attended college, I had 
done some correspondence for 
one of the city dailies and one 
summer had worked as a cub on 
an afternoon sheet. I had told the 
boys about my experience as a 
newspaper man. One of them 
had been talking with Stevens, 
editor and proprietor of the 
Nome Goldigger, more famil- 
iarly known as “Big Mitt” Steve. 

Stevens was an unusual char- 
acter. He was more than six feet 
tall, but with narrow shoulders 
and long spindley legs. He had a 
paunch that caused him to appear 
as though he had swallowed a 
good-sized watermelon. 

I do not know where Stevens 
came from. There was a rumor 
around Nome, circulated by 


dustrial Workers of the World. 
The Golddigger and Nugget were 
dailies while the labor paper— I 
cannot recall whether it was 
called the News or Record— was 
issued three times a week. Later, 
the Golddigger put out a Sunday 
edition, with the help of a lot of 
outside “boiler plate,” for one 
summer. 

The Nugget was, of course, the 
deadly rival of the Golddigger. 
The editors pulled no punches. 
The Nugget was owned by a cou- 
ple of Australian Irishmen, Mc- 
Grath, I believe, was their last 
name and I think they were 
brothers. Anyhow, I know one of 
them, the editor was named Mc- 
Grath and he was red headed, at 
that. 

I do not remember much about 
the labor paper. It took pot shots 
at everyone, but the two dailies 
largely ignored it. 

When I came to Nome I had 
brought along my cornet. I was 
not then a very good cornet 
player. I was out of practice. At 
the university, when the call went 
out for candidates for the college 
band, out of 20 men, 12 were 
comet players. So the leader ar- 
bitrarily assigned the larger bass 
instruments to a group of us 
would-be cornet virtuosos. I 
drew a tuba. I played that during 
the remainder of my college ca- 
reer. A tuba with its enormous 
mouthpiece is not very con- 


ducive to a cornet lip. Out at the 
creeks, however, I had a good op- 
portunity to practice the cornet 
while the boys were down in the 
mine. 

Therefore, when the boys told 
me that Steve might have a job 
for me, later on, and that the 
Nome Band was holding weekly 
rehearsals, I decided to return to 
town. 

I did pick up a few playing 
jobs with Billy Draper, an old 
time piano player— the kind who 
whangs away with a cigarette 
stuck on his lip. 

I bear a scar today that I re- 
ceived on a trip to one of our mu- 
sical engagements. Billy had a 
job playing for a dance at the 
Bessie Roadhouse, about four 
miles from Nome. One of the 
girls from the Stockade had a 
birthday anniversary and she de- 
cided to celebrate it at the road- 
house which she had rented for 
the occasion. 

There were several better cor- 
net players in Nome than me, but 
they happened to be busy, so 
Billy gave me a chance. We 
went out with his dog team. He 
bundled me up in the sled with 
my cornet case, music rack, and a 
small keg of beer that Billy was 
taking out. 


We had passed the laundry and 
were going around the small hill 
on the other side when suddenly 
the sled swerved and tipped over. 
I was unable to protect myself 
because of the robes in which I 
was encased. I rolled halfway 
down the hill. 

I got up and helped Billy right 
the sled and pick up the cornet 
and the keg which had chased me 
down the slope. 

When we started again, Billy, 
who rode the runners, would take 
an occasional peak at my nose 
which was exposed to a tempera- 
ture of better than 40 below. He 
told me that my face was covered 
with blood. I did not feel any 
pain at all, but when we arrived 
at the roadhouse and the heat 
began to get in its work, I found 
that my cheek was swollen and 
bruised and I had a deep cut on 
my cheekbone. 

I tried to play, but my lip was 
puffed up so badly that I could 
not emit a note. Billy had to play 
the job all alone. It lasted two 
days and nights and he was a 
mighty tired musician when it 
was over. One gal made him 
play a ballad about a maiden who 
was left waiting on the seashore 
by a wandering sailor, for three 
hours straight. We all got pretty 


sick of the piece, but Billy was 
getting a hefty tip every few min- 
utes, so he managed to stand up 
under the strain. 

I did not do so badly, though I 
could not play. The girls felt 
sorry for me and slipped several 
gold pieces on the plate which 
Billy had passed around for me. 
One girl even put a ten-dollar 
slug down my neck. 

I had a talk with Big Mitt and 
also with his city editor, a young 
chap named Jack Woodson, who 
was handsome enough to have 
made the movies if he had later 
crashed Hollywood. 

Steve told me he would have 
work for me in the late months of 
spring and the coming summer. 
At the time he and Woodson 
were the staff, although they may 
have had a woman doing social 
items. 

With what I made from an oc- 
casional dance job and what I 
picked up playing solo or holding 
a cue for the house in a peapool 
game, I managed to subsist. 

I got no money for solo or 
pool, but when the drinks were 
called up, I took a package of 
cigarettes. In this manner I got a 
corner on Melachrino cigarettes. 

I was a light smoker and as I

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usually obtained from 10 to 20 
packages in an evening, I accu- 
mulated quite a stock. Finally, 
the Nome supply of that particu- 
lar brand was exhausted and no 
more could arrive until the boats 
returned in June. 

It happened that an executive 
of one of the larger mining com- 
panies smoked nothing but 
Melachrinos. He discovered that 
I had a supply and he was glad to 
take them off my hands at a con- 
siderable premium over the regu- 
lar selling price. 

The nights were particularly 
long when the miners were out 
on the creeks. We invented many 
dodges to make the time pass. 
One handsome young bartender 
at the Board of Trade Saloon 
would inveigle me into a dummy 
solo game. He knew I had no 
money to lose, so he made the 
rule that if he won, nothing hap- 
pened, but if I won he opened a 
bottle of champagne on the 
house. 

If I had a good run of luck, 
some mornings when he went off 
shift we would both be feeling 
pretty rich, as an old uncle of 
mine used to say when he was 
“half-seas over.” Charley would 
then insist that we make the 
rounds of his competitors and on 
several occasions he went back 
to work the next evening without 
ever seeing his bed. 

Perhaps it was the Alaska cli- 
mate, but hang-overs seemed to 
dissipate more quickly in Nome. 
Or it may have been the never- 
ending confusion in my mind as 


like Mat” — 

to whether it was night or day. In 
the winters the days and nights 
were both dark; in the summer 
both light. I kept marking off a 
calendar to try to keep the time 
straight, but even then I would 
often lose half a day somewhere. 

We did not altogether lack for 
amusement in Nome. Besides 
pool, cards, and drinking, in the 
winter we had basketball, long 
distance indoor foot races and in- 
door baseball. I never could get 
interested in indoor baseball, 
probably because I was too de- 
vout a fan of the outdoor game. 

Nome had several good bas- 
ketball teams. The one repre- 
senting the Arctic Brotherhood 
was fast enough to go Outside 
and hold its own with the best 
teams in the States. 

The real winter sport, however, 
was indoor foot racing for dis- 
tances of from two miles to ten. 
There were some crack runners 
among the Swedes, Finns, and 
other Scandinavians that so 
largely peopled Nome. One of 
the best, as I recall, was a man 
named Burman or Berman. A fa- 
vorite, too, was a Greek Saloon 
porter whom we called Mike. He 
seldom won a race, but was al- 
ways trying. He had the backing 
of a lot of gamblers and liquor 
men. 

The real champ was a Japanese 
called Wada. He came from 
Fairbanks where he had cleaned 
up the best in that camp. They 
say that he indirectly effected the 
reformation of one of the dance 
hall girls. She put up a thousand 
dollars on him at odds of five to 
one. With her winnings she went 


back to her family and is now a 
respected member of society. 

Wada was in Southern Califor- 
nia last winter, trying to get 
someone to grubstake him for an- 
other try at gold mining. I did 
not hear how he made out. He 
had left when I tried to find him 
in Pomona. 

As spring approached, the 
thoughts of the residents of 
Nome turned to the greatest sport 
of all— our National Game. Fort 
Davis, the military post a few 


miles down the beach from 
Nome, had a good ball club and 
the previous summer had de- 
feated the best the town could get 
together. 

In the spring there was talk of 
forming a four-team league and 
having some real baseball. As a 
dyed-in-the-wool fan, I homed in 
at every conference and when the 
league was formed was made of- 
ficial scorekeeper. 

Previously, games had been 
played on the beach and hard-hit 


balls made it tough on the out- 
fielders. Unless they were good 
swimmers, they had to wait for 
the Bering tide to bring the ball 
ashore. That spring it was de- 
cided to build a real ball ground 
worthy of a city like Nome. 

It was through my connection 
with the sport that I was finally 
able to land a newspaper job on 
the Golddigger and take a small 
part in the political life of the 
city.

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As a state, Alaska can blow out 50 candles on Jan. 3 


Statehood followed events that are now commemorated on legal holidays

Alaska became a state on Jan. 3, 
1959. Other than swearing in Gover- 
nor William A. Egan, there was little 
celebration. Alaskans had already 
partied in June when Congress had 
passed the statehood bill. 

As for the formal proclamation 
of statehood, signed by President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in Wash- 
ington, D.C., the New York Times 
reported, “History has been made 
with a minimum of ceremony and 
no pomp.” 

The newspaper called the formal 
proclamation “an anti-climatic end to 
a 42-year struggle for statehood.” 

Alaska celebrates Statehood 
Day, but not as a legal holiday. 
That is because Alaska celebrates 
Seward’s Day and Alaska Day as 
legal holidays. 

Seward’s Day reflects the fact that 
the United States negotiated a treaty 
of purchase of Alaska. The name 
comes from Secretary of State 
William H. Seward who negotiated 
the Alaska Purchase Treaty, also 
called the Treaty of Cession since 
Russia was ceding Russian America 
(Alaska) to the United States. 

Signed on March 30, 1867, the 
treaty is now celebrated in Alaska 
with a legal holiday on the last Mon- 
day in March. 

Alaska Day commemorates the 
occasion on which the United States 
took possession of vast territory. 
Russia formally transferred Alaska to 
the United States on Oct. 18, 1867. 
On that day, at a ceremony in Sitka, 
Russia lowered its flag, and the 
United States raised its flag. 

Alaska Day is legal holiday in the 
state, celebrated on Oct. 18. 

Alaska grew out of struggle — a 
struggle to craft the treaty, a struggle 
to get the treaty ratified, a struggle to 
make a life in the wilderness and 
harsh weather, a struggle for home- 
rule, and a struggle for statehood. 

When statehood arrived, a cartoon 
in The New Yorker toasted the new 
state: “Here’s to the biggest and best 
damn state in the Union.” 

Eventually, Congress passed a res- 
olution authorizing Alaska Statehood 
Day, first celebrated on Jan. 3, 1984. 
As President, Ronald Reagan pro- 
claimed that the day be observed 
“with appropriate ceremonies.” 

Presenting a summary of histori- 
cal events is one such appropriate, al- 
beit small, ceremony. 

Selected dates and events 
in Alaska’s history 

1648 — Semen Ivanovitch Dezh- 
nev sailed from the Kolyma River in 
Siberia through the Bering Strait in 
search for furs, an event not docu- 
mented by the illiterate seaman. 

Aug. 21, 1732 — Searching for 
furs, Mikhail S. Gvozdev ap- 
proached what was later called the 
Cape Prince of Wales and King Is- 
land, but did not land due to strong 


winds; this event remained relatively 
unknown until after Vitus Bering’s 
expedition became famous . 

July 15, 1741— Alexsey Chiriko 
on the St. Paul , part of Vitus Bering’s 
expedition, sighted land, probably 
Prince of Wales Island. 

July 16, 1741 —Vitus Bering on 
the St. Peter saw land, Kayak Is- 
land, and a distant mountain that he 
named after the saint whose day it 
was — St. Elias. 

1740s-1790s— Competitive Russ- 
ian fur traders, called promyshlen- 
niki, ruled coastal areas of Alaska 
where the furs were. 

1774, 1777, 1778, 1790 -The 
Spanish colony of Mexico sent expe- 
ditions to Alaska. 

1778— In search of the Northwest 
Passage, Captain James Cook of 
Great Britain explored Alaska and 
Arctic waters. 

1884— On Kodiak Island, fur 
merchant Grigory Shelikhov estab- 
lished what became the first perma- 
nent western settlement in Alaska. 

1780s-1790s— American, British, 
French, Portuguese, Spanish and 
Swedish trading ships sailed in 
Alaska waters. 

1790— Captain Joseph Billing 
and Gavriil Sarychev sailed eastward 
from Petropavlonks and traveled to 
Unalaska and Kayak Island. 

1791— Captain Joseph Billing 
and Gavriil Sarychev explored the 
Alaska coast along the Aleutian is- 
land chain and sailed between Un- 
alaska and the Bering Strait. 

1794— Eight Russian Orthodox 
monks form a Finnish monastery ar- 
rived in Kodiak; these were the first 
resident missionaries. 

1796-1805— The Russians tried 
and failed to establish a farming set- 
tlement at Yakutat, then called 
Novorossick. 

1799— Emperor or Czar Paul I 
granted an imperial charter and mo- 
nopoly to the Russian-American 
Company, modeled after the British 
East India Company, to rule Russian 
territories in the North America. 

1799— The Russian American 
Company established a colony at 
Mikhailovsk on Sitka Island now 
called Baranov Island); Tlingits de- 
stroyed Mikhailovsk in 1802. 

1799-1818— As the manager in 
residence of the Russian American 
Company, Aleksandr Andreyevich 
Baranov served as the commercial 
and de facto government ruler of 


Russian America. 

1803- 1806 — Captain Yuri Fe- 
dorovich Lisiansky sailed from 
Kronstadt, Russia, around Africa, 
to Hawaii and to Alaska, where he 
visited Kodiak and Sitka and ob- 
tained a load of furs, and then 
sailed back to Russia. 

1804— The Russian American 
Company again established a colony 
on the island now called Baranov, 
this community called New 
Archangel (Novo Arkhangel’sk, on 
the site of present-day Sitka). 

1807-1811— In command of the 
ship Diana, Vasily Mikhailovich 
Golovnin sailed from Europe and be- 
tween Petropavlovsk and Sitka. 

1812— Aleksandr Andreyevich 
Baranov’s Russian American Com- 
pany and John Jacob Astor’s Ameri- 
can Fur Company brief cooperated, 
but the War of 1812 ended that. 

1812— Baronov sent Ivan Kuskov 
to Spanish California where Kuskov 
established Fort Ross, north of Be- 
dega Bay; California became Mexi- 
can in 1822. 

1815-1818 — On the Rurik, Otto 
von Kotzebue sailed around the 
world and looked for the Northeast 
Passage; he sailed the Bering Strait 
in 1816, wintered in California, and 
abandoned an attempt at the Bering 
Strait in 1817 due to ice. 

1817- 1819— In command of the 
Kamchatka on a round-the-world 
voyage, Vasily Mikhailovich 
Golovnin inspected Russian Amer- 
ica, including Kodiak and Sitka in 
Alaska (both in July 1818) and Fort 
Ross in California. 

1818- 1867— Thirteen Russian 
naval officers in succession ruled 
Russian America: Hagemeister, 
Yanovsky, Muraviev, Chistiakov, 
von Wrangell, Kupreanov, Eholin, 
Tebenkov, Rosenberg, Rudakov, Vo- 
evodski, Furnhelm and Maksutov. 

1821— The Russian American 
Company’s charter, which had ex- 
pired in 1818, was renewed with the 
requirement that governors be Russ- 
ian naval officers. 

1824-1858— The Orthodox mis- 
sionary Ivan Veniaminov worked in 
Alaska, in the Aleutians and at New 
Archangel. 

1825 — A Russo-British treaty 
defined Alaska’s southern and 
eastern boundaries, the south at 
54° 40’ and the east at 141st 
meridian, and thereby prevented 
any Russian expansion. 

1826-1829 — Feder Petrovich 
Litke, a scientist, made a round-the- 


world voyage on the Seniavin that 
included exploring Alaska waters 
and coasts. 

1834— When the Russian Ameri- 
can Company build Redoubt Saint 
Dioysius at the mouth of the Sitkine 
River and deny access to the river to 
the British Dryad, Britain’s Hudson’s 
Bay Company filed suit, which was 
dropped in 1839 when trade agree- 
ment prompted the closure of Re- 
doubt Saint Dioysius. 

1839— The Russian American 
Company leased land south of Cape 
Spencer to Britain, and renewed this 
lease in 1849. 

1841— The Russian American 
Company sold the California colony, 
Fort Ross, to a Swiss immigrant 
named John Sutter. 

1844— John V. Bell of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company built a trading 
post called Fort Yukon at the junction 
of the Porcupine and Yukon rivers, in 
Russian American territory. 

1844— Czar Nicholas I granted 
the third 20-year charter to the Russ- 
ian American Company, and this 
charter gave the company right to the 
tea trade. 

1855— With Russia fighting 
Britain in the Crimean War, Russia 
sent troops to protect Alaska from its 
British neighbors in Canada. 

1855— Tlingits attacked New 
Archangel (Sitka), but Russians repel 
the assault. 

1857— Russian again sent troops 
to Alaska, this time due to the Tlin- 
git threat. 

1862— Naval Captain Pavel 
Nikolaevich Golovin and Finance 
Ministry official Sergei Aleksan- 
drovich Kostlivtsov inspect Alaska 
with the question being whether Rus- 
sia should sell the land or not; they 
identify chronic labor problem. 

1864— Western Union’s Collins 
Overland Line began building tele- 
graph lines in Alaska and Siberia for 
a planned landline linking the United 
States and Europe via the Bering 
Strait, but CyrusField’s 1866 success 
with the underwater, transatlantic 
cable halted the landline project. 

March 30, 1867 -SEWARD’S 
DAY, U.S. Secretary of States 
William H. Seward and Russian Am- 
bassador Edouard de Stoeckel signed 
the Treaty of Cession whereby Rus- 
sia ceded Alaska to the United States. 

1867 —The U.S . Army sent troops 
to Alaska; the Army left in 1877. 

July 18, 1868- The U.S. Senate 
having already voted to ratify the 


treaty providing for the purchase of 
Alaska, the U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives ratified it. 

Oct. 18, 1868- ALASKA DAY, 
the Russian flag came down and 
the United States took possession 
of Alaska 

1877 — Presbyterian Reverend 
Sheldon Jackson visited Alaska for 
the first time, and he remained influ- 
ential through the end of the century. 

1878— ’79— A great die-off on Saint 
Lawrence Island killed over a thousand 
people and wiped out entire villages. 

1879— During Tlingit- White con- 
flicts around Sitka, the British Os- 
prey provided protection until the 
U.S. Navy Jamestown arrived; the 
Navy remained in charge until 1884. 

1880— Joe Juneau and Richard 
Harris found placer gold and then 
lode at what became the Harris dis- 
trict, Harrisburg, and the Juneau. 

1884-1912 -The First Organic 
Act provided for civil government 
for the district of Alaska, no legisla- 
ture and therefore no taxation, but 
federal judges and marshals, and 
presidentially appointed governors, 
namely Kinkead, Swineford, Knapp, 
Sheakley, Brady, Hoggatt and Clark. 

1886— The West Coast’s anti- 
Chinese riots reached Juneau, which 
promptly expelled the Chinese. 

1887— Reverend William Duncan 
moved Tsimshian Native Americans 
from British Columbia to the new 
community of Metlakatkla on An- 
nette Island. 

1891— The Reverend Sheldon 
Jackson brought some reindeer from 
Siberia as an experiment; they lived, 
and he imported 1 ,280 reindeer from 
Siberia to northwest Alaska between 
1892 and 1902. 

1896— A great gold discovery in the 
Klondike region of the Yukon Territory 
of Canada prompted the Klondike Gold 
Rush that brought prospectors and min- 
ers to Alaska en route to the Klondike, 
and the Alaska gold finds, railroads, 
Army forts, Washington-Alaska Mili- 
tary Cable and Telegraph System 
(WAMCATS) followed. 

1912-1959— The Second Organic 
Act provided civil government with 
a territorial legislature and governors 
appointed by the U.S. president, gov- 
ernors including Clark, Strong, 
Riggs, Bone, Parks, Troy, Gruening, 
Heitzleman and Stepovich.

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Help is out there for those with troubled thoughts 

Sudden jump in suicides in Northwest Arctic and Norton Sound regions prompts concern

Over the past few weeks a heart- 
breaking toll has been mounting in 
northwestern Alaska. 

Six individuals have taken their 
own lives since the beginning of the 
month. In a span of 17 days, Alaska 
State Troopers reported suicides in 
Teller, Noatak, Kiana, Brevig Mis- 
sion and two in Selawik. 

Most of the incidents involved 
younger people— three were under 
18 years old and only one victim was 
older than 30. Most were male. 

Additionally, Troopers reported 
two suicide attempts in the Norton 
Sound region in late November that 
required the young adult victims, 
both under 25, to be transported to 
Anchorage and Nome for treatment. 
Both were expected to survive. 

While it’s difficult, or perhaps 
even impossible, to determine if the 
sudden rise in suicidal behavior in 
the region is coincidence or some- 
how connected, there are common 
contributors to all suicides. Mental 
health problems, substance abuse, a 
lack of opportunities or jobs, vio- 
lence in the household, abuse or 
some other traumatic event all can be 
underlying factors in a suicide. 

James Gallanos, the lead suicide 
prevention coordinator for the state 
Division of Behavioral Health, said 
examining and confronting these 
factors can aid in preventing future 
tragedies. “Our best informed deci- 
sion in how to prevent suicide, it’s 
not always by looking at the causes, 
but looking at some of the circum- 
stances leading to suicide,” Gal- 
lanos said. 

One of the more prominent factors 
that play a role in suicides is depres- 
sion. Mental health problems and 
suicide are sensitive subjects any- 
where, and even more so in a small, 
isolated village. “In any community 
there’s a ton of stigma associated 
with suicide and depression,” Gal- 
lanos said. “And depression is also a 
large contributing factor to suicide, 
probably the most common mental 
health problem related to suicide.” 

A fear to broach the subject of de- 
pression or suicidal thoughts can ex- 
acerbate the problem. Gallanos said 
it is important for people considering 
suicide to be able to find support 
within their community. “When 
someone is in crisis, first and fore- 
most it is important to identify that, 
to reach out to them to offer help, to 


be able to listen to hear what their 
problems or concerns are,” he said. 

Marv Poyourow, clinical director 
for Norton Sound Health Corp.’s Be- 
havioral Health Services division, 
echoes that thought, saying prevent- 
ing suicide takes a unified effort. 
“Certainly prevention and develop- 
ment of community support is really, 
really key to preventing suicide,” 
Poyourow said. “This really goes be- 
yond the family. You look at the age 
of people committing suicide, they 
are people who are already strongly 
influenced by their peer group. This 
is something where a strong, healthy 
community can do a lot to prevent it.” 

Acknowledging that there can be 
a lack of mental health resources in 
villages, Gallanos suggested com- 
munity members such as the clergy, 
school officials, elders, whoever 
plays a supportive role in the com- 
munity as a go- to for those experi- 
encing trouble. 

In terms of professional help, Poy- 
ourow said Norton Sound Health 
Corp. is the primary entity serving 
many of the villages in the region to 
provide clinical support for those 
who are either contemplating suicide 
themselves or who know of a loved 
one or friend who is exhibiting signs 
of potentially committing suicide. 
“We [at behavioral health services] 
get called a great deal out of concern 
for a person who people are worried 
about,” Poyourow said. “It’s some- 
thing that’s pretty frequent with us.” 

Poyourow said each of the 15 
communities NSHC serves is pro- 
grammed to have a village-based 
counselor, with 11 or 12 communi- 
ties currently having the counselor 
position filled. 

Gallanos said the state is in the 
process of developing suicide pre- 
vention initiative that will address 
the issue from a community-based 
approach. He said the state is in the 
planning stages of putting together 
regional suicide prevention teams. 
“At a statewide level we’re trying to 
build a supportive structure for de- 
livering resources. Instead of the 
state going in and providing specific 
services, we’re allowing communi- 
ties to identify local needs and de- 
velop local solutions,” he said. 

He said that the state has received 
several proposals from NSHC, but 
could not say at this point whether 
those proposals will be worked into 
the overall initiative. 


Part of that initiative could be 
training more local residents as vil- 
lage-based counselors. He cited the 
University of Alaska Fairbanks’ 
Rural Human Services program that 
provides support for training behav- 
ioral health aides. With a lack of local 
mental health care providers, Gal- 
lanos said people will often get treat- 
ment somewhere outside the village, 
only to come home with a plan for 
care that is hard to carry out alone. 
“We send them out to a health center, 
and they may receive some initial 
services, and then are sent back to 
their community with a well-inten- 
tioned plan for care,” he said. “They 
get back to their community with no 
resources to support the plan and they 
can end up back in crisis again.” 

Gallanos also pointed out the im- 
portance of preserving a positive cul- 
tural identity in maintaining a 
healthy community. 

Outside of talking to a trusted 
source for support, people seeking 
help have a number of sources they 
can call to find help. The state has a 
toll-free number that is staffed 24 
hours a day, every day. The Alaska 
Care Line can be reached at 1-877- 
266-4357. There is also a national 
suicide prevention hotline open at all 
hours at 1 -800-273-TALK (8255). 

Poyourow said people can always 
call NSHC’s Behavioral Health de- 
partment at (907) 443-3344. After 
the department’s normal hours, he 
said people can call hospital’s nurses’ 
station at (907) 443-3353. 

Hard numbers 

A state study looking at suicide 
data in Alaska from Sept. 1 , 2003 to 
Aug. 31, 2006 found that the great- 
est number of suicides were carried 
out by those between the ages of 20- 
29. The study, released in February 
2007, noted that, nationally, the age 
group experiencing the highest per- 
centage of death by suicide is popu- 
lated by those 80 and older. 

The study also found that from 
1995 to 2006 Alaska Natives ac- 
counted for 39 percent of the state’s 
suicides while the group only made 
up 16 percent of Alaska’s population. 
When the data is broken down to look 
solely at those under 20 years old 
committing suicide, Alaska Native 
accounted for a staggering 60 percent 
of the deaths in the 11 -year period. 

The regions of the state in which 
the recent deaths occurred, Nome 


and the northwest, have historically 
led Alaska in suicide rates. In its 
2007 report, the Statewide Suicide 
Prevention Council reported that 
there were 65 suicides in the Nome 
region between 1996 and 2005, a 


rate of 71.7 per 100,000 people. 
The Northwest Arctic had 50 sui- 
cides in that time span, a rate of 
71.5 per 100,000. The stateside av- 
erage for the time period was 20.5 
per 100,000.

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Pepsi’s Christmas encounter with the wild musk ox

Once upon a time there was a 9- 
week-old puppy of dubious blood 
lines that started its life journey in 
Nome as the result of an amorous 
fling between a black lab and a husky. 

Not being potty- trained, this ball 
of pitch-black fur wasn’t wanted by 
her owners any more — and a little 
girl standing outside Hanson’s tried 
to give her away to anybody. On that 
May day, the pup was adopted by the 
author of this story. The puppy was 
scared, growled at strangers and did- 
n’t know what fate had in mind as I 
put her in the truck next to me. 

During the eight-mile ride back 
home, we made a pact. “You be good 
to us, and we will be good to you,” I 
said. The pup’s big brown eyes 
looked at me and we had a deal. 
Upon arrival she met the 30- some 
sled dogs of our kennel and soon 
grew accustomed to her new pack. 
We named her Pepsi and over the 
course of the summer, she grew into 
a beautiful dog, curious and smart, al- 


beit crazy for food, any kind of food. 

Come winter, a new excitement 
entered the picture as life revolved 
around sled dog training. Once the 
harnesses came out of summer stor- 
age, the daily training sessions were 
accompanied by the crazy noise level 
of excited dogs screaming to be 
hooked up. Pepsi didn’t see why she 
couldn’t go on a run and finally de- 
cided to follow Nils, my husband, on 
a 20-mile training run to Banner 
Creek. She followed his team the en- 
tire way, coming back home running 
closely behind the sled. Later, a 
friend came to visit by dog team and 
same thing occurred again. She fol- 
lowed her— Pepsi was even put in an 
extra harness in an extra spot on the 
gangline— and made the team all the 
way to Icy View. Out of the harness, 
she thanked our friend, turned 
around and ran all the way back to 
our house, tired, but mighty proud 
that she made a dog team! 

Pepsi wanted to be a sled dog so 
badly that I finally gave in, put a har- 


ness on her and made her part of my 
team. First wheel, then team, and 
after a few weeks , she wanted to be 
up front— like, all the way up front. 
OK, then. I hooked her up with my 
old trusted leader and from then on, 
there was no looking back. The dog, 
so gentle and laid back out of har- 
ness, turned into a whole different 
animal once hooked up, screaming, 
lunging on the tug line and scratch- 
ing holes in the snow. For sure, she 
wouldn’t make any speed racing 
team, but her endurance and tough 
head made her a valid team member 
for a recreational musher like me. 

Come Christmas 2005, we decided 
to go for a Christmas run around the 
loop. The week before, we had no- 
ticed four musk ox bulls hanging 
around near our trail. They had been 
close enough to get my pulse up, but 
not too close for comfort. 

I hooked up my team, Pepsi up 
front and out the yard, on a white- 
knuckle ride around the corners, 
through the willows and up the hill 


we went. Once we hit the trail on the 
backside of Native Hill, the pink 
dawn light made the mountains 
along the Nome River valley glow 
and, man, life was good. No wind, 
just the cold stinging my cheeks and 
the sound of crunching snow beneath 
the runners, the panting of the dogs. 
Full of pride, I watched Pepsi set the 
pace at a comfortable lope. Gee, I 
thought I was the luckiest person in 
the world, getting to see the beauty 
of this land by dog sled and to travel 
silently with my four- legged friends. 

Suddenly I was rudely awakened 
from this moment of perfection 
when the willows on both sides of 
the trail came alive, and I saw the 
four musk ox right there, a nose 
length away from my lead dogs. 
What to do? One musk ox moved 
onto the trail, shaking his head at 
us, snorting. Oh no. The older lead 
dog thought he could make a run 
for it and aimed to make it past the 
musk ox on the trail and the other 
two hidden in the willows. 


But he didn’t count on Pepsi. She 
put on the brakes, reared up and 
stood on her hind legs, barking at the 
musk ox long enough for me to run 
up front, turn the team around and 
head back in the opposite direction. 
When I grabbed the leader’s neck- 
line, the musk ox snorted again, 
shaking his head, and I could feel his 
breath on my cheeks. Once I had the 
team turned around, we didn’t linger. 
At home, I was still shaking from the 
encounter and the more I thought 
about it, the clearer it became that 
Pepsi in that moment of rearing up 
and barking at the musk ox may well 
have saved us from a potential disas- 
ter. She got an extra portion of Milk- 
bones that day and earned her spot on 
the couch in perpetuity. 

Today, she still runs in harness, as 
eager as always. Recently she fin- 
ished her first one-dog race on the 
Montana Creek Dog Musher ’s race 
track and earned her driver, 4-year- 
old Lizzy Hahn, a red ribbon for 
placing second.

-Stop multi-tasking. Eating, 
reading, and talking on a cell phone 
(even hands-free) while driving are 
distracting. 

-Never drink and drive. And, be 
alert for drivers who may not be as 
safe as you . 

-Get an emergency kit. A first aid 
kit should minimally include band- 
ages, tape, wash & dry cloth and a 
topical antiseptic. A car kit should 
include oil, anti-freeze, transmission 
and brake fluids, basic tools, signal 
flare, flashlight (with fully charged 
batteries) and duct tape.

An hour walk through town can 
collect many Christmas stories. The 
first stop: Munaqsri Senior Apart- 
ments where Julian Clements shared 
his implacable memories of the hol- 
iday season. 

“My special Christmas’ and hol- 
idays in Nome were spent at the Mu- 
naqsri Senior Center, I used to be a 
cook. When I got older I moved into 
the center and would make dinner for 
all the seniors and their families. We 
would have about 45 people. I really 
enjoyed doing it and it really made 
my holidays special and more fam- 
ily— like , I don’t have any family here 
in Nome. These days I really miss 
it,” shared Clements. 

Sometimes the most unheard 
stories are from the people closest 
to us. The things that we had no 
idea about and will most likely 
have the most interested in are sit- 
ting right next to us.

“On Christmas Eve my family 
used to sit around the piano and 
sing Christmas carols. My mom 
would play the piano and my dad 
the violin-he was very good, re- 
joiced Bonnie Hahn. 

“My mom would make her 
Christmas fruitcake, we would call it 
the coconut cake-it had a lot of it in 
it. We always had that cake every 
Christmas and looked forward to it. 

“The Christmas I’ll always re- 
member is when I was four years old. 
I was asleep upstairs and Santa 
Clause-of course now I know it was 
my father-grabbed me and brought 
me downstairs and sat me in front of 
the Christmas tree. Something I 
wanted forever and ever was a bed 
for my dolls, and sitting there, in 
front of the tree, was a cradle. When 
Santa left I figured I would follow 
him out the door. Outside I wasn’t 
very far behind him and he disap- 
peared! I looked all over for him, 
every comer, under the steps-he van- 
ished into thin air. I remember how I 
couldn’t figure that one out. How 
could he disappear so fast? My mom 
would tell me that he got on his 


sleigh and the reindeer took off,” 
Hahn continues. 

“When my kids were young 
everyone in Nome would purchase a 
real Christmas tree from White 
Mountain, it was a dollar a foot. 
Every year I would get a four-foot 
one and we would all decorate it. We 
did that every year until they stopped 
selling them and plastic trees became 
available, ends Hahn. 

Community leaders have their 
own traditions and are not to be over- 
looked when the season comes 
around, they can hold some of the 
most enlightening tales of all. 

Leo Rasmussen, a past mayor and 
current local business owner, shares 
his traditions of the holiday season. 

“We actually have a pretty normal 
mid- western Christmas. I married 
into a Norwegian family and they 
have five days of Christmas. If you 
lather that with typical American 
Christmas-it’s a mixing of traditions. 
We have a big Christmas Eve dinner 
then Santa Clause comes over, and 
we open presents-when I was being 
raised we got all our presents on 
Christmas morning.” 

Patty James, another local busi- 
ness owner recalls how her shop con- 


sumes much of her holiday time. 
However she keeps in mind the im- 
portance to create time to spend and 
commit to others . 

“This Christmas season my son 
Andrew and I had the opportunity to 
travel to Savoonga —we’ve often 
been there during the Christmas sea- 
son. During this time of year people 
in Nome tend to forget about those 
from more remote places than us. 
There is so much going on here, 
things to do, buy, friends to be with. 

“For me it was very significant 
and important to observe a commu- 
nity that has far less than we have and 
people who have less than we have 
and to see closeness of family and 
how important people are to each 
other. Family and love is truly the 
most important spirit of Christmas.” 

No matter what Christmas tradi- 
tion or memory a person holds , it is 
theirs. It is theirs to share, keep, pass 
on, and celebrate. Stories and a per- 
son heritage are what the spirit of 
Christmas is all about— keeping a 
habit alive and creating new tradi- 
tions as a family grows, experiences 
and learns about how others cele- 
brate the Christmas season.

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Christmas memories shared 


Nome has an order of nuns who belong to the order of the Little Sisters of Jesus. Little Sisters 
Damiene, Nirmala, and Alice live in a small convent near the East End of town and they share some 
of their Christmas memories with us. 


Wartime 

memories 

Sister Damiene grew up in the 
eastern part of France, in an area 
known as Alsace. She was the oldest 
of five children and shares memories 
of holidays in a small village before 
World War II. Her family home was 
out in an open meadow and they 
could see the lights of the village in 
the distance. 

They never bought Christmas 
trees; in those days her father would 
go into the woods on Christmas Eve 
and cut a tree. It was decorated in 
the living room that evening. 

“When we children heard the ring- 
ing of little bells we knew that Krist 
Kindle had come to our house,” she 
says. “We had simple gifts under the 
tree, nothing big, but the very special 
treat was the oranges. In those times 
oranges were really special. We also 
had chocolate and mother baked a lot 
of cookies. 

“We sang carols and then went to 
Midnight Mass. We would have a 
big dinner with all the relatives and 
my many cousins all got new toys. 
We’d get together on New Year’s 


Eve and have mulled wine with cin- 
namon sticks. That was so good! 

“That was before the War.” 

Alsace was bombed during World 
War II. Sister Damiene says, “We 
were bombed by the Americans, but 
we knew that they were driving out 
the Germans. When war came we 
spent a lot of time hiding in cellars 
and we could hear the planes and the 
bombs.” 

She left the village during the war 
to go to school in Strasbourg. “There 
were several hundred students in this 
school and when the bombing 
started, and there were lots of bomb- 
ing raids, we would seek safety in 
the cellar. Sometimes we would be 
there for hours. A whole afternoon 
would be spent in the basement. One 
time when we came out after the 
bombing was over, we could seen 
that the building across the street — a 
small factory — was destroyed and in 
flames. 

“We could watch from my home 
and could see planes dropping 
bombs in the distance.

Sister Nirmala grew up in Sri 
Lanka where the holidays were cele- 
brated with relatives of many faiths. 
‘We got together at our grandparents’ 
house with a lot of our Buddhist rel- 
atives. We would go to Midnight 
Mass, however the church was so big 


and crowded that our parents would 
dress us children, park the six of us 
on a couch, and we would fall asleep 
in our ‘go to church clothes.’ They 
would then leave us there while they 
went to church. They would wake us 
when they got home around 2 a.m.

Midnight Mass. It was such a long 
service — it usually took at least 45 
minutes for the priest to distribute 
communion.

priest. 

“Fireworks were a big feature of 
the holiday. Each child would get a 
box of sparklers and there were lots 
of firecrackers. Firecrackers would 
explode along the road to church. 

We would prepare a festive table 
for Christmas. We had sweet rice 
made with mung beans. And then 
there were bananas — we had so 
many varieties of bananas — at least 
nine different kinds. 

“There was lots of singing. Each 
child would get a box of sparklers 
and at midnight we would set off 
fireworks. My uncle would supply 
the fireworks. Our Hindu, Buddhist 
and Moslem neighbors would also 
enjoy the display. We’d have lots of 
goodies, candy and cookies. But we 
could only take two helpings of the 
treats. If we were offered a third time 
good manners dictated that we re- 
fuse, unless the host insisted we take 
more. Then it was OK 

“We had lots of visits from friends 
and neighbors and it was important 
to give as much as we got. We 
would get new dresses for Christmas 
and we’d have Christmas trees and 
decorate or home. We’d go caroling 
and even the poorest folks got treats. 
We would decorate a Nativity set and 


give toys to visiting children. One 
time we had no toy to give a visiting 
child and my sister had to give up 
one of her toys. . 

“On New Year’s Day we would 
celebrate with milk rice — white rice 
and we would light a special lamp at 
6 p.m. The lighting of the lamp for 
the New Year was of special signifi- 
cance.” 

Sister Nirmala will be heading 
back to Sri Lanka to visit her family 
and spend this holiday with them.

Little Sister Alice grew up near a 
small town in northern Wisconsin. 
“We lived about 10 miles outside of 
the town of Winegar, which had a 
population of about 200. Our home 
was on a lake and we had no neigh- 
bors. We were all by ourselves.” 

She was the youngest child, sepa- 
rated by ten years from her older 
brother and sister. “When they came 
home from college I had to give up 
my room and sleep on the couch. But 
I didn’t mind because I got to go to 
sleep while watching the lights on 
our Christmas tree.

to earn a living was to grow Christ- 
mas trees. We would pick out a tree 
for the house and decorate it. The 
house was a log house with a big 
cathedral- style living room and a 
fireplace. We would also have a tree 
outside the house that was lighted 
and could be seem from great dis- 
tances across the lake. We lived on a 
hill about a mile off the road near 


Lake Katinka.” 

She lived in such a remote area 
they often did not have a priest to 
conduct a Christmas Day service, so 
often they would have Christmas 
Mass a week before or a week after 
Christmas. 

New Year’s was a major commu- 
nity event. The whole county would 
gather at a local bar and have a pot 


luck feast. There would be dancing, 
card playing and lots of eating and at 
midnight there would be spectacular 
fireworks. 

She says folks played a lot of crib- 
bage “Everybody played a card 
game called ‘Sheep’s Head.’” She 
says it is hard to describe the game 
but everyone from Wisconsin knows 
how to play it.

Control Squadron and 213th Space 
Warning Squadron will use radar ca- 
pabilities to provide North American 
Aerospace Defense Command 
(NORAD) with launch notification, 
target verification and flight trajectory 
of Santa and his sleigh. And in case of 
in-flight emergency, Guardsmen will 
notify Santa’s emergency response 
teams to immediately assist. 

“We take this job very seriously,” 
said Master Sgt. Terry Smith, 176th 
Air Control Squadron. “Children 
around the world are relying on the 
National Guard, and we don’t want 
to let them or Santa down on such an 
important night.” 

During a successful test flight ear- 
lier this month, Guardsmen were able 
to track and identify Santa’s departure 
from the North Pole, provide the nec- 
essary notifications to NORAD and 
verify Santa had adequate speed for a 
trip around the world in one night. 

A fully equipped National Guard 
is critical in providing the essential 
capabilities needed to effectively re- 
spond to any state emergency, in this 
case; however, Guardsmen just want 
to provide the support and commu- 
nication Santa requires for a safe trip 
on Christmas Eve.
